Alounſs ouintexo being greedie nt his voyage and de⸗ 
fitous to come to the Jlande ot cin Domingo before his 
fellowes, hoping ts fel his commoditie the better, depar- 
fed krom Gomera in the night feafon without knowledge 
giuing vnto his company.

wherekoꝛe be ſkripped himſelke naked, and tyed a nyght⸗ 
kerchiele aboute bys head, with certayne weptings ays 
perteyning to his office of otarie and Clearkch ippe to 
the Trealourer, and other things that were agaynſt the 
SGouernoure lames Velaſques, AND in this toate famine 
to lande, and wente home to bps owne boule, and ſpake 
with John Xuarex bys bꝛother in law, and foke Sanau⸗ 
arie agapne with Armour. Then the Bauerioure Les 
Velaſques lente ym Woꝛde, that all matters ſhoulde be 
koꝛgotten, and that they ſhoulde remapne kriendes, as in 
tyme paſt they hadde bin, and to goe with hym to the 
TUarres agavnſte cevtapne Indiaus that hadve rebel⸗ 
led. Cortes made hom no aunlwere, but incontinent mar⸗ 
ried with miſtreſle Catalina Xuarex accor,ing to his pꝛo⸗ 
miſe, and to lyue in peace. James Velaſques proceeded on 
bys tourney wyth a greate companpe agapnite the Ke⸗ 
belles, Then fapde Cortex to bys brother in lawe John 
Xuares, bug me (quoth he) my Launce and my Crof 
bowe to the Townes ende. And fo in that euening her 
wente out of Sanduarte, and taking bps Croffeboiwe 
in hande, hee wente with bis bother in lawe to a cers 
tapne Farme, where lame yelaſques was alone, with his 
houſeholde ſeruauntes, for bps armpe was lodged in a 
Village thereby, and came thither ſlomewhat late, and 
at ſuche tyme as the Gouernoure twas peruſing hys 
‘Boke of charges, and knocked at his doze which ade 
open, faping : Herre is Cortex that woulde ſpeake with 
the Gouernoure, and fo wente in. UAhen lame; Velafques 
ſawe hym armed, and at fuch an haure, he was maruel⸗ 
lowly afrapde, deſiring hym to reſt hymſelke, and alſo to 
accepte bys Supper : Po Sir (quoth be) my onely cont 
ming is, but to knowe the complayntes pou haue ab me, 
and to ſatiſfye vou therein, and alſo to bee youre friende 
and ſeruitoꝛ. They then embꝛaced eache other in toßen 
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of friendthip. And after long talke, they lay both in one 
bedde, where James de orrelano founde them, who went to 
rartte newes to the Gouernoure, how cortex had fledde. 
Akter this ſoꝛt came Cortez agavne to his koꝛmer kriend⸗ 
fhpppe with /ames Velaſques, and proceeded with him to 
the NMarres, but alter warde at his returne, he was lpke 


to haue bin dꝛowned in the (ea: Foꝛ as he came fromthe 


Canes of Bani to viſite certapne of bys Bhepheardes 
and Indians that tought in the Mines of Barrucoa Where 
his dwelling was, his canoa on little boate duerthꝛew, be⸗ 


ing night, and halfe a league krom land, with tempette, 
wherby he was put to his ſhiftes, and foꝛced to ſwimme, 
and happened to eſpye lyght that certayne Shepheardes 


had which were at ſupper nere the Sea foe. p fuche

The difcouerie of neyy payne. 


Rawnces & ernandes de Cordoua did firſt᷑ dite 
A couer Xucaran, going with three Shyps 
+ I fo2 Indians, oꝛ elſe fo barter, hele 
AN Sbippes were ſette forthe by Chrifto= 
Ip her Morante, àlid Lope Ochoa de Saizedo, 
— in Anno. 1517. And although he bꝛoughte 
bome nothing at that time but ſtripes, pet he bꝛoughte 
periec relation, how the Countrey was rich ot gold and 
ſtluer, and the people of the countrep clothed, Then 2ames 
Vele/jues Gouernoure of the Jland of Cuba, ſent the next 
peare following his kinſman, called 7% de Grialua, with 
tiga hundꝛed spanyardes in foure Shippes, thinking to obs 
fapne much gold and filuer fo2 his Perchandile at thoſe 
places, which Fralunces H ernandex had enfoꝛmed him: So

that lohn de Grlalua wente to Xucatan, and there koughte 
with the Indians of champeton, and Was hurt. From thece 
he entred the riuer of Tauaſco, Which Groalua hadde fo 37 
med, in the whiche place he bartered keꝛ things af mall 
value. He had in exchaung? golde, cloth of cotten Welk, 
and other curious things wrought ok feathers. He was 

alfo at Saint lohn de Vlhua, and take polſelſion koꝛ the 

Ring, in the name of Lames Velaſques, and there alto ex⸗ 
changed his Haberdaſhe wares, for Golde, and Couces 

lets of cotten, and feathers:and ik he hadde conlidered his 

god koꝛtune, he Would haue planted habitation in ſo rich 

a land, as his company did carnettip regueſt him, and ik 

he had fo done, then had he bin as Cortex was. But ſuche 

wealth was not for bin which knew it not, although be 
exculed himſelfe, faping, he went not to inhabite, but to 

Harter onely in traffike of bis Marchandile, and to dilco⸗ 

uer whether that land of x were an Ilande, oꝛ no. 

And finding it a maͤyne land, and populous, he left otf fo2 

verp keare. Like wile, ſome of his company were defirous 

ge returne to cube, among whome, was one Pedro de 4 be 
wade, who was farre in loue with a woman of that coun⸗ 1 Hi 
trev. So they determined to returne, with relation to the lish loue- 
Gouernaure of ſuche things as hadde happened till that 
‘Day, and fapled homelvardes along the coaſt to Panuco, 

and fo came to cuba, to the greate grieke ok many ol hys 
company. Mea ſomt of them wept, with loꝛrowe that her 

would not abide in that rich tountrey.

Alſo, the fapd Gouernour lente other ſecret letters to 
lames de Ordus and others, requiring them to appꝛehende 
and take pziſoner Corte. Powe ordas did inuite Cortex 
to a banket abode his Caruel, thinking by that meanes 
to catche corte inva ſnare, and fo to carrie him pꝛiſoner 
to the Cities ot aint James de Barocoa, hut Corte vnderſtod 
the matter, and kapned hymſelle to be very ſicke, and alfa 
fearing ſome vpꝛoꝛe, he went aboꝛde his Shippe Admi⸗ 
tall, and thot off a pece of Oꝛdinance, giuing warning 
to his Pauie to be ina readineſſe to make faple, and to 
kollo w him to Saint Anthonies popnte, whiche was done 
with expedition, and there in the Tolune ol Gun Guani- 
ga he muſtered his men, and found five hundꝛed and attic 
Spanpardes, wherof fiftie were Parriners. Me deuiden 
them into eleuen companies, and appointed thefe perſons 
following for Captapnes, that is to fap, Alinſi de Aui- 
la, Alenſi Fernandez Porto Carrero, Idi mes de Ordas, Francifa 
co de Aenteis, Frantiſes de Morla, Franciſco de Salzeda,lohn de 
Eſcalante, lohn Veleſques de Leon, Christopher de olid, and 
one E/conar,and he himſelte as Generall twke one Com⸗ 
pany. he made theſe many Captapnes, bycaule his 
Whole flate was eleuen ſaple, and that eache of them 
choulde feucrallp be Captayne, both ol S bippe and men. 
He alfo appoynted fo, chiefe Pilote uten de Alumi- 
nes, who had kaken charge bekoꝛe with Franc ſe de 2 
ele eis pas nan ex, 
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Indians bowie in „5 

gage, e alſo tertayne Negros 2 5 ſome e pone, and PS) 
Arterne Boꝛſes c Mares, with great proutfion of Bacon, we 

ene, biet, hennes, wine, ople, peale, and other fruttes, 
W great ſteꝛe at Paberdach as Welles, necklaces, beades 
ok glaſde, collers, paints, pines purſes, nedels girdels, 
thꝛedde, kniues, ſidlers, pinſars ham ers, hatchets, Shirts, 
Copfes, headkerchiefes, handkerchiels, bꝛeeches, coates, 
clokes, cappes, Parriners bꝛerches, all b Lubich Perchaͤ⸗ 
diſe he deuided amög his nauie. The Ship Admiral was 
of the burthen ol a hüdꝛed Tunnes. Ot her thae Shippes 
ol the burthen of eightie Tunnes the perce. A Uthe refioue 
were ſmall withoute ouerloppe, and vergan ines. The 
«Denice ok his enſigne oꝛ aunciente, was lla mes of fire in 

white and blewe, with a redde croſſe in the middeſt, and 
bozdꝛed round with letters, in the Lattine and Spaniſhe 
tongs, which ſign itied this in efted:friends,let vs fellow 
the Crofle, and with livelp faith with this ſtanderde we 
Mall obteyne victoꝛie. The premifles (as pe haue hearde) 
was the furniture that Cortex pꝛouided foꝛ his iournep, 

and with fo ſmall a thing he conquered ſo greate and 
mightie an Empire, e ſcrange Countreys, vnknowen at 
that time. There was neuer Captapne that did with like 
army overcome fo inũnite a people, æ bꝛing both the and 
their toũtrey vnder ſubiectiõ. Me caried no money fa pay 
bis ſouldiers, but was rather much indebted to others at 
his departure. And to fap the truth, there needed anx mo⸗ 
ney to make pap to thofe ſouldiers that went to the Cõ⸗ 
queſt, foꝛ tf they ſhuld haue ferued fo2 wages, they would 
haue gone to other places nere hand. But in India, euerx 
one pꝛetẽdeth p ſtate of a noble man, oʒ elſe great riches. 
row all p flerte being in readineſte (as pe haue hearde,)

nype people, as pet neuer ſeene to anye of dure nation, pea

Ringes. And J allure pou, that the defire of glozy dothe 
further extend, than trealure, the whiche in ſoꝛte, moꝛtall 
life doth ohtayne. J haue now pꝛepared Shippes, Armoꝛ, 
Hoꝛſes, and other furniture for the warres, with viau⸗ 
all ſufficient, and all things that are vſed as netellary in 
Conqueſtes. J haue bin at greate coſtes and charges, 
wherein J haue not onely employed myne owne godes, 
but alfo the godes of my freendes, pet me thinketh that 
the employmente thereof dothe encreaſe my treaſure and 
honoz. Wile ought (louing fellowes) to leaue off mall 
things, when great matters doe offer themſelues. And 
euen as my truſt is in God, euen fo greater profite ſhall 
come to our kings, and a nation of this oure enterpꝛiſe, 
khan hath heretofore of any other. J doe not ſpeake how 
acceptable it will be to God our fautaur, fo2 whofe love 
I do chiefly and willingly, hazard my gods and trauel. 4 
will not nowe treat of the perils and danger of like that 
A haue palled ſince 4 began this voyage. This J ſay, that 
god men doe rather erpect rendune, khan trealure.

with much foꝛce, fop all the F ete were ſeparated with⸗ 

out fight p one of the other:yet by the accompt that their 
Pilots kept, they arriued ail lauing one at the Jlande al 
Acuſamil, although nat at one time, and thoſe that lat a⸗ 
rived, wer the Aꝛmirall, and Captapne orla his Ship, 
who had lof his Ruther, but by ſhoting aff a pece, carte 
vnderſtad his necellitie, and came vering to him, and a⸗ 
mayned bis faites ta ſuctaur hint being in z night ſeaſan. 

Het when the day appeared, it pleaſed God y the rage of 

the tempeff kealled, ⁊ being cleere dap, they found agayne 
their Kuther, and trimmed the Ship, and made ſaple, and 
ſayled that day and the next following, without fighte of 
land, oꝛ any of the Flerte. But the third dap they arriued 

at a cape 02 point ot land, called Womens cape. cortex che: 
manded orla fo fold hun, directing his tonrfe to feke 
the reſidue of his Flerte, and arrived in this ſoꝛte at the 
Sland of cuſamil, and there found all his nauie extepte 
nne, whereof they hearde no ne wes in many dayes after. 
The people ok that Ilande beholding ſuche a fkraunge 
Fhefeore light, were in great feare and admivatta, fo that they gas 
dians of A. thered their ſtuffe and wente vp into the Pountapnes. 
cuſamil. Cortex tauſed a certayne number of his mẽ to goe a land 
toa Tolone which was neere the plate where they were 

arrived, and they foũd the towune bought with Paſons 

ihooke, and gon building, but they kounde no creature 
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the eat India. a7 
therein, pet in Come houſes they foũd cloth made of cotte 
woll, and certaine Jewels of gold. Alſo they entred into 
A high tower made of ſtonewoꝛke, nere the fea fide, and 
there they kaunde nothing but Idols of earth and ſtone. 
Mich this ne wes they returned fo Cortez, and enkoꝛmed 
him what they had ſerne, and allo manp faive lowt fields 
ol arais and great ſtoꝛe of hiues of Bes, and manptræs 
ol kruites, and allo pꝛeſented vnto him the gold and other 
things that they had foũd. Cortex reioyted with p newes, 
but yet maruclicd that the people were fledde, conſidering 
that when Grijalva was there, they had not fo done, wher 
bp he iudged, that his nauie bieyng greater, cauſed them 
to feare and tlie, and like wiſe he feared lea a ſnare were 
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wlues, to deſire bym to come vnto hun, and to ſer thole 
folke from whome he had tledde, pꝛonung, that nepther 
his perſon, noꝛ none ok his countrey fouls receyue anype 
moleſtationof him nor of anp of his company. Calachuns 
vnderſtading this friendihippe, and allo with the loue her 
bare to his wife and childꝛe, tame the nett dap following 
with all the Townelmen, in whole houles p Spanvards 
were lodged, who woulde not permitte that their gueſkes 
whauld giue place. And the 1 oꝛde rommaunded, that they 
ſhauld be wel entertapned,and frö that day forward pro. 
vided them of bread, fiſhe, henep, efruite.calechuns fpake 
and ſaluted cortex with greate humilitie and ceremonie 
and euen fo was he louinglpreceyued, x wel entertained. 
corte did then declare vnto him the commoditie that 
would enſue onto him by that nation. And allo pꝛeſented 
vnto him e his chpany manp topes, which were vnto thẽ 
of mall valewe, but muche ettemed among them pea. 
moze than golde. And mozeoucr corte comaunded. that 
all the golde and other things that his men had taken in 
the Towne. ſhoulde be bꝛoughte before him and placed it 
fo, that euerp indian knelue his obne, and was reſtoꝛed 
vnto them, whereat they were not a little ioyfull, won⸗ 
bering at the liberalitie of the ſtraungers, and departed 
both merrie and riche with their ſtraunge giftes, and 
went thaoughout althe Jland, ſhewing to their fellowes 
their prefentes, commaunding them in the name of Cala. 
chan their Loꝛd, to returne euery man to his houle with 
their Wiues and childzen, kommending highly the honeſt 
and gentle nature of the ſtraungers. Mith this newes 
and commaundemente, euerp man returned fo his houſe 
and Towne from whenee he had fledde. And after thys 
fort their feare was pall, and they pꝛouided the Ca mpa⸗ 
bundantlp of honey, bernd, ware, iche, and krute, all the 
time that ther abode in that Man, 
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m Fbs ip, ne ‘Aculiidl gaben neyves if 
60 0 e certain ‘bearded men. ,

Then Cortex conſidering how pofitable it 
wold be to haue an interpꝛeter to vnderſtand and to be 
vnderſtod, he befought Calachuni that he would appoint 
a mellenger to carrpe a letter to the bearded men, whe 
were in the power ofa great Loꝛd and Tyꝛant, and Ca.

Cortex ſeing 
this, entreated with katre words, the of the Indians that

0 DN mil the flecte ſapled to get the coaſt of J 
6atan tothe cape called Momens point, with pꝛoſperdus 
weather, there Cortez came, to an Anker, deliraus ta fe 
the difpofition of the lande, and the manner ot the pea: 
ple: but it liked him not, ſo that next day folaweng be: 
ing ſhꝛouetuilday, be departed, meaning to double the 
lapde cape, and ſo to patie to Cotoche and to viewe tt, 
But before, they hade daubled the ponte, Peter e L 
uarado ſhotte off a piece, in toßen that hee was in great 
peril, wherepppon the other ſhippes preiue neare to 
knowe what hadde happened: And when Cortex vnder⸗ 
ſtode that Alaarados ſhippe was in fa great a leake that 
with two pumpes they mighte not emptie the water, 
he found no other remedy but ta returne backe again to 
Acuſamil with al his fleet.

1o00 
hiues. Theꝝ knew not to what ble war ſerued, but whe 
ther ſaw our mẽ make cãdels therof, they Wödꝛed therat.

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Their dogges haue Fore faces and barke not, thele thep 
gelde and fatten to eate. This land is ful of high moũ⸗ 
talnes, x at the feete ot them, god paſtures many Deare, 
and wilde Boares, Connpes and Wares, but they are not 
great. The Spantardes with their handguns and croſke⸗ 
bowes pꝛoulde them of that bicual, kreſh ſalt and died. 
The people ok this and are Idolaters, they doe ſatriſite 
childꝛen, but not manye.

And through the kame of this J doll and 
Oꝛacle, many Pilgrimes came to A ciſamil from many 
places. At the fote of this Temple was a plotte like a 
Churchpard, well walled and garniſhed with pꝛoper pin⸗ 
nacles, in the middeſt whereof ſtode a Croſſe of ten 


fte long, the which they adoꝛed foꝛ God ol the rapne, foꝛ of ane. 


af all ti nes tube they wanted rayne, they would goe thi⸗ 
ther on Pꝛoceſſion deuoutelp, and offered to the Croſſe 
Muaples ſacriſiced, fo2 to appeaſe the wꝛath that the 
God feemed to haue agaynſte them: and none was fo ac⸗ 
«ceptable a ſacriũce, as the blond of that little birde. hey 
bfed to burne certaine l werte gůme to perfume that God 
iithall, and to beſpꝛinckle it with water, and this done, 
they belæeued aſſuredlyto haue rayne.

tinente came manpe Jadians to gaze at them and theyꝛ 
Shippes, who were armed with keathers, and ſuche lpke 
armour as they ble ſæming a farre off trimme kellowes. 
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They wondered not muche to fe oure Shyppes ans 
menne, bycauſe they hadde ſeene before John de Grſalus 
in the fame Riuer. The behauiour of that people, and 
ſcituation of the Countrep, liked Corte verpe well, fo 
that leauyng lufficiente garde in bys Shyppes, he man⸗ 
ned hys Uergantpnes and Boates, and carried with 
hym certayne pieces of Oꝛdinance, and with force of 
ares he entred the Kiuer agaynſte the ſtreame, whiche 
was verpe greate, and hauyng rowen little moze than 
palfe a league, they eſpped a greate Towne walled 
wyth Timber, and the houſes made ok mudwall, coue⸗ 
red with ſtrawe. The Towne wall was berpe rong, 
with lope holes to offende withall. And before sure 
menne came neere the Towne, they mette with manpe 
little Boates, whiche the Jadsans call Tahucup, full of are 
med menne, ſhewyng themſelues deſirous of battaple. 
Cortex proceeded foꝛwardes, and made vnto them ſignes 
| ok peace, declaring vnts them by his interpꝛeter, that

The Indians demaunded one nyghtes ſpate to doe 
the one and the other, and departed towarde the towne. 
Cortez alfo went to a little Jland that ſtandeth in the ri⸗ 
uer, ts abide their aunſwere, fo that eache pretended to 
deceyue the other, fo2 the Indian demaunded that time, 
tothe intent to carrie that night away theyꝛ godes, and 
to put in ſafetie their wines and childꝛen in the Pour 
tapnes, and liketwife to gather their men of warre to dec 


kende theyꝛ Towne. Cortex alſo commaunded his ar: Ditigence 
gabuſhiers and Croſſebowmen to goe a lande vppon the 5 . a 
Ilande, and canfed the River vpwardes to bee ſoughte 3 


fo2 wap, fo wade oncr,fo that theſe thyngs were done 
that npghte without anpe knowledge to the contrarye 
ſyde. And all thoſe whyche abode abwzde the Shpppes, 
tame vnto corte æ, and thoſe who wente to ſeeke the pals 
fage, founde within lefte than halfe a league bpivardes, 
a place that was of depth to the girdle of a manne. And 
like wiſe founde ſuche couerte of woddes „ that they 
woe come were vnto the Towne, and not to bee 
ene. : 

Thys newes lyked well cerrex, wherevppon he ap⸗ 
poynted two Captapnes, whole names were Alonfo de 
Auils, and Peter de A luarade, and to eache of them fif- 
tie menne. The lame nyghte her lente certapre Soul 
dyers wyth a ſea compaſſe, to lve in ambuſhe in the 
wedde whyche Lode betwene the river and the towne, 
kor tiwo conũderations. The one, bpcaule the Indians 
ſhoulde fee, that there were no moe Spanpardes in 
the Ilande, than were the daye before, And the other 
was, that bys menne hearing their watchwoꝛd, ſhoulde 
alſaulte the towne on the land fide, And as lene as the 
day appeared, came eight boates of Indians armed, thers 

&S dure Campe was pitched⸗ who bzoughte a little 
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victuall, laying they could get no moze, bycaufe that the 
inhabitantes of the Towne were fledde, with keare of 
them, and their dekoꝛmes vellels, defiring them to res 
turne aboꝛde their Shippes, and not to diſquiet the peas 
ple of that Countrep. The interpreter aunſwered, that 
it was againſt humanitie to (ufter them to perithe wyth 
hunger, pea and ik they woulde heare the cauſe ot theps 
comming, they Gould ſhoztly fe what pꝛofite would res 
Bound vnto them. Tho Indians replped, that they waulde 
take no counſell of Kraungers and menne whome they 
knewe not. Lpkewiſe, they thoughte not god to lodge 
fuche gueſtes in their hauſes, koꝛ they ſermed terrible, 
and ſuch as would be commaunders. But ik they woulde 
nerdes haue water, they mighte take riuer water, oz elle 
make welles on the (hove, koꝛ fo apd they at theyꝛ nerde. 

Then Cortex leyng that woꝛdes pꝛeuapled not, he 
ſignikyed vnto them that he woulde enter their Towne 
by koꝛce, tole it and their Countrep, foꝛ to giue thereok 
relation to the greateſt Pꝛinte in the woꝛlde, whe hadde 
font them thither: requeſting them to be there with cons 
tented, tonlidering he meante not to dilguiet them: and 
it they would not permitte the fame, he would commend 
himſelke to his God, and to the ſerength and loꝛce ol has 
men. The Indians àunſwered agapne, that they Houle 
depart, and not thus bꝛagge in other mens land los in no 
wile they woulde permitte them to enter their Towne, 
And if with this warning they would nat departe, they 
meante to kyl both him and as many as were with him. 
Pet Cortex ceaſſed not to vie all humanitie with thoſe 
barbarous people, accozding to the tommaundemenke 
and inſkrudions giuen onto him by the Ring of C, 
whiche was, to require thoſe people oftentimes with 
peace, before the attempting of warre, oꝛ entring per⸗ 
force into their Townes and Countrep, fo. that 12 0

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gayne he conuited them with peace, pꝛomiſing them li⸗ 
bertie with god entertainement alluring them of things 
profitable both foꝛ body and ſoule, and that they myghte 
aͤccompt themlelues happie with the knowledge thereof: 
but ik now they would refute his offer, he did then warne 
them to make them ready fo2 the euening, for before the 
going downe of the Sunne, he did hope with the help ol 
bis God, to reſt and take vp his lodging in the Downe, 
in defpite of all the inhabitants thereof, who had rekuſed 


his ole. : mes Qa 

The Indians laughed at his talke, and ſKoꝛning at him. 
they returned to the Downe, to enkozmo their fellowes 
of the pꝛide and madneſſe that they thought they hade 
hearde. Then the Spanpardes wente to dinner and has 
uing well rekreſhed themlelues, they putte on their Ar⸗ 
mour, and went aboꝛde their Boates and Uergantines, 
loking fo2 fome aunſwere fromthe Indians, and ſeryng 
the Sunne decline apace,and no aun were, Cortex àduiſed 
the Spanpardes that lay in ambuſhe in the wodde, to 
giue allault, and he embarqued himſelke with his rapier 
and Targette, gyurng likewile allaulte with nere two 
Hunde men, who comming nere the Towne walles, 
diſcharged his Oꝛdinance, and lept into the water to the 
Antes, and began valiantly to aſlault the walles and bul⸗ 
warkes. The Indians ſe yng their enimies fo nigh vnto 
them, beganne to fighte with courage, {hating arrowes, 
thꝛowing ol dartes and ones, wherewith they hurte a- 
bout twenty Spanpardes ¢ pea, and though the fearefull 
noyſe ofthe Oꝛdinance did many times ſo annoy them, 
being things fo ſtraunge, and neuer before tene ol them, 
pet they fledde not from the walles, but reſilted the Chats 
ſtians valiantlpe, and ſuckered them not to enter the 

Tobwne that way. if they had not bin allaulted in ana⸗ 


ther place. But when the Company that lap in ambuch 
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bearde the ſhoting of their kellowes, they began likewwyſe 
theyꝛ onſette. The Indians knowyng nothyng what was 
pꝛepared behynde theyz backes, and hauing alſo theyz 
handes kull in defending the entrance by the Rtuer: and 
the Chꝛiſtians fyndyng that parte of the Towne with⸗ 
out reſiſtance, entred in wyth a terrible noyſe, killing as 
manp as they mette. Then the Townelmen vndertlode 
theyz ouerſyghte, and waulde haue remedped it, and 
lledde from the place where cortex was gyuing combat, 
whereby Cortex and hys Company entred the Towne 
at eaſe, without contradiction, ſo that bee and the other 
Companpe ok his Souldpers mette togither at the 
Markette place, and expulſed all the Indians out of the 
Towne, excepte thoſe that were taken pꝛiſoners, and 
the carkaſes of the deade. Then the C hꝛyſtians ſoughte 
the ſpayle, and founde nothyng but Turkie Hennes, 
and ſome thyngs wꝛought of Cotten woll, but verys 
little Golde. ; : 
There was that dape aboue foure thonſande sadiana 
in kyghte and defence of the Towne: There was much 
audian blond ſhedde, bycauſe they fought naked, manys 
were wounded, and kewe Captiue. Cortex lodged hime 
lelke wyth hys armie in the chiefeſt Temple of the Ae 
dolles, where was rome ſufficiente. They kepte that 
nyghte god watche, as ina houſe of enimies, but the 
poze Indians dure not once interrupte them, After 
thys forte was Peronchen taken, beepng the kyzſte 
os that cortex wanne bp force in all bps Cone

But the Indians be, 
vng lo greate a number, dꝛaue our men to ſo narrowe a 
place, that they were fapne to iopne backe to backe 
fo2 thep2 owne defence, yea æ foꝛ all that were in maruel⸗ 
ious greate daunger, foꝛ they hadde na rome to ble their 
Onꝛdinance, noꝛz pet Hozſemen ta make them wape. 
They beepng in thys perplexitie, and readie to llpe, ſud⸗ 
dapnely appeared a oꝛſeman with a ſpeckled Worle, 
whome they iudged to be Captayne M orla, whych Hoꝛſe⸗ 
manne lette vppon the Indians, and made them retyꝛe: 
and hauyng moze ſpace than before, they fette alreſhe 
vppon the enimies, and ſlewe fome of them. In thys 
meane tyme the Porlemanne vaded awap, and was 
not ſeene, and wyth bys abſence the indians beganne a⸗ 
freſhe, and encloſed the Chꝛyſtians in the fame daun⸗ 
ger that they were in befoze : then the Hoꝛſemanne aps 
peared agapne nere sure menne, and made marvellous 
Wap among the enimies, where vpon our menne ſeeyng 
this ſuccoure, gaue the onfetagapne with great courage, 
and ſlewe and hurt many indians, but at the beſt feafon,, 
the Hoꝛſeman vaniſhed awap eleane out ok ſighte, and 
when the Indians ſawe not the Hoꝛſeman, with fears 
af whome they fiedde, thinkyng that he hadde bin a cen- 
taure, and that the Hoꝛſe and man was all one incoꝛpo⸗ 
rate, they returned agayne with liuely courage, and be 
fed our Chꝛiſtians woꝛſe than they hadde done before, 
Then the Hoꝛſeman returned the third time, and putte 


the pie to flight with great hurte, whom our kwtemẽ 
pur ſued with great ſlaugbter⸗ DL SGT 
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foto at this infant came cortex withabhiscompanpy ii 
of hozſemen, being wearied with the tranatle in paſſing 
ſuch ſkrange lakes and wilderneſſe, whereof the countrey 
is repleniſhed. Our men being iopful of his comming, 
they began te enfoꝛme him what wonders they had ſene 
a hoꝛſeman do, which came to ſuccour them, demanding 
of him which of their company it was. Cortex anſwered 
and faittjfully allured them, that it was none of their cõ⸗ 
pany, bicauſe it was not poſlible foꝛ any ot them to come 
anp ſconer: Chen they al gaue God pꝛaiſe, belieuing that 
it was a belpe fent from heauen . Cortez ſaid (my deare 
fellows) foꝛwards, foꝛ god is with vs. Then the hoꝛfemk 
fet vpon the /ndians, and with force of lance dꝛoue them 
ont of the mariſh ground, and bꝛake their mayne battel. 
The Indians incontinent left the ſielde, and fled ints the 
thiske woddes, the fwtemen followed them, and fue a⸗ 
boue thee hundzed Indians, beſides manp other that were 
hurt. There wer aboue ſeauenty Spantardes woundes 
with arrowes and ſtones. ma SE a yk 
And whether it were with labour ofthe battel, o with an- 
exceſſiue heate, oꝛ with dzinking the water of that place, 
there fel ſuch a ſtitch in their lopnes, that about a hüdꝛed f 
of them fel fat vpon the groũd, not able to go noꝛ ſtand. 
their fellowes being forced to carry thé ontheir backes, 
But it pleaſed god that the ſame night the payne wente 
frd them, being in themoꝛning wel againe. ho ſæpng 
themſelues deltuered krom ſo manpe perils, gaue moſte 
humble thankes to the almigbtye god that had miratu⸗ 
louſip deliuered them. They all agreed that three times 
they had ſe ne the ſtraunge hoꝛſeman, with the ſpeckled 
hoꝛſe, fight in their kauour, as is afaꝛeſaid, belæuing ge 
neralty it was a miratle, as tertainely it did appeare, foꝛ 
the Chꝛiſktans did not alone {ee this thing, but alſo ths 
Jadsens dydmuche note it, fo the maruelouz ftercenede

2 Jortex releaſed ſome ol bps 
pꝛiſoners and ſent them to

But nottwfthtanditg all

He craued and beſeeched 


Cortex to pardon his foʒmer offence. Ind to accept and 
reteiue them into bps kriendſhippe. ‘A nd in token ok his 


obedience, hee and his kellowes dyd willinglpe delluer 
their bodies, landes and gods into his handes and 


power. Cortex did louingly rect iue them, and gaue vnto 
them certain trifics of his wares, whiche thep efteented 
much. And’ thote sndians hearing the hoꝛſes and mares 
fey, they maruelled at their neying, thinking that the 

hoꝛſes could ſpeake, demaunded of the Chꝛiſtians what 


they | ſapd, (mary quoth thep) theſe hoꝛſes are ſoꝛe offen- 
ded with pou bycauſe pe fought with them, A wold haue 
pou cozteced and chaltened koꝛ pour fo doing. The ſim⸗ 
1 bearing this pꝛelented roles and prea Mens 
dug bee theme to sate eam to peut 15 ' 
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Any things palled betweene dur men € 
the Indians: fo: where the Indians vnder⸗ 
ad thẽ not, their behaulour was much 
to laughat. and bling canuerſation with 
mn 2 our men, ¢feeing they receiued no burte 
f 6 them, they brought to the towne their 
wiues and childꝛen, which were no ſmal number. And a⸗ 
mong many matters that cortez tommuned with Tau 
co by the mouth of leronimo de Aguila his enterpꝛeter: 
The firk queſtion was: Whether there wer mynes ol 
gold a? ſiluer in that countrey, and from whẽce they had 
that {mall quantitye that they hadde boougbte onto 
them: 
The ſecõd gueſtlon was: why. they denped him their 


kriendchippe, moze than the other captaine that had bin

The third was : Mhy they being fo many in nüber, 
led from them being ſo kewe⸗

tbemündwiedge ok the faith of Jeſu Chꝛiſt. 

As touching Sir(quoth he) the sp pues of gold aud 


aiuer en aur country, we leeke Foz none, for iwe ferke not 


after trealure and riches . but we peocure and dere & 
aniet like. And that golde inbiche wwe haye, ins foumde 
by chaunte: fo we know not what Mynes do mean. et 
notwithſtanding further within the lande, whereas the 
wine doth hide himſelke, ther the bie do finde muche

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And as fouching the captaine that was here of late, 
we ſee ing the men and ſhippes to be luch as we had ne⸗ 
ner before leene, ſpake vnto them and demaunded 
What they would haue, they fapde that their comming 
was, to chaunge their merchandice foꝛ gold and nothyng 
elſe, wherefoꝛe we graunted to their requeſt. Wut now 
feeing greater vellels and moe in number, wee feared 


leaſt ye came to take our ſubſtance. And 3 knowing my 


ſelle nothing infertour to any of my nepghbours, would 
not permit any iniurie to be offered me, and that he and 
his ſubiectes did eſterme themſelues the moſt valiant of 
men of warre in all theſe parties, and that none dur ite 
take away their gods, women, and childꝛen, to be facrifie 
ced by foꝛte, where vpon he thou ght to withitande thoſe 
kewe Cheiſttans, but quoth he) J founde my ſelke detel⸗ 
ued, ſeeyng we tould not kill any of pour companpe. 
And likewiſe the bꝛightnelle of poure weapons dyd 
blynde vs, and the woundes pou made were incura⸗ 


Vut the noyſe and lightning of pour oꝛdinance dyd 
moze amaſe vs, than either thunder ⸗clappes oꝛ tempett: 
and allo the great ſpoyle that pon made among vs thers 
inith: likewiſe poor ſtraunge hoꝛles made vs greatly to 
wonder, to behold their open mouthes, wee feared to be 


walls wed, And then to tonſider their lwiltneſte in run⸗ 


ning, we kne lu no creature could efcape them. But ß fir 
hoꝛſe that fought with vs, put vs in maruepldus keare, 
being but one but when we elpyed many, then all oure 
helte was pat; fos we belieued that the hose aud man 
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Hoyy the Indians of Potonchan brake 
divne their Idols, and Svorfbipped Chrift 
crucified. 


Zee Iththe relation of 2e Cortex 


ſawe that the countrey was not 
Foz Spaniardes, noꝛ pet he toke 
it a thing conuentente to fettle 
themſelues where no golde noz 
e Gluer was oz other riches. Ind fo 
pꝛetended te paſſe foꝛwardes to 
— DI iſcouer weſtward the lande en⸗ 
dewed with golde. But before his departure, he declared 
to thofe new conquered Indians, that the Lozd in whoſe 
name he and hys company had taken that lourney was 
king of Spayne and Emperour ok Chꝛiſtians ; andthe 
greateſt Prince in the woꝛlde, vnto whom many kings 
and Princes dyd homage and obey. Andthat bys rule 
and gouernemente in tuſtice proceeded from God, bees 
ing tut, holy, peaceable, and ſweete, and alſo the azonar- 
chie of the vniuerſall did appertaine vnto him. And foʒ 
thefe tauſes he required them to peloe themſelues as his 
ſubiectes. And ik they would doe fo, there ſhoulde enſus 
vnto them great pꝛofite, lawes and pollicie. And as tons 
ching their religion, he declared their blindnemle x greate 
abuſes which they vſed in woꝛſhipping many Gods, and 
in making facrifice vnto them with mans blond, pen 
thinking that thoſe images and Idols, did oz conive doe 
S00 oz entll vnto them, beingdübe, without life oz foule, 
pea and h woꝛke of their owne hands. He certifyed them 
of one god maker of heauen and earth, and all creatures 
whom the Chꝛiſtians did woꝛſhippe and ſerue, and that 


all

all creatures ought to doe the fame, In conclution with 
thys dodrpne they brake Downe their Idols, and recep- 
uedthe crolle cortez hauing firſt declared vnto them the 

great miſeries that the fon of God ſuffered on 5 Crolle 
for mankynde. And in the greateſt temple of Potenchan, 

fet vp a Croſle in reme bꝛance of the death of Chꝛiſt and 

celebꝛated the feaſt vpon their knees, and the multitude 
ol Indians like wiſe, and departed to their meate. Cortex 
Defired them within two dapes to come agapne to 
thep2 diuine ſeruice. And that day was Palme ſundap. 
And ſo they did and brought an inünite number of men 
women and childꝛen of other villages with them whych 
was ſtraunge to behold. Ind there generally gaue thep2 
vallalſhip to the king of Spaine into the handes of were 
nando Cortex, with pꝛateſtation of perpetuall friendchip 1 
with the Spaniſh nation. So that theſe were the fprtte 
vaſſals that the Emperour had in the new Spapne. And 
this feaſt and ceremony ended, our men toke ſhipping 
with the palme boughes in their handes. In this doyng 
Cortex deſerued no lefle pꝛapſe than in his victoꝛ ie, koꝛ he 
bfed wiſedome with manhode in all his doings: he lekte 
thofe / ndians with a newe faith, and the towne fre and 
without hurt, he toke none foz llaues, noꝛ pet any ſpople 
noꝛ exchäged his merchaundice fo2 any thing although 
he aboade there kwentye dayes. The towne is called in 
the Indian tongue Potenchan, that is to fape, a place 
that ſtincketh, and our menne named ft, the vidos 
ea en ee ene en 4 
The Loꝛdlas pe haue heard) was called Tce, and 
therekoze the firlke Spaniardes that rame thpther nas 
med the riuer Tſes, but Gr clas called it after hys 
owne name, whole name and remembꝛaunte will not fa 
fone be forgotten, And truelp all thole that do diſcouer 
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52 Lhe Conquest of 
newe countreys, sought to make perpetuall their owife 
names. This town doth contalne neare ſiue and twentye 
thauſand hauſes (as ſome ſap)but as cuerp boule ſtadeth 
by himſelfe like an Bland, it ſeemeth much bigger than 
it is in de de. The houſes are great, made ol lime one; § 
bꝛicke: others there are made of mood wal, and rafters ¢ 
souered with ſtraw oꝛ boꝛdes. Their dwelling is in tze 
vpper part of the houſe, fo2 the greate moyſtneſĩe of the 
rluers and lakes, and foꝛ feare of fier, they haue theyꝛ 
houſes ſeparated the one from the other. Without, the 
towne they haue moze fairer boules than wythin koz 
their retreation and pleaſure. They are bꝛowne people, 
and go almoſt naked, and eat mans fleſh facrificed. Their 
weapons are bowes and arrowes, longs, darts, and lane 
Je 1 ces. The armour wherwith they defend themſelues, are 
, Cargets and ſaulles made of wodde oꝛ barke of tres} 
and fame of gold very thinne. They haue allo a tertapne 
kinde of harneis made ok cotten woll wꝛapped absute 
their ſtomac ke. ant 


The good entertainement that 
Cortex. had in Saint lohn de 
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i ZS Aptalne cortex. and his company beeyng 


Kembarked, fapled weall wards as nye the 
ſhoar as thet might. And this coat hauing 
no harboꝛs, they kounde no place where

(( they might Anker fafelp with their greas 
fer vellels, vntil they arriued vpon Mandie thurſday at 


Saint Lobn de V lſua, whiche feemed a god harboꝛ foꝛ them. 
The tadians of this place call this harbour chalehi⸗ 
corca, there the lleete came to Anker. They were 
nat fo fone at Roade, but incontinente came two 
ie a 
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little boates named A calls, enquiring forthe Henerall 
of the Fleete, who lohen they came to bys pretence, 
dyd humble reuerenge vnto him, and ſayde vnto hym 
that T eadili the Gouernsure of that Wiouinte ſente to 
knoſve what people they were, and what they inetice 
haue, and whether they meante to tap there oz pai 
tebe farther, Aguilar dyd not well vnderſkande that 
language. Corte & cauſed them to come abeove bps 
Shyppe, gpupng them thankes for thepꝛ papnes and 
bilitation. Ber made vnto them a banket of Wlyne and 
Conſerua, and ſapde tuto them, that the nerte dap kol⸗ 
lowyng be woulde come alande, and talke with the 
Gouernoure, whome her befoughte not to alter him noz 
bps people woth hys commyng a ſhoꝛe koꝛ he meant not 
to moleſt hym, but rather to pleaſure and pꝛofpte hym. 
To that theſe meffengers were rewarded wpth ters 
tapne gyftes, they eate and dꝛanke, but pet ſuſpeded 
euill, although they lpked the pune well, wherekoꝛe 
they deſired to haue thereok, and allo ok the Conſerua, 
to pꝛeſente vnto theyꝛ Loꝛde, whyche was giuen them, 
and ſo departe. 

The nexte daye bepng god Friday, Cortex tame 
alande wyth bys Boates full of menne, and bꝛoughte 
bps Poꝛſes and artillerie a ſhoꝛe by little and little, 
wyth all bys menne of warre, and two hundꝛed 7a 
dians of Cube, whyche ſerued to tople and laboure. 
He planted hymſelfe in the beit ſcituation that her 
toulde kynde among the Sandp bankes on the Sea 
ſode, and there pytched hys Campe, and haupyng 
neere that place manpe trees, they builte them Cotages 
with boughes. 4 
Ffroma little Willage that was at hand, came many 
Indians to gaze at things fo ſtraunge, and the like neuer 
ſeene vnto them, and bꝛought with thé gold to barter fo 
BB V. itf. ſuche 
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ſuche topes, as the two little Boates had bꝛoughte front 
them before. hep baught allo bꝛead and meate readie 
dꝛelled after their vſe likewiſe to ſell. Oure men chaun⸗ 
ged topih them beadeſtones of glafle, loking glaſſes, 
fifiers, kniues, pinnes, and ſuche other wares, tobereof 
the /adians Were not a little glad, returning home fo 
their houſes, ſhewing their neighbours. The ioy and 
pleaſure that theſe ſimple ſoules take with thele trifles, 
was lo greate, that Lhe next day they caine agapne wyth 
other Indians ladé with Jewels of gold, Turkie Hennes, 
bꝛead, meate, and kruite, that ſuffiſed fo2 all the Campe, 
and foꝛ the lame they receyued nedels, and beadeſtones 
of glaſſe, but the poꝛe foules thought themſelues there⸗ 
with lo riche, that they knewe not where they were 
with tov and pleaſure, pea and they thoughte that they 
hadde decepued the Straungers. Nowe Cortex feepng 
the greate quantitie of golde bꝛoughte and bartered fo 
fœliſhly foꝛ trifles of no valeme, pꝛoclaymed throughout 
all hys bof, that no Chziſkian ſhoulde take any golde 
0 vppon greate penaltie, and that they ſhoulde all ſhewe, 
‘ as though they knewe not to what purpole the golde 
ſerued, and that they vafled not fo2 it, bycauſe they 
ſhoulde not thynke that the deüre thereof had bꝛoughte 
them thyther, and fo they did dillemble that great des 
monſtration af golde, to ſ what was meante thereby, 
and whether the jadians hadde brought that golde, to 
protic whether they kommyng was fo2 that oꝛ no. On 
Tue com Gäſfer day in the moꝛning, came Teudilli the Gouernour 
tree cron, to the Campe, from Corofa hys dwellyng plate, whyche 
was eyght leagues from thence. He brought attenoyng 
vpon his perſon foure thouſande men without weapon, 
and the moſt part well clothed, ſome of them with gare 
ments of Cotton, riche after their manner. And others 
haled, laden wilh viauals in great abundance, inbiche 
AGE.” Was 


was ſtraunge to (ee, Tedili atcoꝛding to their vlance, 
did his reverence tothe Captaine, burning frankzinſente, 


and little ſtrawes touched in bloud or his owne bodpe, z range 
he pꝛeſented bnie him the viauals, and cerfapne Jewels alatatieon. 


of golde very rieche and well wꝛought, and other things 
made of feathers verp curious ſtraunge and artificiail, 
Cortex embꝛaced him in his acmes, and recepued hym 
fopfully, faluting all bys company. He gaue to Ten dil a 
coate of ſiike, a bꝛoche, and a coller sf glaſſe, with many 
other perces of Haberdaſhe wares, whiche was highly 
eſtermed of him. 


The talke of Cortez wyith 


Teudilli. 


A the former talke was had without 
an Interpꝛeter, bycauſe Jeronimo de 
A guillar vnderſtode not thys law 
guage, bycauſe it differed muche from 
the fpeeche of the other nd ins, wheres 
as hie hadde bin captiue: for whyche 
cauſe Cortex was ſomewhat carefull, 
bicauſe he would largely haue diſcourſed with Teudilli. It

chanced that among thoſe twentie women giuen hym x marnel⸗ 
in Petonchan, one of them fede talking with a fernaunte tous dappe. 


ol Teudilli, bycauſe (he vnderſtode them as menne of hir 
owne language. Correx eſpping this, called hir afide, 
and pꝛomiſed hir moze than libertie, fo that fhe woulde 
be a truſtie and Faithfull interpreter betwirte hym and 
thoſe Indians, and that hee woulde eſterme hir as his Se⸗ 
cretarie. And further demanded of hir of what lignage 
He was, then the aunlwered, that the was naturall of 
the Countrep that boꝛdered wpa xalixce, and of a totone 
115 i P., called 
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called Vilut, daughter onto riche parentes, and of the 
kinrede of the Loꝛde of that lande. And beryng a little 
girte, certapne Werchantes dpd ſteale hir away in tyme 
of wa re, aud brought hir to be lolde at the lapꝛe of . 
calauci, Mh yche is a greate Tawne nere Coa/agualc, not 
farce diffant from Tauaſco: and after this forte he came 
to the power of the 1020 of Posonchan, This woman was 
Chzlened a ina. She and hir kellowes were the firfie 
Cheiſkians baptiſed in all the newe spayne, and the onelp 
with Aguilar, were Interpꝛeꝛers betwirt the India, and 
our men. , 
Nowe Cortex beepng aſlured of bps true Interpreters, 
he celebꝛ ated bps atccuſtomed deuine ſeruice, and Len- 
dill: wyth hym, and after they hadde dyned in certeg 
bys Gente in pꝛeſence of many spayardes and Indians, 
Cortex enformed Tendili: howe that hee was baliall to 
the Loꝛd charles gf Auſtriu Eimperour of the Chꝛiſtiãs, 
and Ryng of spayne, and Loꝛde ouer a greate parte of 
the woꝛlde, whome great Kings and Princes byd ſerne 
and obep: and that all Pꝛinces were glad to be bps 
friendes foꝛ his Wertue and myghte. And her hauyng 
aduertiſemente of that Countrep and Wozde thereof, 
had ſente him thyther to viſite hom on bys bebalfe, and 
to enkoꝛme hym of certapne ſecrete matters, the effete 
{whereof he hadde in wꝛptyng. Sir (quoth Teudilli,) J am 
very glad to heare the Maieſtie and Mertue of the Em⸗ 
persure poure maiſter, but you fhall vnderſtande, 
that mp ode the Emperoure Aelguma is as greate 
and as god a Pꝛinte as he. And J doe muche maruell, 
that there ſhoulde bee anve fo greate a Prince in the 
hole woꝛlde, but pet according to poure requeſt, 1 
Wyll certifve hym, and knowe bys pleafure , for 1 
truſt (quoth he) in the clemencte of my Prince, that 
poure newes and meſſage tall be acceptable vnto bim:

alld yon well retompenled for veur paynes. Cortex then 
commaunded al his men to ſet themſelues in oꝛder of bat⸗ 
taple with fife and dꝛumme, and to ſkirmiſhe bekoꝛe Ten- 
Ailli. And that the hoꝛſemen thoulde runne, and the oꝛdt⸗ 
naunce ſhotte of to the entent that Auteguma ſhoulde 
be aduertiſed thereof, The Indians did much beholde the 
geſture, apparell and beardes of our men, they wondered 
to ſe the hoꝛſes runne, they feared the bꝛightneſſe of the 
ſWoꝛdes, and at the noyſe of the oꝛdinaunce they fell flatte 
to the ground, thinking that the heauens did fall. And the 
ſhippes, they held opinion was the God of the ayꝛe called 
Due ralcoualt, whiche came with the temples on his backe, 
koꝛ they dayly loked for him. Teudilli diſpatched the poſte 
ko Me vice, ko Mute uma, aduiſing him of all that he had 
ſckne, and demaunded golde of him fo2 to giue vnto the 
Captayne of that newe people. Bicauſe cortex had inqui⸗ 
red of him, whether ute xume had gold oꝛ no, he anſwe⸗ 
red (pes) mary quoth Cortex, J and. mp fellowes haue a 
tertayne dileaſe of the harte, and golde helpeth vs. This 
mellage wente krom the campe to Mexico in one day and 
a night, whiche is 210, myle, and the poſte caried paynted 
the hoꝛſes and hoꝛſemen bpon them, the maner of theyꝛ 
aͤrmour and howe many pieces of oꝛdinaunce they had, € 

What number of bearded men there were: and as fo2 the 
Hippes be had give eadttifeiastarneas they arriucd, ſhew⸗ 
ing the greatnelle and quantitte ot them. All thele things 
afozeſapde, Teudilitauſed to be paynted in cloth ol Cotten 
very liuelp, that vt ute um mought fe it. The cauſe that 
this mellage wenke ſo faire in ſo ſhozte A ſpate, was ther 
had terkayne places that poſtes attended, as we map Tay 
Horepottes whieh gaue allwapes from hand to hande the 
paviited rloth:they doe runne on fete fatter: in this ſoꝛte, 
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other things whiche cortex had given him, whiche things 
Were after wardes kounde in the trealozte of atuezema,

. Fter the mellage lente, and the anlwere 
vꝛomiſed, Tends toke his leaue, and with⸗

as Captapnes ouer two thoulande perlons men and wo⸗ 
men, and then Departed koꝛ Corosta hys dwellyng place, 
The two Captapnes had charge to pꝛouide the Chaiſti⸗ 
ans ok all things necellarie, and the women ſerued to 
grynde their coꝛne and make bꝛead of ix, and ta 
dꝛelle theyꝛ liſhe and fleth and other viduals,and the men 
sons ſerued to carrie the dꝛeſled meate to the Cheiſtians cape 
And wood, water, x graſſe fo2 the hoꝛſes and al other necel⸗ 
~~. faries; and this they palled eight dayes In this meane 
ſeaſon returned the poſte with a riche and gentle pꝛeſent, 
whiche was manx couerlets and clothes of cotten, white, 
and of other colours wꝛought, many tuttes of feathers 
very fayꝛe, and ſome things wꝛanght with golde nd e⸗ 

- thers,quantiticof Jewels and perces af galde and Auer, 
two thinne wherles, the one of filuer, whiehe wayde. 5, 
markes with the ſigne of the Mone, and the other wherle 
of golde which wayed a hundꝛeth markes, made like bute 
the Sunne, with many leaues and beaſts, a very curious 
perce of Woꝛke: theſe tina things thep helde for Gods in 
that countrep,¢ giueth the the calours of the metall that 
is likeſt thé,cuerp wherle was two pardes aa half hꝛoade, 
and ſo pꝛopoꝛtionaliy in compaſſe round abonte, this pen 
fent eee ee Deaton hi paslent 5 
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haue bene ginen to Galas, Af he had not ſo ſone departed 


as the Indians łepoꝛted. he alſo gaue tuto Cortex this ane 
were, that Aute umas his Loꝛde was very gladde to 
know, r to be friend to ſuche a mighty Prince as the king 
ol Spapne was, and that in his time ſhould arrine in his 
countrey ſuch new people, ethe like neuer feene before, ¢ 
that he was readie to ſhew them al pleaſure ¢ honour, re⸗ 
queſting him to fe what things he fete in neede of foꝛ p 
time that he meant to abide there, as well fo2 himſelfe as 
koꝛ his ſhips, armp and det ealle, and it ſhould be pꝛouided 
abundantly: pea æ alſo if he could finde any thing in that 
countrey to his contentment, to pꝛeſent to the Emperour 
ot Chꝛiſtians, he would willingly pꝛouide it. And as tous 
ching the deſire that erte had to come to viũte € to haue 
tdmunication with him, he thought it vnpolſible, bycauſe 
that he was ficklp and could not come vnto the fea coat, 
and like lviſe foꝛ Cortex to tome where he did abide, it was 
harde, troubleſome and difficill, as well foꝛ the many and 
‘Cragged mountapnes, as alſo the countrey, wilde, deſert e 
without habitation, and ſhoulde be conſtrayned to ſuffer 
hunger thirſt, and other nerellitie: and moꝛeouer the en⸗ 
habitaunts of much part of the wap that he chould pate, 
were his enimies, both cruell t curſed people, and know⸗ 
ing the to be his friendes, they ſhould not elcape with life. 
Allitheſe extuſes did are uma by the mouth ol Neu- 
dil declare vnto core, thinkyug to dʒiut him tr his pure 
pole & pꝛetẽded iourney, alleaging the loꝛeſayd difficulties 
and perils che Indiaus did alſo hope that with ſome cbtra⸗ 
ry weather they ſhould be foꝛtedto leaue that coaſt t enti 
trey. Potwithſtaͤding this cötradiction, ſo much the moꝛe 

elipg had cortex to viſite acute ĩ uma, who was fo great & 
5 that parties, & thꝛoughly to diſcouer the treaſure 
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., giune wearyng, and many other trifies of his Haberdach, 
to be ſente vnto Atuteguma, ſaping that if it were foz no 
other purpoſe but onelv to fe ſo mightie and vertuous a 
Pꝛince, it (Hoult be requifite and iuſte to trauapls vnto 
his Court, how much the more, he was ol duetie cöſtray⸗ 
ned to doe the Emballage which the Emperour ol Chꝛi⸗ 
fians had willed and commaunded him to doe, ko others 
wyſe he ſhoulde incurre the diſpleaſure of the Ling bis 
mapſter, wherefore he belought Teudili pet once agapne 

to aduertiſe scutexumaof his tonſtant determination, by⸗ 
caule he ſhoulde vnderſtande that he would not leaue off 
bps pretended purpoſe for any inconuenience that was 
obiected vnto him. Alleagyng moꝛeauer, that he who had 
tõmen 2000. leagues by fea, mought well goe / o.leagues 
by lande, and conſideryng that he had many at his charge 
with ſmall pꝛouiſion, and like wiſe his ſhippes in daun⸗ 
ger, he required that with all expedition the meflengers 
ſhould be diſpatched. Texas: deſired him to recreate hime. 
ſelf, & not to take any grief, foꝛ as much as he himſelt did 
dayly aduertiſe Mute uma of his procedings, euen fo 
with all expedition the full reſolution ſhould come from 
NM exico, although it were ſome what farre oc. And as faz 
his victuals, he ſhoulde take no care, fo; abundantly be 
ſhould be pꝛouided. And alſo defired him foꝛ fo much as be 
was not well placed among thoſe ſandy bankes, that it 
might pleaſe him to goe with him to certayne townes ae 
boute ſire oꝛ ſeuen leagues fra thence. Cortex reluſed that 
offer, where vpon Teulli departed, and he abode there ten 
Dapes loking loꝛ anſwere from utexum sy so8 ous. 
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“How Cortez knevv of diſcorde and 
19 0 ecg tobe in the Ceuntrey. 


1 this meane feafon certapne e 
were eſpied, that went lurkyng a karre of 
e among the lande hilles. And thole came 
not neare the indians, that ferucd the 
p Spantarde,cortez demaunded what peo- 
f ple they were, e fo2 what caule they went 
lurkyng fo farre ot, and came no neerer vnto them. 
The two Captapnes anſwered, that thep were but 
bandmen, that went aboute theyꝛ hulband: b. Cortex lps 
ked not thep2 antwere, but ſulpected that they had tolde 
hym a lpe:foꝛ it ſæmed vnto hym that thole people doſi⸗ 
red to come among the Chꝛiſtians, and that thep Dürfte 
not with feare ol the Jene of Teudili and ſo it Was in 
very derde. Foz allthat caatkeand maptic lande within, 
as farre as Mexico, was full of the newes and ſkraunge 
things that our men had done in Pore vchan. Ulhertfoꝛe 
they all delüred to {ce them and to talké with them, but 
they durcke not kor feare of the Yoldians of Eulbua, „who 
are ſubiectes vnto utexuuis, where vpon Cortex lente 
flue Spaniatoes to tall them with fignes and tokens of 
peace, This company of Fhdians were in number twen⸗ 
die, and were Hladde to beholde Chore fie men commyng 
towärdes them, and wers deſlecus to fe fuche ſtaunge 
people and kpbes wherckaie ther came willingly alto? 
gither vntd Corte his Mente, 
hele: Indians’ dyd differ muche from all the other 
Indians pet lene, ‘fox they Were hygher of perſon, and 
had the arvitels of theyꝛ noles flitte, hangyng auer their The mans, 
mouths, and rings of Jette and Amber hanging thereat, 
Chey has alfo theyꝛ neither lippes boꝛed, and in the holes 
wna of Wee and turky tones, whiche waped fo muche, 
J.iij. that

that their lippes hanged Downeouer theyꝛ chinnes, and 
their teeth remayned bare: The Whiche culkome although 
they vied koꝛ a bꝛauerp, it ſeꝛmed a faule and vgly fighte 


in the Spanpardes epes, and verp lothſome. 


The other Indians of Mute uma, had theyꝛ lippes 
And eares boꝛed, with rounde ones hangpng at the 


lagges thereof, pet they had not ſuche koule flittes in 


their noles, but they had ſuche bozed holes that a manne 
myght put any finger of bis hande through them, with 
rings of golde and one hanging thereat, the euill kauou⸗ 
red ſighte or theyꝛ faces made our men to muſe. 

_ Cortex tommuned with them by bys interpreter 44 
rina, to knowe from whence they were, they anſwered, 
that they were dwellers in Zempoallansa Cittie diſlant 
krom thence one dayes tournep, lituated vpon a riuer ide, 
and boꝛdered vpon the Countrey of ute umaxins ANd 
that their Ca ae 02 ode had ſente them, tale what 
Goddes were comen in thole Teucalls, that is to fap, 
Temple, ſaping, alfo that they durſte not come ſwner. nat 
&notppng what people they were. 
Forte N made muche ok them and ſhewed Kcherrekull 
countenaunce vnts them, for they ſermed verp beſtiall, 
he declared vnta them that he was gladde of theyꝛ coms 
myng, and to knowe the good will that theyꝛ Woꝛde bare. 
unte him, and gaue them Paberdache topes, and ſhew; 


ed them the Holes and Armour, a Araußge lighte loz 


them. And ſo they wente thꝛough the army lokyng and 
gaſing here and there as menne amazed, And in all the 
tyme they abode. there, they bled no connerſation with 
the other adiant, Cortex ee aſumn the cauſe 


thereof, and thee fapbe that thofe wenne did nat oneln 


fpeake an other languague, but allo dis appertapne t 
another Lorde, tho was not vallall te scurry, hut bp 
foꝛce and extoztion . * 2 
. CorteR, 
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Cortex was very gladde of that newes, fo2 her con⸗ 
fedured by the talke of Teudili that ute guma hald 
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Hovv Cortez vvent to furuey the 
Countrey with foure hundreth men. 


A the ende of tenne daves came Tendills 
backe againe, and bꝛought certaine cloth 
Hol Cotten, and other things made ol lea⸗ 
Athers well wꝛought for recompence of 
the thong lente vnto Mexico, und war⸗ 
mee ned Cortes to departe, for at that tyme 
5 ee no remedie to ſeæ Mute umi and to loke what 
was neceflarp for his pꝛouiſion and furniture, and it 
ſhoulde be pꝛouided, offerpng the fame ſeruice at any time 
that her ſhoulde happen to come that way. Cortex would 
not accept the offer, ſaying: That he would not departe 
fram that countrep, vntill be had bothe ſeene and talked! 
with AMutexuma. The gouernour Teudili pet àgayne ves 
plied, that he ſhoulde not contende therein, and with thoſe 
woꝛdes departed from hym. The nexte night kollowyng 
be with all thoſe Indians ag well men as women whiche 


attended ta ſerue and pꝛouide the Spaniſhe campe, wente: 


from thence: ſo that in the moꝛnyng all the rbtages were 

emptie, where thoſe ſeruitoꝛs had bene. 0 
« Gorter ſuſpecing this alteratiũ pꝛauided tinsel with 
preparation fo2 battaple,t finding the matter contrary tu 
his erpectation, he deliberated to ſerken ſure rade oꝛ har⸗ 
boꝛ foꝛ his nauie, x allo a god plotte oꝛ ſituation to buplde 
vpon, koꝛ then he fully meant to obtapne perpetuitie t ta 
conquere the lande, conſidering v he had found ſuch great 
tokens of gold plate, E other riches,¢ thereabonte within 
a whole league cöpaſle was no fit place for h purpoſe: fo: 
whpzall was ſandy ground, E ſuch as tolled to € fro with 
the winde, with other moꝛiſh groũd not mete koꝛ habita⸗ 
tion. In conſideration wherol be ſent Franciſco de Aonteie, 
with two vergantines, and fiktie men, to runne ae 15

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Coat, vntill they dyould finde ſome reafonable poart and 


god ſcituation to build vpon. 

Aenteis proceeded on his voyage, and fapled in ſighte 
of lande, vntill he came to Panuco, withoute finding anye 
port oꝛ harboꝛ, ſauing the ſhadowe of a Rocke, whyche 


code ſome what diſtant from the land a lea bœꝛd, ſo that 


at thze werkes ende he returned backe agapne with the 


foꝛeſapde newes. auing runne fo little a way, he fell in⸗ 


to ſuche terrible currants, that although he made wape 
wyth oares and fapies,vet the ſayde Currant koꝛced hym 
backe agapne. Alſo he bꝛoughte newes, that the Indian. 
of that coat did let themſelues bloud, offering the fame 
ate them vpon little ſtrawes, in tober of friendſhip oꝛ 

“whe relation of Aonteis contented not Cortex, pet 
—— be pretended to goe to the ſhade oz 
ſuccoure of the Rocke, bycauſe her was enkozmed, that 
nere that place, was two fapre Rivers, wyth tore 
of woddes, neceflarpe foꝛ tymber and kyꝛe wodde, 
greate quantitie of ſtones to builde with, fapꝛe paſtures, 
and ground foꝛ tyllage, although the harbour was not 
ſufticiente foꝛ bys Pauie and contvatation, bytauſe that 
roade was without defence, and open vppon the Poꝛthe, 


vhich is the winde that mot ruleth with greateſt hurte 


3 coaſf. 

And alſo conſidering that rendill and bps menne 
were Departed, fearing alfo the want of bicuals, and 
like wile, that bys Shyppes myghte periſhe vppon the 


ſhoꝛe, he commaunded to lade abozde all theyz ſtutfe, 


and her wyth foure hundꝛed menne, and all his Nozſes, 
kollo ed on the bpsh wap that the Indians hadde 
gone.

Was rapled with handte woꝛke, about a fapeme highꝛthe 
rofe was couered with Grane, but ol a fayꝛe e ſtrange 
Wozkemanſhippe inwardes, with many greate pertiti⸗ 
ons, ſome full of pottes sf honey, and Maiz, with other 
grapne whiche they keepe in ſtoꝛe all the peate: other 
romes had cloth of Cotten wal, wrought with a 
golde and filucr. 

Cortex commaunded Proclamation fo — — that 
none ol his company ſhoulde take any thyng awap, bps 
pon papne of deathe (cnelp viauals excepted) to the tw 
tente to obtapne vied god will and mme 
Indidnsi cg aah 

There was in that Millage a Temple, whiche hadde 
a little Tower with a Chappell on the toppe, and twen⸗ 
tie ſteppes to tome vntothe Chappell, where they found 
fome Idolles, and manp bloudy papers, and much mang 
bloud of thole which hadde bin facrificed, as Marina “9 
Cerfifie. > 

They found allo the blecke where vppon tbey bled to 
tutte open the menne facrificed, and the razoꝛs made ol 
Flint, wherewpth they opened their bꝛeaſtes, and pluc 
ked out their heartes bapng aliue, throwing them vppe 
toward heauen as an offering, and after this done, they 
anngynted their Idolles, and the papers ther altered; and 
then burned them. doc! 

Thls ſight put a great rompaltiond pea aud a feare a⸗ 
mong bur Spanyards Who did beholde theſe things. From 
this Millage they went to ether thꝛer oꝛ foure, and found 
none aboue two hundꝛed houſes, and all without people, 
pet well pꝛouided e en as the fire to lune mas.

And bycaule all theſe things ſyould be done in god oz⸗ 
der, Cortex determined as Captapne generall, to appoint 

a Counſell, Aldermen, and Judges. 
And allo oꝛdepne all other offices that ſhoulde be nee 
ceſſarp and needekull to rule and gouerne a Citic, whch 
he then pꝛetended to ebifie and erecte, the whiche Magis 
frates ſhould fully commaund, vntill ſuch time that the 
Emperour ſhould other wiſe pꝛouide in matters conue⸗ 
nient fo2 his ſeruice. ö 
Alter this diligence put in vre he ſolemnely take pole 
ſeſlion of all » land, in the name ol the Emperour charles 
King of Cafe, with all the ades and ceremonies, as to 
fuch a matter apperteyned. And demaunded of Franciſce 
Fernandez notarie appoynted, that he ſhoulde gyue tute 
him by teſlimonie in writing, all the aces done therein. 
1 All his company aunfivered, that they did berp welbal⸗ 
fubieae. lowe brs proceedings and pꝛapſed, and alfo appꝛoued 
hys determination, beſteching hym to procede accoz⸗ 
dingly, ſithence they were come to ſerue and obey hym. 
Then cortex named Judges, Aldermen, Attoznep, Ser⸗

Certex be⸗ 
gan befoꝛe p ſadde Motary, another act in pꝛelence of the 
iudges who were A loun ſe Fernandez Po. tecarero, and Fra- 
ciſto de Monteis, in whole handes he made tellion, and dyd 
deſyſt from all rule and offices whiche herete foꝛe he had 
reteiued, which was his gouernerchip, taptaineſhip and 
general diſcouerer, reteiued in the Chauncertie of Sant 
Domingo, at the handes of the pꝛeſidentes, who were 
there chieke of the kings counſell, and pꝛeũdents, like⸗ 
wiſe be pꝛoteſted not to ble the power and auctoꝛity of 
the gouernour of c, Adinirall of India, foꝛ ſo much 5 
now none of them had anp rule oꝛ gouernement in that 
Countrep which he and his fellowes had newelp diſco⸗ 
nered, and begun to enhabite in the name of the king ot 
Caltil, as his natarall ſubiectes.

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fopallmatters appertaynimp ta the wars and conquest, 
vntill ſuch time as the Emperour ſhjould other wiſe pꝛo⸗ 
ulde: with this determination the next dap following al 
the Adermen, Judges, and Counſellers, went onto. Core 
teʒ and ſayde vnto him: Sir we baue greate neede of a 
guide and captaine fox the warres to precede vppon the 
conquell of this cauntrep, wherfoꝛe vntil ſuch time as p 
Emperour hall pꝛouide therein, they ali beſought hym 
to accepte that office and charge, appꝛouing hun a man 
mok fit foꝛ the ſame, both to rule and gouerno, foꝛ pᷣ great 
experience that they had rene of his courage, wildome, 
and pollicie, and by Uertue ot their offices, did cõmaund 
him to accept the lame, ſaping, that in ſo doing, God and 
the king ſhoulde bee falthkully ſerued. And they woulde 
thankkully gratify the fame, knowing that at his hands 
they ſhould be ruled with iuſtice, vſed with humility, € 
be pꝛeſerued with diligence and ſtrength.

coulde finde no padage, wherefoze he was fore 
turne to the feafine, where with muche adoe they palled 
ouer / and fo trauayled on that ſide of the riuer found 
cotages ol fiſhermen and other poze houſes; and ſome 
ſowen ground, and proceeding on their ioꝛnep at longth 
they tame into very Faire valleys, wher was great fore 
of deare, and ſkil they went along the riner five, hoping 
to finde ſome god towne, and in ſhoꝛt (pace, they elpied 
neare twenty perſons vppon the tappe of a hill, cortez 
commauuded koure of his hoꝛſemen to fetch them vnts 
him, willing thé to make ſignes of peace vnto them. but 
ik they flie (quoth he) then follow them, vntill pon ouer⸗ 
take them, koꝛ they ſhall Land vs in ſteade, as wel to lead 
bs the way as to ſerue vs foꝛ enterpꝛeters. chs

The hostementoke on theyꝛ wap, and when they tame 
to the hill toppe, they made ſignes of peace bute them, but 
the poze and fearefull Indians fede with (pede, pea ber 
ing amaſed and in great feare to beholde ſuche a monte 
rous thyng as a hoꝛſeman, beleuyng alluredlp, that hozſe 
and man was one thing incoꝛpozate, but in theyz fight 


they were fone ouertaken, and they peerlded themſelues, 


and fo were all bꝛought Onto Cortex, 

Thele men had in theyꝛ eares and noſes bozed holes, 
wilb rings of golde hangyng thereat, fo) ſo was the ble 
of Zempoallan: they enfoꝛmed Cortex that the Cittie Was 
neeare at hande. cortex demaunded the cauſe of their com⸗ 
myng thither, they anſwered to behold and fe fo ſtraunge 
a ſight, but why fledde pou then guoth be?) foꝛ feare only 
ir lapde they, of people which we knew not. Then cortex 

willed them to put all feare aſide, and tolde them that he 
with his ſmall company woulde goe vnto their Cittie ta 
bifite their L ozde, and to be acquapnted with him. the Ju 
dians ſapde, that the day was farre ſpent, and that it was 
late to goe that night to Zempsallan, but tf it pleaſed hym 
they would condua him to a village whiche ove on the 
_ otherfide of the Riuer and within light, and although it 
were but a mall village, pet there was reaſonable lod⸗ 
ging with meate (ufficiente for his armie: their comm 
fell ſermed well, fo they wente to that village, and when 
they were comen thither, the Indiuns traued licence to 
Loe d to aduertife their Lorde: how the ſtraungers abode 
in that plate, pꝛomiling to returne the nerte day with an⸗ 
ſwere. Some of the Indien had litente to do the meſlage, 
the others abode there, attendyng and pꝛormding for the 
newe geffes,¢ in this oꝛder they were al Lodged and their 
ſupper abundantly pꝛouided. Chat night Cortex koztiſted 
himſelke as rong as mought be, and the nexte; mozuing 
came a hundzeth men aden {with Denties, faping i 
. thepz 
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their Loꝛd much reioyted ol their comming, and bicauſe 
he was ſo groſſe and vnwealdie, he came not perſonallye 
unto him, but pet notwithſtanding he aboade in the cittie 
erpea ing his comming. Cortex kriendly welcomed them, 
and with that pꝛeſente, he and his company bꝛake their 
fake , and then pꝛoceeded with his guides in god oꝛder 
with two fauconets in readineſſe, ik neede ſhould happen: 
and from that patlage of the riuer they had a faire way 
vntil they came to another riuer, which being likewiſe 
waded ouer, they diſcried Zempoallan » Wwhiche ſtode a 
myle diſtant from them, all belet wyth kapꝛe D2chardes 
and Gardens, berpe pleaſaunte to beholde:they bled al⸗ 
wapes to water them with ſluſes when they pleaſed. 
There proceeded out of the Towne many perfons, to 
behold and receyue lo range a people vnto them. They 
Lame with ſmiling countenance, and pꝛeſented vnto thẽ 
diuers kinde of Floures, and ſundꝛy fruites, which none 
of our menne had herretofoꝛe ſeene. hele people came 
without keare among the Oꝛdinance, with this pompe, 
triumph and tov they were receiued into the Citie, which 
feemed a beautifull Garden: foꝛ the tries were fo greene 
and high, that ſcarſely the houſes appeared. 
At the Citie gate ſtode many graue perſons of nobi⸗ 
litie, as Magiſtrates ot the Citic, wha ſolemnely welco⸗ 
Mens folly med the Strangers, Sire Poꝛſemen, which hadde gone 
greatiye, befoze the army to difcouer , returned backe as cortex 
was entring into the Citie, faving, that they had ſerne a 
great houſe and Court, and that the walles were garni⸗ 
ſhed with ſiluer. Cortex commaunded them fo precede 
on, willing them not to ſhew any token of wonder of ae 
ny thing that they Mould fe. All the ſereetes were reple⸗ 
niſhed with people, whiche ode gaping and wondering 
at the bates and niger, Aud palling thꝛough a you 
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the W east India. 75 
led houſe made of lpme and ftone, with loupe holes and 
towers, whited with playſter that ſhined lyke ſiiuer, being 
fo well burniſhed and the ſunne gliſtering vpon it. And 
that was the thing that the Spaniards thought had bene 

walles of üüluer. I doe beleeue that with the imagination 
and great deſire whiche they had of golde and Giiuer, all 
b that Mined they deemed to be the ſame mettall. 
Vlithin this great houle was a long rew of lodgings, 
und on the other ſide fire oꝛ ſeuen Towers one higher 
than another. They proceeded on, dillimulyng the errour 
ok the ſiluer walles, and followed their guide vntill ſuche 
time as they came to the Loꝛdes lodging, who came foꝛth 
aàtctempanied with many auncient perſons, and better at⸗ 
tired than the other Citizens were, with two Gentlemen 
that ledde bim by the armes. They laluted eche other ac⸗ 
cording to the ble of their tountreys, and then entred te 
to the pallapce, where certayne pꝛincipall men conducted 
Cortes and all his trapne to their lodgyng, and Captapne 
Cortes was lodged in the houle whiche had the gliſterpng 
walles, ſituated in the markette place, whiche houſe was 
ſufficient fo2 him and all his company. And when they 
were placed, and behelde the walles, they were aſhamed 
bol their ofpne folly: foꝛ where they thought thofe walles 
had bene adorned with ſiluer, they lounde them cleane 
contrarp. Cortes deuided his men, tauſed his hoꝛſes to be 
trimmed, and planted his oꝛdinaunte at his Doze, making 1 inan 
himſelfe as rong as though he had bene in campe and Captayne., 
nere his enimies. And tommaunded, that none of his 
men ſhoulde goc out ol the boule without his expꝛeſſe li⸗ 
tence vp papne of death. The officers of the W ode pres 
poared a plenteous ſupper fay + eid and e enz 
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The talke that the Lorde of 122 


poallan had wish Cortex. | 


— be nexte day in the mozuyng came the 
= Loꝛde, to viſite Cortex with an honozable 


iS 1 Company, and pꝛeſented onto him many 
b varmets wꝛought of Cotte wolle, accoz⸗ 
os a 1 ding ta their falhion, with a knot on the 

— ſdhouder like vnto the Egiptian gar⸗ 
ments and certaine ie wels of golde that migbt be woꝛth 
two thouſande Ducates, beſechyng both him and his cõ⸗ 
pany to recreate themſelues and take their reſte, and at 
that pꝛeſent he meante not to trouble him with any mat⸗ 
ters: And ſo toke his leaue foꝛ that time as he had done 
the day befoꝛe, willing him ts demaunde and call foꝛ any 
thing that he ſhould nede. Cortex gaue him hartie thaks, 
and ſo departed. 

Then came moe rt ii number than there were 
Spantardes, with their courſes & ſeruice of meate ready 


dzelled, and manp boughes of daintie fruits. In this ſoꝛte 
they were feaſted ¢ baͤketed fiftene dates moſt plẽtuoully. 


The next day folowyng, Cortex fent onto the Spaniardes 
certaine olde garments of the Spaniſhe faſhion, and ma⸗ 
ny other trilles, belechyng him ts appoynt a dap of confes 
tence at his owne pallayce: woꝛde was ſent agapne that 
he was ready and very well contented. Mherevpon er- 


tex toke with him fiftie of his men all armed, and left the 
reiſdue at his lodgyng in a god readinelle, and appopn⸗ 


ted an vnder Captapne to gouerne them. The Loꝛzde 
hearing of his comming, came out of his Courte into the 
create to receyue him. And hande in hand they entred fos 
gither into a lowe hall, whiche they vie foz the extremitis 
of heate in that countrey,the plotte that they buylde vpon 


is rayſed a fadome from the grounde, fo that they aſcende 
vpon 
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ppon ſkeppes, and the wales plaiſkered with very white 
lime, their tile is epther of ſtraw oz leaues of tres, very 
beautifull and ſtraungely wꝛought, and a god defence a 
gaint the rapne. The Loꝛde and Corres fatte them downe 
vpon the fated ſtoles made ail of one perce, the Loꝛde 
commaunded his ſeruitours to fande afide, and op their 
interpꝛeters they began to commune of their affayies a 
great (pace, in demaundes and anfweres, bitaute corres 
deſired to be well inſtructed of the affapres of that coun 
trep,and lpke wiſe of that mightie kyng of Kate 
This Cacile 02 Loꝛd although he were huge and laden 
with fleſhe, pet in his demaundes and queſtions fined 
verp wiſe. The ſumme of all corres his talke was to 
ſhewe the cauſe of his comming thither, and who had 
ſente him, euen as he had done in 8 to Teudilli and 
others. 
This Cacile alter he had heard Cortes attentinely, be 955 
gan a long communication, makpng his complapnt and 
opening his gricfe in this forte. 
Msbre Sir, my Anteceflors liued a long tyme t in 
great peace, libertie and quietnelle, but ol late peeres 
my countrep and Cittie was deſtroped by tirannp, bp⸗ 
kauſe the Woꝛdes of 22exico Tenuchtitlan with their men 
a of Culhua did not only vſurpe my Citie, but alſo my lands 
by foꝛte o armes, in ſuche ſoꝛte that my power coulde 
not reſiſke them. And in the beginnpng thoſe Princes

beganne theyz bfurpation by wap and colour of religion tour of ho: 
and holineſſe, and alterwardes with force of armes, and ine 


with this title became Loꝛdes ouer vs. 
And nowe we fepng dur errour, haue thought ik fo 
late to preuaple agaynſt them to take away our poke of 


ſeruitude and bondage, although we haue attempted it. 
And as often as we haue fo done, Gill the victoꝛie was

ſubmitte themſelues onto them, are tared with certayne 
tributes, and reknowlegyng them foꝛ Loꝛdes, are delen⸗ 
bed by them, and eſtermed as friendes. But it alter ſuch 
ſubmiſlion made, any chaunte to ſpeake agaynſt them, 
oz rebell, then they are terribly coꝛreged, yea murdered, 
and after Sacrifice made to the Goddes of warre, cal⸗ 
led Jexcatlipuca and vit Jilepuchtli o theyꝛ carkaſſes, then 
is theyꝛ lleſhe eaten in banquet, and thoſe who remayne 
alpuc, doe ſerue foꝛ ſlaues, pea and the Fathers, Po⸗ 
thers and Childꝛen, ave compelled to labour and tople 
from the Sunne rifing to the Sune ſettyng, with con 
fiſcation of all theyꝛ godes and landes. And beſides all 
this crueltie and vituperie, they ſende theyꝛ officers and 
Serieantes to execute the pꝛemiſſes, who without eps 
ther pittie 02 mercie many tymes ſuffereth them to 
ſterue with hunger. And beyng thus cruelly puniſhed of 
Mutexuma, ſuho nowe raigneth in Atexice, who woulde 
not fuffer tobe Maſſall willingly to fo god a Prince 
as pou enfoꝛmed me of the Emperour, although it were 
but onely to bee fre from ſuche veration and robbery 
whiche ſuche a mighty Ning coulde doe. And with thefe 
wos des the teares guſched out of his eyes, and patufing 
à Whyle, be beganne to ertoll the ſtrength, magnifi 
cence and ſituation of Mexico planted ina greate lake 
of water: alſs he exalted the riches, courte, Maieſtie and 
mightie power of atute uma He ſayde allo howe 
Tlaxcallan, Huexocinco and other pꝛouinces thereaboute, 
as alſo the people called Totonaquez of the Pountapnes 
were of contrary opinion to the srexicens, pea enimics 
bute them, whe had inteiligence what had happened in 
Tauaſco, Vea fir (quoth her) if it pleale pou, J will treate 
ſuche a compact with this people that Autegumo with al 
his power {hall not pꝛeuaple agaynſt vs. nde 
| Cortes re iopced in harte to heare this newes, and 
0 l 5 ſapde 
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ſapde vnto him. It grieueth mee to heare of the cuill 

blage of srurezuma towarde his countrey and ſubieces. 
But J allure pou with Gods helpe 3 will deliuer pou, 
pea and reuenge all pour iniuries, foꝛ: my commyng hi⸗ 
ther is to take away all euill cuſtomes, and to helpe the 


oppꝛelled, to kauour the pꝛyſoner, and comkoꝛte the ak⸗ 


fliged, and chiefly to aboliſge tyꝛannie. And fo2 the 
god entertapnement that J haue retepued at pour 
handes, J doe remapne pours to doe pou anp picaſure. 
and ts defende pon agayn pour enimies, and the lpke 
will J dae koꝛ pour kriendes, wherefore J pꝛap peu ad⸗ 
uertiſe them thercof as many as are of our conkederacie. 
Cortes then take hys leaue, ſaping that he had bene 
many Bapes there, and that he had greate neve to goe 
bifite his ſhippes and menne, who muche deſired his re⸗ 
turne, and abode in A juiahuiætlan, where he meante 


to ſoiourne for a certapne feafon, and krom thence dap⸗ 


lp they mighte conferre of their affapres . The Loꝛde 
ok Zempoallan fapde, that if it pleated hym to abyde with 


him her woulde gladly accept it, and if his buũnelle were 


ſuche that he might not, that then be befought him to ree 
member him. Ae 


Then the Love commaunded evabt mapdens to be „ 


called, who were very well apparelled after theyꝛ maner, if 


thep2 attyꝛe was muche Ipke the Moriſca faſhion, (the 
one of them was moze coftely apparelled than the o⸗ 
thers) and ſapde tuto Cortes, all thefe mapdens whiche 


pou here fe are Gentlewomen, noble and riche, and 


this mapden whiche is beſte attired, is a Lady of Hat 
als, and my bꝛothers daughter, J doe prefente hyꝛ onto 


vou meaning that Cortes ſhoulde marrie with bp2,) and 


the others vou map beſkow vpon the Gentelmen in our 


companp, ina token of perpetuall lowe and friendchip. 
Cortes receyued the prelente with thankes, bycauſe he

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woulde not offende the giner thereof. And fo departed 
with their women ridyng behinde them, with many n- 
dian woinen to wapte vpon them, and many ndian men 
to beare them aum, and to pururp all tüinss a ne⸗ 
cellarie. 


Things chat happenedt to Cortez 


inc hiaurztlan. 


He lame dap that they departed fro Zeme 
poallan thep came ts Chiauigtlan, and peg 
the ſhippes were not arriued. Cortes mare 
ueyled at their long tarping in fo ſhoꝛte a 
lourney. Ther was a village within ſhotte 
of a hargabuſhe from the rocke called 
4 ſtandyng vpon a litle hill. Cortes hauing little 
to do, went thither with his men, and the indians of Zem- 
poallan, Who certified Cortes that the village was apper⸗ 
tapning to a Loꝛde oppꝛeſſed by AHutexuma. Thep came 
to thefote ok the hill, without fighte ol any man ot the 
towne, excepte two, that arina vnderſtode not, and go⸗ 
ing vp the hill, the hoꝛſemen to fauour their hoꝛſes would 
alight, bicauſe the afcending was cragged and euill way. 
Cortes commaunded that they ſhoulde not alight, bycauſe 
the Indians ſhoulde thinke that there was no place highe 
noꝛ lo we, but that theſe hoꝛſes ſhoulde and coulde come 
vnto ik. So by litle and litle they came into the towne, 
and finding no ereature there, they feared ſome decepte⸗ 
pet appꝛochyng further, they mette with twelue auncient 
men, whiche bꝛought with them an interpꝛeter who vn⸗ 
derſtode the language of Culhus and the ſpeache ok 
that place, whiche is the language of the Zoronaquex, 
03 inbabitauntes of the Pountapnes. Theſe auncient 
menne declared that the cauſs of * goyng out me 
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fhe towne, was bycaule that they had neuer ſeene anpe 
ſuch men as the Spaniardes were, noꝛ pet heard that as 
ny ſuch had palled that way, wherefore with feare they 
had fledde from thence. But (quoth thep) when the Loꝛd 
of Zempoallan uduertiſed vs, how pou did hurt no bodye, 
wut rather being a people god and peaceable , then wee 
were well aſſured who pe were, when we ſaw pou come 
toward vs. And wee are nowe comen vnte pon on the 
bebalfe of the Loꝛde, to bꝛing yon to pour lodging. 

Corter gaue them thankes, and went with them to a 
certaine place where the Loꝛd was abydyng their com⸗ 
ming wel accomp anped: be ſhewed vnto the Chꝛiſtians 
great god wil, and maruelled tole thoi flraungers 

with their long beardes. 

The Loꝛd toke a little chafyngdiſhe in his hande, and A ftraunge 

call into it a tertaine gumme, Whych ſauoured in lw t 
i . fuel much like vnto frankinſcence. Ind with a ſencer be 

{moked Cortex with this ceremony they ble their ſaluta⸗ 

tions kotheyꝛ gods and nobilitie. 

This done they ſet them down, and cortex enkoꝛmed e 
him ob the cauſe ol their comming into that countrep as hap. 
he had done in all other places where he had bin. 

The Cafike certifped cortex enen as the Loꝛd of Zempes 
allan had done, but he Food in great feare leak atusezume 
chould be offended koꝛ recepuing and lodging him wilh⸗ 
in that totone, without his commaundement, and being 
in thys communication, ſodenly appeared twentye men 
entring where they late, w certain wads like cudgels in 
their hads, which did ſignity p they were rent gatherers 
t in ech other hand, a fly flap of feathers, the Cacile t bys 
companp were ſoare akrapde. Certex demaunded wheres 
Goze he fo altered himlell, he anſwered, bicauſethoſe twẽty 
zudians were colleners of utexuma, ànd that he feared 
that 3 would complapne of him, hauing founde thole 

gat M. Cheictians 
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Chꝛiſtians there, he feared lißetsile cruell puniſhment 
$02 the ſame. Corres comforted him, ſaying that ac ute uma 
Was his friende, and that he would fo ble the matter that 
he ſhoulde recepue no blame at all, but rather that arure- 
zuma ſhoulde gine him thankes koꝛ that whiche he had 
done: And il ute guma did not, oꝛ would not fo accept it, 
that then he would defend both him and his fubteds, foz 
(quoth he) euerp one of my mẽ is lutfictent for a thouſand 
Mexicans AS Mute uma himſelfe was well enkozmed by 
the late warres at Potonchan. 

Pet for and notwithſtanding all this talke, the Hose 
and all bis folke were in great feare, and meante to ariſe 
and to lodge the recepuers. Cortes woulde not ſuffer him, 
and bytauſe(quoth he) thou ſhalte fe what J and my men 
can doe, commaund thy ſeruaunts to appꝛehend and take 
pꝛploners theſe recepuers ol Mexico, and J wil abide here 
with ther, in ſuch forte that ante uma with all his power 

hall not offerte the. 

With the courage that he receyned at theſe woꝛdes, 
he tommaunded to lap hande vpon the ate vicans, and by⸗ 
cauſe they defended themſelues, they were ſoꝛe beaters, 

and lapde euery one in a ſeuerall pꝛiſon, and bounde them 
oe 11 ko à great poſte whereat they were tied by the thꝛoate, 
ö in pryſon. fekte, and handes, and beyng in this forte impꝛyſoned, they 

if alked of Cortes whether they ſhould kill them. Corres res 
1 N queſted that they ſhould not be ſlaine, but that they might 
au remapne as they were, with god watch that they might 
| 5 not efcape: Then they were brought into a hall in the 


Spantarbes lodging, and were placed rounde aboute a 
good fire, but pet bounde hande and kote with garde of 
watehmen. Cortes alfo appopnted certaine of his men to 
watch the hall doꝛe, and then went to his lodging ts ſup⸗ 
per, where he and his company was well pꝛouided at the 
Ca furniture. a Et 
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Ho 4 meſſages ſent by Cortez 


vnto Mule uma. 


= De nighte beyng karre ſpent, and the In- 
a eo = dians that kepte the watch being allecpe, Pollicie. 
=a Cortes ſente vnto the Spanpardes that 
watched at the hall doꝛe where the paps 
ares) J foners were, and commaunded them to 
— iet goe two ofthe pꝛyſoners, as lecretly 
as s thep. might, and to bꝛing them bute him. The Spants. 
aͤrdes handled the matter fo well that they fulfülled his 
Defire, and brought two of them to Cortes his chamber, 
Who looked vppon them as though be had not knowen 
them, and willed. A guillar and ataryna to demaunde who 
they were, and what they would haue, and why they had 
bene in pꝛyſon. Thep anlwered, that they were baflals of 
Mute duma, and that they had the charge to reteyue cers 
fapne tributes, that thofe of that towne € pꝛouince papde 
vnto their Loꝛde. And alſo(guoth they) we know not foꝛ 
what cauſe we are nowe impꝛyſoned and fo euelly bſed. 
Ge rather wöder tole this new cuſlome and madneffe, 
koꝛ in time paſt theſe men were wont to mete vs and res 
ceiue vs with great honour € curtefie, chewing all ſeruice 
and pleaſure. Thereloꝛe we thinke that the cauſe of this 
alteration is through the fauour of you and pour cõpany, 
bo beare the name of immoꝛtalitie. le alſo feare leaſl 
our felswes which are in pꝛiſon thal be ſlaine, befoꝛe u. 
tegumsa haue knowlege therof. Alſo ſaid they, theſe barba⸗ 
rous people dwelling in the ountaynes, would be glad 
to rebel ik they foi any ſuccour oꝛ apde, only to put their 
Pꝛince to coſt and charges, as heretofoꝛe they haue done. 
Wherefore they moſte humbly befought corres that bee i 
Ree not permitte tgem and their fellowes to be daine, * 
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noꝛ pet to abide in the handes of their enimies wherein 
be ſhould do ſingular pieaſure to Mateſuma their loꝛd, € 
other wiſe ik they ſhould perich, their Loꝛd would he ve⸗ 
rp ſoꝛowfull that his olde faithful and truſtie feruaunts 
ſhoulde haue fuch a reward foꝛ their god feruſſe. 
Cortex aunſwered that it grieued him much, that 7. 
teſuma his friend ſhould be miſvſed wher he Was, no no 
pet his ſeruauntes euill entreated, and that bee woulde 
haue as muche care ouer them as of his stone, willing 
them to pꝛayſe the god of heauen, and to be thankkul vn⸗ 
to him that had commaunded them to be ſet at libertp, 
in the grace and friendthippe of Mutefama : he certifper 
that in all haſte they ſhoulde be diſpatched, for eric 
with certaine bulpnelle therefore (quoth be) get pou to 
meate, and make pou frig to take in hand that tourney, 
truſting to pour fete leaſt pe ſyould be taken againe to 
pout greate perill and daunger, Jwis their meate was 
fone eaten with the great halt they had to be gone. 
Cortex brought them out of the towne and gaue them 
vickuall to carry with them. And charged foꝛ the liberty 


and curteũe ſhewed vnto them, that they ſhould ſignikye 


to Auteſuma their Loꝛde, howe that he was his aͤſkured 
kriend, and that after he had vnderſtanding of his fame, 


gc dnes and mighty power, he much deũired to ferne him 


bea and that he helde himſelfe happy, to kynde himlelke 

at luch a time a ſealon to late thoſe his ſeruaunts, and to 
thew cherin his god wil, likewyſe he woulde do all that 8 
lap in hint to pꝛelerue the honour and auctoꝛity of fo gret 
a ꝛince as hee was, ¢ allo to dekende his lubiectes and 
ta loke to his atkatres as bis one prover, although his 
highnelle apd little eſtcrme hys friendſhippe as appea⸗ 
red by Teudilli, Who departed from him wit bout bidding 
him farewell, and likewiſe abfenting all the people ok 
de fea coaſte: yet thys notwithſtanding he would i 
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let to do him fernice at all times when cecafion ſhoulde 
ſerue, and to pꝛocure by all meanes pollible his grace, fas 
uour, and friendſhip, and that be was fullp perlwaded, 
that his hyghnelle woulde not refule his god will and 
friendſhip, conſidering that with his acquaintance, God 
had done much for him, to mete with a ſeruaunte of the 
Emperoures, for thereby he might know great ſecretes 
of holy things, and alſo recepue greate benefytes, tf then 
he would refuſe the ſame, the fault ſhoulde be his:but pet 
not withſkanding he truſted in his wiſedome, that conſi⸗ 
dering the thing well, be woulde be glad both to fe bpm, 
and talke with him, and alfa to be kriende and brother 
with the Ring of spayne, in whole moſt happie name, 
both he and his companp were come thither. And as 
touching his ſeruauntes that remapned in pꝛiſon, bee 
woulde fo bile the matter, that they ſhould eſcape all pea 
rill, pꝛomiſing alſo to fet them at libertie to pleaſure him, 
and that incontinente he woulde haue done it. but onely 
bycaufe he woulde not offende the Loꝛde of the Towne, 
who had friendly enter tayned him with greate curteſie, 
fo2 which caule he would not pꝛeſume to controll him in 
his owne houſe, no2 pet to ſhewe himſelle vnthankefull. 
The mellengers departed with this mellage very glad 


and ioyfull, pꝛomiſing to e faithfully h charge 


committed vnto them.

Hen the Cazike founde milling the eule 


watch, and pꝛetended forthwith to mur⸗ 
ther thofe that remayned. Then came 
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were but officers obediente to their Loꝛde and matter, 
and according to iuſtice they had committed no offence, 
noꝛ pet deſerued anpe coꝛzrection in the face, whiche was 
ſeruice to their Ring: but fo2 fo muche as they ſhall not 
fie as the other two haue done, deliuer them bute mer, 
and J Will take them to my cuſtody and charge. 

Upon this requett the eyghtæene pꝛiſoners were delp⸗ 
uered vnto Corzex, Who ſent them aboꝛde his Shoppes, 
and there tommaunded them to be putin pions. The 
Lobe and his counſelloꝛs fearing what mighte followe, 
entred into councell what was belt to doe, conũder ng 
that they certapnelp beleued that the two pꝛiloners 
whiche were elcaped, would certifie in Mexico the ſhame 
and cruell entertaynemente done vnto them. Some rer 
piped that it was iuſt and reguiſite to ſende outa Mute- 
xuma hys tribute, with other pꝛeſentes, to mitigate hys 
anger, and to excuſe them, and accuſe the Chꝛiſtians, who 
were the cauſes of the appꝛehenſion of his officers, and 
to craue pardon of their erroure and overfighte whyche 
they hadde committed as madde men, in diſhonoꝛ of the 
maieſtie of e xico. Others aunſwered agapne, that it 
were muche better to caſt off that poke of bondage and 
llauery, and to giue no longer obedience to the Mexicans, 
who were both cruell and wicked tyꝛants, and alſo cor 
ſidering that now they had on their ſide thole halfe Gods, 
and inuincible hoꝛſemen, faping like wile that they ſhould 
not wante many others their neyghbours and boꝛderers 
to help and ſuccour them. 

In this forte they reſolued themſelues fully to rebell, 
and not to loſe fo god an occaſion, wherevppon they bes 
foughte Hernando Cortes to bee their defendoꝛ and Caps 
tapne, conſidering that foz bis fake they had begun that 
onterpꝛiſe, and whether Muteguma ſhoulde pꝛepare hys 
atmp againſte them oꝛ no, bg they on their parte fully 
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Enlly pretended to hold hym wate, and to deliſt from ſer⸗ 
uikude. f 
God knolveth hoo glas corres was to heare this mat⸗ 
ter, for be well waped that it was the high way to bye 
iourneys ende: pet dillimuling the caufe, he aunſwered 
that they ſhauld well lobe to the thing which they meant 
to take in hande, bycauſe (quoth he) J vnder ttande that 
Mute Numa is à mightie Prince, but if pe will valtantly 
pꝛocckde, J will be poure Captayne, and fafelp dekende 
pou, foʒ I do moze eſteme pour kriendſhip, than the god 
will of Autexuma, whyche J nothing care foꝛ: theres 
loze lette me knowe what number of men ok warre pe 
are able to make. Sir(quoth they) among all our friends 
lock are able to make a hundzed thoufande menne 
of warre. J lyke that well quoth cortez, wherefore ins 
continente ſende poure poffcs, with aduile vnts all pour 
kriendes in league againſte A ute uma, ànd certiũe them 
of this agreemente and ſuccoure of the Chziſtians, not 
(quoth he) that I ſkande in neve of pour help, fo: 4 alone 
with my companp are able ts fanve againſte thoſe of 
Culhua, although they were as manpe moze, but reaſon 
required that they ſhoulde be warned ol pour pꝛetence, 
and to be in readineſſe foꝛ the ſame, fearing leaf arure- 
Zuma mighte lende his armp bpon a ſuddapne, and finde 
pou vnpꝛoulded. Brie x 
Mlith this aduiſe and encouragement of cortez, & allo 
they themlelues being a people heady and of ſmall con⸗ 
ſideratiõ they diſpatched incõtinent their mellẽgers to all 
the Townes and Uülages of neyghbours and friendes, 
abttertifing them what they hadde determined, exalting 
the ſtrangers aboue the cloudes. | nee 
And by this meanes rebelled many ca kolones, 
und all the whole Mountaynes, ſo there was not left a⸗ 
ux collect?

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with open proclamation of warres againſte srurezume, 
and all his adherentes. j tie 

Cortex his intẽt was on the other ſide, to ſtirre vp theſe 
Indians, to get both their godes, willes, and landes foz 
other wiſe, he could not well bꝛing his matter ts palle: he

led: fo2 their pretence was, to haue aduertiſed James vs. 
lafques, who would haue prevented them of their Sbhpps 
and prelent, and pet alterwarde he ſente a Caruell alter 
the ſapd Ship, although it were to late, :

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Cortez cauſed all his Shippes to be 
fanke, and broken vpon the ſhore, a a 
mejt worthy falle,

erte purpoled to goe bite Mevies, and would 
„not grue his Soutopers to vnderſtand it, bye 
A caule they ſhoulde not rekule the iournep,

ring that the Citie of avexico was ſituated vpon water, 


diſturbance of his enterpꝛile, for doubtleſſe they woulde 
haue ſtayed him, yea and rebelled, if they hadde knowen 
is minde and pꝛetended purpoſe. He did fecretip atcoꝛd 
with one of the Maiſters of hys Flerte in the nighte fea 
ſon to boze holes in them, that thereby they myghte 
ſynke, wythoute anpe remedie to recouer them a⸗ 
gapne. 

Alſo he requeſled the other Paiſters and Pylots to 
publiſh among the armp, that the Shyppes were lo rote 
ten and woꝛmeaten, that they were not kytte to gee to 
ſea agapne, and that they ſhoulde, when they chanced to 
eſpye him and many of his Souldies togither, come and 
certifie him openly of the eſtate and force of the layde 
Shippes, bycauſe that afterwardes they ſhoulde not laye 
any fault to his charge. tof rn 

Accaꝛding to this inſtruttion, the Pylots and Wats 
fers did accomplith his commaundemente: foꝛ ho2tlpe 
after they eſpyed him among a flocke of his companpe, 
And then came they onto him, ſaying: Sir, pour nauie is 

f . nok 
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not to make any moe vopages, by realen that they are | 


all leaise and ſpopled, roten, and woꝛme eaten, wherfore 
according to our duetie, we do certifie pou thereos, to pꝛo⸗ 


nide therein as pou ſhall ſe cauſe. All the Sauldiers 


gaue credite to their tale, bpeauſe the Shippes had bim 
there more than thee monethes. And alter long talke a⸗ 
botite the matter, Corte commaunded that they Houlde 
profite themſelues of them the beſt that they myght, and 
as fo2 the Hulles, let them finke oꝛ runne a ſhoꝛe fayning 
great fozrow foꝛ fo great a loſſe, and want of iach pꝛoui⸗ 
ſion. And in this manner they lette runne a ſhoꝛe kyue ol 
the beſt Shyppes, ſaupng thep2 Oꝛdinance, vittaples, 
ſaples, Cables, Ankers, ropes, and all other tacle: 

and ſhoꝛtely after thep ſpopled other foure vellels, but 
that wis dene wyth fome difficultic „ bycauſe they 
beganne to ſurmile the intente ok Correx, and beganne 

openip to fape, that Cortes meant to carrie them to the 
ſlaughter houſe. He then pacifped them wyth gentle 


8 woꝛdes, faping, what is he that totllrefule the warres 


in ſo riche a Countrepzif there be ap of pou that wyll 
leaue my companpe, her 02 they may (ik pleate then) re⸗ 
furne to | Cuba in à Shyppe that pet remapneth. And 
this be ſpake, to knowe hawe many were the cowards, 
meanyng in tyme of nese ts haue no kruſt 02 confidence 
in them. Then dpuers thameleile perſons demaunded 
licence to returne to Cubs, but they were ſuche as loued 
no warres. There wer allo others that ſaid nothing, who 


woulde gladly haue retourned , fepng the greateneſle 
of the Countrey, and the multitude of the people, 


but pet they were alhamed to ſhewe eo wardiſe Qs 
“penlpe, 


ut hope f to gos out of that Countrepa at ß time, exalting 


Cortex knowing his foulopers mindes, commanded the 
other Ship to be ſunke, fo that then they were all with⸗ 


ang 
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and peapling the noble minde of Corres ſhewed in that 
woꝛthy fate. Certapneiy tt was a deede necefary loꝛ the 
pꝛeſent time, and done bythe iudgement of a tout Caps 
tayne, although he loſt much by his Shyppes, and abode 
without ſuccour ot the lea. There are few of thefe er⸗ 
amples, which are not of valiant perfonages, as was o- 
mie x Barbaroxa With the cut arme, who a few peares pak 
bꝛake feauen Galleys and Foyſtes, to winne thereby 
Bug ia, as largely I do weite thereof in battaples of p fea 
in our dapes. 


Hovv the inhabitants of Zempoallan 
brake done their Idolles. 


Werp day ſermed long to Cortes, with the 
A deſire to lee ute cums. He nowe began 
bo publiſhe openly his iourney and depar⸗ 
J ture, and choſe out of the body of his holt 
à hũdꝛed and fiftic mẽ, which he thought 
' (ufficient fo leaue foꝛ ſafegard of the new 
towne and foot, which was almoſt finiſhed, and appoyn⸗ 
ted Pedro de A ircio their Captaine, leauing with them 


two Hoꝛſes, and two ſmall peeces of Drdinance, wyth 


manp Indians tu ſerue them, and fiftie Townes round a⸗ 
bout them in faithful kriendſhip and league, out ofthe 
which Townes they might alwayes haue at their nerde 
fiftie thoufande men ol warre: and he departed with the 
reſidue of his Spanpardes towarde Zempoallan, hyche 
mighte be foure leagues from thence, and was ſcarcely 
tome to the Towne, when newes was bꝛoughte hym 
that foure Shippes of Franciſco G array ſapled along hys 0 
coaſt, and were in ſight of era Crux. Mith this newes 
he returned incontinent with a hundꝛed of his men, ſul⸗ 
beging euill of thoſe Sbippes, At his comming to ers 


cus 
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Crux his Captaine there enloꝛmed him how be had gone 
himſelfe fo knom what they were, and from whence they 
came, and what they would, but coulde ſpeake with none 
ok them. Cortes beyng informed how they roade at anker, 
toke Captaine Arco and certaine of his company to 
expect their tommyng achoꝛe, ſulpectyng them muche, bi⸗ 


cauſe they roade fo farre off, being by ſignes and tokens © 


willed to come into the Harboꝛ. Cortes haͤuing wandered 
neare thee miles, mette with thee Spantardes whiche 
came from the ſhippes, the one of them layde that he was 
a Motary, and the other two were to ſerue for witnelles 
in their affap2es, which was, to alcite and notiſie certaine 
wꝛytings, whiche they ſhewed not: and alſo to require 
Cortes by vertue of the lame, to come and make repartitia 
of that countrey with captayne Garay their generall, foꝛ 
thepꝛ ſapd Captaine pretended that conquel (as firſt oil 
couerer of the fame, ) certifying mozeouer that her was 
determined to inhabite twentie leagues diſtãt from that 
place I eſtwarde neare vnto N hurlan, whiche nowe is 
galled Ar meria. Cortes anfwered, that they ſhould returne 
vnto their ſhippes, and to will theyꝛ Captayne to come 
to Vera Crux with his nauie, and there they woulde com⸗ 
mune fogither aboute his comming, and ik he de in 
neede of any thing it ſhoulde be pꝛouided. And if it were 
(as they repozted)that he was comen on the Rings af 
faires, he woulde gladly fauour his proceedings, confines 
ring that he and all his were there in ſeruice of his higb⸗ 
nelle, how muche moze bepng all of one nation. 
They antwered, that in no wile their captaine noꝛ none 
bk his army would come aſhoꝛe, noꝛ pet come where as 
3 Cortes was. With this anfwere corres vnderſtod the mat 
ter, and layde holde of them, and went and placed himſelk 
. in ambulhe behinde a little hill of ſande, whiche ſtode 
right puer agapott the ſhippes, beyng neare ſunne letter 
P. flepte 
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. Aepte there that nigbt till daye appꝛoched, and the moꝛ⸗ 
nyng karre ſpent, hopong that Garay his Pilote 02 ſome of 
his company woulde come afjo2c, meanyng likewiſe to 
appꝛehende them fo2 to be certified what courte they had 
made, and what hurte they had done, and ündyng them 
gulltie. to ſende them pꝛploners into Spapne, like wile he 
deſired to kno we whether they had Tpoken with any bal 
fals of acusezuma, and fepng they came not a lande his 
ſulpition was the greater. 

A wife . Cortes commaunded thre of his men ta chaunge appar 
rracile. rell with the three mellengers that came from Garay, and 
thisdone,cauled them to goe to the Sea fide, wauyng 
with theyꝛ clokes, and callyng fo2 the ſhippe boate, nowe 
thoſe of the ſhippes thought by theyꝛ apparell that they 
were their owne menne, and came with a dozen perſons 
in the ſkiffe with Croſlebowes and Bardgunnes. Then 
Cortes his men whiche were clothed in other mens gar⸗ 
ments hidde themſelues among buches, as who woulde 
ſap, they were gone inte the ſhadalme, foz to fie from the 
great heate of the Sunne, being at that time highe none, 

and bicauſe they ſhould not be knowen. 

The Mariners ol the (kiffe fet a lande two men with 
Hargabuthes,and other two mẽ with Croſlebowes, and 
an Indian who went ſkraight wap to the buſhes, thinkyng 
to finde their fellowes. Then ſtept forth corres and caught 
them beloꝛe they coulde gette aboꝛde the ſkitfe, although 
they meant to haue defended themſelues, ſo that one of 
them who was a Pilote, hauing his Bargabuſhe ready 
charged, would haue ſhot at captaine A ircio, & àſſuredlp 
if his match and ponder had bene god he had ſlapne him: 
hen the general aboꝛde the ſhips perceined this deteit, 
would abide no longer, t cõmaunded to make laile, not fas 
rping foꝛ his ſkiffe. By theſe ſeuen me taken at two times 
cue as ſatiſũted, æ allo certificd how captain 175 i } 

laxied 
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it. fapled along the coat feking Floréda, atid atvied in a ri⸗ 
“wer, the Ring of that pꝛouince was called Panaco, where 
they kounde little golde, barteryng abode their ſhippes, 
all they golde paſſed not thee thouſande Caſtelins, but 
in exchaunge of things of fmall value, nothing contented 
“Garay on that voyage, bpcaule the qnantitte of golde was 
mall and not fine. 

Allith this newes Cortes returned 10 2 empoallan with 
bis men which he brought in his companp: and there ton: 
tluped and fully agreed with thoſe Indian to pull downe 

theyꝛ Idols ¢ fepulehres of their C whithe they did 
reuerence as Gods, perlwading them to woꝛſhip the God 
ok heauen. And after this doctrine their league or friend. 
hip was effectually elkablihed, and with other townes 
adiopning againſk a ate gem. Choſe Indian’ gatie vnto 
him gagues to be alwapes kaithfull of woꝛde E promide, 
and offered vnto him as many men Hite for warre E ſer⸗ 
Mice as he would require. corte reteiued the gagues which 
were t the pꝛincipalleſt perſons of the townes, as 24. 
mexi Teuch, and Tamali, hetobe allo a thoufand Tamemes, 
that is to fay, men that are carriars who oꝛdinarilp ta: 
keth his burden vpon his backe which is halfe a hundꝛed 
waight, and thoſe fellowes followe the campe with their 
ba age k bagage: Thele men ſerued loꝛ hoꝛſes ta dead the 
pan to carrie other munition and bicknals- f 
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Wtotone nanied 5 le, towarde Merit the 
firterte day of Augutt of the fame ptere, 
ee with 400. Spanlardes and fiftene holes, 
t lire pedtes of oꝛdinance, and eco, Indians 
9 fe carriers € mé of Cuba. And whẽ Cortes departed fr 
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Zempoallan he had not one vallall of Auteguma in his 
campe to leade them the way towarde e xico, loz al were 
fledde, ſeing the new league, oꝛ elle bp commaundement 
ok their Loꝛd, and the Indians of Z empoallan knew not well 
the way. 
The firſk thee paves iourney the army palled thꝛough 
countrey of their friendes, and were louingly receyued 
and lodged, eſpecially in æalapan. The fourth dap they 
tame to gicuchimatl, whiche is a rong place ſituated on 
a hill fide very craggy, and the wap to palle there vnto is 
made with force of mans hande as a ſtapze. And if the 
inhabitants thereof would haue reſiſted the entraunce, 
with great difficultie bothe fotemen a hoꝛſemen mought 
haue entred the towne, but as atterwarde appeared, they 
were commaunded by ute uma to lodge them and allo 
to honour them. The rulers of that towne fapde to cor- 
ses, that foz as muche as he wente fo viſite their Pꝛince 
Mutexuma, he ſhould aſſure himſelfe that they were and 
would be his friendes. This towne hath many villages 
and farmes beneath in the plapne, foꝛ ute uma ds als 
wayes pꝛouided there of.; oo. men of warre. 
Cortes gaue great thankes to the Loꝛde foꝛ his curtefie 
and god entertaynement, muche efteeming the gud will 
of his Lorde ute uma, And ſo departed from thence, and 
wente to paſle suer a mountapne verp high, the pallage 
whereot he named Nm bre de dios, bpcaute it was the fire 
that he had palſed, beyng fo aſperous and highe, that there 
is none ſuche in all Spapne, foꝛ it contepned directly bps 
right the leagues, and hath in many places grapes and 
tres with honp, And dilcendyng do wne on the other foe 
of that bill, they came toa towne called Thembsxnacan, 
whiche is a forte and friende to ute xuma, where our ate 
my was derer an wirren as in the other tone 
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And krom thence be traueled thee dapes in a countrep 
inhabitable, and palſed ſome necellitie of hunger 1 much 
moze of thirſt, vicauſe all the water that they kunde was Treubles. 
ſaltiſhe, and many of his men ko wante of ether dꝛanke 
thereof, whereof they fell into ſickenelle:and fodainelp fel 
à meruaplous Maple with great colde, Whiche incrraſed 
their griele, yea and the nian, of their company thought 
there to ende theyꝛ liues, ſome of the Indians of Cuba died 
there thꝛough nakednelle, not being aceuſtomed to fo cold 
à countrey. Aker the fourth iourney of euill way they al 
cended vp an other hil, and vpon the toppe therdk, (to their 
iudgement) they foundea thoufande carte loade of wood 
ready cut, neare to a little tower of idolles: they named 
that place the poꝛte of wod: e hauing paficd two leagues 
from the poꝛte of wad, they founde the countrey barren 
and poze, but fone after the army came to a place whiche 
they named white Cattell, bicauſe the Loꝛdes boule was 
of Rone very white and newe, and the belte that they had 
fene in all that countrev, and ſo curiouſſy wꝛought, that 
they meruayled thereat: that towne in their language is 
called Z aclotan, and the valley neare vnto it is named 2a. 
catami, and the Loꝛdes name is olintlec, wha. recepued 
Cortes honoꝛably, and pꝛouided for. him and his company 
abundantly, being lo commaunded by arutexuma, as her 
repoꝛted after warde. 1 140 . 
And in token that he had recepued that cömillion from A sraunge 
his IL oꝛde, he tommaunded fiftie men to be facrificed foꝛ: 
ioy, whole bloud they ſawe newe and kreſhe. The townes 
men or that tolone caried the Spanvardes on their ſhoul⸗ 
bers,on ſuche beares as we carry dead men to Churche.. 
Corres enkoꝛmed them by his enterpꝛeters) ot the cauſe of 
his comming into that countrey, as he had vſed in other 
plates. demaunded whether be the Loꝛde of this towne 
were tributary ta ute gum. This Carske being date 
ate PV. at 
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at his queſtion, antweren, faping: aibat is he that is not 
eyther flaue oꝛ valſall to the great A ute uma. Then Core 
ees Certified him, who and what the Emperour king of 
Spapne was, willing him to be his friend and ſeruitour, 
¢ further enquired if he had any golde to lende him lome. 
This Carile anſwered that he would do nothing without 
the commaundement of his Loꝛde, noꝛ pet lende his king 
anp golde although he had inough. Corres dillimuled the 
matter, and helde his peace, pet by and by he deſired to 
knowe the Mateſtie and mightie power of Mutezuma, 
the Cagi antwerted, that Mutexume WAS Lowe of the 
whole wozlde, and that he had thirtie Wadals who were 
able to make a.10co ο. men of warre:eche one of them he 
alfo certified that he ſacriſiced. 20000, men per elp to his 
Goddes: And alſo his dwellyng was in the mot beauty⸗ 
fulleſt and ſtrongeſt cittie of al that euer was enbabited, 
liketwt{e(quoth he) bis houſe and courte is moſte greate, 
noble, and repleniſhed with Gentlemen, his rithes inere⸗ 
dible, and his charges erceffiue. And truely therein he 


lapde the very troth, ertepte in the facrifice wherein he 


fomething enlarged, although the laughter of men fo2 ſa⸗ 
crifice ineucrp temple was very great, yea and ſome hold 
opinion, that ſome peeves were facrificed aboue. o ooo. 
men. Being in this conuerſation, came two Gentilmen ok 
that valley to {ee the Spanpardes, and ec he of them pꝛe⸗ 
lented vnto Corres foure women llaues, € certapne collers 


ol golde of ſmall price. obinelec although he Was vallall 


lo AHute ĩuma, was a greate Loꝛde, and had. 20000. vats 
fals, and thirtie wiues altogither in his haute, befive a 
hundꝛeth other women that attended vpon them. And had 
fo2 his garde and houſhold. 2000. perlons, his towne was 
Steat,¢ had. z. temples in it, æ eche temple many idolles gf 
Kone of divers falhids, befoꝛe whom they ſacriſiced men. 
bones, quaples, æ other things w perfunics E great tenes 
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ratiö. In this plate and territoꝛie, u utecuma had. 5000. 


fouidicrs in garriſon, and oꝛdinarie poſtes krom thence 
lo Mexico. Untill this time, cortex had not fo amply one 


Deritwde the mighte and power of 1: useznma, pea and 
though many inconuenientes, difficulties, feare, and ſuch 


like, did repꝛeſent it {elie vnto him in his iourney to Alex 
ico, Whiche perhaps would haue amazed ſame vallat per⸗ 
fons, pet he ſhewed not one iste of cowardiſe, hauyng 
hearde ſuche a repoꝛte of that mightie Pꝛince, but rather 
his deſire was lo much the moze to {ee hym. 
Conũdering now that he ſhoulde pale thꝛough Tas 
ales to goe to Mexico, being 7 axtallon greate & ſtrong 
Citie, and warlike people, he diſpatched kour eampoalla- 
nexes to the Loꝛdes and Captapnes of that Citic, on the 
behalle of Zempealun and his owne, offering vnto them 
his kriendſhip and fauour, giuing them to vnderſtande, 
that thoſe few Chꝛiſtians woulde come vnto their Citie 


fe ferue the ,deficing the to accept the fame, thinking al⸗ 


ſuredly that thoſe of 7axcallon Would haue done with him 
as the Zempoallane ces had done, which were both god and 
faithful who had always bled trouth with him, euẽ fo he 


thought that now he moughte credite them, foꝛ they had 


enkoꝛmed him, that the Tlarcaltecas were their friendes, 
and ſo would be his, conſidering that they were vtter e⸗ 
nimies to Ante xumas, and willingly would goe with him 
to the ſiege of Mexico, with deſire of libertie, and to re⸗ 
uenge olde iniuries and griekes, whiche they had luſtey⸗ 


ned many peares before of the people of ch. Cortex, 
rekreſhed himſelke in Zaclotan fue dapes, where is a freſh 
riuer and quiet folke,pulling downe the Idolles, and pla⸗ 


ted a remembꝛante of Chꝛiſt crucilped, as he hadde done 

in all the Townes that he had paſſed. 
Me foke his leaue of olintlec, leaning him wel pleaſed, e 
went ta a town two leagues fri thẽce along died fioe, 
eres 
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A ſtraunge 
Vall. 


e 


whereok was Loꝛde Ictacmixtlitan, one of the Gentles 
men who had giuen him the ſlaues and collers of golde. 

This towne ſtandeth in a plapne grounde of two leas 
gues compaſle, which is repleniſhed with fo many houſes 
as doth feeme to touche one an other, in that wap that 
our army paſſed⸗and the to wne it ſelfe Doth contapne fine. 
thoulande houleholdes, ſtanding on a bill, and on the one 
fide thereof is the Loꝛdes houſe with a ſtrong fozte, be⸗ 
ing the beſte pet fene in thoſe parties, walled with god 
ſcone with barbucan and deepe ditche. There Cortes rez 
fen himſelke thꝛer dapes, abiding the foure meflengers 
whiche he ſent from Zacloton, to knowe the anſwere that 
ſhould be bꝛought. 


The firſt encounter that Cortez had 
swith the men of Tlaxcallan. | 


N ortes ſeyng the long tarying of the melſen⸗ 
gers be departed from Zacloran without 
any intelligence from Tlaxcallan. Our cap 
had not marched much after their depar⸗ 

\ ture from that place, but they came fe 
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ts diffurbe the entrance of the Tlexcalrecas in time of 
warre, who came to robbe and murther them, bycauſe of 
the kriendſhip betwirte them and auteguma, Whole val⸗ : 
faisthep were. 
That ſtrange and coſtly wall, ſermed a thing of greate bre 
maieltie to our Spanpardes, and moze ſuperlluous than 
profitable, pet they luſpected that the Tlaxcalrecas Were 
stiant warriers, wis had ſuche dekenſe made agapnſt 
them. And as Cortes and his armp Kore beholding thvs 
Wozke, acmixtlitan thought he had bin afrayre to pꝛo⸗ 
ceede forward, and pꝛaped him ( koꝛ ſo much as he was his 
Todes friend)not to paſſe that wap, noꝛ pet thꝛough the 
Countrep ot Tlaxcallan, ko fo muche as he wente to viſite 
his maiſter, for (quoth he) ik they knowe pou to be my 
Loꝛdes kriende, they will ſerke poure diſpleaſure, as they 
haue done ta others, and J will pꝛouide pou or guides to 
leade pou continnalip thꝛough the dominion of Aute gu- 
ma, where you ſhall be well retexued and pꝛouided, ontil 
pou come to Mexico. 8 
But a amexi and the others of Zempoallan willed hym 
to retuſe that offer and counſell in any wiſe, alleadgyng 
hat it was an onelp pꝛetence to ſeparate them from the 
kriendchip of that pꝛouince, whole people were god, ho⸗ 
noꝛable, and valiant, and that /xtacmixtlitans perlwaſion 
was to pꝛohibite theyꝛ helpe and ſuccoure agaynſt At u- 
sexuma, Willing hym earneſtly to giue no credite vnto 
hys ſapings, foꝛ he and his allpes are falſe Traptoꝛs, 
and meante to bꝛyng hym ints ſome Mare, where they 
myghte kill both him and his company, and feede vppon 
theyꝛ lleſhe. 
Cortes fo à ſpace was amazed at 5ᷣ talke of one and 
the other, but in concluſton he accepted the councell of 
Mamexi, fo; that he hadde concepued a better opinion of 
the Zeampoallanexes his allyed friendes, than of the o 
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thers. And letting all feare alpde, he toke the way ts 
Tlaxcallon, byddyng Irtacmixtlita farewell, and with thre 
hundꝛed Souldpers on a ranke, he entredthe way in the 
wall, and pꝛocerded in god oꝛder all the way fortwardes, 
carrping the Oꝛdinance ready charged, and he bimielfe 
the leader of all his army, pea and ſometimes he woulde 
be halle a league befoze them, to diſtouer and make the. 
wap plapne. 

And hauing gone the ſpace of thee leagues from that 
circuite, he commaunded his fotemento make batt, bys 
caufe it was ſomewhat late, and be with bis Bo2femen 

went to delerpe the wap Forwarders, who aſcendyng vp a 
hyll, two of the foꝛmoſt hoꝛſemenne mette with fikteene 
Indians armed with ſwoꝛdes and Targets and tuffes of 
feathers, whiche thep ble to weare in the warres. hele 
fifteene were ſppes, and when they ſawe the Hoꝛzſe⸗ 
men, they beganne to llye with feare, oꝛ elfe to gyue ad⸗ 
uiſe. ö 

Then appꝛoched corte with other thre hoꝛſemen, 
calling to them to ſtap, but by no meanes they woulde 
ahyde: then {pre Hoꝛſemen ranne after them, and guer⸗ 
toke them, € toyned all togither, with determination ras 
ther to dye than to peelde, ſhewing them ſignes to ſtande 
ills pet the Hoꝛſemen comming to lay handes on them, 
they prepared themſelues to battaple, and foughte, dee 
kendvng themfelueg loꝛ a whyle. In thys kyghte the /n ⸗ 
dians llewe two of theyꝛ Mozſes, and as the Sync 
doe witneſſe, at two blowes thep cutte off a 
Moꝛſe head, bꝛidle and all. Then came the reſt of the 
Moꝛſemenne, and the armp appꝛoched, for there were 
in ſyghte neere fiue thonfande /ndians in god oꝛder, to 
ſuccoure theyꝛ fftene frabting menne, but they came 
to late for that purpoſe, koꝛ they were all flapne wyth 
the anger that was taken fo? the killpng of the two 
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Wo2les, and woulde not render themſelues in tyme: 
pet notwpthſtandpyng thep2 fellowes foughte , vntpll 
thep eſpped cure armpe commpng, and the Oꝛdinance, 
then thep returned, leaupng the fielde to oure menne, 

but oure Borfemenne followed them, and llewe as 
boute 70. peefons of them, withoute recexuing anpe 
burfe, 

Thyps done, the Ladians lente tuto Cortes tino of the W 
foure meſſengers whiche har de bin lente thither before mesage. 
wyth other Indians, faving, that the Tlaxcaliecas knelbe 
nothyng of the thynges that were happened, certifping 
ipkewyſe that thaſe wü whome bee hadde fought were 
.of other comuntties, and not of their iurifoiaion, ber⸗ 

vng ſoꝛowfull foꝛ that whyche hadde palled: and foꝛ fo 
muche as it happened in theyꝛ Countrey, they woulde 
willingly pap foꝛ the twa Hoꝛſes whyche were llayne, 
pꝛaping them to come in god time to thep2 Towne, 
who woulde glaslp recepue them, and enter into thep2 
league of kriendſhippe, bycauſe they famed to ber vali⸗ 
ante menne: but all was a fapned and a kalle nels 
fages | 
Pet Cortes belctued them, and gaue them thankes far 
thepꝛ curteſie and god will, and that accoꝛdyng to theyꝛ 
requett be woulde goe vnto thep2 Towne, and accepte 
their kriendſhippe. And touchyng the deathe of his Hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes, he required nothyng, foꝛ within ſhoꝛte ſpace he expec⸗ 
ted many moe: but pet God knoweth how ſoꝛowfull he 
was foꝛ the want of them, and not only fo muche foꝛ the, 
aàs that the Indians ſhoulde thinke that Hozſes could ope, 
oz be flapne. 
Cortex proceeded fozivardes aboute two leagues 
where the Holes were kylled, although it was almoll 
Bunneſette, and his men werried, hauing trauolled karre 


tbat dap. 7 
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Wis will was, to baue pitched his Camp in a ſkrong 
place of water: wherefore he planted his army by a Ki⸗ 
uer ſide, whereas they remapned all that night with god 
watche both of fotemen and hoꝛzſemen, fearing ſome al⸗ 
ſault:but there was no attempt given that night, where⸗ 
by they might haue taken better reſt, than they were a⸗ 
ware ol.

He next moꝛning at Sunne riſing, Cortex 
wy departed with his army in god oꝛder, and 
in the middeſt of them wente the fkardage 
and artillerie, and as fone as thep Were 
come to a little Willage there neere at 
—hande, they mette with the other two mels 
bi of Zempoallan, who departed from them at 24 
clotan: they came with pitifull chere,erclapming of the 
Captaynes of the power of Tlaxcallan, who had bounde 
them, and deteyned them krom returning: but with god 
koꝛtune, that nighte they hadde broken lle, and 
eſcaped, for otherwife in the mowing follawing, they 
had bin ſacriſiced to the God of UMictoꝛp, and after the fas 
crifice, to be eaten, koꝛ a god beginning of their warres, 
pꝛoteſting the like to be done with the berded men, and 
mt as many as came with them. 
They had no foner tolde their tale, when there appes⸗ 
red behinde a little hill about a thoulande Indians, verye 
well appoynted after their fathion, and came with luche 
a maruellous nopſe anderpe, as though theyꝛ vopces 
ſhoulde haue pearced the Heauens, hurling at sure 
menne ſtones, dartes, and thotte woth _— and 
arrowes. 
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Cortes made many tokens of peace vnto them, and bp kerl 
his interpꝛeters deſired them to leaue the battell. But ſo 
much the moꝛe as be entreated foꝛ peace, the moze haſtie 
and earneſt were they, thinkyng either to haue ouerco⸗ 
men them, oz elfe to holde them play, to the entẽt that the 
Spanpardes ſhould haue folowed them to a certaine am⸗ 
buſhe that was pꝛepared fo2 them, of moze then. 8oooo. 
men, whiche they had planted in a crerke of a river which ooo . 
abutted vpõ the high way. Then our men began to ceaſe 
from woꝛdes, and to lap bande vpon their weapons, for 
that companp of a thouſande were as many, as on our 
fide were fighting men, they were well pradifed in the 
warres, very validt, and allo pitched in a better piace foꝛ 5 
fight . This battell endured certaine houres, and at the N * 
ende the Indians being epther wearied, oz elſe meanyng to 
take our men in the ſnare ap pointed, began to flic toward 
thepꝛ maine battell, not as ouercome, but to iopne with 
their owne kolke. And sur men being hote in the fight 
and ſlaughter whiche was not litle, followed them with 
all their kardage, and vnwares fell into the ambuſhe a⸗ seconde 
mong an infinite number of Indians armed, they fEapde battarle. 
not bycauſe they would not put themſelues out of oꝛder, 
and pafled thꝛough their campe with great haſte e keare. 
The enimies began to ſette vpon the hoꝛſemen, thinkyng 
to haue taken their lances from them, their Courage was 
‘fo ſtoute:many of the Spaniardes had there periſhed, had 
it not bin koꝛ the Indian friends. X ikewiſe the courage ot 
Cortes did much animate them, koꝛ although he ledde his 
army making wayp pet, diuers times, be turned him 
backe to place his men in oꝛder and to comforte them, 
and at length came out of that daungerous way into the 
plapne fielde, where the hoꝛſes mought helpe, and the oꝛ⸗ 
dinaunce Lande in fede, whiche two things did greatly 
aͤnoy the enimie to their great wonder and maruell, and 
Fores if a N. ij. at. 
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at the fight thereof began to flic. | 
In bothe encounters remapned manp Indians dapne 
and wounded, and or the Spaniardes ſome were hurt, but 
none killed, giupng moſte hartie thankes bute Goo fog 
thelr Beliuerp trem fo great a multitude of / dians their 
enunies with muche ispe and plealure of the vigozp. 
Then they wente to pitche their campe in a village cal⸗ 
led Teoacaginco, where was alittle Tower and a Temple, 
and there fortificd themſelnes, and buplte cotages of 
bo wes and ſtrawe. The Indians of Zeampoallan, and thoſe 
of D tacnuætlilan BID play the valiant men that dap, wher⸗ 
foze Corres hondured them with harty thankes. 
This day was the firſt ol September. The night kol⸗ 
The eare lowyng our men llepte not quietly with feare of inuaſion 
ag age of their enimies, but they came not, koꝛ they neucr-bfe to 
fighte in the nighte ſeaſon. And as lone as it was day 
Cortes ſente to the Captapnes of Tlaxcallan, to requpꝛe 
them of peace and kriendchippe, willyng them quietly to 
ſuffer the pallage through their countrep to azexico, for 
that they meant them no hurte but rather god will. This 
done, her lekte two hundꝛeth Spanpardes and the Care 
reirs in the tampe. And tose with him other two hun⸗ 
dꝛeth, with ſeuen hundꝛeth Indians, and wente with them 
aͤbꝛode to lkirmiſhe in the face of their enimies, and at 
that tyme burnesd fiue oꝛ fire villages, and returned with 
foure hundꝛeth pꝛyſoners, without receyuyng anp hurte, 
although thep followed him to his campe. At his returne 
be founde the anſwere of the Captapnes his enimies, 
whiche was, that the next day they would come and talke 
with him and declare theyꝛ mindes. 
Cortes Was well pꝛeuented that night, foꝛ the antwers 
liked him not, but rather ſeemed bꝛaue, and a matter de⸗ 
termined to be done as they had ſayde: lpkewiſe thofe 
lubiche were taken pꝛeſoners, certified that his enumies 
Wers

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Werefopned fogither to the nüber or a.: oom to giune 
hin battaile the nert day folowing, a to {wallow thé aline °°" 
whom ſo moꝛtally they did hate, thinking the to be kriẽds „ 
tp Aute uma, vnto whom they wiched all euil ¢ miſchiek. 
At was moſke true that the Tlancaltecas had gathered 
all their whole power to appꝛehende the bearded menne, 
and to make of them a moꝛe ſolemne ſacriſce onto their 
Goddes, than at any time heretofore they had done, with 
à generall banquet of their lleſh, which they called Cele⸗ 
rial. The Captaines of Tlaxcallan deuided their ſouldiers 
into foure battavles, the one to Tepeticpac, another to o- 
cotelulco, the third ts T ⁊atlan, andthe fourth to Quiahurza 
tlan, that is to fap, the men of the Mountapnes, the men 
of the Lymepittes, the men of the Pinetrees, und the wa⸗ 
ker men, every of theſe had their Lardes and Captapnes 
whome they ſhoulde repapze onto and obey, and all theſe 
foure ſoꝛtes of men dothe make the body of the common 
weale and cittie, and alſo commaunde both in tyme of 
warre and peace. So that every of theſe Captaynes had 
his intl poꝛtion oꝛ number of warriers, but the general of 
althe whole army was called axicotencatl, who was of the 
Kimepits:and he had the andart of the cittie, which is a 
Crane of gold with his wings ſpꝛed, adozned with Eme⸗ 
ralds & ſiluerwoꝛke, which ſtandart is accoꝛding to their 
ble, either caried before the whole holt oꝛ elle behinde thé 
all. The ſecond Captaine oꝛ Lieuctenant was scaxixcaq 
aun, € the number of the whole army was. 150 o men. 
Such a great number they had ready again. 4 oo. Mpas 
niardes ¢ pet at length ouercome: neuerthelelle after 3 
this bꝛoyle. they were moſt greatelt friends. Cheſe foure 
captains came w their chpany that the fields where they 
were feemed a foꝛeſt. They were trimme kelowes ¢ well 
armed according to their vſe, although they were paynted 
fa that their faces ſhewed like dinels with great tuftes of 
0 feathers, 
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feathers and triumphed gallantly. They had alfe flinges} | 
ſtaues, ſpeares, Woꝛdes, bowes and arrowes, ſkulles, 
ſplintes, gantlettes all of wood, gilte oꝛ elſe couered with 
feathers oꝛ leather, their cozſelets were made of cotten 
wolle, their targettes and bucklers gallant and ſkrong, 
made of wodde couered with leather, and trimmed with 
laton and feathers, theyꝛ Woꝛdes were ſtaues with an 
edge of flint Lore cunningly iovned into the ſtatte, Which 
woulde cuite very well and make a fore wounde. 

he hoſt(as is declared) was deuides into foure parts, 
their inſtrumentes ef warre were hunters hoꝛnes, and 
dzummes called attabals made like a caldꝛon and coue⸗ 
red with vellam. So that the Spanpardes in all the dif 
couerp of India did neuer fe a better army togither nog 
better ozdered.

a ele Indian: Were great beagarts;am and 
4 fapde among themſelues, what madde 
VA people are theſe that thꝛeatneth vs and 
vet knoweth vs not. But ik they will be 
a fo bolde to inuade our countrep without 
———— pur licence, let vs not ſette vpon them fo 
fone, it is mete they haue a litle reſte, foꝛ we haue tyme 
inough to take ¢ binde them, let vs alſo ſende them meate 
for they are commen with empty ſkomackes: And againe 
they ſhall not fap that we do appꝛehende them with wea⸗ 
rineſſe and hunger. Mherevpon they ſent onto the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians thꝛee hundꝛeth Gynnea cockes, and two hundzeth 
baſtkets of bꝛead called centli. Che whiche pꝛeſent was a 
great fucker foꝛ the neꝛde that they ſtode in. And fone afs 
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bp this time they haue eaten their meate, and nowe lu 
Will eate them, and ſo ſhall they pap vs the victuals that 
we ſent: like wiſe we wil know ik Mute uma commaun⸗ 
ded them to come into our countrep, oꝛ who elle. And ik he 
fente them, then let him come and deliuer them: and il it 
be their owne enterpꝛyſe, they ſhall receyue theyꝛ reward 
accordingly. Theſe and ſuch like bꝛagges they bled, ſeing 
fo fee Spantardes before them, and not knowyng their 
rength. Then the foure Captaynes ſente two thous 
ſande of their valianteſt men of warre and olde Soult, 
ers, to take the Spanpardes quietly, with commaunde⸗ 
ment that if they did reũſt, either to binde them oꝛ elſe to 
kill them, meanyng not to ſette their whole army vpon 
them faping that they ſhoulde gette but mall honour fo2 
fo greata multitude, to fight agaynit fo fee. The twa

thoufande Souldiers patled the trench that was betwirt 


the two campes,and came boldely to the Tower where

woulde tutte: and at the ‘Teeotide: they ſhewed ok what

Cortes anfwered,that both he and his were moꝛtal men 
euen as they were. And bicaufe that alwayes he had vſed 
to tell them trouth, wherfoꝛe did they ble to tell hun lies, 
and lykewiſe to flatter him, foꝛ he deſired to be their 
friende, aduiſing them not to be madde and ſlubbozne in 
their opinion; fo2 tf they fo did, alſuredly they ſhoulde re⸗ 
ceyue great burfe and dammage. Like wiſe (quoth he) it 
is appatant onto pou how many ol pour ſide are flapne 
Without the loſle of one of mine, and with this antwere 
ſent them away. Not withſtanding the antwere ſent, there 
came aboute.soooo, of them enen to Cortes his campe to 
Proc theit Costelettes as they had done the dag before,

Loꝛde o2 othes ruler: And that they were thæues, who 
had theyꝛ abyding behinde a bill which they poynted vn⸗

owe the originall cauſe was not bytauſe Tench was 
moꝛe wiſe than the Chꝛiſtians, but by reafon that be 
had feene and heard thoſe Jad commune with the ſub⸗ 
feces of / tacmiætlitan to fele their mindes, and wyth 
craft and ſubtiltie to obtepne their deſüire: whereby cor- 
tes vnderſtode that thoſe kellowes came not to any gd 
purpoſe: he apprehended that Indian whiche ode nexte 
vnto him, and hauing him alone from his fellowes, by 
his interpꝛeters examined him eftectually, who inconti⸗ 
nent conkelled that he was a (pre, and that his comming 
thither was to view the way how to enter their Campe 
for to ſpople and burne their Tentes: and fo2 fo much as 
they hadde pꝛoued fortune all the houres of the day, and 
all happened contrary to their deſire, againſt their aunci⸗ 
ent kame and gloꝛy which they hadde obtepned by noble 
erploptes in warres, they now meant to pꝛoue their ſuc⸗ 
celle hy nighte, hoping of better koꝛtune:and alſo bycauſe 
their ſouldiers ſhoulde not feare the Hoꝛſes, with the 
darkenelle of the nighte, noꝛ the blowes 02 ſtripes of the 
bight ſwoꝛdes, noꝛ vet the fire and terrible noyſe of the 
Oꝛdinance: and that Captayne xicoteucatl Was alreadye 
appoynted for that enterprtfe, with pꝛouiſion of manpe 


thoufand fouldicrs which lap in ambuſh in a bale behind 


bertarne hilles. right duer ag ainſt their Campe. 


Alter this conkeſlion taken, Cortes full prudently conv 
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maunded fo take alfo the ſeuerall confetions of other 
foure o2 fpue, who likewile confelled that they were all 
eſpies, vppon whole conkeſſions they were al fittie taken 
pꝛiſoners, and iudgemente giuen, that their ene hande 
ſhould be cut off, which was forthwith executed, and then 
were returned to their Camp, fignifping onto them that 
the like iuſtice ſhould be executed vpon as many eſppes 
as they might take. And alſo they wers charged to ſhew 
vnto their Generall whs had ſente them, that both daye 
and night he would be ready for them. 1 
Ulhenthe Tlavcaltecas fawe their eſppes come in thys 
pickle, thep were in a maruellous keare, and it ſemed a 
newe world vnto them: thep allo beleeued that oure men 
hadde ſome familiar ſpirites that did taſtructe them ok 
their thoughtes, and with feare of cutting off hãds, there 
went no moe elpies with vicuals. 425

, A though it was nere night, Cortes determi⸗ 
ned to followe them, and not to abide their comming, 
fearing that at the ſirſt bꝛunt they mighte fet fire among 
his cotages, as was pretended among them, whiche pꝛe⸗ 
fence hauing taken effecte, myght haue bin the deſkructi⸗ 
on ok all his men, eyther by the lier oꝛ otherwiſe: where⸗ 
fore he put all his men in god oꝛder, and commaunded 
the Hoꝛſemenne to decke the bref plates of bys Boꝛſes 
with belles, and then proceeded towarde their * 
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who durſk not abide their comming, hauing intelligence 
of the cutting of their eſppes hands, and likewiſe hearing 
the new napie of belles: pet dure men kollowed them tpil 
two haures within night, thꝛough many lowen feldes ok 
Centlii, and ſiewmanp ot thé, and then returned with vie⸗ 
toric to the Tampe. 

At that ſeaſon were come fire noble men krom ei- 
co, Who brought two hundꝛed ſeruing men to wapt vpon 
them. They brought vnto Cortes A pꝛeſent, whiche was a 
hundzed garments of cotten, and ſome of feathers and a 
thoufand peeces słgolde. 

Theſe amballadoꝛs on the behalke of erf de⸗ 
clared, that their Loꝛd would be friende with the Empe⸗ 
roure, and allo with him, and his company, requeſtyng 
to knowe What tribute be woulde pearely demaunde, in 
golde, plate, pearles, flaues, 02 garments, 52 ef any other 
thing that was within his kingdome, and the ſame tri⸗ 
bute he woulde well and truly pay withoute delap, wyth

Then Cortex fel ue an ague, foꝛ which cauſe he went 
ng 
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not but to ſkyꝛmiſh as he was wonte to do, but only pꝛo⸗ 
uided to make his Camp ſtrong againſt certaine flockes 
ol Indians, whiche tame daylp to ſkirmiſhe, foꝛ that was 
as oꝛdinarie, as the meate that was wont to be bꝛoughte 
to thẽ:but pet theſe ſkirmiſhes noꝛ furie of p Ind were 
not like to their fierce beginning. 

Cortex now meaneth to take a purgation fo2 his ague: 
and toke certayne pilles whiche he bꝛoughte with him 
from cuba, at uche houre of the nighte as is led foe pus 
gations, 

It happened that thenerte dave kallowing; before bys 
purge had wꝛought, came three great companies of Indi- 
ans to beſiege his Camp. It ſhould feeme that thoſe . 
ans had ſome intelligence of bis ſicknelſe, oꝛ elſe thinking 
with feare that he bur not come abzoade as be ints 
wont to doe. 

Cortes being aduertiled of this newes, withoute anye 
ore reſpect to his purgation taken, toke his hoꝛſe, and 
with his menne came to the encounter, and koughte with 
his enimies all day till it was nighte, and dꝛaue them a 
god wap oft, to their great hurt, and then returned to his 

Camp, and the next day following, he purged as kreſh, as 
though it had bin newly taken. J doe not rehearſe thys 
foꝛ a miracle, but to declare what he palled:foꝛ ernande 
Cortex was a greate ſufferer ot trauell and papnes, and 
one of p firſte that alway was at any aflap oꝛ bꝛunt of e⸗ 
nimies, and he was not onely a god man ok his handes, 
but alſo graue in counſell. And hauing thus purges hym 


ſelle, and taken reff thafe dayes, he watched cuerp night 


that fell to his lotte, as well as any other ſouldier, and fo 
continually he bfed to do. He was not foꝛ this the lelle e⸗ 
ſtermed, but rather muche the moze beloued among hys

maunded two hundꝛed ofbis men to followe hym, and 
ſome Indians bys frientes , and within thre oz foure

eache Pazieman Maulde leade hys Bazle by the bꝛidle, 
and lo proceede on thepʒ way, and ſhoꝛtly after the Hoꝛ⸗ 
fes were well agayne, but they neuer knewe of what 
motion thep hadde fallen: wpth the darkeneſſe of the 
nyghte thep ict they2 may to the Pountaynes, and 
chanced into a cragged rockie wape, that they thoughte 
neuer to haue come out thereok. 

And after a whpie that they had gone this euill wave, 
Wyth their heare ſtanding with verp feare, they eſpyed a 
litle lyghte, and tobe the wap thyther, where they 
founde a little boule, wherein were two Mlomen, and 
thoſe Momen, with other two women that afterwards 
they mette, conduged them to the Mildernelle, where 
they had eſpyed the lmoke, and bekoꝛe dap they ſette vp⸗ 
pon certapne Millages, and ſlewe many, vet they burned 
not thoſe Millages, bycauſe they ſhould not be percepued 
thꝛough the lyght thereof. They recepued there adupſe, 
that nere at hand were great populations, and fone ał⸗ 
ter he came to Zimpanginco, a tone of twenty thoufand 
houſes, as after dyd appeare by the viſitation of Cortes. 
Thele inhabitantes beryng vnaduiſed of this ſuddapne 
happe, were taken in their beddes, and came out all na⸗ 
ked through the rotes to knowe what the great mour⸗ 
ning and lamentation meanteꝛat the firſt entrance manp 
were llapne, but bycauſe they made no reſiſtance, Certea 
commaunded to ceaſſe from killyng, noꝛ pet to take any 
of theyꝛ godes, oꝛ women. 

The feare of theſe pmze inhabitantes was fo greate, 
that they lledde without reſpect of the father to the child, 
oz huſbande to the Wipfe, a2 vet eyther ok houſe oz

80 Cortes commaunded lygnes of peace to be made vnto 
chem, and with that they ſtaped, and before the 9 — 
riſing. 
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riſing, the Tobone was pacikped. f 
- Cortex Went vp into a Tower to deſcry the Countrep, 
aͤnd there eipped a moſte greate population: be then de⸗ 
maunded what it was: aunſwere was made that it was 
calied 2 laæcallan, and the Townes there vnto appertep⸗ 
‘Heng. Then he called hos Spanpardes, and {ays vnto 
them:beholde, what woulde it haue pꝛeuapled vs to kyll 
thele poze ſoules, hauyng ponder fo manpe emmies:? 
and wythoute Dopng anye moꝛe hurte in that Towne, 
her wente to a fapre Fountapne there at hande, and 
thyther came the Rulers of that Towne, and other 
foure hundzed menne withoute weapon, and bꝛoughte 
wyth them muche vickuall, mot humbly they beſought 
Cortes to doe them no moꝛe hurte, gyuing hym likewiſe 
greate thankes, that he hadde fo fauourablpe ved 
them, offering both to ferue and obey hym, and from 
that dape fozwarde they wonlde not onely kope bps 
friendijippe , but allo trauell wyth the Lowes of 
Tlaxcallan and others , that they ſhoulde doe the fame. 
Cortez veplyed, that ſure he was, howe they hav foughte 
agaynſte bym before that time, although that nowe 
they broughte hym meate, pet notwithſtandyng be 
pardoned them, and alfo receyued them into bps ſeruice 
and kriendſhippe, to the ble of the Emperoure. 

WA pth thys communication he departed from them, 
and returned to the Campe verpe tovfull wyth fo god 
ſucteſſe, hauyng ſuche a daungerous beginning, wyth 

the ſuddayne fall of thep2 Hoꝛſes, wherein the Pꝛo⸗ 
uerbe is fulfplicd, whyche lapeth, Speake not eutll ok 
the dapeß till it be at an ende. a 
They hadde allo a greate hope, that thoſe newe 
kriendes woulde bee a meane, to cauſe the Tlaxcaltes 
c to leaue from Marre, and to become thep2 
ſrrendes. n |

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From that dap koꝛward he e that none of 
bys Campe ſhoulde doe an hurte to an) Indian, And cer⸗ 
lityed his men that the lame dave his warres were at an 
ende with that pꝛouince. 


The deſire that ſome of the Spany ardes 


had to leaue the warres. 


1 Hen cCerteg Was returned fo iopfull to 
nea 7 his Camp, he founde ſome ol his men dil 
ß coiraged with the luddayne miſhappe of 
the Hozſes, fearing that likewile ſome 
2 miltoꝛtune hadde happened to Cortes, but 
, when thep lawe hum come well and with 
bidoric their ioy was great, although true it is that mas 
nye of his men were not well plealed, but defired muche 
to leaue the warres, and to returne to the coaſt, as they 
had often requeſted, but nowe chielly fepng ſuch a great 
Countrep, and full of people, who woulde nat permitte 
theyꝛ abiding there, and they bæyng fo lewe in number 
in the middeſt among them withoute hope of fuccoure, 
certapnely things to be feared. With this murmurati⸗ 
on they thought it god to talke with Cortes, € alſo to ree 
quire him to pꝛoceede no further, but returne backe as 
gayne to Vera Crux, from whence by little and little they 
mighte haue intelligence with the Indians, and there vp⸗ 
pon pꝛocede accorbing to tyme, and that be mighte pꝛo⸗ 
wide more Hoꝛſes and men, wohiche was the chiefett po- 
uilion ol the warre. 
And although ſome fecretelp enkoꝛmed Cortes of thys 
matter, vet he gaue no care to their talke, but on a night 
as he came out of bys Tower to oucrloke the watche, 
her hearde a laude talke out of one of the Cotages, 
and beganne to hearken what thepe ee, 
ag, 
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was: and the matter was, that certaine ſouldiers layde 
thefe woꝛdes: Il our Captapne be madde, and go where 
he may be llapne, let hun goe alone, what neede we to fol⸗ 
low him. Cortex hearyng this talke, called two of his 
kriendes fo2 witnelle, willyng them to harken his ſouldi⸗ 
ers taltze, loꝛ he that durſt ſpeake ſuche woꝛdes would be 
ready to doe it, Alſo he hearde others fap, what Hall our 
iourney be as pedro Carbonerotes was: who went into Bar- 
baria to take Moꝛes, and he and all his were there llapne, 
wherekoꝛe fapae they let vs not follow him but turne in 
time. It grieued Cortes muche to heare this talke, who 
would fapne haue coꝛrected them but it was not then 
tyme, whereloꝛe he determined to leade them with fuffee 
raunce, and ſpake vnto them as followeth,

But now J do fele fainte 
nelle in ſome, pea and an euill will ta goe foꝛwarde in the 
warres whiche we haue in hande: but (God be pꝛapſed) it 
is now ſiniſhed at the leaſt the ende is vnderttwd, what it 
may be, and alſo the wealth that map follow, as partely 
vou haue ſæne, but much without compariſon of that yon 
haue not fene, whiche is a thing that doth excerde the 


greatnege of aur woꝛdes dz thoughts, 
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Feare not mp loupng kellowes to goe and abioe 
with me, God foꝛbidde that J ould thynke, pea oꝛ that 
ap ſhouſde repo2te, that feare vexeth my companp, oꝛ 
elle diſobedtence to their Captapne, whiche is a perpe⸗ 
tuall inkamie, ik we ſhoulde leaue this Lande, this 
T arre, this wap already made, and returne as ſome doe 
deſire, ſgall wee then lpue at reſte, loptring as well and 
loſte foike : God foꝛbidde, that euer oure nation ſhoulde 
haue luche a name, hauyng warres ok honour. And whe⸗ 
ther (J pꝛap) ſhall the Ore goe where he ſhall not helpe 
to ploughe the graunde! doe pee thinke peraduenture that 
pe ſhall finde leſle people, worfe armed, and not karre 
fromthe fear J doe aſſure pou, that info thynkyng pe 
feeke after ſiue fete for a Catte, yea and pou ſhall tra⸗ 
uell no wap, but that pou ſhall mete lome euill pallage 
(as the Pꝛouerbe fapth) pea and farre woꝛſer than this 
that we haue in hands. Foꝛ why (God be thanked) ſince 
wer came into this Countrep, we neuer wanted meate, 
kriendes, neyther money noꝛ honodur. Foz nowe ve 
{ee that pee are eſttꝛsmed moze than menne, pea as pers 
fons immoꝛtall, and Goddes, if it mighte be ſpoken, for 
theſe Indians bepng fo many and without number, and 
ſo armed as pe pour ſelues affirme, vet can they not kyll 
one of vs:and as touchyng thepꝛ weapons, pou fe that 
they are not popſoned, as the Indians of Cartagena, Ve- 
ragna, and the Caribex doc ble, whiche haue killed ma⸗ 
np of our nation therewith, dying as madde menne ra⸗ 
png. : 
: And ik there were no other cauſe than this onelp, vou 
ſhoulde not ſeeke others with whome to warre: J doe 
confefle that the Sea is ſomewhat farre from vs, and 
neuer Spaniarde trauelled ſo farre into the mapne lande 
of India, às w haue done: foꝛ whyenowe we leaue the 
Sea a hundꝛeth and Gftie myles behinde vs, noꝛ pet euer 
12 any 
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ary bath come fo neare szexico where Autexuma Bethe 
reũide, from whome (ache mellages and Treaſure wer 
haue recepued. it is nowe but thꝛer ſcoꝛt moles thyther, 
and the wae is paſte, as pou doe (ce, if we rome thi⸗ 
ther, as J truſte in Fetus wer hail, then Spall we not 
oneiy gette and winne for the Emperoure sure natu⸗ 
tall Loꝛde a riche Wande, greate Kingdomes, infinite 
Mallalles, but lykewple fez oure ſelues muche riches, 
as Golde, Siluer, Pꝛetious ones, Pearles, and other 
coinmoditie, and beſides thys, the greateſt honour that 
ener any nation did obtayne. Foꝛ loke howe great a Bing 
this is, howe large his countrep is, and what greate 
ere of people her hath, fo muche the moe is our 
Story, her 
Beſides all this, wer are bounde as Chriftians fo 
exalte and enlarge sure Catholpke fayth, as wer haue 
begonne, abolichyng Idolatrie and blaſphemie agaynſt 
our Sauiour Chaitke, takyng awap the blouddy Das 
crifite and eatpng of mannes fiefhe, fo hoꝛrible and a 
gaͤynſte nature, and many other grieuous ſinnes ſo 
muche here bled, for the foulenefle whereof J name 
them not. | 
And thorefore (J faye) leare pou nor pet doubte you 
the vickoꝛie, conũderyng that the woꝛſte is paſte. DF 
late wech ouercame the Indians of Tabaſeo, and alſo an 
hundzeth and fiftie thoufande this other daye of the Flax 
caltecas, who haue the onelp name of breakers of iL ps 
ons iawes fo with Gods belpe pou thal be Conquerers 
of the reſte, if ye laynt not and kolowe me. Ph 
All bys company was pleated and contente with 
this comfoꝛtable exhoꝛtation, and thoſe that were kapnt 
harted recouered ſrength. And hys baliaunt Souldiers 
recouered double courage, e thoſe who hated him began 
to bortour hirn: and in conclufion he departed from thence 
44 exteding 
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excæding welbeloued of all bis company. But all his fox 
mer talke was verp neꝛdekull as time then regupꝛedꝛ for 
whpeſome ol his (as pou haue heard) were delirous to res 
turne:likewile open dillention, rebellion mought haue 
growwen, and he koꝛced is returne to the fea coaſte, here 
ali his tople and trauell taken had bene left,

fadour to Cortex his Campe. 


Morte had nat fo fone made an ende ok his 


of auc ozltie to keepe him cöpany. 1 pono neare 
where Cortes was, and ſaluted eche other according to the 
vſe of their countrep. Their ſalutations ended and the 
parties ſetten doone, xicotenca: began the talke, ſaying: 
Sir J am come on mine stone behalfe and alio ol my 
fellow Captaine, and Lieuetenant i axixta, and in the 
name of many other noble perſonages, and finally in the 
name of the whole ſtate and common weale of Tlaxcallan, 
to befeeche and pꝛap pou to admitte vs into your friends 
ſhippe, and to pcelde our ſelues and countrep vnto pour 
Ting craupng allo at pour bande pardon foz our attempt 
in takyng armes agapnit pou, wee not knowyng what 
pou were, noʒ what pou fought foꝛ in our countrey. And 
where we pꝛeſumed to reſiſte and dekende your entrance, 
we did it as agaynſt ſtraungrrs whome we knewe not, 
and ſuche menne as we had neuer here toloꝛe ſerne: and 
kearyng alfa that you had bene friendes to arutexuma, 
who is and alwayes bath bene our moztall enimy. And 
ene things lock ſuſpeded, ſeyng ente xuma his eren, 


in pour company, o/ elſe we imagined that vou were 
tomen to blurpe our libertie, the whiche of tyme with⸗ 
out memoꝛy we haue pollelled, as our forefathers did 
with the ſhedyng ok their bloud. And of our owne natu⸗ 
rail pꝛouiſion we wante cotten wolle to clothe vs, wher⸗ 
foꝛe in tyme pate we wente as naked as we were boone, 
but fome of vs bled other clothe to couer our nakednelle, 
made of the leaues of the tree called Miet! and Salte als 
ſo wer Wanted, of which two things fo neteſlarie ts hu⸗ 
mapne lyfe, Mutexuma had greate ſtoꝛe, and other our 
enimies, with whome we are rounde aboute enuironed. 
And ipkewiſe where wer haue no golde. ſtones of value, 
oꝛ any riche thyng to barter with them, of berp pure ne⸗ 
cellitie manx times we are koꝛced to fell our owne bo⸗ 
dies to buy thele wantes. And this ertremitie ( ſapde he) 
wer needed not, ik that we woulde be ſubiectes and val⸗ 
ſalles to aturezuma. But pet had we rather all in ge⸗ 


nerall to ende our lpues, than wer woulde putte oure 


ſelues in ſuche lubiection, for we thynke our ſelues as 
valiaunt menne in courage as our kozekathers were, 
who alwapes haue reſiſted agapnſt him and his grands 
kather, who was as mightie as nowe is he: wer woulde 
alfa haue withſtode pou and pour foꝛce, but wer coulde 
not, although we pꝛoued all our pollibilitie by night and 
dap, and found pour ſtrength inuincible, and we no lucke 
agavnſt pou. Wherefore fithence our kate is ſuch, we 
had rather be ſubiect vnto pou than vnts anp others. 
For wer haue knowen and hearde by the Zeampeallane xer, 
that pou doe no euill, noꝛ came not to bere anp, but 
were moſte valliaunt and happie, as they had ſeene in 
the warres, beyng in pour companie. Foz whiche conſi⸗ 
derat ion, we truſte that our libertie ſhall not be dimi⸗ 
niſhed, but rather our owne perforis, wyues, and familie 
mic paelerued , and our houſes and hulbandꝛp not 

x, delſlroped. 
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deſtroyed · And in fitte of all his talke, the teares tritk⸗ 
ling downe bis chekes, he beſought Cortes to wep that 
Tlaxcallen did neuer at anpꝝ tyme reknowledge any ſupe⸗ 
riour Ring o2 Loꝛde, noꝛ at anp time had commen any 
perfon among them to commaunde, but onely he, whome 
they did voluntarily eleae and chofe as their fuperisur 
and ruler. 

It can not be folde, howe muche Corres reiopted with 
this Emballage, and to {ee ſuch a mighty Captayne conte 
vnto bis campe to ſubmitte himſelle: and alſo it was a 
matter of great wayght to haue that Cittie in ſubienion, 
fo2 the enterpꝛice whiche he had in hande, whereby he lul⸗ 
ly made an account that the warres were at an ende, to 
the great cõtentation of him and his company, and with 
great fame and reputation among the /ndians. apie 

Cortes with a mery and louing countenannce anlwe⸗ 
red, laping to their charge the hurte and damage whiche 
he had receyued in their countrep, bycauſe they refuled at 
the firſte to harken vnto him, and quietly to ſuffer him 
to enter into their countrey, euen as he had required and 
defired by his Wellengers of Zeampoallan ſente onto them 
from Zaclotan. Pet al this notwſtandyng, he did both pars 
don the kyllyng of his two hoꝛſes, the alſlaultyng ol him 
in the highe wap, and the greate lies whiche they had 
moſte craftilp bled with hym, (for where as they them⸗ 
felues fought agaynſt him, pet they layde the faulte to o⸗ 
thers) likewiſe their pꝛetente to murder him in the ame 
buſh prepared foꝛ him, (enticing him to come to their Cl 
tie,) without makyng firſte defiance accoꝛding to the law 
of armes. ; 

Whele cauſes notwithſtanding, he did louingly recepue 
their offer made in ſubieg ion to the Emperour, and in 
this loꝛte departed, ſaping, that ſhoꝛtely bee woulde be 
with him in Tlaxcallan, and pꝛeſently he coulde not “a 
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with him loꝛ the Warane ol the Ambaſladours of Mu-

Ates to gyue no tredite vnto them, foꝛ all 
ther ſaping(quoth they) is treaſon and lies, and to the en 
tent to locke pou vp in their Cittie. 
Cortes anſwered, that although their aduile were true, 
pet he did determine to go thither, koꝛ that he feared them 
lefle in the towne than in the ficlae. They hearyng this 
anlwere and determination, belaught him to gine vnto 
ons of them licence to returne vnto Mexico, to aduertiſe 
Mute uma of allthat Was paſt, with an antwere to their 
Ambaſſage, pꝛomiſing within fire dares to haue newes 
from Mexico, and till then . aped him not to departe with 
bis Came. 
Cortes graunted their requell, and abode there the time 
appointed, erpectyng the anſwere. In this meane ſeaſon 
came many of Tlaxcallan to the camp, ſome brought Sin⸗ 
nea cockes, other brought bead and Cherries, and gave 
it koꝛ nothyng in compariſon, with merry tountenaunce, 
deſiryng them to goe home with them onto their houſes. 
The firth day the le xican came, attoꝛdyng to pꝛomiſe, a riche 
and bought vnts Cortes tenne Jewelles of Golde, bothe Pretene 
riche and well wꝛought, and a fiftene thoufand garments 
al Cotten exceꝛding gallant, and moſte earneſtly beſought 
: S. i. bin 
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byin on the behalke of ute guma, that he ſhoulde not 
daunger himleike in truſtyng to the woꝛdes of the lar 
caltecas, who were ſo poze h with necellitie they would 
robbe him of the thyngs whiche his mayſter had ſente 
bun, pea and lpkewile murder him, knowyng of the 
kriendſhippe betweene his mapfker and him: likewiſe all 
the chiekeſt Lozdes of Tlaxcallan, came to intreate bpm 
to goe with them to Tlaxcallan where he ſhoulde be ches 
rifhed, lodged, and well pꝛouided. Ffoꝛ it, was a greate 
diſhonour and ſhame foꝛ them to permitte luche perlo⸗ 
nages to abyde in ſuche vyle cotages as they were in. 
And if (quoth they) pou truſte vs not, that then wer are 
ready to gyue pou fo2 pour ſecuritie what ſoeuer gages 
pou ſhall demaunde: notwithſtandyng thep dyd bothe 
fweare and faithlully pꝛomiſe, that they might fafelp goe 
with them, ſaping alfo that the Othe and favth ol they: 
common weale ſhould neuer be bꝛoken koꝛ all the godeg 
in the woꝛlde. . 

Aberebpon Cortex ſepng the god will of fo many 

Gentlemen his newe friendes, and lykewiſe the Tadian 
ol Zeampoallan, of whome be had god credite, did ſo im⸗ 
poꝛʒtune him and aſſure him of his goyng, he commauns 
bed his fardage to be laden and alſo his oꝛdinaunce, and 
departed towarde Tlaxcallan, whiche was fire leagues 
from that place, with as god oꝛder as it had bene to a 
battaple : And at the Tower where he had pitched bye 
campe, he lefte certapne Crolles fo2 a memoꝛie, with a 
Ratrannce Sveate heape of ones, and entred into Tlaxcallan the 
into Tlax- eightenth of September. There came out ſuch a multi⸗ 
alan. tude of people to ſe him and to merte him in the way, that 
it was a wonder to fe. W spel: 
He was lodged in the greateſt temple, which had maz 
ny great and fayꝛe lodgyngs, ſufficient foꝛ hym and all 
his companie, except the ndians bys friends were 
R lodged 
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lodged in other Lemples- Ve fet certayne limittes, out 
of the whiche be commaunded ſtraightely that none of 
yys company ſhould paſſe, vpon payne of deathe, and alle 
commaunded that they choulde take nothing, but what 
ſhoulde be given them. His commaundement was well 
obſerued, foꝛ none pꝛeſumed to goe a ſtoanes caſt with⸗ 
out bis licence. The Indian Gentlemen ſhewed greate 
pleaſure and curteſte to the ſtrangers, and pꝛouided thé 
or all things necellarie, and manye of them gaue theyꝛ 
daughters Onto them, in token of true friendſhippe, and 
like wile to haue fruite of their bodyes, to be bꝛought vp 
foꝛ the warres, beyng ſuch valiant men. 

This Countrep lyked well cure men, and the greate 
loue of the people. They abode there at their pleaſure 
twenty dayes, in whiche time they did pꝛocure to knowe 
particularly the eſtate of their common weale and ſe⸗ 
tretes, and alls were K inltructed 5 the eſtate 
ol Alutexuma. f 
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X there is moꝛe grapne called Centli gathe⸗ 
e Kebelban is in all p pꝛouince round about. 
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halfe a league, and bytaule it ſtandeth on a hill, it is cal 
led Teyeticpac, that is to lap, a hyll, and was the firſte po⸗ 
pulation which was foüded there on high, bycauſe of the 
An other trate was (cituate on the hill fine towarde 
the River, bpcaule at the building thereof, there were 
many pyne trees:they named it ocotelalco, which is to fay; 
a pine apple plot. This ftrete was beautifull, and firtte 
inhabited of all the Citie, and there was the chiefeil 
Market place, where all the buping and ſelling was v⸗ 
fed, and that place they called Tian ſuixtli: in that ſtrette 
was the dwelling houſe of Maxi. Along the Kiuer 
fide in the playne ſtandeth another ſtrerte called Zen, 
bytauſe there is muche lyme and chalke. In this rete 
Divellen xicatencatl, Captapne generall of the common 
weale. There is another ſireete named by teaſon ok the 
bꝛackiſh water, ourehurztlan, but ſince the Spanpardes 
came thither, all thoſe buildings are almost altered, al⸗ 
ter a better faſhion, and built with Mone. In the plaine 
bp the river: five, tandeth the Tobone houfe, and other 
offices, as in the Citie of Venice. This Tlaxcallan WAS go⸗ 
uerned by noble and riche men: they ble not that one as 
lone ſhould rule, but rather flye krom that oꝛder, as from 
tyꝛannie. 3245192 i: DANY FLAN 
In their warres (as J haue Capde befo2c) they haue 
foure Captaynes, whiche gouerneth eache one trete, of 
the whiche foure,thep do cledt a Captapne generall.Alſo 
there are other Gentlemen that are vndercaptapnes, but 
a mall number. In the warres they ble their Handerde 
to be carried behynde the army but when the battaple is 
to be fought, they plate the ſtanderde where all the hoſte 
map fee it, and he that commeth not incontinent to bps 
auntient, papeth a penaltie. Their ſkanderd bathe two 
crotiebotme arcotues fet therean, whiche hep atte a8 
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the relikes ok their aunceto: 8. Thys ſtanderd two olde 
ſouldiers and valiant menne, being of the chiekeſt Caps 
tapynes, haue the charge to carrie, in the which ſtanderde 
an abuſion of fouthfaping, eyther of loſſe 02 victory is noe 
ted. In this order they Hote one of thele arrowes again 
the lu ſt enimies that they meete, and if with that arrow 
they doe eyther kill oꝛ hurte, it is a token that they thall 
haue the victoꝛie, and il it neyther kill noꝛ hurt, then they 
Alluredly beleue that they ſhall loſe the field, 
This pꝛouince oꝛ Loꝛdſhip of Tlaxcallan, hath, 28. Til 
lages and townes, wherein is conteyned 15 0000. houſe⸗ 
holdes. They are men well made, and god warriors, the 
Ipke are not among the Indians. They are very poꝛe, and 
haue no other riches, but only the grayne oꝛ coꝛne called 
Centli, and with the gayne and p2ofite thereof; they doe 
both cloth themſelues, and pape their tributes, and pꝛo⸗ 
uide all other neceffaries. They haue many market pla ⸗ 
ces, but the greateſt and mot bled dayly, ſtandeth in the 
freete of ocotelulco, whiche is fo lamsus, that ooo. per- A grange 
fons come thither in one day to buy and (ell, whyche contrada: 
ts to fay, changing one thing for another, bz ther knee 5 
not what monep meaneth. 

Thep fell ſuch things in that mens herre we ofe, 

0 al thing vnto them nedeful to eate, and cloth fo2 them⸗ 
ſelues and netceſlaries for building, 

They haue all kinde of gwd policie in the Citie: there 
are Goldſmithes, fetherdzellers, Warbors, hotehouſes, 
and potters, who make as god earthen vellel, as is made 
in Spayne. The earth is fat and fruitefull fo2 coꝛne, fruite, 
and paſture, for among the pine trees groweth fo muche 
gralle, that our men fede their cattell there, whiche in 
Spayne thep can not do. 

Mithin two leagues of that Citie ſtandeth a rounde 
hill of fire miles of beigth, and fiue and koztie mples in 
compatte, 
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compalle, and is now called Saint Bartholme wes hill, 
where the now krerſeth. In times pak they called that 
hill xratealcucie, Who was their God foꝛ water. They 
had alſo a God foꝛ wyne, who was named omerochtl:,fo2 
the great dꝛonkennelle whiche they bled. Their chleleſt 
God was called camaxelo, and by another name Mixco- 
‘uatl, whoſe Temple ſtode in the reete af ocerelulco; in 
the whiche temple there was facrififed ſome peares a⸗ 
boue eyghte hundꝛed perſons. In Tlaxcalan they ſpake 
thre languages, that is to fape, Nahuall, whiche is the 
courtly ſpeech; and chieteſt in all the land ol Mexico: ange 
ther is called oromir, which is moſt commonly bled in the 
Villages: There is one onelp rete that ſpake Pinomer. 
which is the groſeſt ſpeache. There was alſo in that Ci⸗ 
tie a common Japle, where fellons tye in yꝛons, and all 
things which they held foꝛ ſinne, was there coꝛrecced. 
Sorredis. It chanced at that time a Towneſman to Teale from 
a Spanpard a little golde, whereok cortes tomplapned to 
Marita, who incötinent made ſuch enquir ie, ö the oſten⸗ 
der was found in Chololla, whiche is another Citie kyue 
leaͤgues from thente:they bꝛought the pꝛiſoner with the 
golde, and deliuered him to cortex, to doe with him hys 
plealure: Corte: woulde not actepte him, but gaue hym 
thankes fod his diligente: then was he carried wyth a 
Cryer before hym, mantteſtyng hys offenre, and in the 
Market place vppon a kaffolde they bꝛake hys ioyntes 
17 a tudgell: our men maruelled to fe ſuche ſraunge 
Jultice. 5 
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The aunſyvere of the Tlaxcaltecas 
touching tha leaning of their Idulles, 


Hen corte ſaw that thele people executed 
Juſtice, and lined in Religion after theyꝛ 
manner, although abhominable and diue⸗ 
lich: and alwapes when be defired them to 
V leaue off from their Idolatrie and that 
A cruel vanitie, in killing and eating men 
facrififes, confidering that none among them how holly 
ſoeuer he were, would willingly be ſlapne e eaten, requi⸗ 
red them to belaue in the mot true God of the Choptti- beitrag 
ans, who was the maker ol eauen and earth, the giver 
of rayne, and creatoꝛ of all things that the earthe pꝛodu⸗ 
ceth only for the ble and pꝛofite of moꝛtall man, 
~ Some of them aunſwered, that they woulde gladly do 
it, onely to pleaſure him, but they feared that the tom⸗ 
mons would ariſe and fone them. Others ſapde, that it 
was an hard matter to vnbeleeue that whieh their forefas 
“thers had fo long beleened, and that it choulde be a cauſe 
to condemne their forefathers and themſelues. 
Others fapde, that it mighte be in time they woulde 
conuert, feing the order of the Chꝛiſtian Religion, and Whe 
vnderſtanding the reafons and cauſes to turne Ch2tki- 
ans, and likewiſe percepuing thoroughly the manner 
und life of the Chzittias, with their la wes and cuſtoms: 
and as for warlike feates, they were ſatiſfped, k had fene 
ſuche trpall, that they helde them fox men innincible in 


that poynte, and that their God did help them. 
Cortes pꝛomiled them, that ſhoztlye he woulde bring 
them fuche men, as ſhoulde inftrac and teache them, and 
then they ſhould fe which way was bell, with the greate 
en ane that ber dean felt. hep derer 
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147 The Conquest of 
that councell which he like a friende had giuen them, and 
koz as much as pꝛeſently it could not be bꝛaught to pale 
by reaſon of his tournep to ate vqο% 
He delired them, that the Temple wherein he was 

lodged, ſhoulde be made a Churche for him and his com ⸗ 
panip, and if it pleaſed them, they mighte alſo come to ler 
And heare their diuine ſeruice. 

The Indians graunted to his requeſt, and daplp came 
among them all the time ok their abode there, and ſome 
came and dwelte with the Spanyardes, but the chieſeſt 
kriende was Faber e who, neuer went kram

N Ortex being throughly fatiffped of theve 
Fhartie god wylles, be demaunded of them 
the eſtate and riches ok Mute uma. 
7 re They exalted him greatelp, as men that 
dad pꝛoued his force. And as they affyz⸗ 
med, tt Was neere a hundꝛed peares that they mainteps 
ned warre with him and his father Ax ciaca, and others 
his Unckles and Grandkathers. And ſaide allo, that the 
golde and treaſure of Mute uma, was without number, 
and his power and dominion ouer all the lande, and hys 
people innumerable:fo2(quoth they) he iopneth ſometimo 
two hundꝛeth thoufand men, pea and thee hundꝛed thous 
Sande foꝛ one battaple. And il it pleaſed hym, he woulde 
make as manpe men double, and thereof they were gab 
witneſſe, bytaufe they had manne times fought with the. 
~~ Maxixca defized that Corres ſhould not aduenture then 
lelues into the power of the men of culhna, wherat lame 
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~ Cortes tolde him, that notwithtkanding all thole things 
whiche they had tolde him, he was fully minded to goe to 


Mexico, to viſit uutexuma, wiſhing him to aduile bpm : 


what he mought do, oꝛ bꝛing to pale fo2 them with a7 


le Numa, for he Woulde willinglp do it, fo2 the curteſie thes 


wed vnto him, and that he beleeued Al utexum woulde 
| Sraunt him anp lawkull regueſt. 
Then they befought him to procure for them a licence 


to haue totten woll and falte out of bis Conittrep, foꝛ 


(fapo thep)in time of the warres we fede in great nerde 
fhereof,and that they had none but ſuche as they boughte 
bp ſtealthe of the Comercans verpe dere, in change of 
f golde ko: Ad utex'ima had made a fraight lawe, whereby 
all ſuthe as carried anve of thoſe commodities to them 
ſhoulde be dapne. Then Cortex enquired the caule of their 
dilozder and euill neyboꝛhod. They aunfivercd, that 
their griekes were olde, and cauſe of libertie: but as the 


Ambaffadoꝛs did affyꝛme, and aut x uma afterward de⸗ 


clare, it was not fo, but fo2 other matter farre differente. 
So that cache partye alleadging their canfes, they reas 
fons were, that the pong menne of e vice and Culbua 
dyd erercife and bꝛyng them vppe in warlike feates: 
neere bnto them, and onder theyz noſes, to theps 
greate annopante |, ; whereas they moughte haus 


gone to Paniico and Teocantepec , ? ‘bys: frontiers a farre f 


off, 

"SL yhetwpTe thepe pretence was, to haue warre wyth 
them beryng theyꝛ neyghboꝛs, onelp to haue of them 
to ſatriſtte to their Gods: ſo that when they would make 
any ſolemne featt, then would they lend to Z Larcallan fox 
men to facrifice,twith ſuch a great army, that they might 
ps as manp: as they nærded for that peare:fo2 it is moſt 
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148 T he Conquest of 
all, ſoyning his whole power in eſtege: but his parpofe 
was, to kepe them foꝛ a pꝛay to hunt withall, foꝛ men 
to be facvificed to bis Goddes, and to eate, ſo that hee 
woulde neuer ſende but a fall armpe againſte them: 
whereby it did chance that ſometimes thole of Tlexcallan 
did overcome, | 

Cortez recepued great pleafure to heare thele dilcoꝛdes 
bet wirt his newe friendes and ante uma, Whiche was 
a thing itte for his purpole, for by that meanes be ho⸗ 
ped to being them all vnder ſubiection, and therefoꝛe bee 
bled the one and the other fecretelp, to build bis pretence 
vpon a god foundation. 

At all this communication there ode bo certapne 
Indians of Fexoxince, whiche had bin again our men in 
the late warres, the which Towne isa Citie as Tlaxcala 
lan, and ioyned with them in league of friendthip again® 
Mutexuma, who oppꝛeſled them in like effect of laughter 
fo2 their Temples of szexsco, and they allo pelded them⸗ 
ſelues to Cortes foʒ valſals to the CinperoUt ee

termination of Cortes to proceede on his 
iournep towarde 17exico, they beſoughte 
bim to goe by chelol., whiche Lode fiue 
leagues from. thence, sertifping that 
ee) Cholla was a Citie in their friendthip, 
and tbat We he might at bis pleaſure abide the reſolu⸗ 
tion of theiy 2020 ue guma, \ohether it were his plea⸗ 
fare that he ſhould enter inta ae xico oz no. This regueſt 
was onelp ta haue him from thence, foꝛ truly it rerued 
much MuteRuma of theyꝛ nel kriendchippe n ee 


Wee) 
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fearpng that thereof woulde ſome great dilpleaſure bape 
pen towardes him, and therefore procured all that was 
poſlible ts haue him from thence, ſending him alwapes 
pꝛeſents to allure him to come fro thence the fener. But 
when the Tlaxcaltecas ſaw that he would goe to CHolella, it 
grieued them muche, ſaping onto Corres, that Autexuma 
was a liar and fraudelent perfor, and that Chololla was a 
cittie his friende but not conſtant, and it mighte happen 
that they would diſpleaſe him, baupng him within their 
Cittie, wichyng him to loke wel to himſelk: And if needes A gentle 
be would goe thither,pet they woulde pꝛouide. 0000. men **** 
ii kepe him company, b 
The women that were given to the Spantardes at 
their firte entraunce, had vnderſtandyng of a ſnare that 
was layde to murder them at their commyng to Chololla, 
by meanes of one of the foure Captapnes, who had a fle 
fe which dilcouered the thing to Pedro de Aluarad: Who 
kepte hir. Corres incontinent called that Captayne out correrion 
of his houſe, and cauſed him to be choked, and fo was the r renn. 
matter kepte cloſe that his death was neuer knowen, 
whereby the ſnare was vndone without any rumour. It 
was a wonder that all Tlexcallan had not made an vpꝛozs 
leyng one of their greatelt Captaynes dead. There was 
inguirie made ot that ſnare, and the truth being knowen, 
it was appꝛoued that asutexuma had prepared, 3000 o. 
Souldters who where in campe for that purpoſe within 
two leagues of the Citie, and that the ſtreates in Chololle 
were ſkopped vp with timber and raples, and the toppes 
ef their honſes pꝛouided with ſtones, whiche honſes are 
made with playne roffes oz ſotties, and the bighe way 
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gone befoze on fote to diſcouer. The matter allo waste 


ry ſuſpitious, foꝛ theſe Citizens of cho/olle had not at any 
time come to viſite hym, oꝛ ſente anp pꝛeſente vnto hum 
as others had done. 

Mherevpon Cortex tonlulted with the See to 
lende certapne meflengers to cHololla, to vet 
pytapnes and rulers to come vnto him, u 


pet thepfent thꝛeꝛ oꝛ foure perſons to extuſe them, ſayi 


hat they were not well at eaſe, pꝛaping to fignifie vntg 


them what he woulde haue: the Tlarcaltecas enformed Cor= 
tes that thoſe meflengers were menne of ſmall credite and 
of lobe degree, wiſhyng hym not to departe till theyꝛ 
Captapne came. In this ſoꝛte ces returned theyꝛ mel⸗ 
ſengers backe agayne, with commaundement wꝛitten, 
declaring that if they came not within thee dapes, hes 
woulde pꝛoclapme them rebelles and his vtter enen 
and as ſuche would he chaſten with all rigour. 
ben this commaundement came vnto them, the nert 
dap followyng came many We2des and Captapnes to 
make their excule, ſaping, that the Tlaæcaltetas were their 
enimies, and that thꝛough them they coulde not liue in 
ſafetie, lykewiſe they knewe of the euill repoꝛte whiche 
they had made agaynſt them: wherefore they beldught 
him to glue no credite vnto them foꝛ why, they were both 
falſe and cruell menne: beſerchyng him allo to goe with 
them to their Citie, and then he ſhoulde fe that all was 
but a mockerp that had bene tolde him, and they his god 
and faythfull friends:and tts all sei aren to lerus 
him as tributary ſubieces. her 
Cortes commaunded that all this talke houto be fette 
botune in wꝛyting before the Potary and his interpꝛe⸗ 
ters, and ſo toke his leaue of the Citizens of Tlarcallan. 
Aauixta wopte at ie bee, but there wente in his 
com; 
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pay abundystl thoufanve men of Warre: there were a 
mong them manp Marchantes that wente to barter foz 
Salte and Mantels. 

Cortes commaunded that thoſe hundꝛeth thoufande 
men fhould go alwapes bp thẽſelues: that dap he reached 
not to Cholola, but abode by a broke ſide, and thither tame 

man of the citie, to deſire him that the Tlavcalcecas could 
not doe any hurte in their countrep: where vpon Corres cB 
maunded them to returne backe againe all lauing. ; oco. 
oꝛ there aboute, much againſt their willes. But they til 
required him to take god herde of thefe euill folke, who 
be not (quoth they) men ol warre, but pedlers, and men of 
double harte: and they of their partes would be very loth 
to leaue him in anp peril oꝛ daunger, hauing giuen them⸗ 
gelbe to be his true and faithfull friendes. | 
The neste day inthe mozning the Spaniardes came 
a Chololla, and there came out nere. 0000. Indians to ree 
cepue him with their Captapnes in god oꝛder: many of 
them pꝛeſented vnto him bead, foule, & roſes, and euery 
Captapne as he appꝛoched welcomed Corres, and then 
ove aſide that the reſte in oꝛder mighte come vnto him. 
And when he came entring into the Citie, all the other 
Flein recepued him, marueling to fe uch! men c hoꝛſes. 
Alter all this came out all the religious menne, as 
Driefts, and iniſters to the idols who were many and 
ſtraunge to beholde, ) and all were clothed in white lyke 
vnto ſurplices and hemmed with Cotten thꝛerde: ſome 
bꝛought inſtrumentes of muficke like vnto Coanettes; 
ather brought inſtrumẽts made of bones other an inſtru⸗ 
mẽt like a ketel couered with (hin, fomebgought chafing 


Bithes of coales with perfumes, others brought idols co⸗ 


uered, and finally. they al came finging in their language, 
which was a terrible nopſe, and dꝛew neere Cortes and his 


cöpanp.ſenlng them with bete ſmelles in their 2

Wtlith this pompe and folemuitie(tobiche truely was 
great) they bꝛought him into the Cittie, and lodged him in 
a houſe where was roume inough fo2 him and his, and

1 that night follotupng cortes was bigts 
fey lant with all his company, for bothe in 

the way and in the towne they had found 
i ſome of the things wherof they had bene 


u their firſte pꝛeſent was a Gynnea cocke 
to eche mans allowance, other thee dayes followyng 
they gaue them nothing almoſtto eate, and very ſeldome 
the Captapnes came to bifite them, whereof Cortes had 
great ſuſpition. ö f K 

And in this meane while the Embaſladours of Arute- 
Zuma entreated him to leaue of his iournep to Mexico, ale 
leaging that their great Ring woulde die in beholdyng 
their beardes € geſture: other times they ſayde that there 
was no paflage, other times they woulde fap that they 
wanted wherewith to ſuſkapne them. And ſeyng them 
fully and in euery reſpede anfwered to all theſe popntes, 
they cauſed the Townes menne to enforme them, that 
where ve utexuma his abiding was, were monſtrous X p⸗ 
fardes, Tigers, Lions, and many other fierce beattes, the 
whiche when arutexuma tommaunded to be loſed, wers 
fufticient to plucke in peeces, and to deſtroy thoſe fewe 
Eraungers:and ſeyng that all theſe pollicies auapled not. 
they conlulted with the Captapnes and chiefe Citizens ta 
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murder the Chꝛiſttans. And bys aufe they ſhoulde fo 
bꝛyng it to pate, the Emballabours pꝛompled the Ci⸗ 
tizens greate rewardes on the behalfe ok Mute uma, and 
peelented to theyꝛ generall a dzumme of Golde, and pꝛo⸗ 
miled to bꝛyng the thirtie thsuſande ſouldiers Whiche lap 
aboute two leagues from thence: the Cholollans pꝛomp⸗ 
ſed to Deliver them bounde hande and fete. But pet they 
woulde not conſente that thoſe Soldiers of Oulhua ſyould 
rome into their Cittie, kearpng that they (onder colour 
of kriendſhippe) woulde remapne with the tolutie, fo; 
wp, the fe icuns had died the phe lleyght. And in this 
ſoꝛte they with one bolte meante to Kill two byꝛdes at a 
ſhote, foꝛ they thought to take the Spaniardes hepytic, 
and then to remapne with the Tone of cholella. Aile it 
was determined, that ik an thele pꝛetentes coulde nat be ru 
bꝛonght to pate, that then they ſhould be conducted a con⸗ 
trarp wap to Me ice vpon the left hande, in the whiche 
were many daungerous places, bycauſe the wap was all 
ſandp, with many lluces, diches, and holes of thre kadome 
derpe, weanyng there to mete them and to carry them 
bounde to aue Ihis matter being fully agreed they 
beganne to take away theyꝛ houleholde ſtuffe, and to car⸗ 
ry it with their wines and chekzen vp into the moun⸗ 

taynes. 4 

And our on pnw allo ready to departe tevin thence 

for thep2 ſmall chere with catll countenaunce, it happe⸗ 
ned, an Indian Waman(bepng wife to one of the pꝛincipa⸗ 
leſt Citizens, auing fome affea ion to the bearded men, 
ſayde onto Marina, that {he ſgoulde abide there with bp, 
fo that fhe loued hir well, and that it woulde grieue hir 
that fhe ſhould be llapne with hir mapſter. Marina dilli⸗ 
mulyng the matter, pꝛocured to knowe what they were 
that had conſpired the thing, and hauing knowledge ther, 
ol, foe ranne to ſteke A guillar hir fellow interpreter, and 
*. bothe 
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both togither enkoꝛm #3 Cortes of the whole matter. 

Cortes hearyng this newes, flepte not, but incontinent 
examined two of the Citizens, who confelled ihe thyng 
euen as it paſſed, and as the Gentle woman had declared: 
where vpon Corres ſtaped his iourney two dapes, to molli⸗ 
fic the matter and to diſapoynt them of that euill pꝛeten⸗ 
bed purpoſe, and alſo to coꝛrede their offences, he coms 
maunded their rulers to be called, faving that he had ta 
talke with them, and when they were comen be requys 
red them neyther to vſe lies noꝛ deceytes with hym, but 
rather lyke menne to deli him to the fielde and battaple, 
fo2 (quoth bee) honeſt menne ble rather to fighte than 
to lie. They all anſwered that they were his friendes and 
ſeruitours, and no liars, and that it mighte pleaſe him 
to ſhewe them when he woulde departe, koꝛ they woulde 
goe armed to kæpe hym company. ge anſwered that he 
woulde departe the nerte day followpng, and that he ree 
quired but onelp ſome of their ſlaues to carrp bis fare 
bage bycauſe his owne Zamemez 02 Carriars were we⸗ 
ried: lykewiſe he requpꝛed ſome pꝛouiſſon of vicuall. 

At this laſte requeſte they ſmyled, faving among 

themſelues, to what purpoſe will thefe men haue bicus 
als, loꝛ ſhoꝛtly they themſelues ſhalbe bopled and eaten 
with the lauſe called A xi, yea, and if Mute uma had not 
pꝛetended their bodies fo2 his olone diſhe, they had bene 
eaten here beloꝛe this tyme.

Z he nexte day in the moꝛnyng the Cholels 
en, thinkyng that they had their deter⸗ 

P ninate pur pole in god readinelle, they 

came and bzought many te carrp their 
ery farbage, ¢ other lome te carry ihe Spa⸗ 
märdes bppon their backes, hoppng to 
a 88 them in a ſame oꝛder. There came alls many 
armed men of the moſt valianteſt, to kill him that ſhould 
diſozder himſelke. Like wiſe that dap their Pꝛiecks facrt- 
ficed ten chudꝛen of tho yea es of age to their God re- 
zalcouail, fine of thefe childꝛen were menne, and the o⸗ 
ther fine wemen, whiche was their cuſtome when they 
began their warres:the Captapnes placed themſelues at 
the foure doꝛes of Corres his houſe with lome armed men. 
Cortes eàrely in the moꝛnyng had fecreielp in a readi⸗ 
nelle the Jadiuns of Zempoallan and Tlaxcalan, And other 
kriends: he cõmaunded his hoꝛſemen to take their hoꝛſes, 
giuing them this watche worde, that when they hearde 
the noyſe of the ſhotte ol a handgun, that then they ſhould 
play the me, foꝛ it impoꝛted all their lines, And he ſeing 
the townes men appꝛoch nerve his lodging, commaunded 
d taptapnes & chiekeſt of them to tome vnto him, ſaping, 
v he would take his leaue of them:there tame manp, but 
he would not ſuffer aboue thirtie perſons to tome in, who 


O worthy 
Cortes, 


were the pꝛincipalleſt, and declared onto the, that alwates 


he had dealte truly with them, ¢ they with him nothing 
but treaſon and lies. Like wiſe they had vnder colour ree 
queffen that his fritds the Tlaxcaltecas ſhuld not come one 
to their towne, & that he fulfilied there in their deſire, al⸗ 
fo tõmaunded his own men in no wiſe to be hurt ful vnto 
cht, ves E although they had not provided him of viauals 
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as reaſon did require, vet he would not permit any of his 
men to take the value of one henne from them, lo that in 
recompence ok all his gentle dealings and god will, they 
had moſte wickedly procured the death of him and all his 
companie. And bycauſe they coulde not perkoꝛme it in 
their owne towne, they has prepared the laughter in the 
high wap, at thole daungerous places whiche they had 
Deterwined to leade them vnto, pꝛetendyng allo the helpe 
of thirtie thouſand men, Souldiers of Mute xuma, Whiche 
armp ode not fully two leagues from thence. And for 
this hoꝛrible and deteſtable wickedneſle pee fyall all die, 
and in memoꝛy ok traptoꝛs J will deſtroy this cittie, and 
turne the fundations vpwardes, fo that there ſhall re⸗ 
mapne no remembꝛaunce of pou. 

Their offerce beyng manifeſt, coulde not be denied, 
and lokyng one vpon an other. their colours waxed pale 
and wanne, faving, this man is ipke vnto our Goddes, 
who knoweth all things, therefore lette vs not denie the 
truth, and openly before the Emballadours of Autexuma 
confeſſe their errour and euill facte. 

Then ſayd cortes ta the Embaſſadours, vou do fee that 
we fhould haue bene ſlaine by the CHolollans, and though 
the procurement of A ute uma, but pet I beleue it not, cõ⸗ 
ſideryng that he is my friende and a mightie Prince fay: 
ing alſo that Noble men vſed neyther treaſon noꝛ les, 
wherekoꝛe feare not pou, but theſe diſſemblyng Traptoꝛs 
ſhall be puniſhed, for you are perſons inuiolable and mele 
ſengers of a Pꝛince, whome he meante to ſerue and not 
offende, bicaule he had an aſſured opinion in ute ums, 
to be a vertuous P inte, and ane that „nude not n 
mitte villanie. 

All thefe woꝛdes he ſpake, bytauſe he woulde not fall 
out with ute uma, vntill he amen within the 
Cittie of t f 


ancontis 
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Int ontinent he commaunded ſome ok thoſe Captaines 
to be llayne, and kepte the reſidue bounde. Then he hotte 
off hys handgun, whiche was the watch vnto his arme, 
who foꝛthwith ſette vppon the Towneimen, and within 
two heures ſiewe fire thouſand perſons and moe. 

Cortes Commanded that they ſhoulde kill nepther wo⸗ 
man noꝛ childe:they foughte welnckre fpue houres: they 
ſette üre on all the houſes and Towers that made refi: 
ance, and dꝛaue all the inhabitantes cut of the Towne. 
The dead carcaſes lay fe thicke, that of foꝛce they mult 
treade vpon them. 

There were twentie Gentlemen, and many Prielkes, 
who aſcended vp to the high tower of the temple, whiche 
hathe a hundꝛed and twenty ſteppes, from whence wyth 

aͤrrowes and ſtones they did muche hurt, and woulde not 
peelde, where vpon cure men ſet fier to the Tower, and 
burned them all. Then they exclaymed on their Goddes, 
who woulde neyther helpe them noꝛ their Citie and holy 
ſanctuarp. 

The Citie being facked, cure men toke the ſpople of 
golde, plate, and feathers, and the Indians their friendes 
toke clothes and lalte, which was the treaſure that they 
deſired. 

Cortex commaunded to ceaſſe the ſpoyle. The other 

Captaynes that lay bounde, hearing of ſuche a greate des 
Auction and puniſhment, moſt pitifully beſought correz 
to loafe ſome of them, foꝛ to fe what was become of 
their Gods and cõmõ people. Like wiſe they humbly be⸗ 
lought hun ta pardon them, who had not fe muche kaulte 
as alute uma, ha perſwaded and entifed them to that 
pꝛetended treaſon. 

Vßpon their lamentable requeſt, he loaſed two of them, 
and the next dapfollowing the Citie was as ful of people 
laa there feemednot one to be wanting, 4 
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At the fute of the Tlaxcellecas who were put for medi⸗ 
atoꝛs, Cortes pardoned them all, and ſette his pꝛiſoners at 
livertic, aluring them that the like cowedion he woulde 
do vppon al them that chauld oidemble o2 ſhewe an cutl 
countenance, 02 make ipes, 02 fynally ole anpe kinde of 
treafon toward him: aherevpon they all abode in greate 


feare. he made the knot of kriendſhip bettuene them and 


the Tlaxtaltecas, which in time paſt had bin hetboirt them, 


for Muteguma and his auntetoꝛs made them enimies, 


e 


with fapze pꝛomiſes, woꝛds and allo keare. i 
The Citizens hauing their generall ſlapne, chole an o⸗ 
ther with licence cf Cortes. 


The Sanctuary or holy place among 


the Indians das Chololla. 


Hololla is & tity as 2 laxcal- 
lan, and bathe but one pers 
on who is gsuernour and 
general Captapne, choſen 
a bp the confente of all the 
Citizens. It is a Citie of 
ftwentie thoufande hauſe⸗ 
holdes within the walles, 
hand in the ſuburbes as 
z muche moze. It ſheweth 
: — Joutwardes verpe beauti⸗ 
full, and full of towers, foꝛ there are as manpe temples 
as dapes in h peare,¢ cucrp temple hath his tower. Dar 
men counted foure hundꝛed towers. The men and womẽ 
are ot god difpofition well fauoured, and very wittie. 
Che women are Goldſmithes and alfo Caruets. the 
men are warriers, and light fellowes, and god maiſters 
toz any purpoſe: they goe better apparelled than . 
ety ex 
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ther Indias yet feene. They weare for their biter garnet 
tlokes like vnto Moꝛilcos, but after an other fort. Al the 
Countrey rounde aboute them is fruttcfull and careable 
grounde, weil watered, and ſo full of people, that there is 
no waſt grounde, in reſpen whereof, there are fone pare, 
whiche begge from doꝛe to dove. The spanyardes hadde 
not ſelne any beggers in that Coũtrey beloꝛe they tame 
thither. 
Cbhololla is a Citie of moſt deuotion and Religion in all 
Indus, it is called? Sanctuary oꝛ holy place among p n- 
dians, and thither they trauelled from many places farre 
diſtante on pilgrimage, and for this cauſe there were fo 
manptemfles. ; 

Their Cathedꝛall Temple was the bel and hyghelt 


of all the new He, with a hundzed and twenty lleppes 25 


bf vnto it. 

The greatelt roll of all their Gods was called Ge- 
seslcouately God of the ayꝛe, who was (fap they) the foun⸗ 
der of their Citie, being a Uirgin of holy lyle, and great 
penance, Pe inſtituted faſting and dꝛawing of bloud out 
of their eares and tongs, and lefte a pꝛetepte, that they 
ſhoulde facrifice but onely Duaples, Doues, and other 
foule. 

He neuer ware but one garmente of Cotten, Whpche 
was white, narrow, and long, and vpon that a mantle be⸗ 
fete with certapne redde croſſes. 

They haue certapne greene ſtones whiche were bps, 
and thole they kæpe fo2 relies. One ol them is lyke 
an Apes head. Herre they abode twentpe dapes, and in 

thys meane whyle there came ſo manpe to bup and ſell, 
that it was a wonder tole, And one of the things that 
was to bee ſerne in thole fayꝛes, was the carthen veel, 
e was ne cuions and ane. 7 9 0 8 
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The hill called Popocatepec. 


Here is a hill eyght leagues from Chelolla, 
8 called Fofocareyec, whiche is to lap, a hill at 
x 2X finoke, koꝛ manpe tymes it caſteth oute 
A re and fier, Cortez ſente thithe®tenne 


8 > Spanyardes, with manpe Indians, to carrie 
> their vichuall, and to guide them in the 


thicke, and ſtanding there a while, the darkenelſe vani⸗ 
ſhed partly away, and then appeared the vulcan and con⸗ 
tauetie, which was about halfe a league in tompalle, out 
of the whiche the avec came reboundung, with a greate 
nopſe, very ſhꝛill, and whilkling, in fort that the whale bit 
did tremble. It was to be compared vnto an overt where 
glaſte is made. The fmoke and heate was ſo greate, that 
they coulde not abide it, and of force were tonſtreyned to 
returne by the way that they had altended:but they wer 


not gone karre, whẽ the vulcan began to lach out = 
at 
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ol fier, aches, and imbers, pea and at the laft frones or 
burning fre: and ik they had not chariced to finde a rocke, 
where vnder they ſhadowed themlelues, vndoubtedlpe 
they had there bin burned. 5 x 
Chen wit) god tokens they were returned {where 
 thep teft their kellowes, the other /adians killed their gar⸗ 
ments as an honoꝛ due vnto Gods. They pꝛeſented vnto 
them ſuch things as they had, and wondꝛed much at their 
facte. ; : u : 
Whole ſimple Indians thoughte, that that place was an purgatory? 
inkernall place, where all ſuche as gouerned not well, oꝛ 
died tyꝛannie in their offices, were puniſhed when they 
dyed, and alſo belcued, that after their purgation, they 
paſſed into glozp. a 
This vulcan is like vnto the vulcan of Cicilia, it is 
high and round, and neuer wanteth Snowe about it, and 
is ſexne a karre off in the nighte, it lacheth out flames ot 
item Hier | f 
There is nere aboute this hyl many Cities, and Bue⸗ 
xoxince is one of the nigheſlt. Buss 
In tenne peares ſpace this ſtraunge hill of woꝛkyng 
dyd expell no vapoure oꝛ ſmoke: but in the peare. 540. it 
beganne agapne to burne, and with the hoꝛrible nopſe 
thereof, the neyghbours that dwelte foure leagues from 
thence were terrikyed, fo2 the efpeciall ftraunge ſmokes 
that then were ſerne, the like to their pꝛedeceſſoꝛs hadde 
notbinfene, oo 8) oe ees, 47 £8 TNE e 
The aches that proceeded from thence came to Buero. 
zines, Quelaxcopan > Tepiacac, Ouauhquecholla, Chololla, and 
Tlaxcallan, whiche ſtandeth ferme leagues from thence, 
‘pea ſame fay, it extended fifteene leagues dittant,and bur⸗ 
ned their hearbes in their gardens, their fieldes of cone, 
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trees, and clothes that lay a dꝛying. a 5 
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The conſultation that Mutezuma had, 
concerning the comming of Corte into Mexico. 


WO Ortez pretended not to fall out with u- 
Auguma, befo¥e his comming to azexico, 
Jand pet he vnderſtode all Mute uma hys 
7 pretence, where vppon he complapneth ta 


e A the Amballadoꝛs, ſaping that be muche 


ſpede. = N 
N : Cortes graunted vnto the requeſt, the one of them went, 
and returned agayne within fire dapes in company of a⸗ 
nother melſenger that hadde gone thither before, who 
bꝛoughte tenne platters of golde, and a thouſande fiue 
hundꝛed mantels of cotten, with much viduall,and cacas 
whiche is a kinde of kruite that ſerueth for currant moe 
Ney among them. Likewiſe they bꝛought a certaine kind 
of wine oz litoure made ol gc and centli. They en⸗ 
formed Cortes, that Mute cuma was innotente of the con⸗ 
iuration in Ch lella, noꝛ by anve meanes pꝛiuie to their 
dealings, attyꝛming moꝛeouer that the garrison of fouls 
dyers did apperteine to A caxinco, and Acaxan, uhu were 
neyghboꝛs to c holala, who by inducement ol ſome naugb⸗ 
tre perſons, had pꝛocured that thing, faping that he ſhuld 
both ſe and vnderſtand him to be his kaithkul e 
f rien, 
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friend, pꝛaping him to tome foꝛwarde on his tourney, for 
he would abide his comming in Mexico. 

This amballage pleaſed well Cortes, but MHuteruma 


feared, when he hearde of the llaughter, and burning ok 


Chololl, and lapde to his friends ihele are the people that 
our Gods laid chould come and inherite this land. 

Mutexuma went incontinent to his Oꝛatoꝛie, and ſhut 
in bimifelfe alone, where he abode in falling and pꝛayer 
eyght caves, with facrifice of many menne , ts alllake the 
fury of his Idolles, who ſeemed to be offended. n 

The bopce of the Diuell ſpake vnto him, bidding him 
not to feare the Chꝛiſtians, ſaping they were but fewe, 
and when they were come, he ſhoulde doe what he lyſted 
with them, willing him in no wife to ceaſſe from the 
bloudp facrifice, leaft ſome miſchance might happen vn⸗ 
to him. And allured hym that he ſhould haue the Goddes 
Fig epuchtli, and Teſcatlipuea ta pꝛeſerue and keepe hym. 
And bycauſe guezalconatle was agrœued for wante of 
bloudp facrifice, he permitted the Straungers to puniſhe 
them of Cle. And au ute Kuma hearing this opuelithe 
Dracle, and like wiſe correz hauing warned him that bee 
would viſite hym as an enimie, he was by this perlwa⸗ 
fon ok Sathan, the better willing to recepue hym into, 
Mexico. 

Wikewiſe corres when be tame to Cholla, was rong, 
and hadde at commaundemente a mightie power, and 
there made hymlelfe ſtronger, the fame whereof, was 
plowen abzoade, thzoughout all the dominions of azures 
ums. And whereas the pore Indians hadde but onelp 
marnelled at their perſons and furniture, notue they bee 
gan to tremble and to feare at his doings, ſo that wheres 
ſoeuer be came, they opened him the gates with pure 
feare, moze than kox any loue. 

Mupezpma HC the EHS pretended to feave Cortes

with the learekull pallages and other perils and danger, 
as the foꝛtitude of Mexico, with his greate multitude of 
ſubiedes, and the great number of Pꝛinces that bpd both 
ſerue and obey him: and feepng that all theſe things pꝛo⸗ 
fited not, he thoughte to haue ouercome him with gyltes 
and trealure, knowyng that he hadde required golde: pet 
he lawe that nothing woulde preuaple, fo2 that cortex 
Woulde nedes come to fee hym, wherevppon, he toke 
counſell of the Diuell what he ſhoulde doe in that cafe, 
vpon which counteil he was ſatiſfyed by bys Pꝛieſts and 
Captapnes, that he ought not to warre againk ſo fewe 
ſtraungers, foꝛ if he fo did, the diſhonoꝛ would be his, and 
chiefly, bycauſe Cortex certifyed that he was an Ambal⸗ 
fado2, and vſing hym otherwiſe, it mpghte fo fall out, 
that bys owne ſubiectes would rebell againſte him thee 
Loꝛde and Prince, faping likewiſe that it was manikeſt 
that the oromzes and Tlaxcaltecas woulde fauaur his (yde,

land Ducates in gold, 2 beſought him to returne backe ay 
gaine, and to haue conſideration of the pouertie, hunger, 
ecuill wap, pea and to palle in litle boates in daunger of 
dꝛowning. And as for tribute to be given to the Empe⸗ 
raur, a greater ſumme ſhould be appointed the though he 
went perſonally to texice, yea and that it ſhould be payde 
at what place he would apoint. Corres weltomed them, as 
reaſon did require, and pꝛeſented vnto them haberdathe 
topes, which they eſtemed in much a chiefly he did louing⸗ 
lp entertayne Autexuma his kineſman, vnto whome he 
made this anfwere, ſaying, J waulde gladly ſerue ¢ pleas 
ſure ſuch a mightie prince as pour ſoueraigne ue uma 
Is, it it lap in my handes without offence of the Bing mp 
mapſter, and concerning my goyng to e vico, AMutexuma 
ſhall reteyue both plealure and honour rather than other⸗ 
wile, t after J haue talked with bint J will fone returne, 
likewiſe hunger A feare not neyther pet doubt that J nog 
none of mine (hall wante, and for my paflage on the wa⸗ 
ter, J ſap it is nothing in comparifon of two thoufande 
leagues, which 4 haue ſapled onely to come and viſit him. 
Wut pet fo2 all this talke, if they had kounde him cares 
lelle, they would haue pinched him as fome doth fap, fez 
he gaue them to vnderſtand that he noz his men flept not 
by night, noꝛ pet vnarmed themſelues, pea and alſo il it 
chanted thé to finde in the night ſeaſon any that were not 
ok their company, they llew them out of had, deſſring him 
to aduife his men thereof, leat any ol them hould happen 
to fall into that daunger, which would much griewe him, 
and with this talke they went all to take their rete. 
The next dap in the moꝛning he pꝛoteded foꝛward and 
came to A maſuemecan inhich is two leagues fra thence. 
fMandeth in the pꝛouince ot Chalco,a tolvne that cotapneth 
Zoqorhontebolbece. 2 ot hat eee 
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ko Cortes fourtie women ſlaues, and. ooo. Ducats in gold, 
with meate abüdantly fo2 two dapes, and ſecretelp made 
complaynt vnto him of Mute cums. And from thence he 
went to another towne foure leagues from thẽce, the one 


balf therof was builte vpon the lake, and the other halke 


vpon the lande at the fote of a ragged hill, There went in 
his company manp ſubiectes of AMuteguma loꝛ pur uepers, 
but pet both they and the townes men would fapne haue 
lapde hand vpon the Spaniardes, and euery night would 
ſende their (pies to fee what the Chꝛiſtians did, but the 
watch llew about twentie of them, wher vpon the matter 
fkaped and their pretence toke no effect: (ure it is a thing 
to laugh at, foꝛ at enerp fancie they woulde pꝛoue to kill 
them, and pet they were not forthe purpoſe. The nerte 
dap in the moꝛnyng came twelue Loves from Afexico, 
among whome was Cacams Peuew to autez amo, Who 
Was Horde of Teceuce à pong man ol xxv. peares of age, 
whom the Indians did much honour: he was carried vpon 
their choulders, ¢ when they fet him downe one went bes 
fore with a bꝛome to lwerp the duff out olhis way. Theſe 
Gentlemen came to accapany corres txculing unte xuma, 
ſaping that he was not well at eale a therfoꝛe he came not 
perfonally to reteiue him. And vet they entreated corres to 
returne backe againe, e not to come vnto Mexico, gyuing 
him to vnderſtand by ſignes, ö they would there dilple ale 
him, pes t alſo defend the pallage & entrance, a thing ealle 
to be done, but they were either blinded oꝛ elle they burt 
nat byeake the Calſey. Cortes entertapned thẽ like noble 
mee gaue vnto thé of his haberdathe, ¢ departed from $ 
towne W manp graue perfonages Who carried with thẽ a 
great trayne, whicbe filled bp the way well nigh as they 
chould palle wwadzing at their Rc: härneys, apparell, 
hoꝛſes & oꝛdinaunte, ſaying to hemſelues, theſe be Gods. 
Cortes fea games them warning not to come among the hozles, 
ö nog 
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noꝛ among his men, faz feare they would kil them. This 
q he made them belerue bicauſe he would not haue his wap 
| itapped,foz v the number of thé was fo great. They then 
rame to a towne buylte vpon the water ol two thouland 
houſes, and beloꝛe they came thither they had gone moze 
ihau halle a league vppon a fapze Calley, whiche was 
twentie koote bꝛade: the towne had kayꝛe houles and many 
towers: the W oꝛd ok the towne did receyue them woꝛſhip⸗ 
fully, and pꝛouided all things plentifully, oefirpng him ta 
W abide there that night, and ſecretly made complayntes az 
2 gainſt a ate Suma, ul many wzongs and eraqions done by 
0 & Tone keene him, that from thence the wax was ve⸗ 
ry fapꝛe to Mexico, ind al the like calſey as he had patted, 
With this newes conte was very glad, foꝛ he meant ta 
haue ſtaped there fo2 to haue buplte backes and kopctes, 
vet he feared leatt they woulde bacake the caitep, wher⸗ 
fore he hadalwaprg a Care guer Cacama, Yoho sith the a» 
ther Lozdes dellred him not ko abide there, but to proceede 
fozinard to zracpalepan, which was but two leagues offs 
and tat the Lorde thereof was another MPeuemw to . 
Slums. To admit their regueſt be wẽt with them to that 
tatvne. and from thence to arise was but tim leagues, 
the which the nert day he migbt goe at plealure, and came 
timelp into the Citic,¢ in this opder tame to /xracpalapan.

There was an o⸗ 
ther garden very beautifull of al! fortes. ot fruytes and 
hearbes, with a great pande walled with lyme and ſtone, 
and was foure, hundꝛeth paces ſquare, made with fayꝛe 
ſteppes to dilcende bute the bottome in many places, and 
was full of diuers kindes of tiſhes, and many kinde of 
water birds, which ſomtimes co ueredß pond, as Gulles.

Theſe faintatios endured an houre € moze, 
From the bulwark the calſep lieth direcly, and before the 
entraunte into che Greate there is an other dꝛawe beuge 
made ol timber ten paces bꝛoade, vnder the which the as 
fer palleth to and fro. At this bꝛidge came ute um to 
reteyue Cortes vnder a Canapie of greene feathers c golde 
with much argentery hangyng thereat, whiche Canapie 
foure noble men did carrp. And the two prises Cnerlauac, 
. and Cacama his neuewes, did ieade him by eache arme:all 
a) thé were riche appareled c al of one faſhion, ercept 4. 
i: texvma,obiche had a payꝛe of ſhoes of golde beſette with 
pꝛetious Lones,and the foles were tied to the vpper part 
With latchets, as i paynted of the Anttkes. Bis Gentle⸗ 
men wente by two and two laying downe and taking vp 
mantels and ceverlets vpon the ground, bitauſe his fete 
ſhould not touche the lame: then followed him as in pꝛo⸗ 
ceſſion. 06. noble men barekwted, with garments of a ri⸗ 
cher liuery then the ſirſt thre thouſand. Ar te uma CAME 
in the middelk of the ſkreate, and the others came behinde 
him as nigh the wal as they mought, their kaces towards 
the grounde. fo? it was a great offence to lmke him in the 
late. cortes alighted from his hoꝛſe, and according to dur 
dſe went to embrace him, but the Pꝛinces who led him by 
the armes would not ſuffer him to tome fonigh, fo they 
held it foꝛ ſin to touch him, but yet faluted ech one ß other. 
Cortes put about utexuma his necke a coller of Pare 
5 S garites, 
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garites, Diamondes, other ſtones al of glaſſe. Nutexu- 
ma receyucd it thanklullp. ⁊ wente before with one of the 
princes his Neuewes, à cõmaunded the other to lead c er- 
tes by the hand nert after him in the miodeſt of the ſtreat: 
and pꝛoceding foꝛ warde in this oder, then came the Ge 
tlemen in the richelt linery to welcome him one by one, 
touchyng the ground with their handes, ¢ alter returned 
to their ſtandyng. And ik the Citizens had come as they 
requeſted, all p day would not haue ſerued fo2 ſalutatiös. 
The coller of glaile pleaſed well ute uma, and bytauſe 
he woulde not take without giuyng a better thing as a 
great pꝛince, he commaunded to be bꝛought two collers 
af redde pꝛawnes, which there are muche eſtermed, and at 
euery one ol them hanged eight ſhꝛimpes of gold ok extel⸗ 
lent Woꝛkemanchip, ¢ of a finger length euery one, he put 
theſe callers with bis owone hands about Cortes his necke, 
the which was eſteemed a moſt great kauour, pea and the 
Indians marucled at it. At this time they were come to 
the Ereate ende, whiche was almoſt a mile long, bꝛoade, 
raight and very favre and full or houles on eche fide, in 
Wwhofe doꝛes, windowes and tops was ſuch a multitude of 
Indians to beholde the ſkrangers, that J knowe not who 
wondered moſt, our men ta fe ſuch a number of them, oꝛ 
elfe they to fee dur men, their oꝛdinance a hoꝛſes, a thing 
ſo ſtraunge vnto them. They were boon ght vnto a great 
court oꝛ houſe of idols, which was p lodging ol C xaiaca, 
at the doꝛe where ol MHutexuma toe Cortes by the hande 
and bꝛought him into a fapꝛe hall, and placed him vpon a 
riche carpet, ſaping vnto him, Sir nowe are pou in pour 
obone houſe, eate and take your reſt a pleaſure, foꝛ 3 wil 
ſhoꝛtly come and viſite pou againe. Such (as pon heare) 
Vas the receining of Hernando Cortes hy uteuma a moli 
mightie R ing, into his great and tamens tie i Meæico,

pleatant fo Set Tuben Muteruma Wag departed fro 
Cortes, he began to ſette his houſe in ower, and placed the 
oꝛdinaunce at his doꝛe, and hauing all his things in god 

forte, he went to a ſumptuous dinner that was prepared 


foꝛ him. As ſone as Mutexuma had made an ende of his 
dinner hearpng that the ſkraungers were rylen rom 
the table, and repoſed a while , then came he to Cortes, 
falutpng him, and latte downe by him. he gaue vnto him 
divers iewels of gold plate, feathers, and manp garnets 
of Cotten, both riche, well wouen, & wꝛought of ſkraunge 
coldurs, a thing comely, that did manikeſt his greatnelle, 
and alſo cõfirme their imagination. This gikte was deli⸗ 
uered honoꝛablp, and then began his talke as foloweth: 
Loꝛde and Gentlemen, I doe much retopee to haue in my 
houle ſuch valiant men as pe are, foꝛ to vſe you with cur⸗ 
keſie, and entreate pou with honour, accoꝛding to pour dee 
ſerte and my eſtate. And where heretokoꝛe J deſired that 
you ſhoulde not come hither, the onely cauſe was, my 
people had a greate feare to fe pou, fo pout geſture 
t grimme boards did terrifie them, yea they repoꝛted that 
vt had ſuch beaſtes as fwallowed men, and that pour cõ⸗ 
ming ws fro heauen, bꝛinging with vou lightning, thun⸗ 
der e thũderbolts wherwith pou made the earth to trẽble 
b to ſhake, and that ver few therewith whom pe pleaſed. 
But row J do fer a Know that you are moztall me e that 
pe are quiet a bar no mantalſo J haue fene 8 
whic 
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which are but pour feruauntes, and youre Gunnes ipke 
vynto fyatpng Trunkes. J do notw hold all foꝛ fables and 
les which hath bin repoꝛted of you, and J do allo accept 
du foꝛ my mere kinſmen. Wy father tolde me that her 
had heard his forefathers fap, ol whome J doe deſcende, 
that they helde opinion howe they were not naturals ol A grange 
thys lande, but come hither by chance, in companpe of a opinion. 
mighty Wore, who alter a while that they hadde abode 
here, they returned to their natiue ſoyle: After manye 
peares expyꝛed, they tame agapne fo2 thoſe whome they 
had left bere behind them, but they would not goe wyth 
them, bycauſe they had here inhabited, and hadde wyues 
and childꝛen, and great gouernement in the land. Nowe 
thefe myghtie Loꝛds ſeeyng that they were fo ſtubboꝛne, 
and woulde not returne with them, departed from them 
fore diſplealed, ſaping, that he woulde ſende his childꝛen 
that thould both rule and gouerne them, in iuſtire, peace, 
and auntient Religion, and for this confideration, wer 
haue alwayes expeded and belerued, that ſuche a people 
ſhould come to rule and gouerne vs, andcdfidering from 
whence pou come, I doe thinke that pou are they whome 
we lobed foꝛ, and the notice which the greate Emperour 
Charles had of vs, who hath now ſent pou hither. There⸗ 
foꝛe Loꝛde and Captayne, be well allured, that we wyll 
abep pou, ik there be no kayned oꝛ deceptefull matter in 
pour dealings, and will alfo deuide wyth von and poures 
all that we haue. And although this which J haue ſapde 
were not only fo2 poure vertue, kame, and derdes of bas 
liant Gentlemen, J would pet do it koꝛ your woꝛthinelſe 
in the battaples of Tauaſco, Neocaxinco, and Chololla, bepng 
fo few, to ouertome ſo many. 3505

A iudge pou to be ſo wile, that pou give no credit to (uch 
fables. Pou (hall alſo note, that thꝛough pour commpng 
hither, manye of my ſubiedes haue rebelied, and are bes 
come my moꝛtall enimies, but pet J purpoſe to bꝛeake 
their wings. Come fele you my bodp, J am ot fleſhe and 
bone, a moꝛtal man as others are and no God, although 
asa Ring J doe eſtæme mp ſelfe of a greater dignitie 
and pꝛeheminẽce than others. Pp houſes pou do alſo le, 
which are of tymber and earthe, and the pꝛincipalleſt of 
Maſons woꝛke, therefore nowe pou do both knowe and 
fee what odious lyars thoſe talebearers were. But troth 
it is, that golde plate, feathers, armour, ie wels, and other 
riches, J haue in the treaſoꝛy of my forefathers a long 
time pꝛeſerued, as the vſe of Kings is, all the which ou 
pours (hal eniop at all times.

Corte⁊ with topfull countenance humbled him⸗ 
felfe, ſeryng ſome teares fall from ute uma his eyes, 
faping onto him, vppon the truſt J haue hadde in poure 
clemencpe, J inũſted to come both to ſee and talke wyth 
pour highneſle, and now J know that all are lyes which 
hath bin tolde me.

- Afterall this communication, utexuma demaunded 
whether the bearded men whiche came with him, were 
eyther his vallals oꝛ his flaues, bytauſe he would enter⸗ 
tayne eache one according to his eſtate.

Their ball is called lamalictli, 
Ny) and is made of the gumme which commeth 
rom a tre called Kis. This tree groweth 
ia hote Countrey. The gumme being 
kncded togither, and fo made roüd, is as blacke as pitch, 
and ſome what heauie, and very harde fo2 the hande, but 
pet god and light to rebound, and better than our wind⸗ 
palles. hep plap not at chafes, but at bãdie, oꝛ at check, 
that is, it the ball touch the wall it loſleth. They maye 
trike the ball with any part of their body, but there is al⸗ 
wapes a penaltie if they only trike not with the buttoke 
dn fide, whiche is the fineſt play: wherefore they ble a 
ſkynne vpon eache butttocke · They play lo man to ſo 
many for a packe of mantels, oꝛ actoꝛding to the abilitie 
af the players. Alſo they plap foꝛ golde and feathers, and 
ſometime foꝛ their owne bodpes, as they vſe at Patol; 
which is there permitted e la wfull. The Tennis Court 
ts talled 7 lachco, and is a Hall long and narrow, but wy⸗ 
der vpwards, than downewardes and higher on the foes 
khan at p ends, which is an induſtrie foz their play. The 
hgcuſe is always white and ſmoth in the lde walles: they 
Dane certatn ctones line vnta myictanes, Wa little hole in 
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the middeſt that paſſeth thꝛough the tone, the hole is ſo 
mall, that ſearcelꝑ the ball maye patle though, but her 
that chanceth to trie the ball into the hole, whithe ſel⸗ 
dome happeneth, winneth the game, and vy an aunkiente 
lawe and cuſtame among Tennis plapers, he gught ko 
haue the clokes of all thoſe that ſtande and beholde the 
plap, on that fide that the ball went in, and in ſome Ten⸗ 
nis Courtes, the halle of the garmentes ok them that 
ſtande lokyng on.

They pſed in the Temple of the Tennis play two J 
mages of the God or the ball, which moe vpon the two 
lower walles. Their Sacrifice was celebrated at mid⸗ 
nighte, with many Ceremonies and Mitchcraltes, and 
ſongs for that purpoſe. Chen came a Pꝛieſte from the 
Cathedꝛall Churche, wyth other Religtous perlong to 
bleſſe the Sacrifice, ſaving certayne diueliſye pꝛapers, 
~ aNd throwing the ball four tymes in the Tennis Court. 
In thys oder was the Tennis play conſetrated, and at᷑⸗ 
ter thys conſecration it was lawlull to play, oꝛ elſe not, 
koꝛ this dilligence was firſte to be done when any Ten⸗ 
wis.

They haue the courage of à ion and the 
countenaunte of an Egle: they papnte him with foure 
terte, and teeth, with a kinde of downe amore. Ipke walle: 
than teathers, with his beake, talandes and wings.

hundꝛed men ok ſeruice, beldes the Falconers and Hun⸗ 
ters, Which are infinite, There were many other loꝛtes of 
Froules that our men knowe not, which tented by theyꝛ 
beake and talents god to Hauke withal. | 
To the Snakes and other venemous beaſtes they 
gate the bloude of men lacriſiſed, to feede them, and lame 
faye they gaue vnto them mannes flleſhe, tobpch the 
greate Lylarts doe eate very well. The Spaniardes 
law the floure tuuered with bloud like a tealp in a laugh:

Aue 
zuma woulde not permitte that in this Garden ſhoulde 
be any kynde of potte Hearbes, oꝛ thyngs to be ſolde, 
ſaping, that it dyd not appertapne to dings to haue 
thyngs of pꝛofite among thepz delptes and pleaſures, 
js fuche thyngs ( fayde bee) dyd appertayne fo Per⸗ 
cyants. 
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Pet notwithſtanding he had Oꝛthards with many and 
lundꝛy kruites, but they fade farre from the Cittie, and 
Whyther ſeldome times hee wenteſ: he had like wiſe out

Theſe noble menne did abide in Aexico textapne tyme

called flaues, for when they mape haue licence to eate 
egges, they thinke it a greate kausur. It was repoꝛted 
that they were taxed what they houlde cate, and all the 
refisue was taken from them. They went verp poꝛely 
clothed, pea and the mott of their trealure was an earthẽ 
potte, wherein they boyled theyꝛ herbes, a couple of Mil⸗ 
ſkones to grinde their Come, and a matte to lpe vppon. 
hep did not onely pay this rente and tribute, but alſo 
ſerued with their bodpes at all times when the great 
Bing ſhould commaunde. They were in ſuch great ſub⸗ 
iccid to their pꝛince, that they durſt not ſpeake one woꝛd, 
although their daughters ſhoulde be taken krom them to 
be vled at their plealure. It was repoꝛted, that of cuerpe 
thre ſonnes, they deliuered one to be facrifiled, but ß res 
port was kalle, foꝛ if it had bin true, the Tobones had not 
bin fo replenithed with people as they were: and alſo the 
noble men did not cate mans Meth, but only of thole whi⸗ 
che were ſacriſiled, and they were llaues oꝛ pꝛiloners tas 
ken in the warres. Alluredly thep were cruell butchers, 
and ſie we pearelp fo2 that bloudy facrifice many menne, 
and ſome childꝛen, but not fo many as was repozted. All 
the afozefapde rentes they bꝛought fo Hexico vpon theyꝛ 
backes and in boates, q meane fo much as was neceflarp 
for the pꝛouiſion of the houſe and Courte of A te uma, 
all the reſidue was fpente among ſouldyers, and bartred 
for golde, plate, precious ſtones, and other riche Jewels, 
elledmed of Pꝛinces, all the whiche was bꝛoughte to the 
treaſoꝛp. In Mexico was large and greate barnes and 
houſes to receyue and kerpe the Coꝛne fo2 pꝛouiſion of 
the Citie, with officers and vnderoffiters, who did ree 
cepue the ſame, and kepte accompte thereef in bwkes of 
paynted figures. Allo in euerpe Wotwne was a receps 
ner, who bare in his hand a rodde oꝛ a buſhe of feathers, 
and thole gaue bp their accomptes in ce xico. A anp (uch 


had 


had bin taken with deceypt and falfchode,death was his 
reward, pea and his kinred puniſhed with penalties, as 
of a lignage of a Traptoꝛ to his Nꝛince. The Hulband⸗ 
menne, ik they payd not well their tribute, were appꝛe⸗ 
hended for the fame, and il they were kounde to ber pare 
thꝛough ſicknelle and infirmitic, then they were boꝛne 
withall, but ik they were found to be lazie and llouttzkull, 
they ſhould be bled accoꝛdingly:but in concluſton, ik they 
payde it not at a dave appoynted, then they ſhoulde ber 
{olde foꝛ ſlaues to pap their dette, oꝛ elſe be facrificed. 
There were many other pꝛouinces, whiche paid a cers 
tayne poꝛtion, and reknowledged leruice, but this tribute 
was moze of honoꝛ than pꝛofite. In this fort i ute uma 
had moze than fufficiente to pꝛouide his boule ¢ warres, 
and to heape vp great ſtoꝛe inhis treaſoꝛy. Moꝛesuer, he 
ſpente nothing in the buildings of his houſes, foꝛ ol long 
time he had certapne townes that papd no gather tribute, 
but only to woꝛke and repayꝛe continually his boufes at 
their owne proper coff, and payde all kind of woꝛkemen, 
carrying vpon their backes, oꝛ dꝛawing in ſleddes, fone, 
lyme, timber, water, and all other neceſlaries forthe 
Woꝛke. Like wiſe they were bounde to pronide all the 


ficrivod that ſhould be (pent in the Court, whiche was a 


great thing, and did amount to zz. hüdꝛed waight a day, 
which was fiue hundꝛed mens burthens, and fone dapes 
in the winter much moꝛe.

There were alto Mantels made of the leaues of the 
tres called aretl and of Palme trer t Connie heave; which 
are wel eſtæmed, being v. very warm, but p coder rlets made 
of feathers are the bet: they fell thꝛerde made of Connie 
ae . innen clothe made of cotten wolle, allo 
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ſkaynes of thꝛæde of all colours: allo it is ſtraunge to fe. 
the great ſtoꝛe of poultrie that is bꝛought to that mara 
ket, and aithough they eate the fleſhe of the foule, pet the 
feathers ſerue fo2 clothing, mirpng one forte with ano⸗ 
ther. There are of theſe foule fo many ſoꝛtes and ſeuerall 
colours, that I can not number them:ſlome wilde, ſome 
tame, ſome water foule, and other ſome ol rapine. All the 
bꝛauerp of the market, is the place where golde and feas 
thers ioyntly wꝛought is ſolde, foꝛ any thyng that is in 
requeſt is there liuelp wrought in golde and teathers and 
gallant colours. The Indians are ſo expert and perũite in 
this ſciente, that they will woꝛke oꝛ make a Butter fife, 
any wilde beate, træs, roſes, floures, hearbes, rotes oꝛ as 
ny other thyng ſo liuely, that it is a thyng maruelous to 
behold. It hapneth many tzmes that one ok theſe woꝛke⸗ 
men ina whole day will eate nothyng, onely to place one 
feather in his dew perfection, turnyng and tolling the feas 
ther to the lighte of the Sunne, into the ſhade oz darke 
plate, to fee where is his moſte naturall perfection, and 
till his woꝛke be finiſhed he will neyther cate noꝛ dꝛinke. 
There are few nations of ſo muche fleame oꝛ ſuſferance. 
The Arte oꝛ Science of Goldimiths among them is the 
moſte curious, and very god woꝛkemanchip engrauen 
with toles made of flinte,o2 in moulde. They will caſte a 
platter in moulde with eight coꝛners, and eucrp tozner ot 


ſeuerall mettall, that is to ſay, the one of golde, and the o⸗ 


ther of ſiluer, without any kinde of ſowder: they will alu 
founde oꝛ caſt a litle caudꝛen with loſe handles hangyng 
thereat, as we bfe to caſte a Bell:they will alſo caſte in 
mould a fily of mettal with one ſcale of ſiluer on his back 
and another of gold: they will make a Parret oꝛ Popin⸗ 

gap of mettall,that his tongue chall ſhake, and his head 
moue, his Wings 22 57 thep wil r an Ape in mold. 
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hande feeming to ſpinne, pea and an apple in his hande as 
though he would eate it. Our Spaniardes were not a litle 
amazed at the fight of thele things, for our Goldimithes 
are not to be compared onto them. They haue ſkil alſo of 
Amell worke, and to ſette anp pꝛetious tone. But now 
AS touchyng the markette, there is to fell Golde, Hiluer, 
Copper, K eadde, Watton, and Tinne, althaugh there is 
but little of the thee late mettals mentioned. There are 
Pearles, Pꝛetious Tones, diuers and ſundzy fortes of 
helles, and Bones, Sponges, and other pedlers ware, 
whiche certainely are many and ſtraunge fortes, pea and 
à thing to laughe at their Haberdache toves and trilles. 
There ars alſo many kinde ol hearbes, rotes, and ſedes, 
As well to be eaten as for Medicine, foꝛ bothe men, wee 
men and chyldꝛen haue great knowledge in hearbes, foz 
tbꝛough pouertie and neceſſitie, they ſceke them for theyꝛ 
ſuſtenaunce and helpe of theyz infirmities and diſeaſes. 
They ſpende little among Phiũtions, although there are 
fome of that Arte, and many Poticaries, who doe bꝛyng 
into the markette, oyntments, Stroppes, waters, and 
other dzugges fifte for ficke Perſons: they cure all di⸗ 
ſeales almoff, with hearbes, yea as muche as fo2 to kill 
Apfe they haue a proper hearbe foꝛ the purpoſe. 1 
The ſeuerall kyndes of meates to be ſolde is without 
number, as Snakes without head ¢ taple, little Dogges 
gelte, Poules, Nattes, Long wezmes, I ple, pea and a 
kinde of earth, koꝛ at one ſeaſon in the pire they haue 
Pettes ot maple with the which they rake vp a tertayne 
diuůſte that is bꝛedde vpen the water of the lake of arexsco, 
and that is knerded togither like vnto das ok the fea: they 
gather much of this victuall, e keepe it in heapes, t make 
therof cakes like vnto bzickebats: they fell not only this 
ware ind market, but allo fend it abꝛond to other fayzes 
marzets a lar okzthey eat tis meate vo as god Tomake 
tees} 5 3 ag 
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as we eate cherſe, pea and they holde opinion that this 
ſküme oꝛ fatneſſe of the water, is ᷣcauſe that (ach great 
number of foule cömeth to the lake, Wwbich in the iter 
feafon ts infinite. 
They ſel inthis market veniſon by quarters 02 whole, 
as Does, Mares, Counties, and Dogges, and manp other 
beaſtes, whiche they bꝛing vp fo2 the purpeſe, and tatze in 
huntyng. There are a great number of ſhoppes that fell 
all kinde ol oꝛfall and tripes. It is a wonder to fe how fo 
much meate ready dꝛeſſed coulde be ſpent. There is allo 
fleſhe and ſiſhe voted, boyled and baked, Pies aud Cus 
ſtardes made of diuers ſoꝛtes of egges, the great quanti⸗ 
tie of bꝛead is witheut num ber. Alſo coꝛne of all fortes 
thꝛeſhed and vnthꝛeſhed. The greate ore of ſundꝛy 
kyndes of fruptes is maruellous whiche are there ſolde, 
bothe greene and ripe: there is one forte as bigge as A’ 
mondes called Cacao, Whiche is bothe meate and currant 
money. There are diuers kind ol colours to be ſolde, whi⸗ 
che they make of Roles, floures, fruites, barkes of tres, 
and other things very excellent: they fell there Honie of 
ſundꝛy kindes, ople of chian, made of a fede like vnto mua 
Tarde fede, and oynting any papnted clothe therewith, 
the water can not hurte it, they alſo dꝛeſſe therwith their 
meate, although they haue both butter and larde. Sheps 
ſundꝛy fortes of wines ſhalbe declared in an other place: it 
woulde be à pꝛolixious thing ta rehearſe all the things 
that are to be lolde in that markette. There are in this 
fapre manp Artificers; as Packers, Barbars, Cutlers, € 
many others, although it was thought that among theſe 
Indians were none ſuch. All the things recited, and many 
others which J ſpeake not ol, are ſolde in euery marketot 
artxitez all the ſellers pave à tertaine ſumme for they: 
fhops or ſtãdings to the Ring, as a tuſtome, a they to be 
pꝛelerued and delended fram therues: and for that ae 
77 te 
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‘there goe tertapne Sergeants oꝛ officers vpe da wne the 
market to efvie out maicfacours.. In themiddeſt of the 

market Gandety a haule whiche may be feene throughout 
the fapze, ¢ there ſitteth twelne auncient men fer iudges 
10 dilpatch lawe matters: their buying and felling is to 
chaunge one ware koꝛ another, as thus, one giueth a hen 
fo2.a bundeil of MAaix, other give manteis fog faite,o3 maz 
ney whiche is Cacao, and this is theyꝛ oꝛder to choppe and 
chaunge: they haue meaſure and trike koꝛ all kynde of 
Lone, and other earthen meaſures koꝛ Hony and Mine. 
and ik any meaſure be falfified, they 1 the olkenders 
and breabe their meafures.

eh abe Temple is called Teacalls that is to fap, 
pee Gods houſe, 7 euti fignificth God, & Calli is a 
houſe, a vobwell verp fitte, if that houſe had 
bene of the true God. The Spaniards that 
$ onder ſtäd not the language, do pronounce 
and cali thoſe Temples cues, and the God Vitzilopuchtli, 
Vchilobo, There are in st ex1c0 man pariſhe churches, 
with folwres, wherein are chappels and Altares where 


the images ¢ idols do ſtande, e thoſe chappels do ſerue foꝛ 


burtal places of their kounders, and the Pariſhioners are 
buried in the Churchparde. All their tẽples are of one fas 
ſhion, therefore it thal be nome ſuffictent to ſpeake of the 
cathedꝛal church. And euen as thole tẽples are al in gene⸗ 
rall of one making in that citie. 3 doe beleue that the lyke 
was neuer ſeene noꝛ heard ock. This temple is ſquare 
doth containe euery way as much ground as a croſſebow 
can reach leuell:it is made of ſtone, with foure doꝛes that 
Abutteth vpon the thee calleys, and vpon an other parte 


of 8 itty that bath no calfep but a kayze . 
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In the middeſt of this Quadern kandeth a mount of 
earth and fone ſquare lykewile, and fiftie kadom long e⸗ 
uery wap, buylte vpward like vnto a pyꝛamide of Egipt, 
ſauyng the toppe is not ſharpe, but plapne and flatte, and 
tenne kadom lauare: vppon the weaſt ſide, were ſteppes 
vp to the toppe, in number an hundꝛeth and fourtene, 
whiche bepng fo manp, high, and made ok god fone dyd 
feeme a beautifull thing. It was a ſtraunge fight to be⸗ 
holde the Pꝛieſtes, ſome goyng vp, and ſome downe with 
ceremonies, oꝛ with men to be facrificcd. Upon the toppe 
of this Temple are two great Alters, a god (pace diſtant 
the one from the other, and fo nigh the edge oꝛ bꝛimme of 
the wall, that ſcarcely a man mought go behind them at 
pleaſure. The one Alter ſtandeth on the right bande, k the 
sther on the left, they were but of fiue fete highe, eche of 
them had the backe part made of ſtone, paynted with mõ⸗ 
ſtrous and foule figures, the Chappell was fayꝛe & well 
wꝛought of Maſons worke ¢ timber, euerp Chappell had 
three loktes one aboue another, ſuſtepned vpan pillers, & 
with ö height thereof it ſhewed like vnto a fayze tower, 
and beautified the Cittie a farre of: from thence aman 
mought ſee all the eittie and townes rounde aboute the 
lake, whiche was vndoubtedly a godly pꝛoſpen. And bys 
caule Cortes € his company ſhould fe the beautie thereof, 
Mutexuma bꝛought him thither, and ſhewed hym all the 
oꝛder of the Temple, euen from the kate to the toppe. 
There was a certaine plot oꝛ ſpate for the idoll pꝛieſts to 
telebꝛate their ſeruice without dilkurbance of any. Their 
general pꝛapers were made toward b riling of the ſunne. 
Upon ech alter Landeth a great idoll. Belide this tower 

that ſtandeth vpö the pyꝛamide, there are fourtie towers 
great ¢ ſmall belonging to other little tẽples which ſtand 
in the ſame tircuite, the which although they were of the 
fame making, pet theyꝛ profped was not wee 
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other wayes, bicauſe there ſhould be a difference betwirte 
the great temple æ them. Some of thefe Tempies were 
bigger than others, and euery one of a leuerall God, a⸗ 
mong the whiche there was one rounde temple dedicated 
to the God of the ayꝛe called guecalconar!, for euen as the 
apꝛe goeth rounde about the heauens, euen foꝛ that conſi⸗ 
deration they made bis temple rounde. The entraunce of 
that Temple had a doꝛe made lpke vnto the mouth ok a A graunge 
Serpent, and was paynted with foule and Diueliſh ges ore. 
ſtures, with great tærth ¢ gummes wꝛought, whiche was 
à thing to feare thoſe that ſhould enter in thereat, E eſpe⸗ 
ciallp the Chꝛiſtians vnts whom it repꝛeſented very Hel 
with that ougly face and monſterous teeth. 
There were other Teucales in the citie, that had the ale 
cending vp by ſteps in thee places: all theſe temples had 
houſes by thẽſelues with all leruice pꝛieſts € particular 
Gods. At euery doꝛe of the great temple ſKandeth a large 
Mall k godly lodgings, both high and lowe round about, 
which houfes were comon armoꝛies for the Citie, foꝛ the 
foꝛce and ſtrength of eucry towne is the temple, and ther⸗ 
foꝛe they haue there placed their ſoꝛehouſe of munition. 
They had other darke houſes full of idols, greate ¢ fmall, 
wꝛought of ſundꝛy mettals, they are all bathed and wa⸗ 
ſhed with bloud, and da chewe very blacke thꝛough theps 
dayly ſpꝛinklyng and anoynting thé with the lame, when 
anp man is facrificed: pea æ the walles are an inche thicke 
with bloud, and the grounde is a kote thicke of bloud, fo 
that there is a diuelich french. The Pꝛieſts oꝛ Piniſters 
goe daplpe into thoſe Oꝛatoꝛies, and luffer none o⸗ 
thers but great perſonages to enter in. Vea and when any 
ſuch goeth in, they are bounde to offer ſome man to be ſa⸗ 
trificed, that thole bloudy hangmen and minilters of the 
Diuell map waſhe their handes in blond of thole Colac 
crificed,and to lpzinkle their houle therewith.

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Joꝛ their (erutee in the kitehin they haue a ponde of wa⸗ 
ter that is filled once a pere, which is bꝛ ought by conduct 
fram the pꝛyncipal fountapne. All the relidue of the loꝛe⸗ 
ſayde circuite ſerueth koꝛ plates to breebe louie, with gar⸗ 
dens ok bearbes and hoete trees, with Roles and floures 
koꝛ the Altars. Such, ſo great ¢ ſtraunge was this tents 
ple of Mexico, foꝛ the ſeruice of the Diuell whs has decei⸗ 
ned thoſe ſimple Indians. There dothe relive in the fame 
temple continuallp fiue thouſand perlons, and all they are 
lodged and haue theyꝛ lung there, koz that tẽple is mar⸗ 
uellous riche, t bath diuers townes onelp foꝛ their main⸗ 
tenaunce and reparation, and are bounde to ſuſtapne the 
lame alwapes on fote. They doe ſowe cozne, and main⸗ 
tayne all thoſe Gue thoulande perfons with bꝛead, frupte, 
fleth, fiche, and lire wodde as much as they nerde, loꝛ they 
ſpende moze fire wodde than is (pent in the kings courte! 
thefe perſons doe liue at their hartes eaſe, as ſeruauntes 
and vallals vnto the Goddes. ute uma bꝛought Contes to 
this temple, bicauſe his men ſhoulde fe the fame, and to 
enkoꝛme them of his religion and holinelle, wherok J will 
ſpeake in an other place, being the moſt ſtraunge and cru⸗

This God was made of all kinde of ſeꝛdes that 
groweth in that Countrep, and being ground, they made 
A tertayne paſt, tempered with childꝛens bloud, and Give 
gins facrifiied, who were opened with their razures in 
the bꝛeattes, and their heartes taken out, to offer as fir 
fruites onto the Jdoll. The Pꝛieſtes and Piniſters doe 
ronſetrate this Idoll with great pomp and many Ceres 
monies All the Comarcans and Citizens are pꝛeſente at 
the confecration, with great triumph and incredible de⸗ 
notion. After the confecration, many deuoute perſons A wadde 
kame and ſkicked in the dowy Image precious ſtone, 
wedges of golde, and other Jewels. After all this pomp 
ended, no fecular man mought fouche that holye Image, 
no noꝛ pet tome into his Chappell, na ſcarcely religious 
perſons, extept they were Tlamacaxtli, who are Pꝛieſtes 
bk oꝛder. They doe renue this Image manp times wyth 
nel dough, taking away the olde, but then blelled is her 
that can get one peece of the olde ragges fo2 relikes, and 
CE ce 7 Dd. itz. chiefly :

Ernando Cortex and his companye, were fire 
dapes in beholding and perufing the ſcituati⸗ 
en of the Citie, and fecretes of the fame, with 
ikee notable thinges before rehearſed: they 
were often viſited by ute xuma, & the Gentlemen of bys 
Courte, and abundantly pꝛouided of things neceſſarye 
foꝛ his ble, and the Indians of his company. 

Iikewile his Mozſes were cheriſhed and ſerued with 
greens barley and graffe, whereot there is plentie all the 
peare: Like wile of coꝛne, meale, roles, and ofall thynges 
that their owners would requeff, in fo much that beddes 
of foures were made foꝛ them in place of litter. But pet 
notwithſkanding, although they were in this ſozte cheri⸗ 
Shed, and alfo lodged in ſo riche a Countrey, where they 
mighte fyll their purſes, they were not pet all contente 
and merrie, but rather with great feare and cave, efpect

‘a moſter ol the ſame. The eyght spanyardes departed 
on their tourney, with the other eyghte /ndians, with tor 
Kens from arutexums. Zucolla is do. leagues from Mexico, 
And the L. therofis ſubiea to e uma, who ſhewed 
vnto the Hyanherdes hie rivers with golde, and gaue of 
each titer a moſker thereof, although it were but little, 
for with want ol knowledge they knew not wel the mas 
ner how to get it out of the river. Theſe mellengers in 
their iourney to and fro, paſſed through thre pꝛouinces 
küll of people and habitatid, with god buildings ¢frutes 
full e the 1 ol the one of them called 7/2- 
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A alinaltepec is 7°, leagues from Mexico from whence 
allo they bꝛought moſters of golde, the which is had out 
of a great riuer, by the naturals of that Countrey. 
Tenich ſtandeth vp towarde the head of the fame riuer 


of acalinalrepec, Whs are people of another language, 


and would not permitte our men to haue relation of the 
thing that they ſought. The Loꝛde ol that place is called 
Coatelicamatl, Who is not ſubieste to tue uma, NO? pet is 
his kriende, thinking that bis men hadde bin eſpyes: but 
when he was enfoꝛmed who they were, he gaue the spa- 
nyardes licence to be reſolued of their affayzes, but ſtrait⸗ 
lp commaunded that the Indians Of An extco ſheuld not pꝛe⸗ 
fume to come into his dominion. Given the Hexicans 
hearde theſe newes, they required the spexardes not to 
credite that caxile, faving, that he was an euill and a 
cruell man, and wauld ſurelp kill them. Our men were 


ſomewhat amazed, fearing to talke with Coarelicamasl, 


although they hadde his licence, ſeeyng the people ef the 
countrep armed with Launces of fiue and twentp fte 
log: but pet at lẽgth leauing cowardiſe aſide, they pꝛocer⸗ 
ded fozwards. Coatelicamatl reteyued the curteaullp; and 
chewed them fire oꝛ ſeauen riuers with golde, out of the 
which graynes of golde were taken in his pretence, who 
gaue the fame moſter vnto them, and ſente alſo his Em⸗ 
baſſadoꝛs tu Corte, offering his lande and perſon vnto 
him, with certayne mantels and Jewels ol golde. 

Cortex moze reiopted of the Gmbaffage, than of the 
gold and prefents, knowing thereby that ute ume hys 
enimies defired his friendchippe: but rute guma nd hys 
countell liked not the matter for althaugh Ceatelicamarl 
is no great Lom, pet his people are god ſouldyers, and 
his countrey full of wilderneſle, of Nockes and Poun⸗ 
taynes. The other that wente to Tutepec, which ſtandeth 


nere the lea coat, and twelue leagues ft acalinelteper, 


a returned 
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returned likewiſe with molter of golde of tivo Riners, 
and bought newes that the Countrey was fit to buplde 
vppon, with hope to reape muche golde, finding once an 
arte to get it out of the river. 
Cortex heating thele news, pꝛayed AHute guma to huild 

a houſe there in the name ok the Emperoure Charles, 
who incontinente ſente thither woꝛkemen and labou⸗ 
rers, vohyche within two monethes hadde built a greate 
houle, and other thꝛer little houſes round aboute it, with 

a ponde of water full of fiſhe, and fiue hundꝛed Duckes, 
and a thouſand fiue hundꝛed Turkie cockes and hennes, 
and muche houſholde fuffe, fo that the gikte was woꝛth 
twentie thouſand Caſtlins of golde. He gaue vnto hym 
‘allo twenty buchels of the grapne called ceneli, readye 
ſowen, and two thoufand ſtockes of trees called Cacauatl, 
whiche bꝛingeth forthe the frutte Cacao, that ſerueth fo2 
money and meate. Cortes hegan this huſbandꝛye, but pet 
made not an ende thereof, with the comming of Pamfilo 
de N aruai& and the vpꝛoze in Mexic/ whiche ſhoꝛtly fols 
lowed. He alſo beſoughte Mute uma to certifie him ił᷑ 
there were any ſure pozte o2 harboꝛ on the Sea coat, - 
where the Spaniſh nauie mought ride in fafetie:he aun⸗ 
ſwered that he knew of none, but that he woulde ſende to 
make enquirie thereof. And forthwith he commaunded 
all that coaſt to be painted in a cloath made of cotten 
woll, with all the riners, bapes, crekes and capes that 
were within his dominion. In allthe fame poꝛtrapture 
did not appeare anve porte, ſkale, oꝛ ſure roade, ſauyng a 

gulle that falleth out of the Mountapnes, which plate is 
now alled the harboꝛ OF Saint A artine, and Saint Antho- 
nie in the pꝛouince of Coazacoaleo. Che Spanyards thought 
the fame to be a ſtraight oꝛ pallage into the South fea, 
to pale vnko the azalaccos and ſpiterie, but they were de⸗ 
Leiiued although ther belerued the thing that theydelired. 5 
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Cortes fox this purpole fent tenne Spanpardes, all god 
marriners and Pplots, in companpe of the Indians that 
A utexuma ſent on that voyage at his obne coſt. 

Thep departed, and came to Chalohicoeca, Where firſte 
they came aland, the which place is now called 5. / ohn de 
Hlhua. 

They wente 7°. leagues along the coaſt, without fine 
ding any Niuer, although they mette with many bꝛotzes 
of ſhallowe water, not fytte foꝛ a roade for Shyppes. 

They aported at Coaxacoalco, the Loꝛde whereof was 
enimie to AMutexuma, hys name was Tuchintlec , who 
friendly recepued the Spanpardes, for he hadde intelli⸗ 
gence of them, at their lying at Potonchan. He gaue vnta 
them boates, to ſounde and ſerke the Kiuer, where they 
found fire kadome in deapth, and wente vppe that Kiuer 
twelue leagnes, wher they deſcryed many great townes, 
and it ſermed a fruitefull ſople. This Cie Tuchnitlec, 
ſente vnto Cortes with the Spanyards certapne gold, pꝛe⸗ 
cious ſtones, and cloth of cotten, with apparrell made of 
ſkynnes, and tygers, requeſting his friendſhip, and to ad⸗ 
mitte him tributarie to the Emperour, paping perely a 
textapne portion of his riches, with ſuche condition, that 
the Indians of Culhua ſhould not enter into his iuriſdiqiõ. 

Cortes muche reiopſed with theſe meflages, and was 
glad of the finding of the faire riuer, for the Parriners 
hadde enfoꝛmed him, that from the river ef Galas vnts 
Panuco, was no river to be found, but J beleeue they were 
detepued. Cortes returned backe agapne ſome of thoſe 
meſſengers, with a pꝛeſent of Spaniſh ware foꝛ Tuchnit⸗ 
dec, and to be better enfoꝛmed of all his meaning, with a 
ſpecial charge to knowe the cõmoditie of that porte and 
Countrev, who went, and in ſhoꝛte time returned wel fas 
fiffped of their demaund: where vpon Cortes ſente thyther 
luhnbleleſques de Leon or Captapne of a hundꝛed and fifty

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; Spanpardes, with tommiſlion to build a foot, 


pk he imprifonment of Cacama, King 
of Texcuco. 


He weake courage and ornate of Au. 
te duma, cauſed his ſubiectes not onelp to 
J murmure, but alſo to ſæke meanes of 
J rebellin elp ectally his nephew Cacama- 
4 xin, Loꝛde of Texcuce, Who was a toute 

— pong man and an honoꝛ able, and one p 
reteiued grease griefe of his Uncles impꝛiſonment: and 
fering that p matter ſeemed long, he befought his Uncle 
to pꝛocure his libertie, and to ſhew himſelle a Loꝛde, and 
not a ſlaue:but fering at length that he could not accepte 


and follow his councell, he began to ſtirre in the matter, 


thꝛeatning the death and deſtruction of the Spanpardes. 
Some ſaid, that Cacama did begin that matter, to reuenge 
the iniurie and dithonoꝛ done vnto his Uncle. Others 
ſaide, that his meaning was to make himſelke Ryng of 
Mexico. Others held opinion, that his pꝛetente was only 
to make an ende of ÿ Spanyards. But let it be foꝛ what⸗ 
ſoeuer purpoſe. Once he gathered a great army, which he 
coulde not want, although Mute uma was pꝛiſoner, eſpe⸗ 
ciallp againſt » Spanpards. He publiſhed that he would 
rederme his Uncle out of Captiuitie, and eile the 
Straungers, oꝛ elſe kill and eate them. 

This was a terrible newes for the Cheitkians, but pet 
for all thoſe bꝛagges Cortes diſmapde not, rather bee des 
termined foꝛthwith to prepare himſelfe foꝛ the warres, 
and to beſiege him in his olone boule and Towne, fas 
ning that v utexuma diſturbed him, ſaping that 7er uco 
was a place verp ſtrong, and ſcituated in water, and 
s Cacama was A man of bolde and Toute ours, 
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Eacama 
Was vvile. 


Bee he ConqueStof * 


and had at commaundemente the Jndians of Culhua, and 
was alſo Loꝛde of Culhwacan and orumpa, whiche were 
fortes of great ſkrength, thinking to bing the matter to 
a hetter palle another wap: fo that Corte & ruled himſelfe 
by the counſell of Mutexuma, ànd ſent vnto Cacama,prays 
ing him to haue in remembꝛance the friendchippe that 
badde bin betwirt them two from the time that be cams 
and hꝛoughte hym into exico, and that alwapes peace 
was better than warre, and elpecially foꝛ a noble man 
of vallals, fo2 the begynnyng of warres was plealant to 
hm that knewe not what warres meante: and in fo dos 
png, he ſhoulde do both plealure and ſeruice to the apng 
OF Spayne. i 

Cacama àunſwered, that he had no fricndthip with him 
that woulde take away bps honoꝛ and kingdome, and 
that the warres whych he pretended, was profitable foz 
his baflals, and in defence of their Countrey and Keli⸗ 
gion, pea and befoze he determined peace, he meante ta 
reuenge bps Uncles wꝛongs and his goddes. 

Alſo (quoth he) what haue Its doe wrth the Ryng of 
Spayne, Who is a man that I know not, no noꝛ pet would 
gladly heare ot hym. n ginnt ed 
_ Cortex turned agayne to admoniſhe and require hym 
diuers tymes to leaue off his determination, and wyl⸗ 
led ute uma to commaunde hym to accepte bps ol⸗ 
fer. 14 88 g ö f ; : men 
Mherevpon uutexuma lente onto hym, deliryng him 
to come vnto Mexico, to take ſome oꝛder in thoſe tone 
krouerlies and diſcozdes betwirte hym and the spas 
mardes. f 


Cacama dunſwered very ſharply vnto his Uncles ree 
quett; ſaying, if pou had bloud in pour epe, oꝛ the hearte 
of a Pzince, pou woulde not permit pour ſelfe to bee pꝛi⸗ 
dener, and captine of foure poze ſtraungers, a” 

: i 
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with their kapꝛe ſpeache and fatteryng talke haue be⸗ 
witched pou, and vlurped pour kingdome, no noꝛ pet, fats 
fer the Goddes of calhus tobe thꝛowen dobune and ſpoy⸗ 
led, pea and the Mexican religion and holp places, viola⸗ 
ted and troden with theeues fete and deceyuers:likewile 
the honour, gloꝛp, and fame of pour pꝛedeteſloꝛs blotted 
and abaſed, thꝛough pour fapnt ſtomacke and cowardize. 
Wut notwithſkanding, accoꝛdyng to pour requeſk, and to 
vepap2e our religid, to reſtoꝛe the Goddes to their Tem⸗ 
ples, to pꝛeſerue the kingdome, and to procure libertie foʒ 
you and the Cittie, J will obay pour commaundement: 
But how not with my handes in my boſome, but lyke a 
warrier, to kill thoſe Spaniardes who haue ſo affrented 
the nation of Calhua. Our men kode in great perill, as 
well of the lofing of azexico ag of their owne liues ik this 
warre and mutinie had not fone bene qualified :fo2 why⸗ 
Calama was valiant, Toute, and a god ſouldier, pea and 
well furniſhed of men of warre: alſo the Citizens of e- 
xico, were deſirous of the ſame, foꝛ to redeeme Mutexumæ 
their pꝛince, and to kill the . 0 ele to erpulte 
mem. out of the Cittie, © 
Wut pwꝛe uutecema remedied the mütter open 
57 koꝛeſeing, that warres would not p2 euaple, yea and bes 
leued, that at the ende all houlde fall vpon his backe. He 
dealt with certayne Captaynes & Gentlemen that dwelt 
in Texcuco with gacama, to apprehend hin, and bꝛyng him 
pꝛ yloner, töſidering that he Was their king and pet aliue. 
But whether it were, that thoſe Captapnes had ſerued 
Mutexuma in the warres, oꝛ whether it were fo2 giktes € 
kewardes, they apprehended: Catama being in countell’ a 
mong them, treatyng of his warres pretended, and em⸗ 
barked him in a boate armed fod the purpofe, and fo 
bought him fo rrexico without anp further Mander oz 
Arpte, and when he was comen to exit, they put him 
0 Sg. iij. on 
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ona riche leate, as the Rings of Texcuco were wonte ta 
ſitte vpon, beyng the greateſt Peince in all that lande next 
vnto Auteguma: and in this forte baught him before his 
vncle, who would not loke tpan him, but commaunded 
| lane him to be deliuered vnto Corres, who incontinent claps 
ss ged papꝛe of giues on his legges, and a papꝛe of manas 
cles on his handes, and put hym into fure Guarde and 
cuſtodie. 
After that Cacama was in this oder pꝛyſoner, with 
the conſent of utexuma Was elected Loꝛde and Paince 
ol Texcuco and Culhuacan,Cucuxca,cacame his ponger bꝛo⸗ 
ther, who was abidyng in Kexice with his vncle, and flea 
from his bꝛother: Mutexuma did entitle him with the 
teremonies aàccuſtomed vnto Princes newly eleded and 
choſen. So that forthwith he was obeped in Fexeuco bp 
Mutezuma his commaundement, foꝛ he was there better 
beloued than Cacama, who was ſomewhat of a croked na⸗ 
ture. In this ſozte was remedied all the former perill, 
but il there had bene many Cacamas, it would haue fallen 
out otherwile. 

Mere Certes made kings, and cõmaunded with a cn 
aucozitieas though he had obtayned already the whols 
Empire of Mexico: and certainely ſithens his firk entry 
ints that countrep,be had an allured hope to win Mexico, 
and to be Lozdeouce the whole tate, Of atuutex ma. 


The Oration that Mutezuma made ted 
vnto his Noble men,yeelding himfelfe to the 0 
King of Castile. ' 
V Fter the impꝛilonment of Cacama, Arute- 
Y Ruma pꝛot laymed a Parliament, vnto the 
: 2 which came all the Seniors Comarcans,and - 


bepng all together, he made the Dzation 
: ==> falloweng wt them. 
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My kinſmen kriendes and ſeruants, pe do well know 
that eigytene peares I haue bene pour kyng, as my fas 
‘thers and Granokathers were, and alwaies J haue bene 
vnto pou a louing Pꝛince, and pe vnto me god and obe⸗ 
dient lubiedes, and lo J hope pou will remapne all the 
dapes of my life. Pe ought to haue in remembꝛance, that 
ether pe haue heard of pour kathers, oz elfe our adeuines 
haue inſtruced pou, that we are not naturalles of this 4 nde 
countrep, noꝛ pet our kingdome is durable, bycauſe our belief. 
‘fozefathers came from a farre countrey, and theyꝛ king 
und captapne who bꝛought them hither, returned againe 
to his naturall countrep, ſaping that be woulde ſende 
ſuche as ſhoulde rule and gouerne vs, if bp chaunce her 
himſelke returned not. Beleeue ye alluredly, that the king 
whiche wer haue loked fo2 fo many peares, is he that 
hath nowe fente theſe Spaniardes, whiche vee here fe. 
Mho dothe certiſie, that wee are their Kinſmen, and that 
they haue had notice of vs à long tyme: lette vs theres 
fore gyue thankes vnto the Goddes, that nowe they are 
conten in dur dapes, beyng a thing that we fo muche des 
ſired. 
Per ſhall nove doe me fernice and pleature, that pee 
ptelde pour ſelues vnto this Captayne fo2 baffals of the 
Emperoure Ring ol Spapne our ſouerapgne, J mp 
fel€ haue already peelded me foꝛ his ſeruitour and friend, 
pꝛaping vou that from hence koꝛwardes pe obey him as 
pe haue obeped mer. And that pee peelde and pay vnto 
bim the tributes, cuſtomes and ſeruite that pe were wont 
to pay vnto me, and in ſo doyng, pe can doe me no grea⸗ 
ter pleaſure,. ys harte then woulde not ſuffer hym to poore Ma; 
ſpeake any moꝛe, with the ſobbes, ſighes, and teares, cum. 
that fell from hys eyes. All his ſubieges there pꝛeſente 
kel into a crie, werpyng and mournyng, that for a god 
pace ther had no power to ſpeake: they gaue ſherkes and 
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232 Thee (onqueft of 
ſighings, vtteryng with their mouthes many dolelull and 
ſoꝛrowkull (peaches, pea that it pitied our owne men at 
the hartes. But in conclufion, they anfwered that they 
would obey his commaundement. Then ute guma and 
the Wurgelles of Parliament in oder pelded themſelues 
foꝛ vallals of theking of Caclile, pꝛomiſing lopaltie.Chis 
ace was (et downe by the Potarie, and with witnelles 
auctozized. Then the Inaians departed home to their 
houſes with ſoꝛowfull hartes, God knoweth, as you map 
imagine. It was a ſtraunge thing to fee Atuteguma wirpe 
with fo many Noble men and Gentlemen, pea and with 
what griele they became ſubiects ta an vnknowẽ Pꝛince, 
but they coulde not otherwiſe doe, ſeyng that utexuma 
did commaunde the ſame. 3 | i. 
Allo they had a certaine Pꝛognoſtication and fozwar⸗ 
ning by their Pꝛieſtes of the comming from the eat pare 
e Pros ties a ſtraunge people, white of colourand bearded men, 
diese: who ſhauld winne and rule that countrey. Like wiſe there 
was a fecrete talke amg them, that in ute uma ſhould 
ende and finiſhe, not alone the lynage ol Culhua, but alſo 
the Empyꝛe and kingdome: therefore ſome were of opi⸗ 
nion not to name him ante xums whiche ſigniſieth, agrie / 
ued with miſfoztune. They fay allo that Matexuma him⸗ 
ſelk has many times antwere of the Oꝛacle of the Gods, 
that in him ſhoulde finiſhe the Aexican Emperours, and 
that no childe of his ſhoulde ſucteꝛde in his kyngdome, 
and that he ſhould loſe his ſeate in the eyght peare of his 
raigne: ¢ fo2 theſe caules he woulde neuer pꝛocure warre 
fo withſtande the Spaniardes, beleuyng that they ſyould 
be his ſucceſſours. Pet on the other five he thought his o⸗ 
pinion would take no place, foꝛ that he had raygned ſe⸗ 
uentene peares: But this ſhould ſeeme to come from the 
pꝛouidence of God, whiche giueth kingdomes and taketh 


them away. 
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Cortes gaue bnts Mutexume moſte hartie thankes on 
the behalke of the Emperour, and foꝛ himlelk, and comkoꝛ⸗ 
ted him, who was verp fad, pꝛompling alfo that alwapes 
he chould be kyng and Loꝛde, k commaunde as heretofore 
he had done, and better, yea and allo he ſhould be chiel ru⸗ 
ler of all the other landes and countreys, that he ſhoulde 
: ee and bꝛyng to the fernice al the Emperour. 


The Golde ancl 1 8 that Mute- 


zuma gaue vnto Cortes fer tribute. 


74 AIter certaine dayes that gute uma and 
bis counſell had peelden their obedience, 
Cortes ſapde vnto him, how that the Em⸗ 
verour was at great coſtes a charges in 
his warres, wherkoꝛe it ſhould be necel⸗ 
e lac that his ne we vallals ſhoulde begin 
to ſerue in ſome thing, and to pay their tribute, willyng 
him to ſende thꝛdughout his dominion fo ſe what coulde 
be gathered of Gold, and that be himſelle ſhould beginne 
kirlte to pap tribute to the example of others. Mute- 
uma anhwered that he was contented fo to doe, willyng 
that ſome of his men ſhoulde goe vnto the houſe of fouie 
fo2 the fame. There went many, and there ſawe golde in 
planches like bꝛickebattes, Jewels, and pesces wꝛought 
in a hall, and two chambers which were opened vnto the. 
The Spaniardes wödering at the fight, would not touch 
Any thing, without giuing firfke aduertilement to Cortes, 
who incontinent went thither, and cauſed it all to be car⸗ 
ried ta his lodgyng: beũdes this trealure ute guma gaue 
Onto him rich clothes of cotten and feathers marueloullp 
wouen in figures ¢ colours, it ſeæmed without cöpariſon, 
koꝛ the Spaniardes had neuer lerne the like :he gaue vnto 
him moe, twelue Hating, tronkes, wherewith, be himſelt 
Ph. was 
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waͤs wont to paletine:fome of them were papnted with 
birdes, beaſts, loures ¢trés very perfite, a woꝛke ſurely 
much to be commended:and ſome of them were engrauẽ 
verp curioully, with their mouldes and pellets of golde. 
He ſente alſo his ſeruants by two and two, and fine 
and flue, ech company with one Spaniarde, te the Loꝛds 
of other pꝛouinces, foureſcoꝛe, and a hundꝛed leagues fra 
Mexico, to gather in golde for the accuſtomed tributes, 
and newe ſeruice to the Emperour. Euery Lowe and 
Seignioꝛ papde the quantitie appointed æ tared bp srs 
texuma, in golde, plate, iewels, ſtones and pearles. 

The mellengers returned, although they had taried 
ſomewhat long on their tournep,of whom Corres recepued 
all that they brought, and caufed it to be molten, gut of 
the whiche was had in fine golde. 1600000. Caſtlins, of 
the value of ſeuen ſhillings and fire pence the pete, and 
rather moꝛe, and alſo fine hundꝛed markes ot plate, after 
fire Ducates the marke. 

This treaſure was deuided among the Souldiers, but 
not all: euery man was papde accoꝛdyng to his office. 
The hoꝛſemen had twiſe as muche as the fotemen. Alfo 
Cortes was papde out of the ſtocke the money pꝛomiſed 
him in y era Crux. . 

Where came to the kings parte.ʒꝛ ooo. Caſtlins anda 
hundꝛed markes of plate, the whiche was wꝛought there 
in platters, ſaucers, cuppes, emers and other pœces, accoz⸗ 


ding to the /ndian faſhion, to be ſent to the Emperour. Be⸗ 


fines this, the pꝛeſent that Corres layde aſide, and takt out 
of the ſtocke to fend to ß Emperour, was woꝛth. 0 024, 
Ducates, in pearles, precious ones, golde, and feathers, 
feathers and ſiluer and manp other tewels, as the gallant 
tronkes,tubiche belide their value were ſkraunge to bes, 
hold, wꝛought with the bꝛauerp afoꝛeſapde. This pꝛe⸗ 
ſent appoynted, was not lent, oz that and al the reit od 
. ; N a er⸗ 
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atterwarde loſte at the troubles in Mexico, ds hereafter

as fortes fepng himlelke riche and mightie, he oc⸗ 
i 1 5 cupied homlelke in thee things, the one was 
( is ſende vnto santo Domingo and other Jlands, 
eewes of bis proceedings and pꝛoſperitie and 
allo money to pꝛouide menne, hoꝛſes and armour, fo2 his 
owne company were to kewe fo) fo greate a countrep. 
The other was, to take fully and whollp the ſtate of Au- 
rezuma Having him pꝛiloner, and alfo at his commaunde⸗ 
menk Tlaxcallan, vatelicamath, and Tuchintlec, knowyng al⸗ 
ſo that the Jodsins f Panuco, Tecoantepec, AND 4 echuacan, 
were moꝛtall enimtes to the arexicans, who woulde apde 
and alliſt him hauing nede ok their helpe, his thirde pꝛe⸗ 
tence was, to procure all the Indians to be Chziſtened, the 
which purpote he take firlt in hand, as a thing moſtk nede⸗ 
full. On the other fide, Ar ute uma repented himſelke, ha⸗ 
uyng newes that amilo de Naruaiz was arriued, who 
tame as enimp to Cortes, pea and after all this he was 
at length dziuen out ol szexico. Thele notable things 


ſhalbe reherſed in their oꝛder. But now ute uma came, 
and deſired Corres to departe out of his countrey, aduifing 
bhym that otherwiſe bothe he and bis menne were in pe⸗ 

rill of killyng, ſaying alſo, that thece eſpeciall cauſes

and robbed them of their godes, gatheryng and heapintg 
vp their gold fo2 themſelues, à foꝛ their king, who as fe: 
med by their doings, was but a poze fellowe, and if he 
would not accept their offer and ſute, that then ot the 2 
owne auctoꝛitie they would take the thyng in hande, foz 
fo much as he reluſing to be theyꝛ king they woulde alla 
refule to be his vaſſals, giuyng warnyng and aduice that 
he ſhould loke foz no better rewarde at the Spantardes 
handes, than Qualpopsca AND Cacama bis Peueine had re⸗ 
ceiued, although they ſhoulde flatter him neuer fg muche. 
An other caule was that the Diuell had appeared vn⸗ 
to him, and willed him to kill thole Chꝛiſtians, oꝛ dꝛyue 
them out of the lande, thꝛeatnyng him that ik he did not 
fo, that then he woulde goe from him and neuer talke a⸗ 
ny moze with him, foꝛ (quoth he) with their goſpels, bap⸗ 
filme and deuotion, they doe muche diſpleaſe me. Ante. 
Ruma antwercd him, that there was no reafon fo kill the 
being bis kriendes and honeſt men, but he would entreate 
them to departe, (onto this) the Diuell antwered that her 
ſhould do ſo, and therein he would recepue great pleaſure, 
fox eyther be woulde goe his way and leaue him, oz elſe 
that Chziſtian fellowes chould departe, foꝛ they ſow here 
(quoth be) a Chꝛiſtian fapth 5 which is much againſt our 
Meligts, and can not dwell bath togither. Another cauſe 
was, that Auute dum was not well pleaſed with the im⸗ 
pꝛylonment of cacama, whõ once he loued excedyng wel: 
fo in fine, ſecretely hee repented him of all that was pat 
in the Spanvardes fauour, and chielly by the perſuaſton 
or the Diuell, who ſayde that he coulde not doe vnto him 
a moꝛe acceptable ſeruice, and of greater pleaſure to the 
Goddes, than to erpell the Spaniardes and aboliſhe the 
name of Chꝛiſtians, and info doyng, the feate of ings. 
fhould not finit in the linage of Cullua, but rather be en⸗ 
larged x his childꝛẽ ſhauld ratgne after him, withing him 


not to belckue in propbelies.sAthencethe eight peare was 


pat. and was nowe in the eyghtenth peare ar his raigne. 


Joꝛ theſe caules, oꝛ poſſible foz other whiche we knowe 
not off, arute⁊uma pꝛepared an army al a hundꝛed thou 
land men fo ſecretelp, that Corte knew not theresf,to the 


eteae, that if the Spanyardes woulde not departe, being 


ante moze required, that then he meant not to leaue one 
of them aliue. Mith this determination, he came foꝛthe 


one day into the yard oꝛ courte, and had long conference 
and conſultation with his Gentlemen aboute this mat⸗ 
ter. This done, he lente koꝛ Cortes, Who liked not this 
newes, faping to him ſelfe, J pray God this mefiage 
be to god purpoſe, and taking twelue of his men whych 


were readyeſt at hand, went to know wherefore her had 


ſente koꝛ him. Autexuma uroſe from the place where he 
late, and take Cortex by the hande, commaunding a ſtwle 
to be brought koꝛ bim, and fo fate them downe both togi⸗ 
ther, and beganne bis talke as followeth. Bir, J beſceche 
pdu to departe from this Citie and Countrep, fo2 my 
Gods are (ore offended with me, bycauſe A doe, and haue 
permitted vou here fo long: demaunde of me what pou 
pleaſe, and it thall be giuen you, bycauſe J loue you well: 
and thinke pou not, that J giue pou this warning in iet, 
but rather in god earneſt, thereloze it is onuenient, that 
pou depart It ſeemed range nite centex this talke. Allo 
he law by the countenance of xuute gui, that ſome thing 
was a woꝛking, and before the interpꝛeter ol xc utexuma 
had made an end of his talke, cartes willed one of his mẽ 
to coe forthwith, and to aduiſe all his kellowes, ſaping. 
r was in queſtid. Then our mẽ 
called to remembꝛante what was tolde them in / laxcals 
len, tonũdering that it was nedeful of courage and help 
from God to bꝛing them out of that daunger. Cathe au. 
eum hadendedbis tale, bane(quoth ce onderiod 
er | Phe. OME 
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pour meaning, and doe thanke pou for the ſame: alſo 4 
would know when it is pour pleaſure that we ſhould de⸗ 
part, and it (hal be done. Euen when it pieale pou(quoth 
Mutezuma) take the time that pou thinke mete, and a⸗ 
gainſte that time will J prepare a hundꝛed waighte of 


gold foꝛ pou, and fiftic pound waight to each of pour me, 


Cortes fayde, pou knowe, that when J came into thys 
Countrep, J commaunded all my Sbippes to be ſonke, 
ſo that nowe 3 haue neede of time conucniente to builde 
veſſels to carrie vs into oure Countrey: wherefore my 
requett is, that pou commaund ſome of pour Carpeters 
to be called, to cutte downe timber for the purpoſe, foꝛ J 
haue men that can make the vellels. And this done, wer 
will departe, fo that pou giue vs the golde whiche yon 
haue pꝛomiſed, and certifie pon the fame to youre Gods 
and vallals. Pei ed saw 

Mutezuma ret eyued great pleaſure at this aunſwere, 
and ſayd, pour requeſt ſhall be fulũlled: and incontinente 
he fent koꝛ many Carpenters. L kewiſe Cortes prepared 
certapne of his Marriners foz Shipwꝛightes. All the 
which woꝛkemen went onto great woddes of Pinetræs, 
and there cut downe the timber necellarye koꝛ the pure 
pole. Mutexuma being a ſimple man, gaue credite to all 
Cortex his talke: Cortes likewiſe aduertiſed his men ol his 
pꝛocedings, and fapd vnta them; Autexumsa would haue 
vs departe out of his Countrep, byc auſe his valſals and 
the Diuell bathe entifed him there vnto: wherefore it is 
nerdefull that we build hipping, and therefoze J pape 
you goe with theſe Indians, ànd procure to cut downe the 
belt timber lit foꝛ oure purpoſe, and in the meane ſeaſon 
God will pꝛouide fo vs; whoſe affapꝛes we haue nowe 
in hand, or remedie and ſuctour in ſuche fort that we lofe 
not this frutefull tountrey. It ts alſo neceſſarp, that whẽ 
zou come vnto the wodde, that yau make all the delay 
suey Mae pollible, 


Louk 
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polible, giving a chew that you are buſſe occupped, and 
with great defire to make an ende, that thole Indians may 
ſulpect nothing of dure pꝛetence. Departe in Gods name, 
and aduile me alwayes what doth palle in pour affaires, 
Ihe feare that our men ſtoode in to 
ee e 18 be facrififed. 
Ight dapes after their departure toward 
the woddes, arriued fiftecne ſaile of hips 
at the coaſt of chalchicoeca. The Indians of 
that coaſt aduiſed utexuma the rot, who 
— was not a little afraide with the newes, € 
b called cortes vnto him, who feared aſmuch 
ſome vpꝛoꝛe there, and when they ſhewed cortex ß ute 
Ruma was come forth into the parde, he fulpected that if 
Mutexuma pleaſed, they ſhoulde be all deſtroyed. Uhere⸗ 
fore he ſaid onto his men, maiſters and friends, Mutexu- 
ma hath ſent me, conſidering what palled this other day, 
hold it foꝛ no god token, nowe goe to knowe his wyll: 
whereloꝛe, whatſoeuer happen, be you alwapes vigilant 
and ready, commending pour ſelues to God. Remember 
allo whome pe are, and who are thele Inſidels, abboꝛred 
of God, and friends vnto the Diuel, without weapon, and 
experience in warre: it we chante to fight, the handes ol 
gach of vs thal ſhew by dede with ſwooꝛd, the valloꝛ and 
courage of our heartes:pea, and although we all die, vet 
hall we remaine with victoꝛv, foꝛ that we haue fulfilled 
the thing we toke in hand, and the ſeruite which we owe 
vnto God as faithfull Chꝛiſtias, with our duetie as true 
ſub iets ta our pꝛince.Chey all anſwered, ſaying, we wil 
do all our poſſibilitie while life laſteth, withoute feare of 
perill oꝛ daunger, foꝛ we leſſe eſteme deathe than honoz. 
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Mith this aunfivere corres wente to Autegume, wha 4 
ſayde vnto him, senior Captapne, pou tall vnderſtande 4 
. that : 
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that now vou haue Sbippes wherein pou map departe, 
thereloꝛe now at pour pleaſure make pou reasp. 

Cortez anfwered not knowing cf that Shippaig faving, 
Mightie Sir, when my Shippes are Huuthed J will de⸗ 
part, nap(quoth Mutexunia) I meane not thoſe Shpppes, 
for there are ariued eicuen other Shippes at the coaſt 
nere bite Z empoallan, and ſhoztiye J ſhall be certifyed, 
whether the people that are come in them, are come a 
ſhoꝛe, and then ſhall we know what people, and how maz 
ny they are in number. Wleſled is Jelu Chziſte (quoth 
Cortex) vnto whome J giue moſt hartie thankes koꝛ his 
great mercies ſhewed vnto me, and to the Gentlemen of 
my tompanp. One of Cortes his men went to ſhewe the 
glad tidings to their fellowes who then receyned double 
firenath, pꝛayſing God, and embꝛaced one another wyth 
great plealure and ioy. And Corres with Mutexuma bees 
ing in communication togither, came another poaſt, wha 
bꝛoughte newes of fourefcore Hoꝛſemen that were lan⸗ 
Ded, with eyght hundꝛed ftemen, and twelue paces of 

# ieee DOrdinance, and ſhewed painted in Jacloth the whole re⸗ 

regie lation both of men, hoꝛſes, ſhippes, and oꝛdinante. 

God. NMutexuma hearing the newes that this poaſt hadde 
bꝛougbte, aroſe from bis ſeate, and toke Corres in hys 
armes, ſaving, now do J move loue you, than J haue done 
heeretoloze, and will this day dyne with pou. Corres gaue 
him thankes for the one and the other, and in this ſoꝛte 
wente hande in hand to Cortes his Chamber, who willed 
his Spanvards not to make any extraoꝛdinary iov:oꝛ ale 
teration, but that they ſhoulde keepe all togither with bis 
gilant watche, and to giue hartie thankes vnto God foꝛ 
the comfortable newes ute cuma and Cortes dyned 
togither with greate content and plealure, the one thyn⸗ 
king to abide and to enioythe kings ate and Countrep, 


3 Bee thinking that then they woulde * the — 
ut 
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Wut noththſtanding all theſe pmaginatlons, a certaine 
Indian Captaine impoꝛtuned Mute uma lecretelp to kill 
all Cortes his menne, being but few in number, and then 
ſhould he be the readier to diſpatch the others that were 
newly tome, and not to permitte them to ioyne one with 
another: pea and againe, when the newe come menne 
ſhoulde knowe of the deathe ot their countreymen, they 
would not pꝛeſume to abide in the lande. 

With this counſell Autexuma called many his kriends 
and chiele eſtates to counſell, pꝛopounding the cafe and 
iudgement of the Captaine, whych beryng among them 
thꝛoughly hearde, there were many of fund2pe opinions, . 


but the concluſion was, to permitte the other Spanpards N 


to come, faving, the moze enimies, the moze gaine, and if 
we kill but thole whiche are here, then the others wyll 
returne to their ſhippes, and lo ſhall we not make the fos 
lemne facrifice of them to the Gods, accoꝛding to our dee 
fire, ute uma was occupped in this counſell with ſiue 
hundꝛed noblemen and Gentlemen daply, and accozdyng 

to determination, they tommaunded to cheriſh and ſerue 


Cortes and his company moze than oꝛdinarp, ſaping their 
iop was at an ende. 


HFovvy James Velaſques ſent Pam- 
file de Naruaiagaiufl Cortes. 


Ames Velafques beepng fore agréned,

— ſent hone € pꝛoſperitie of Cortes, Vhere⸗ 
toa be inuented greate cauſes and quarrels againtte 
| bim, faping and alleaging, that cortex hadde not giuen

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accompt of his pꝛocædings vnto him, beeyng Gouer⸗ 
noure of cuba, and Cortex his Deputie, but rather with⸗ 
out his conſent and knowledge, had lente to gone ta the 
Bing, aduiſe of his diſcouerp, as who would ſap, that was 
trealon, oz an euill fage: but chiefly his fury was, kna⸗ 
wing Holy Cortes had ſent an honorable pꝛeſent, with the 
Bings parte oꝛ poꝛtion of treafure vnto Sone, pea and 
whole relation of the bifcoucrp, with Franciſco de n onteis, 
And A leunſo Fernandez Portocarrere, the wWhiche pꝛocæ⸗ 
dings Lames Velaſques meant to diſturbe, foꝛ that he hadde 
Iapde in ambuſhe a coupell of caruels, to haue taken cor- 
ses hys pꝛeſente, ans mellengers, the whiche his pꝛetence 
and purpole fake no place, fo that with the pꝛoſperous 
newes of Cortes, his furte and madneſſe the moze encrea⸗ 
fed, ymagining Mil his deſtruction. 

And being otcupped in thelefonde pmaginations, it 
happened that bis Chaplin, one Benito Martine, Booughte 
letters from the Emperoure onto him, with title and let⸗ 
ters pattentes, of Generall and chiele Gauernaur-of all 
that then was diſcauered, inhabited, and conquered in 
che land and coaſt of Yucatan. With this newes, Velaſſues 
vegan to triumph, not only fo much fo2 the honoꝛ, as alto 
to dꝛiue cortex from Mexico. TUherevpon, he incontinent 
prepared this Flete o2 Mauie of eleuen Shyppes, and 
feauen Wergantines, with nine hundꝛed men, and foure⸗ 
ſcoꝛe Hoꝛſes, and appoynted one Pamfilo de Narnaex for 

Captayne Generall, and his Deputie in the regiment ol 
the Countrep:and fo2 his moze quicker diſpatch, ho him⸗ 
ſelfe wente with him thꝛoͤughout that Jlande, till they 
came to Guaniguanico, which is the Meſtermoſt harboz 
of the Jlande, and being there Naruaex readp to departe 
foꝛ Atexico, and Velaſques to returne to Cuba, came the li⸗ 
ſenciat Luca, Vafques de Aillen,achiefe Judge of Santo 
Pomingo,in name af the whale Chancery, ta requite Ve- 

i ; | lafques 
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laques bpon great penalties, that he ſhould not permitte 
prtuifer Famile de Narasex to pꝛocerde on that vopage 
agaynſt Corres, whiche woulde be cauſe of Purther, ct 

ul warres, and other miſchickes among the Spanpards, 
pea and that acexsco ould he in daͤunger af lofing, wyth 
all the reſt that was conguered, and in quiet to the Kings 
vie, ſaping vnto him moeouer, that ik there were anpe 
diſcoꝛde betivene them fo2 godes, 52 poyntes of hono2, 
that then it did appertepne to the Cmperoure to iudge, 
and determine the caufe, and not that he himſelke ſhould 
be iudge in his owne caule, vſing koꝛce againſt the other 
partie, pꝛaping them koꝛ the leruice of God and the 
King, that if they would goe to conquere, that then they 
ſhoulde leeke other Countreys, hauing lo god an armye 
and fete, and Countreys pnough to ſecke. This diligkce, 
requeſt and authoꝛitie of the Licenciate Aillon, to vela/- 
ques and Naruaex pꝛeuayled nat: he fepng their obſtina⸗ 
cie and little regarde to him being a chieke Judge, deters Mage. 
mines to goc with Narvaez in his Shippe to lette and di⸗ 
ſturbe the great hurte that might follow, thinking there 
in the newe spayne to perſwade Naruaeg, better than in 
the pꝛeſence of Velaſques, peaand alfo if nerde ſhould ber, 
to be a meane of quietneſle betwixt them. 
Pamſilo de Naruaex Coke ſhipping in G uaniguanico, and 
‘failed till he tame nere vnto Vera Crux With al his flete, 
and hauing intelligence that there were a hundꝛed and 
fiktie Spanyards of Cortes his band, he fente vnto them 
prick, With one John Ruiz de Gueuara, and Alonſo de Vera 
ara, to require them to receyue him for their Captapne 
and gouernoure. But the newe Citizens would giue no 
gare to their talke, but rather appꝛehended them, & lente 
them pꝛiſoners to Werico to Cortex, to àduertiſe hym of 
theirembatlage, wherevpi Nx aracex bnſhipped his mer, 
rn kartillerp,æ wẽt 1 the divedly to Zepoalla.

The ſubſtance of a letter that Correz 


Wrote vnto Naruaex. 


185 , Cfoze corres knetw the effet of the coming 
bs 0 yy of this new flerte, his head tas ſoꝛe trou⸗ 
i , bled, fo2, on the one fide he was glad of 
i the comming of bis owne nation, on the 
2 other fide he liked not fo great an armye. 
Likewiſe he ymagined, that ik they came to ſuccour bim, 
he helde the Countrey for conquered: alſo ik that they 
were come againſte him, he iudged the Countrey to bee 
loſt. e iudged alſo, that ik they were come from Spayne, 
that then they hadde brought to him the thing loked foꝛ, 


hut if they were come from Cuba, he feared ciuil warres. 


He alls thought, that from Syayne tould not come fo manp 
foltze in ſo ſhoꝛte ſpace. Finally, he dermed, that his olde 
enemie lames Velaſques was come perſonally, but when 
he knew the whole truth, then was he muche moꝛe pelts 
fiae, thinking that the thread of bis peofperitie was 
cut aſunder, vea and that they would be meane to ſkoppe 


155 gappes of the whole diſcouery, both of the ſecretes of 


the land, mines and trealure, as allo, in the knowledge of 
the friends oꝛ enimies of ate guma. It ſhoulde be alſo a 
let to inhabite the places which he had begunne, pea and 
allo to Chꝛiſten the Indians, whiche was the pꝛincipall 
thing that he pꝛetended, yea ¢ a let oꝛ ſtop of many other 
things begun in p ſeruite of Gade the pꝛince, fearing als 
fo by fiping from one inconuenience, to fall into many, 
and alſo if he ſhould permit Pamphilo de Narnaex to come 
unte scexice , it ſhoulde be a meane of bps regen 
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k like wile he ſhould encounter him, he feared fame rebel’ 
lion in the Citie, and the letting at libertie of ute uma, 
putting in perill his owne honour, like, and trauayle: and 
to auopbde all theſe daungers and inconueniences, he des 
termined remedy. Firſt, he diſpatched two men, the one 
tanto Zohn Velaſques de Leon, Who was gone to inhabite at 
Coaxacoaleo, willyng him at the fight of his letter to re⸗ 
paire vnto Mexico, giving him aduiſe of the comming of 
Naruaex and of the great nede that he ede in, of him 
bis company. The other melſenger he ſent to “ere Crux, to 
bꝛyng full relation of the arriuall of Naruaex, and what 
Was his pretence. 

The letter tent to sohn Velaſues, tame no foner to his 
hande, but forthwith be obeped and fulfilled the fame,cons 
trary to the expedation of Naruaex, fo2 be was his bꝛo⸗ 
ther in law, and kinſman vnto James Velaſques. Cortes ſeing 
bis conſkancie, had him euer atter that tyme in great eſti⸗ 
mation. 

From the era Crux came twentie of the townes men 
with certificat that N aruaex had publiſhed, and brought 
with them a pꝛieſt, with Alonſe Gueuars and John rusx de 
Fergara, who had comen to Vera Crux to amotine the 
tone, under colour that they had brought the commiſliẽ 
fcom the king. Cortes on the otherſide, fent vnto Narucer 
ſeignioꝛ Bartholome de olmedo, with other two Spaniards, 
to offer vnts him his friendſhip, e otherwile to require € 
commaunde him on the bebalfe of the kyng e of his owne, 
as chiefe iuſtice of the land, and in the name of the rulers 
and Aldermen of the towne of vera Crux, who were then 
in Mexico, that he ſhoulde enter peaceably, without mas 
king any alteration vntill his auctozitie and commiſſion 
Were ſeene and allowed, and to make no flaunder o2 vp⸗ 
bore to the hinderte of the king his maiſters pꝛocedings. 
Wuk al this diligence and letters of corte and the other 

Shon | Ji. ill. rulers 
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rulers prevailed not, he (cing this, ſet at libertie the prick 
that was brought pꝛiloner, and ſente him vnto Narvaez, 
with certaine riche collers of gold, and other iewels with 
à letter, wherein he Mote, that he was moe gladder of 
his comming in that fete than any other, fo2 the friends 
hip and olde acquaintaunce that had bene betwixt them, 
deũring him that they mought talke and cökerre togither, 
alone, toꝛ to take oꝛder to pꝛohibite wars, ſedition, bloud⸗ 
ſhedde and diſquietneſſe among them, beyng of one natiõ 
and bꝛethꝛen, requeſtyng him to ſhewhis comiffion front 
the king vnto him, oꝛ Onto the counſell of Vera Crux, and 
he would willingly obey it as reaſon did require: and if he 
had not bꝛought any ſuch tommiſlion, pet he would make 
fome honeſt agrement with him. Pamſilo de Naruaex leing 
himleile ſtrong and mightie, did little regarde Corres his 
letters, offers, noꝛ requeſtes, and chielly bycauſe lames 
Veleſues was ſoꝛe diſpleaſed with Cortes. 


The talke of Naruaez to the loans 


and his anfsere to Cortes. 


Amphilo de Naruae& declared tothe indits 
| that they were deceyued with their opinia 
. 4 in Cortes, foꝛ that he alone was Captapne 
gener all and chiefe Loꝛde, and that Cortes 
was but a naughty man, and fo were all 
they ok his company which are now in Me vic, who were 
all but his bopes, and that his pꝛeſent commyng was te 
cut of Cortes his head, and to chaſten the others, likewyle 
he meant to dꝛyue them all out of the countrep, æ then to 
depart himlelke, and to leaue them in full libertie. 

The Indians gaue credite to his talke ſeyng fo mang 
bearded men and hoꝛſes, and therevpon began to attend 
and ſerue him, leauyngt W olde kriendes in Vera Crux.

Allo Narvaez began to flatter uteguma, and ſente him 
woꝛde that Cortes aboade in that countrep againſk the will 
ef his Paince, & that he was a couctous rebell, whe rok⸗ 
bedhis countrey, and that he pretended to kill ute xuma, 
and to make himſelf king. Alſo that his comming was to 
fet him at livertie, and to reſtoꝛe vnto him all that thole 
wicked kellowes had taken from him. And bicaule that o⸗ 
thers ſhould take example of their fades, he would coms 
maunde them all to be llaine, willing him to take no care, 
for in ſhoꝛt {pace they would fe ech other. And that when 
he had fet him at libertie with reſtitution of his godes, he 
would incontinent departe his countrey. Theſe treaties 
Were lo foule ¢ abhominable, with the iniurious woꝛdes 
which Pamſilo de Naruacz ſpàke openly againſt Corres and 
his men, pea thep femed odious bute all his owne hoſte € 
army, and ſome of his ston mẽ checked him fo2 the lame, 
eſpecially Barnardine de Santa Clara, Who ſeyng the coun⸗ 
trey fo peaceable and fo well pleated with Cortes, he could 
Mot let but repꝛehende Narusex in his woꝛdes. Alfa the lis 


centiat ill required him diuers times to ceale fri his 
flanderous talke, vpon pame of death ¢ lolſe of his godes⸗, 


& alſo not to procéede towarde Mexico, foꝛ the great hurte 
that might enſue, with lander among the Indians, diſquiet⸗ 
neſſe among the Spantardes, and offence to the Empe⸗ 
rour his Paieſtie. Pamfilo de Naruaex being moued with 
his talke layde hand vpon Allen, being a chiefe iudge fox 
the King, and appꝛehended allo his Secretarp € an other 
officer, and forthwith ſhipped them, and ſente the to Lames 
Velaſſues gouernour of Cuba.

miſhe the credite of Y elaſques, & exalt the trauels of Cortes. 
After that Naruac ⁊ had ſhipped awap A illin, he pꝛoclap⸗ 
med warre with fire and woꝛde agaynſt corres, and p3o* 
miſed tertayne markes of Golde to him that ſhoulde aps 
pꝛehende 02 kill him, 02 Pedro de Aluarado, and G enſalo de 
Sandoual, With other pꝛincipall perſons of his company. 
Alſo he made diuiſion of his godes among bis mẽ befoꝛe 


reckenyng. they carne to polleſſe it. Surely theſe thꝛee poyntes were 


ok a man without wiledome oꝛ dilcretion. 

Manp of Naruae bis company did amotiue them⸗ 
felues, thzough the commanndement of the Kicenciat 
Aillon, and through the kame and liberalitie of Cortes, 
WMherevpon incontinent one Pedro de Villalobos & Poꝛtin⸗ 
gal, and fire oꝛ ſeuen moꝛe fledde vnto Corres, pea and a⸗ 
thers wꝛote vnto him, offeryng themſelues to his fernice, 
if by chauce they ſhould encounter. 


n goed ca. Cortes recepued the letters, but kept in ſilence krom his 
ptayne and company the firmes of thoſe whiche had inzitten to hym.

Some doe thinke that Cortes had ſuboꝛned them with let⸗ 
ters, fapʒe pꝛomiſes, vea and a hoꝛſe loade of chapnes and 
planches of golde, which he ſente ſecretely to Naruae bis 
campe with a ſeruaunt of his, publiſhing likewiſe, that he 
had an armp of two hundꝛeth Spaniardes in Z empeallan, 
where he had none at all: theſe palicies mought well be, 
for he was prudent, carefull and quicke in his bufineffe, 
and Pamfile de Naruae was flouthfall and careleſſe. 
Naruae & made anſwere to Cortes his letter by ſeignioʒ 
Zartholome de olmedo, the ſubſtaunce of bis meſſage was, 
that forthwith be ſhoulde repayꝛe to the place where he 
was abiding, and there he ſhould {ee the Emperours cone 
miſion t oꝛder, wherein was aucozitic giuen te * to

S@ ortes percepuing the final frupte that his 
Wietters(pꝛelentes) and mellengers, obtay⸗

ned to goe vnto him, and accoꝛding to the olde Pꝛouerbe, 
Face to face doth get reſpea, and like wiſe ik it were polli⸗ 
ble, to agree bpon ſome god oꝛder and quietnelle: where⸗ 
vpon he lent Rodrigo Aluarex his furuepo2, with Iohn Ve- 
laſques, and Ieh del Rio, to treate with Naruaex of many 
matters, whereof three things were the pꝛincipaleſt.

The impriſonment of Pamfilo 
pom de Naruaex. 

orten was fo wel beloued among hys compas 

nie, that they offered willinglp to goe with 


vim by reaſon whereof he choſe. 50. men fitte 
fo his tourney, ¢lefte other. ꝛ00. in guarde of 
Mute- 
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Mutezuma and the Citie, with pedro de Aluarado far 
their Captapne. He lefte alſo with them the artillerie 
and foure Foyſkes readye made, to haue the lake in ſub⸗ 
fection , belceching them onelp to haue ſpeciall regard 
that v ute uma led not kr om them to Nardaez,and not to 
permitte him to goe out of their fort 02 ſtrong houſe. 
Mith thoſe kewe Spanpards Corres toke his iourney 
with no moꝛe but oyght oꝛ nine Hoꝛſemen, and certapne 
Indlians for his leruite, and carriage. l 
Palling thꝛough Cholola and Zlaxcallan, he was hono⸗ 
rably recepued and lodged, and aboute fikterne leagues 
From Zempoallan Where Naruse was abiding, he mette 
with two Prices, and his old efpectal friend Andres de 
Duero, whs had lente him money fo2 the ſetting loꝛthe of 
that voyage. Dhele thre perſons came to require him to 
obey the Generall lately come as Wieutenant to the Go⸗ 
uernour Velaſſues, and to deliuer onto him the Countrep, 
with all the fortes oz Caſtels therein, aduiſing him, that 
(fhe would not accomplifh the fame, that then he woulde 
pꝛocerde againſte hint, euen as an enemie and Rebell, to 
the execution of death. L ikewiſe, ik he would fulfill the re⸗ 
queſt made vnto him, that then he ſhoulde haue libertie, 
and conueniente ſhipping to depart, both foꝛ him, and as 
many as would goe with him. Corres àunſwered, that her 
would rather ſuffer deathe, than to leaue the Countrey 
whiche he had conquered and patikyed with his handes 
and induſtrie, without anpe commaundemente from the 
Emperoure:and (quoth he) if againſte all equitte and tu- 
flice, he will contend with me in Warre, J will dekend me 
as well as J may, and if J haue the viczvlas J truſt in 
Gad and the righte that J haue on my ſide, ) J Hall not 
ſtand in neede of ſhipping and if A be faine, muche leffe: 
Therekoꝛe J doe require him to thew vnto me his cont, 
million and authoꝛitie had krom the Cmperour, fo3 at 
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J doc both fee and reade the fame, J will accepte no a⸗ 
gremente: and it (quoth he) that he refule the ſame, that 
then J dare warne, admonich, and require him to returne 
to Cuba, the place kram whence he came, and ik he wil not 
obey my pꝛecept, J will then appꝛehende hun, and lende 
hun pꝛiloner in prongs to the Emperoure: and with thys 
aunſwere diſpatched the thꝛeꝛ mellengers, fending alſo a 
notarie of his owne, to commaund him to take his ſhip⸗ 
ping, and to departe without making any altercation in 
the Countrep, oꝛ p enſuing of further murders and ttrife, 
and ik not, that vppon Mhitſondap, whiche was within 
thre dapes following, he meante to be with him at ſup⸗ 
per.

And the fame offer made Cortes 
aga inſt Pamfilo, who made a rounde of his fwtemen, and 
ſtirmiſhed with his Woz fermen, choting ofthis artillerie, 
to put in feare the poze Indians. 
Maruaex ſigniłped againe vnto Mutexume with the 
mefengers who carried all the triumph and muftey 
pointed, all his former dealings, but hearing that corres 
was nere at hande, he ſente out bys lyght Bozſemen! to 
dyſcrie his Campe.

Naruae& being about to put on his pꝛiuie coate, came 
one bute him, ſaping: Dir, Cortes is nerre pour lodgyng, 
let him come in (qusth be) koꝛ he commeth to talke with 
me. Narnacz had his men in koure Towers of his lod⸗ 
ging, and he himſelke was in the one, with a hundꝛed 
Spanpardes, and at his dove thirtene pieces of Oꝛdi⸗ 
nance ready charged. Cortes commanded his chiele She⸗ 
wiffe Gofale de Sadnal, with foꝛtie oꝛ fiftie of his fellowes, 
to goe vp into Naruaex his Chamber, and he himſelke

heepe that none might enter thereat, vntil he had finiſhed 


his buſinelle. The reſidue ol his men beſieged the other 
Towers, ſo that they might not ſuccoure one another. 

NWaruaex hearing the nopſe, woulde nerdes fighte, al⸗ 
though he was required to flap his handes, and com⸗ 
ming out at his Chamber doꝛe, they ſtrake out one of his 
eyes with a pike, and then they layde hande vpon hym, 
dꝛaͤgging and dꝛawyng him downe the Tapees by the 
herles, and when he ſawe hymſelle bꝛoughte before cor- 
tes, he fapde, oh Senior Cortes, thanke pour great foꝛtune, 
in hauyng my perlon pꝛiloner: who aunſwered hym a 
gage, oh varuaex, the hauing of thy body pꝛiſoner, is the 
leaſt thing that J haue done, {thence I came into thys 
lande. Corres commaunded koꝛthwith to lay him in prs, 
And ts karrie him to the riche towne of era Crx, Where

pis combat endured but ac white tor wühin ene ore 
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Pamfilo de Narvaez and the chiekeſt of his companp were 
taken pꝛiſoners, and their weapos e armour taken from 
all the ve. There were llapne of Narvaez his men ſixe⸗ 
terne, and ol Cortes his fide were killed only two perſons 


with a pæce of Oꝛdinance. They had no leyſure to giue 


fire to their Oꝛdinance, with the great diligence and haſt 
of Cortes, ſauing vnto one perce that killed the two men. 
The tutche holes were ſtopped with ware, thꝛough the 
great raine that had fallen. By this meane thole that 
were ouercome, did take occafion to pmagine that Cortes 
had ſuboꝛned the maiſter gunner, and others. 

Cortes vſed great fobzictte and diſcretion, fo2 he would 
not permitte anpe of the pꝛiſoners to be reuiled oꝛ miſu⸗ 
{ed with any iniurious woꝛdes, no noꝛ pet Naruaex, who 
hadde ſpoken fo much euill of him, although many of bys 
men defired reuengement. Pedro de MHaluenda ſeruaunt to 
James Velaſques, wha was chiefe Ste warde to Naruae 
fledde to the Shippes with all the ſtuffe that he coulde 
gette, without any leite of Cortes. Here map pou fe what 
difference and aduantage is betwirt man and man, what 
did eache of theſe Captiues fap, thinke, and doe, ſeldome 
time dothe happen that ſo ewe of one nation dothe ouer⸗ 
come ſo many of the ſame nation, eſpecially the greater 
number beryng kreſh, luſt ie, and in a rong holde.

But the chiekeſt and mot pꝛincipall caule was, that 
alter the departure of corres tawarde Naruaeæ, happened 
à ſolemne holidap, whiche the le xicans were wont to ce⸗ 
lebꝛate, and dellring to obſerue the lame, as they were 
wont fe do, they came and belgughte Captayne A luarad- 
fo graunt them licence, & not to ymagine that they were 
ſopned togither tokill the Spanpardes. Alnarado gaus 
them licence, with ſuch conditions, that in their Sacrifice 
ſhoulde no mans bloude be {pilte, noꝛ pet to weare anpe 
Weapon. 

At this featk, fire hundꝛed Gentlemen and pꝛincipall 
perſans lopned togither in the greate temple: ſome dos 
ſaye, that they were moze than a thoufande perſons of 
greate eſtate, but that nighte they made a maruellous 
great nopſe, with coꝛuets. ſhels, clonen bones, where with 
they made a ſtraunge muſicke: they celebated the fealt, 

: their naked bodyes couered with tele, made and wꝛought 
with precious ſtones, collers, girdels, bꝛacelettes; and 
manp other iewels of golde, ſiluer, and aliofar, with gal⸗ 
lant tuffes of feathers on their heads. They daunc ede 
daunce called Ag (axedalixelAwbich is to ſap, deſerte wyth 
payne, and. fo they call AuggugliA huſbandman: ThE 
daunce is like Neroulexedsobtch isanotherdaunce The 
manner is, that they lay mattes in the Temple parse, 
and with the ſounde of their Dꝛummes, called A tahall, 
they daunce a round, hande in bande. ſome ſinging, and o- 
thers-antwere, which langs wers in p honan and pale 
o the Gio 92 Sainge, whaſe le att it is, hoping fos thys 
ſeruice to haue rayne: coꝛne, healthe , bine ni ued c chi 
“i o ,anpe other aig yen weer n een 
e e% a f iF, 5 „Arien ! ore 
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» Whele indian Gentlemen being occupied in their daun⸗ 

fiug and ceremonies, it foztuned that Fear de A laarado 

went to the Wemple of Vuxilopuchtli to beholde they do⸗ 

ings, and whether his goyng was ok his owne accoꝛde, o: 

bp the conſent of his cõpany J am not cerkaine, although 

ſome fave that he was aduiſed hawe the mutinie was 

there conſpired, as alter did follow: others holde opinion, 

that their onely goyng to the Temple was to beholde the 
maruaplaus and ſtraunge Daunte. And then leyng them 

fo richelp attpzed, they coucted their Golde and Jewels A cove’ 


tous defire 


whiche they were, and beſteged the Temple with tenne and a vile. 
Spaniardes at each doꝛe, x the Captayne entred in, with 
filtie men, and without any Chꝛiſtian refpect ſiewe and 
murdered them al, and take from them al! their treafure, 
Although this face ſermed odious onto Cortes yet he dilli⸗ 
muled the mater, foꝛ feare leaſt he ſhoulde hurte bis owne 
pꝛocedings, as time did then require knowyng not, what 
nerde he migbt haue ol them, but e to Augpde con

ik euer they meant to ſe him aliue, to fay and ceale from 
their enterpꝛycde. | 
At the fight of scurexuma they were all amazed, and 
incontinent ceaſed the combat and allault. hep lapde al⸗ 
fo that with the newes of the viaoꝛy bad agaynſt ramp. 
Is de Narnacx, Mutexuma reſjupzed his men to leaue oft 
froin theyꝛ pꝛetence: not withſtandyng, the Indian calling 
to remembꝛaunce, that Corres was coming with a grea⸗ 
ter company, at hole returne tbey ſhould haue the moꝛe 
tu doe, began afreſhe to allaulte the houſe, where vppon 
fone doe thinke, that it was agapni the will of 7 
texuma. But it followed, that one day the Spantardes 
ſcanding in greate perill, charged their greateſt perce of 
oꝛdinaunce, and gyuing üre, the peece diſcharged not: the 
Indians ſeyug the fame, beganne a freſge with a maruey⸗ 
ious terrible noyſe, biting ſtaues, Bowes, lances, x ſtones 
that came as thicke as Hayle, ſaying, nowe will wer res 
derme our Ring, ſette our houſes at libertie, and reuenge 
our iniuries. But in the middeſt of theyꝛ fury the pece 
wente of, without any moꝛe pꝛymyng oz touche, with a 
greate and fearefull thunderpng, tbe perde beyng great 
and ful ok hayle ſhotte, with tbe mayne pellotte, made a 
ſtraunge fpople among them, and with leare they rety⸗ 
red. But yet they beganne to fay, well, well, choztely 
hall pour fleche be boyled, although we meane 1 
to cate it foꝛ truelp it is very carrapne and god ko no⸗ 
thing. But pet we will beſtowe the fame vpon the Gaa 
gles, L ions, Tigres and Snakes, Who Hal be the graues

But our men although they were ina maruelous feare, 
pet they repꝛehended their kolly as touchyng acute xuma, 
ſaying that Autre gums was no God, but a moztall ma as 
they were, and no better, and that their Gods were vayne 
idols, and their religion moſt falle and abhominable, and 
bat op out Ed was hole 3 ute, true, and infinite.

would haue entreated foꝛ him. Corres pated not koꝛ that 
talke, laying that they were infidels, diueliſh and wicked 
people, with whome luche complementes ſhoulde not ber 
vled. f diag ind? 
But he commaunded a certame principal Gentleman 
ol Mexico, wha Lobe there pꝛeſente, that ont of hande he 
ſhould commaunde the market to be furniſhed as in time 
pall, This Indian vnderſlãding that corres had ſpoken euil 
of them, made as though he went to fulfill his tomman⸗ 
dement: but he wente to proclapme libertie, publiſhyng 
the heynous and inturious woꝛdes whiche he had harde, 
lo that in ſhozte (pace the matter beganne to ware hoate, 
fo2 ſame went and brake downe the bꝛidges, others went 
ts call all the Citizens, tobe ioyned themlelues togither, 
and beſieged the Spaniardes houſe, with luche ſtraunge 
noyle that one coulde not heare another: the ſtones flewe 
ipke haple, Dartes and arrowes filled the Spanyardes 
varde, which troubled them much. Cortes ſeing this bꝛoyle, 
he with certaine ol his men went out at one doꝛe, and an 
other Captayne at another mith eache of them two hun⸗ 
dꝛed men. They fought with the /ndians, who ſlewe fours 
Spaniardes, and wounded many moe, and of them wers 
flapne verp ewe with their ſuccoꝛ and defence at hande. 
It our men fought with them in the ſtreates, then would 
they ſtoppe their pallage at the bꝛidges: ik they allaulted 
their houles, then they were beaten with ſtanes from the 
toppe of their houſes whiche were flatte refed, and at 
thelr retire they perlecuted them terribllg. 
„Thep ſette fire bpou the Spaniardes houſe in ſundzx 
places, but chiefly inone plate they caulde not aplake the 
fire a great lohple, untill they thꝛewe done certayne 
chambers and walles, whereas they had entered at plea⸗ 
ſure, had it nat bene fo the Artillerie, Croſlebowes and 
handgunnes, whiche were there in defence of W ö 
1 This 
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This combat endured all that day vntill night, yea and in 
the night allo they had their handes full:our men had litle 
lealure to ſlæpe, but rathe: ſpente the night in mending 
the walles and dozes, and curing the wounded men who 
were moze than kaure (core, ¢ like wiſe to ſet their men in 
oꝛder Kreadinelle kor the fight of the next dap following. 
It was no ſoner bap, but the Indians beganne theyz 
allault a frech, with moze courage and furic than the day 
befoze,fo that our men were kayne to truſt to their artile 
lerp, the Whiche the Iadians feared not a Whitte: fo2 if a 
ſhotte carried ten, fiftene oz twentie Jaden at à clappe, 
they would clofe.againe as though one man had not bene 
ae Contes an out with other two hundꝛeth 855

number, that io burte appeared, ven aud our n men were fo 

kewe in compariſon ok them, that although they fought 

al the dap, vet had they much a doe to defend themſelues, 

how much moe to offende. That dap neuer a Spaniarde 

Was flapne outright, but thee. ſgoze ol them were woun⸗ 

ben and hurte, wherby, they had inough ta da ta cure them 

fo2 that night, and ta procure remedy and defence againtt 
the hurtes whishe they recepued from the houſe tapes. a 
They invented Engines of timber made vpon wherles, x N 
and koure ſquare, cauered ang the, toppe, and with Arte to 5 
packe through the Greates: there were placed an eache ol 
them twentie men with pikes Baraahnty,Crotebgives 

and ene double Wale. Behinde the Engines wente men 

with chouels and Mattarkes, to tagte done houſes, 
Snfiohes.aun cae and 5e the sonatas 7 
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Ihe death of Mutezuma. 


WV 48 V7 occupied in the woꝛke, but onely to defende 
7 LN EN their lodgyng. Che enimies thinkyng that 
= they were all fore hurte and wounded, bes 
ganne their warres agapne, reuilyng them with many 
iniurious woꝛdes, thzeatnyng them, that ik they woulde 
not deliuer Arurezuma, that they woulde giue them the 
moſte truelleſt death that cuer man fuffereo, and came 
with great force to haue entred the houſe. 

Cortes deſired Muteʒ uma to goe vp into the ſotie, which 
is the toppe of the flatte rouke of the houle, and to com⸗ 
maunde his ſubiects to ceafle from their heate and furic. 
At Cortes his requett he wente vp, and leaned auer the 
wall to tale wih them, who beginnyng to Cpeate 
vnto them, they thꝛew fo many ſtones out of the ſkreate, 
hotles and windowes, that one bappened to hitte ute 
Sam on the temples of his head, with whiche blowe he 
fell downe to the ground: this twas his ende, euen at the 
bandes ot his own fabiertes and vallalles agayntt theyz

dukte his head, wherby they knew him not, nor pet would 


pelckue that he was there, kor all thet gnes and tokens 
whſche werk made öntd chem. Corres Fosthbith pubniſhed 
the hürke and däunger ok Lite! or arne xv konie hüte 
kredite kü his tale, and btherſome wonlde not, but rather 
fought verb Koutig ae ave dayes ure d Vea pte e 
in extrem papne; aid at che ende depnkked gls lie“ 
And bicauſe it ſhoulde appeare that his death was ok 
the ſtripe that they had giuen, and not by any hurte re⸗ 
tepucd at their hands; he canted two gentlemẽ ol eric, 
who were pꝛyſoners, ta carry him out vpan their ss 
woe 
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Who certified the Citizens of the certentie ok his death, 
that at that pꝛelente time Were giupng batterp to the 
boule · But pet koꝛ all this they woulde not leaue of the 
combat, noꝛ pet the warres, as ſome ok dur men thought 
they woulde, but rather proceeded on their purpoſe, with 
greater courage and defire ok reuenge. And when they re⸗ 
tpꝛed, they made a pitpfuil lamentation, with preparation 
to bury their king in Chapuleepec. On this forte died Au- 


tec umd, who was holden for a God among the Indians, 


Some fap that hee defired to be Baptiſed at the Shꝛoue⸗ 
tide before his death, and they prolonged the matter, thin⸗ 
king at Gaffer kollowyng te haue chziltened him with 
hondur and triumph. But as it happened, it had bene bet⸗ 
ter to haue done it at that time according to his requell. 
But with the comming of Pamfilo de Naruaex the thyng 
was alfo delaped, and after be was wounded it was 
like wyſe kozgotten, with the treubies that they were in. 
It was credibly enkozmed, that Mute uma was neuer 
konſentyng to the death of any Spantarde mas pet in con⸗ 
ſpiratie sgapnſt corte but rather loued him entierly: pet 
foie are of an other opinion, and bothe giue god reaſons 
to appꝛoue their arguments, but the truth could not wel 
be knowen, loꝛ at that tyme dur men bnveritade not the 
language, and agapne ute ums after his death, lefte 
none to open that lecrete 5 
The Indians affirme that he was of the greateſt bloud 
bk all his linage, and the greateſt kyng in effate, that e⸗ 
uer was in f erite. It is allo ta be noted, that when the 
kingdomes do molt forth, then are they nieſt ton chage, 
dy elſe to change their Wozde, as doth appeare in this hi⸗ 
“flow of ute duma. Dur men loſt more by p death of 270- 
tegums than the natural Indians, it we cöſtder the murder 
and deſkruqion that incontinent did follow. ute gumæ

The combat betyveene the Spa- 
niardes and the Indians. 


Nee LA Iter the death of Muteguma, Cortes fente 
: A) onto bis Peuewes, and to the other no⸗ 
ea) blemen who maintepned the warres, de⸗ 
V auryng thẽ to come and ſpeake with him, 
and they came, vnto whome Cortes ſpake 
Sd from the wall where ate ums was 
a fairy: that it were merte that they ſhould ceaſſe 
froin warre, and to chofe another king, and alſo to burie 
the dead, and that he woulde come to his burtall as his 
kriende: like wile be fignified onto them that for the loue 
he bare vnto ute uma who had intreated foꝛ them, he 
had ſtaped from the finall ſpople of the cittie, ¢ coꝛrection 
of them fo2 their rebellion and obſtinacie Wut now that 
he had not vnto whome to haue relpec, be woulde vothe 
burne their houſes, and chaſten them, ik that they lubmit⸗ 
ted not themſelues to his friendſhis . 

They anfvered, that they woulde nepther leaue the 
warres oz yet eſterme his friẽdſhip, vntill they ſaw thee 
‘ He in their libertie, and their wꝛongs {wholly reuen⸗ 
ged. pea and that without his counfell they coulde ? 
be Bing vnto whom ok right ö bingdome did . 
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And fithens the Gods hath taken our welbeloued s2ure- 
uma, we will gine bis body a Sepulehze, as vnto ſuch a 
Ving doth appertepne:pea and ik be would goe and beare 
his friend Ante uma company to the Gods, that then he 
ſhould come forth, and they would quickly diſpatch him: 
and as fo the relidue, they would haue rather warre tha 
peace, pea and that they were not menne that did perlde 
with woꝛdes. Allo ſcring their Bing was dead, fo2 whoſe 
reſpede they ceaſled to burne their houſes, roſt their bo⸗ 
dyes, and eate their lleſhe, but nowe(quoth they ik pe de⸗ 
part not, we will not sally long time with pou. 
Cortex finding them Toute and ſtubboꝛne, lied not the 
bpargaine. Againe, he knewe well that their meaning 
was, that if they hadde Departed krom the Citie, to haue 
ſpopled and murthered them by the way. And ſering that 
their liues, rule and gouernement committed in ſtrength of 
hand and gad courage, he tame forth in a moꝛning with 
the the engines, foure peeces ol Oꝛdinance, and fue bis 
pred Spanpards, and thre thouſand 7 la xcaltecas, to fighte 
with the enimies, and to burne and ſpoyle their houſes. 
Thep bꝛoughte the engines neere brite certaine greate 
houles whiche de nere vnto a bridge, caſting theyꝛ 
ſcaling ladders on the walles, and fo gate vp to the toppe 
where manpe people were, and there combated awhile, 
but choꝛtly turned to their koꝛte againe, without doing a⸗ 
ny greate hurte, with one Spanparde llayne, and manpe 
wounded, and allo the engines bꝛoken and ſpoyled, pea 
: 195 multitude of Indians Were fo thicke, and flewe vppon 
the Oꝛdinante in ſuche loꝛte, that they had no leylure to 
diſtharge them. The ones came alfo fo thieke from the

houle toppes, that the engines were ſone at an ende And 
the Citizens hauing houſed them againe in the forte and 
lodging, began to amende the hurt done in their boules, 
“and to recouer the Krertes that were loft: alſo b great 

f Mm, ig. _ Semple, 
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Temple, in the Tower whereof, fiuehundged principall — 
men hadde fortifven themſelues wyth vittaples, tones, 
and long Launtes, piked with prom and flint fone verye 
Tarp, but trulp they did moſt hurt with ſtones. This 
Tower was high and rong, as J haue before declared, 
and ſtode nere vnto the Spanpardes koꝛte, whiche from 
that tower receiued muche hurt. Although Corres was 
ſome what ladde and beanie, yet he cealled not lite a god 
Captayne to comfort and encourage his menne, and al⸗ 
wapes was the firſte man at any bꝛunt oꝛ allap, and hys 
heart coulde not permitte him to remaine penned vp in 
that fort, wherefore he take the hundꝛed Spanpardes, 
and went to alſiege the high tower. Ther oz foure dayes 
be ceaſſed not that enterpꝛiſe, but coulde not come to the 
foppe, being fo high a thing, and manpe perſons in de⸗ 
fence of the fame, well pꝛouided, with fitte munition foz 
the pur pole, ſo that our men came daylx tumbling downe 
the ſtrayꝛes, ping to their houſe with bꝛoken pates, ſa 
that our Spanvardes dyſmayed moze and moꝛe, and ma⸗ 
ny murmured at the matter: vou map well iudge howe 
Cortes his heart was aftlighted, foꝛ the Indians encreaſed 
{till in courage, hauing the better hand, and daplp victoꝛy 
from the high Tower. But nowe corres determined to 
Avaliant ſeaue his houle, and not to returne thereunte agapne⸗ 
vntill he had wanne the Tower. He bounde his Target 
to his arme Whiche had bin hurt befoze, and beſeeged the 
Tower againe with many of his men, Tlaxcaltecas and 
other friends, and many times, although they were bea⸗ 
ten downe, arofe agapne, ſuccoꝛing one another, tyll at 
length they gote to the toppe, and there foughte with the 
‘Indians till ſome ot them lept out of the Tower. and fon 
hanging vpon the liſtes of the wall, which were three in 
number, the one higher than the other, and a fote broad. 
Same fell downe to the ground, who beldes thelr 1 
were 
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were reteyued vpon the fwo20es popnk, and in this forte 
they left none alive, Lhꝛer houres they fought on the top 
of the Tower, bytauſe b multitude of Indians wer great. 
In conclusion, the whole fine hundꝛed men there dyed 
very valiantlp, and if their weapon and knowledge had 
vin equall, the victoꝛp bad bin doubtfull. Cortes fet fire on 
all the Chappels, and other thꝛee Chappels, where inf 
nite Idols were, pet thofe ſely Indians loft no poynte of 
courage with the lolle of their Temple and Gods, which 
touched them at the bearte, but rather began with moze 
furie to aſſault the Spanith boule, 


i Hovv the Mexicans refuſed the offer 


ef peace made by Corcex· 
ei ortex tonſidering the great multitude of Indi- 
CS 7 ans his enimies, and allo the greate courage, 
8 J with defire of reuengement: and waping alſo 
dow his men were Weake and werrped with 
fight,pet( map fap) with great defireto goe fra thence, 
ik that the Citizens would haue fufferedthem : he began 
againe torequire them with peace, and to defire them of 
truce, faping vnto them alfo, that they ſhould conſider, 
hob that mary ok their five were flayne, and pet they 
Tkoulde kill none of them. They beeing moze hard har ted 
than bekoze, anſwerer that they vtterly refuled his oller, 
Taping, that they neuer woulde haue peace with thole 
who Had Aained their men and burned their Gods: pea 
(quoth they) and although ſome of vs are killed, pet wer 
Allo do both kill and hurt. loꝛ he are moꝛtall men and not 
imm tal as tue ate vbeholdepe allo the number ob r 
vpon Zorie’s , in wüwawes and ſtreetes: alſure poure 
felucs there are thꝛer tymes as mative within the hau⸗ 
les. 250 woch thal: Comer make: An ene of van by kyl 
hyng ont and ge, than you well dor ot vs. be 
* Killing 
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killing a thouſande by thoulande, o2 ten thoufand by ten 
thouland: for ending all thefe whome pou (ee, there wyll 
come ſo many moꝛe, and after them fo manye mage: but 
ik ye were once billed, there woulde come no moze Spas 
npardes, pea and when oure weapons can not thꝛoughiy 
deſtrop pou, that then we will ſterue pau to deathe with 
hunger and kamme, pea and though nowe pou would de⸗ 
part, it is to late, bycauſe p bꝛidges are thꝛowen downe, 
and the calfeps bꝛoken, and (uccoure by water pou haue 
none. In this communications the dape was ſpente, 
and night at hand, their heads occupped, and heartes full 
heaule, foꝛ hunger alone hadde bin pnough to finiſh theyz 
dayes, without any further warte. That nighte, the one 
halle of the number ol Spanpardes armed themſelues, 
and late in the euening came forthe into the Citie. The 
Jndias nom being not accuſtomed to fight at ſuch houres, 
the Spanpardes burned aboue thee hundzed houſes in 
one ftreete, and in ſome of them found manp Citizens, of 
whome they left not one aliue. Then burned and ſpoyled 
three Zoties nere vnto their owne lodging, lohiche hadde 
greately annoped them befoꝛe. The reſidue of the Spar 
nyardes whiche abode at home, amended the engins, and 
repaired their houſes. As this iourney bapned well 
vnto them, earely in the moꝛning they proceeded out a⸗ 
gaine, and wente to the bꝛidge where their engins hadde 
bin bꝛoken, and although tber kounde there greate refie 
with noble courage, and gote manye towers, houtes ana 
Zoties They wanne allo four of the eyght bꝛidges which 
were in the Citie, leauing gard in thoſe places whyche 
were wonne, returning to their Campe with manve 
woundes, beyng both weery and full of care and ſoꝛrow⸗ 

The next dave they came forth againe, and wanne the 
atber 7 bꝛidges, and dammed them vp with earth, in 
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ſuch forte; thatthe oꝛſemen that way kollowebd the eni⸗ 
mios to the firme lande. cortex being occupped in dam⸗ 
ming vp the ditches, and making pla ine wapok the bꝛid⸗ 
ges, there came tertapne meflengers Onto him, faving, 
thac nere at hand, abode many nobiemen and Capta ines 
to treate of peace, requiring hym td come onto them, 
pꝛaying him to bring Tlamala Sus his pꝛiloner, who was 
done okthe pꝛinc ipalleſt of the eee e to 
heare the treatie of the matter 
Cortes wente, and carried the peiell Whitt bim, whome 
he appoynted to require them to ceafle from contention, 
and ko remoue their ſiege, but he came not backe Wyth 
auniwere. All thys was a fapned letehe, to ſe the ſtate 
of the Chꝛiſtian Campe, oꝛ elſe to recouer their religious 
Tlamacmi qui. Cortes ſcæyng theyꝛ detepte, wente bys wap 
to dinner, and was no foner ſette at bys meate, but cer⸗ 
tapne T laxcaltecas Came running in with an open crpe, 
flaping, that theyꝛ en: mies hadde recouered agapne the 
bzidges, and wente armed vp and downe the ſtrætes, 
and hadde ale llapne the moſt of the Spanpardes that 
were lekte in garde ol the bꝛidges. Inconkinenke Cortes 
wente dut with the Barleinciine, who Were readpelt at 
that tyme, and made way thꝛough the troupe of enimies, 
following them euen vnto the firme kande, but at they: 
returne, the fatemen that were hurt and torrie in kee ⸗ 
ping of the rate, coulve not lukeyne the force and tu · 
rie or the infinite number of Yai, whyche tame vpon 
them, pea with muche adoe they toulde eſcape home to 
their foꝛte. The multitude was not ſo greate of Indians 
in the ſtreꝛte . but alſo by water in Cano s, ſo that ſtones 
ewe on bath ſydes, and galled pure meneruelly: Cortes 
was hurte in one ol hys kners terp fare} wherebppon it 
was blowen abꝛoade thꝛough the Citte, that corres was 
fap, whiche newes dyd greately diſcourage our men. 
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and much animate the sedians. But yet Cortes for all hes 
payne and hurt, ceaſled not to embolden encourage bps 
Souldyers, who fet afreſthe beon the enimies. At the far⸗ 
thet bridge fel two Hoꝛſes, which troubled muche cure 
men that kollowed. Corres made ſuche way among the Ja 
lians, that the Hoꝛſemen hadde reafonable paſtage,; and 
beeyng p hindmoſk man himſelke, he was in great peril os 
taking, It was a maruell to ſe what a pring be gaue 
with bps Hole, and thereby eſcaped, but in concluſion. 
with ſtones they were foꝛced ta returne ta their bold, bes 
yng verp late. 

As lone as he had ended his fupper, he fente fone of 
his men to gard the freete and bꝛidges, and to defend the 
fame againſte the enemie. They were ſomewhat iopfull 
of their pꝛoccdings and 1 Ayteefie W yn road 
the fan day, i 
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ut Cortes waping the 1 of the 
2 matter, ſawe in effecte that his ſyde wente 
to wzacke, wherefoze he requeſted bys 
menne ts departe from thence, who were 
not a little iopfull ta heare their Cape 
tayne pꝛonounce that faping, fo2 ew 02 none of them ef 
caped vnhurt and wounded. They feared death, but pet 
{wanted not ttomacke and hearte to dye. The Indians 
were fo many, that ik the Chꝛyſtians ſhoulde but on⸗ 
ive haue cutte their thzotes without reliance, bet they 
had bin to few foz that purpoſe. 

hep were allo in ſuche necellitie of bꝛead, that pitts 
then them fore. Their ponder and chotte was ſpente, and 
Amoſt all other pꝛouiſſon. Their boule was ae 
Gite. Brad! g e en 
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- beaten datineabont their eares. AU thefe caules were 
lutfictent to leaue a exieo and ta ſexke is laue their liues: 
pet on the other (ite, they iudged it an cum cafe, to turne 
their backes to their enimies, koꝛ (quoth thep) the verp 
tones riſeth vp againſt hym that dyeth. They feared a⸗ 
gapne the pallage ok the arches where the bꝛidges hadde 
bin. fo that now they wire full belette wih ſoꝛrow care, 
ana miſerp: but in kyne, they all agrerd to departe that 
nighte, loꝛ many dayes before, one of their companpe 
allied Borello, ho pꝛeſumed to haue good ſkyll in the Arte 
l ga igromãt ie, dio declare vnto them that ik they would 
begart from avexice at à certayne houre appopnted, that 
then they ſhuld elcape, oꝛ elſe nat: but whether they gaue 
cxodite to his lapings oꝛ no, they kully determined to de⸗ 
parte that night, and lube bute politike and god Souldp⸗ 
ers, they pꝛepared a bꝛidge ol tymber to carrie wyth 
them, to paſſe guer the arches where bꝛidges hadde bin. 
This is moſt certayne, they were all pꝛiuie andagrete 
to the deen en nat as ſome repoꝛt, that Cortes fledde ‘ 
away, leauing aboue two hundꝛed Spanpardes in the 
hauſe, who knewe nothyng at bys departure, and were 
After wardes all flapne, ſacrifiſed, and enten in Mexico, 
koꝛ out of the Sitie he coulde not haue departed ſo ſe⸗ 
cretelp, but it ſhoulde haue come to their cares: howe 
muche mae! nen one beule, where where were all tar 
gither. gt Ad ng a id OF CRT 
Cortes eaten sein de Gauben bps Thamberlapneptom⸗ 
maunding him ta open the hall where the treaſure Was, 
and called all the officers and others, to fe the diſtribu⸗ 
tion ot the fame. Firſt the kings poꝛtian was deducted, 
and he gaue a Worle of his owne and men to carrie it: 
and for the remainder; he willed euery man to take whar 
he lifted; koꝛ he gaue it krankely vnto them. The fouldiers 
which had come with warnaez,€ note ſerued Cortes; were 
W Nn. ſome⸗ 
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fometobat hungry of treature, lo that they tate as much 
golde and other riches, as they myghte polntble carrie, 


eus mind. hut it col them deere, for at their going out ol the Citie, 


| 


wilh the waight of their heauie burthens, they coulde 
nepther fighte, noꝛ vet mabe halt en their wap, vppon 
Whiche oecalton, the Indians caught manp of them, and 
dꝛewe them by the beles to the llaughterhoule of Sacri⸗ 
fice, where they were ſlayne and eaten: pet thoſe that el⸗ 
caped, had eache of them ſome profpte, fo2 that pꝛay was 
well woꝛth ſeauen hundꝛed thouland Ducketes: but ber⸗ 
png things wꝛought in greate perces, they were trouble⸗ 
ſome to carrie, ſo that he whiche carried leaſt, eſcaped 
belt. Pet lome doe thinke, that there remayned in that 
boule. a great parte of the treaſure, but it was not ſo, fo2 
alter our men had taken what they would, then came in 
the T larcaltecas, and made ſpoyle of all the reckt. 
Cortes gaue charge to tertapne of his menne, to garde 
with much reſpecte, a ſonne and two daughters of aruie- 
Auma, Cacamas And his brother, and manpe other greate 
Gentlemen his pꝛiſoners. Qs nenne ae 
He alſo appoynted other foꝛtiemẽ to tarrie the bꝛidge 
ol timber; and other Indians tu cartie the Oꝛdinante, 
and a little grayne of centli that remapnedd. 
The vantgarde he committed to Gele de sundonal, 
And. Antonio de Quiniones: andthe reregarde he come 
mitted to Pedro de Aluarado, and he hymſelfe remapned 
with a hund ted men, to vſe his diſcretion ! In this oder, 
and with god deliberation, at midnight he departed from 
Mexics in à darke myſt, and ſo quietely, that none oł the 
Andaostnewwe thereof, commendyng themſelues vnto 
OD, beſterhyng hym in they pꝛapers, ta delyner 
them kom that pꝛeſonte daunger; and toke the way of 
eee beryng the fame wap that he tame into the

Wut when Cortes tame to plante his bꝛidge vpon the 
det ond arche of the Cittie,there mette him a greate com- 
pan bk Vento defende the fame, yet with mach adde 
be piantedchis bridge And parted thervpon with fiue hoꝛle⸗ 
men and a Hundred Spaniardes, and with them pꝛockeded 
though the Calſey ta the mapne lande patting many pes 
rilous plates, wherein dwamme both man and hoꝛſe, fo2 
the byinge bk timber was broken: this done, he lekte his 
Töte meine on the ürme lande, undet The gouernement 
bf n Xaramsll: and returned backe with the fine hozle⸗ 
men koꝛ to faccour and helpe the refioue of bis company 
Wwhiche oe bebitive.

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not reſiſke the kur al the cuimics, whereloze with the 
Lände in his hände he beganne ta flie, ſeyng the greats 

flaughier of his companp, ſo that her was foꝛced to palle 
ouer the dead carkales, pea and vpon ſome that were not 
thꝛougbly dead, who made a lamentable, pptifull, and 
dolekull mone. And, commpug to ſhe next arche, whole 
bꝛydge Was bꝛoken downe of necelſitie be take bys 
Lance, and therewith leaped fuche a fpace, that {he Indi- 
ans were amaſed to ſœ, foꝛ none of his fellowes conld doe 
the like, although they appꝛoued the ecke eien wine 
dꝛowned foz their labgu. 

Muhen Cortes lame this boarstwkull ügbt, he fate hem 
downe, not to take anp reſt fo2 bis wearinelic,; but only to 
bewayle the dead men, yea and alſo them that were aliue 
and in greate daunger, and alſo to ponder the vnſtedkaſt⸗ 

nelle ok cruell koztune in the perdition ol ſo many, bis 
Friends Auch great treaſure and loꝛdchippe, ſo greate a Ci- 
tie and Bingdome, but alſo to, bewaple the; ſozrowfull 
eſtate that he himſelke ſcde in, fe eyng the moſte of his 
men wounded s hurte, and knowpng not whpther to gee, 
loꝛ that he was not certayne of the helpe and friendihip 
of Tlarcalttet, ea and what harde hart, wouide nat haue 
‘relenten to behald the dead badies, who a litle befoꝛe had 
entred that fame way, with ſuche magnificall triumphe, 
pompe and plealure. But pet hauing care of thoſe whom 
de had lefte on the firme lande, he made hafte to Tlarepan. 

This ſoꝛowfull night, which! was the tenth of July in 
An. 1520, were ſlaine abouite. 45 o. Opaniardes, 4000, Lite 
dian friends, and. al, hoꝛ e, yea & (as A iubge)all the prites 
ners which were in his company, Ik this miſhap had Fors 
tuned in the day 1 pollible ſo many and ſo great a nũ⸗ 
ber had not periſhed. But where it koztuned by night, the 


noyle of the wounded was ſozroluful, E of the vicoꝛs hoz⸗ 
sible and fearelul· Che Indians cried D vigor, calling. ord

They 
made many fires with the wodde of (acrifice, rounde a⸗ 
bout the tower and Temple, & With this pollicte, at mid⸗ 
night departed fecvetelp. At happened that they had Tau Aipaynef 
calteca to be their guide, who knew well the wap, alu ing wan 
fo bring them into the iuriſdicton of Tlarcallan: with this 
guide they began ta iourney. Cortes placed his wounded 
men and kardage in the middeſt of his company, the ſoul⸗ 
diours that were whole and in health, he deuided into the 
vantgarde z reregarde: he tould not palle fo ſetretly, but ß 
they were eſpied by the Indian (cote, whiche was neare 
at hand, who gaue adulſe therok incötinent. Fiue bezſemẽ 
which went before to dilcouer, fell among certapne cõpa⸗ 
nies of /ndians, which attended their coming to robbe the, 
t ſeing the hoꝛſemen, they luſpected that the whole army 
Wag at hand, wher vpon they Hed, but pet (cing them lew 
in number ſtaͤde and ioyned with the other azexscansthat 
followed a purſued out men thꝛer leagues vntil they came 
to a hill where was an other temple with a god tower € 
lodgyng, where they lodged that night without ſupper. 
Thep departed in the moznyng from thence, and wente 
tbꝛough a craggedtt naughty wap, to a great towne the 
enbabitantes whereof were fede foꝛ feare, fo that they 
abode there two daies to reſt thételues; to ture their me, 
& hoꝛſes:alſo thep ſomewhat ented their hügery Homakes 
and carried fra thence prouition, although not muche, fo 
they had none to carrie it. And being departed fri thence, 
any enimies purſuod them e perletuted them very ſoꝛe. 
Wikewile ß guide erred out of his way e at lẽgth tame to 
alittle village of few houſes, where they repoled v night 
4 Bae moꝛning they proceeded vpon their way, and the 
4 Oo. Saimkes 
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enimies Till purfupng and troublen them fore all the day. 

Cortes was woũded with the ripe of a ſling, and theres 
with was in greate daunger of life, fo his head fe ranc⸗ 
bled, that of necellitie they were fozced to take out cers 
taine pæces of his ſkull, wher vpon he was dꝛiuen to feke 
à ſolitarie place in the wilderneſſe to cure him, and in 
Lopng thitherwardes, the enimies wounded nue Spa⸗ 
niardes and foure hozſes, whereol one died, and that was 
eaten among them for a ſumptuous ſupper, and pet not 
fufficient foꝛ them all, foꝛ there was none of them whiche 
were not dered with hunger. J ſpeake not of their 
woundes and wearineſſe things ſufficient to haue made 
an ende of lyfe. But certainely the Spaniſhe nation can 
abide moze hunger than any other, and efpecially theſe 
with certes dyd ſhewe the pꝛofe. The nerte day in the 
moznyng departing krom a litle Tillage, and fearyng the 
multitude of enimies, corres tommaunded eche hozſeman 
to take a ficke manne behinde him, and thole that were 
ſomewhat ſcronger, to holde by the hoꝛſe taples and firs 
roppes: he likewiſe made cruches foꝛ other ſome to eaſe 
them, and won lde not leaue one of his men behinde him 


bo be à prap and ſupper fos the Indian enimies. This ad⸗ 


uiſe was very profitable as things fell out, yea allo there 

were ſome of them that carried vpon their backe their 
felloives,¢ thereby were ſaued. They had not iourneyed 
à kull league into a plapne fielde, when there mette them 
an infinite number ol /naians who compaſſed them round 
aboute, and adaulted our men in ſuch forte, that they bes 
rily belæued that day to ende generally their liues, foz 
there were many Indians that durſt wꝛaftell with our 
men, man to man, pea and layd ſome ol them in the duſte, 
and dꝛewe them by the heles, whether it were with the 
great courage whiche they had, oꝛ whether it were with 
the trauaple, hunger and hurtes of our men Z sas 
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but great pittie it was to fo, how they were dꝛawen bp 
the Iadian enimies, and what gricuous mone they made. 
> Cortes that wente with vigilant care comfoztyng his 
men, as muche as was polſible to doe, and well peruling 


felfe to Gad, ſette ſpurres to his hoꝛſe and made way tho⸗ 
row the greateſt troupe of Indians, and came vnto the 
taptayne generail who bare the Ropall ſtandart of ex- 
ito, and pated him through with his Lance, whereof he 
incontinent died. But when the Iadians fatve the Handart 
fallen, they thꝛew their auncient on the grounde and fled, 
feattering them here and there like men amazed, brows 
ing not whither to lip toꝛ ſuch is their cuſtome in warre, 
that when thep ler the generall llapne, they forthwith 
teaue the fielve. Then our wery ſoules began to recouer 
hart and ſtrengtb, and the hozſemen followed thẽ to their 
great anoyance and flaughter.3t was credibly repozted, 
that there were that day in ficlde.2000 oo. Indians. And the 


there was neuer a moꝛe notable fade done in India, noꝛ 
greater victoꝛie lince the lirſtdilconerp of the fame. And 
as manpe Spaniardes as ſawe Hernands Cortes fighte 
that dap, did holde opinion, that neuer one man did moze 

greater feates in armes, and that he only was the meane 

in his owne perſon to ſaue and deliver them all.

Cortes did coꝛdiallp reiopce, to heare and finde ſuch luc⸗ 
cour and kriendchip, in luch god men of warre, Whereofk 
he ſlode in doubt as he came thither ward. He gaue them 
moll hartie thankes fo2 their louing offer, curteſte, and 
god will, Me gaue vnto them of (uch Jewels as remay s 
nod, and ſayd vnto them, the time will come, that 4 halt 5 
deſire pour helpe againſt the Mexicans, but now pꝛeſente 
Ip it is neꝛdekull, to cure my ficke aud wounded men, 

The noble men that were there pꝛelent, beſought him 
fo giue them leaus to fhirimith with the Indians pf Culbna, 
foyas' pet many ofthem wandered there aboute. Cortes 
graunted their requelt, and fente with them ſome of bys 
men which were luſtie, and in god health, who preceeded 
foꝛth all togither, and in that iournep ſlewe man Indian 
enimies, ſo that after this time, the enimies appeared no 
more. Then with triumph, plealure, and vidary, they de⸗ 
parted toward the Citie, and dure men kollowed. It is 
credibly reported, that twenty thouſande men and wo⸗ 
men met them by the way with unde kindes of meatest 
Z do belerue that the moll of them tame to ſer them, foz 
the great loue whiche they bare vnto them. and like wiſe 
to enguire of their friends which had gane with them to 
Alexito, of whome kew returned.

Sec Wen Cortes departed firſte from Tlarralon 
a towardes Mexico to viſit Muteguma, hen 
\ lefte there twentie thoufande Caſtlins of 
f N golde and moe, beſides the Rings poꝛti⸗ 

ö a on which was fent with A enteie and Por- 
todarrere. Me lefte there alſo manpe other 
things if nerde ſhould haue happened in Mexico of money. 
oꝛ other things to pꝛouide his men in y era Crux, and this 
he lefte there ‘allo, to pꝛoue the fidelitie of his friendes in 
Tlaxcallon, And after he had obteyned the vidozy again 
Naruaez, he wꝛote bute the Captayne that he Moulds: 
ſende for the ſame, for reaſon required toate in all cbm 
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Ths Captaine of Hera Crux lente fittte Späbpardes 


and fiue Hozſemen foꝛ the lame, who at their returne, 
were flapne and taken prifoners with all that treaſure, 
bp b men of culhus who bad rebelled thꝛough the com 
ming of Pamfilo de Naruae x bbing and ſpopling ſundzye 
Dapes. But when Correx vnderſtwde this newes, bis top 
was turned to ſoꝛrowe, not onelp foo the golde and trea⸗ 
fare fo muche, as foꝛ the loſſe of his menne. fearpng allo 
ſome other warre 02 vpꝛoꝛe to haue bin in the riche 
Tone of Vera Crux, wherevpon hee ſente a meflenger 
thyther, who returned in ſhoꝛte time, certikying that all 
the inhabitantes there were in god health, and alfo all 
the Comarcans quiet, and without any token ok alteration. 
This newes and anſwere pleaſed Corres and all his com 
patty, whiche deſired to goe thither, but be woulde not 
permitte them, whercfsze they began to murmure and gc 
to erclayme, ſaying. what thinketh Cortes, what meaneth as. 
he to doe with vs⸗ hp, will he keepe vs here to dye an 
ceuill death? what haue we offended him, that he will not 
let vs goe: we are alreadye full of wearineſſe our bodpes 
are pet fal of krech woundes, we haue ſpente our blonde, 
and are nowe withoute ckrength and apparell: toe fee 
dure felues in a Kraunge Countrep, and fall of miſerpe, 
enuirsned with enimies, pea and without hope to come 
to that hygh place from whence tue fell, dea then mighte 
we her actompted foꝛ woꝛſe than madde men, to come 
into the perils from tabence wer efcaped: wan meane 
not nowe to ende cure lyues ſo deſperatelp, as be wonls | 
| Fane vs, for tovth the infatiable thirſte of honoure ; 
and glorpe, hee eſteemeth not bys life , neyther sures. 
He noth nor Ipbetwpfe conlider, that be wanteth menne, 
bales, arkillerie, and armoure, things fo necellar ve for 
the warres, pea he alfo wanteth viguall, whyche

but that, he crreth, and is 1 in gluing credite to 
theſe Tlaxcalrecas, who are, like onto the other nations 
ok lads, which are light, changeable, and louers of newe 
things, vea and rather, ineffene of troth, they better loue 
the Callnacans, than the Spantiye nation, pea and ale 
though they notve dillemble, pet when they ſhall ſer a 
greate army of Me eicans come vpon them, they will then

olde rule, that friendſhip dothe not long endure betwixte 
them that are of ſundzy religion, apparell, and ſperch. 
Alter all thefe complapntes and murmurations amõg

aͤrmp:pea and althongh they come not, wer are ſuffitient, 
for we were kewer in number when firſt we entred into 
thys Countrep, hanyng no friendes: and like wiſe pam 
Bnotwe well, it is not the number that doth fighte,but the 
couragions ‘hearte aud minde. J haue fane one of you 
e a whole e AS Jonathas did, pea ànd many 
among

‘premide vou abunoantly, fox they are thinges that al⸗ 
wapes followe the Conqueroures: and as for thele

linde them truſtie, lopall, and perpetuall kriendes, foꝛ fo 

they haue pꝛomiſed me vppon their ſolemne athes, pea, 
and if they hay meante otheriuile, what better oportüni⸗ 
tie of time could they haue wiſhed, tha thele latter dapes, 
where as we lay ficke in their ewe beddes and houles, 
pea ſome of vs lame, Wounded, and in manner rotten. 
and they like louing kriendes haue not only polpen pau, 
but allo ſerued peu with diligence ol ſeruantes, oz thep 
Woulde rather chofe to be pottr llaues, than lubiectes to 
the Aericans: thepꝛ hatred is ſuche to them, and their 
loue ſo great to pou. And bycauſe pou thal le the troth, 

J will now pꝛoue them and pou, againſte theſe of T cpea- 
eac, Who llewe af late dayes twelue Spanpardes, And if

anlwere, fo2 it was a thing p had much trou 
led himes vndoubtedly if he had followed his 
E deaopes demand, he choulde neuer haue reco⸗ 
nered azexico dgapne, t they lißewiſe had hin ſſayne in the 
Wap towards Vera Crux, foꝛ they hadde manpe perillous 
places to paſſe, Cache one of them wared whole ot his 
wounds, ſauing fome which dyed fo twat, of loking to in

time, leauing their wounds filthy ¢ vnbound, as Surgiag 
doe affirme, with allo their great trauell € weakenelle, 
And like wiſe other ſome remayned lame and halt, which 
was no ſmall gricfe and loſle: but the moſt parte retoue ⸗ 
red healthe, as J haue declared. After twenty dayes 
fully pall, Whiche they had abode in 7/xcallan, Cortesbee 
termined to make Warre with the Indians af repegtat, 
which is a great Tobne, and not karre from thence, fo2 
they hadde ſlayne twelue Spanpards, whiche came from 
Vera Crux towardes Mexico. Vikewiſe they were of the 
league nf Cloud, and therfore were holpen by the eri 
end did mand künes great hurt tothe inbabitantes 
of Tlarcallan, a8 Xicotencar! did teſtifpe. Corres deſired hys 
loning kriende Maxrxca, and divers other Gentlemen, to 
goe with him, who forthwith entred into counſell wyth 
‘the fates and comunaltie of the Citie, and there deters 
mined wih general conſente to gyue vnto him koꝛtie 
thoufand fighting men, beſides many Zamemez, who are 
fte carriers, to beare the baggage, victuall, and other 
things uith this numher af Tlercaltee d, his dune inen 
and bopfes, he wente to 7 epeacae, requiring them in datt 
faction of the death of ß tiveluie Gbaiftas. that her shuld 
now peelde themſelues to the obedience of the Empero2, 
ANG that hereafter neuer moze to receine any 2 

nis 
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into theyꝛ towne oꝛ houles, neyther pet any of the pꝛo⸗ 
uince of culhua, 

The Tepeacacs anlwered, that they had ſlaine the Spa⸗ 
niardes fo2 god and iuſte cauſe, whiche was, that being 
tyme of warre they pꝛeſumed to paſſe though their coun⸗ 
trey by fozce, without their will and licence. And allo 
that the AHexitans and Culhuacans Were their kriendes and 
Loꝛdes, whom alwapes they would kriendlp entertapne 
within their towne and houſes, refufing vtterly their ok⸗ 
fer and regueſt, pꝛoteſting to giue no obedience to whom 
they knew not, wiſhyng them therefoze, to returne incon⸗ 
finent to Tlarcallan, excepte they had deſire to ende their 
werie dapes. 

Cortes innuited them divers times with peace, and ſe⸗ 
ing it pꝛeuailed not, he begs his warres in earneſt. Their 
enimies lykewiſe with the fauour of the Culbuacans Were 
bꝛaue and luſtie, and began to ſkoppe and defendtheir pres 
fended entraunce. And they beyng manp in number, with 
Divers valiant men among them, began to ſtzirmiche ſun⸗ 
Dp times, but at the end, they were ouerthꝛzowen, and mas 
ny llapne, without killing any beenden many 
Ilaxcaltecas Were killed that day. 

The Voꝛdes and pꝛincipall perfons of Fete feprig 
theyꝛ ouerthꝛow, and that their ſtrength coulde not pꝛe⸗ 
uaple, peelded themſelues vnto Corres fo2 vaſlalles of the 


Emperour, with condition to banith for euer their allied 


kriendes of Chua. And that he ſhould puniſhe and correc 
at his will and pleaſure, all thoſe whiche Were occaſion 
of the death of the twelue Spaniardes. Foz Which cauſes 
and obſtinatie, at the firſte Corts iudged by his ſentence, 
that all the to wnes whiche had bene pꝛiuie ta the murs 
der, ſhould foꝛ euer remaine captiues and ſlaues: others al⸗ 
firme that he overcame them without any condition, and 
Vite them lo their diſobediente, being Sodomites,

idolaters and eaters of mans felh, and chicky for erate 
of ail others. And in concluſton, they were condemned fo2 
ſtaues, and within twenty dates that theſe warres laſted, 
he pacified all that pꝛauince, which is very great: he dꝛaus 
krom thece the Calhuacansthe thꝛem Dolwne the idols, and 
the chiekeſt perſons abeyed him. And for maze alluraunce 
he builte there a towne, naming it segura de la Frontera:he 
appoynted all efficers foz the purpole, being a towne ſi⸗ 
tuated in the high way from Vera Crux to Mexico, Where⸗ 
by the Chꝛiſtians and ſtraungers mighte palle without 
daunger. In theſe warres lerued lyke kaithfull kriendes 
the Indians of Tlaxcallan, Huexotincè and Cholalla, pꝛomp⸗ 
fing the Ipke ſeruice and ſuccour agaynſt Mexico, pea and 
rather better than wozſe. With this vickoꝛp the Spaz 
niardes recouered great lame, koꝛ they were thought to 
haue bene flapne.. a i bee 
The great auctoritie that Cortez 
had among the Indsans, 


friẽds, to returne home vnto their houles, 
except his alſured friendsof 7laxcallan, wha 
he kept in his company fe2 the warres of 
Aexito: he nowe difpatched a poſte to ere 


——— 
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that forthwith to be ſent by the melſengor⸗ 

This done, he fente twentie hoꝛſemen, two hundꝛed 
Hpaniardes, and Map Indians vnto Zacatami AND Xalaxine 
ce, whiche were townes fubtert to the arexicans, and plas 
ged in the high way to vera Crux, whe had dayne certaine 
Spaniarde⸗ pafipng that wap. This companp wente 
thither, with their accuſtomed pꝛoteſkations, whiche pꝛe⸗ 
uapled not, wherevpon followed fire and ſpople: many 
Gentlemen and other pꝛincipall perſons came to pelde 
themſelues to Cortes, moze foꝛ feare than for god will, 
graupng pardon foꝛ thepꝛ offence, pꝛomiſing alſo not to 
offende agayne, noꝛ pet at any tyme to take armour a⸗ 
gapnt the Spaniardes. Cortes pardoned them, E then hys 
armie returned, with vetermination to kepe his Chyill⸗ 
maſſe in Tlaxcallan,wohiche was within twelue dapes fols 
lowyng. He left a Captaine with thee ſcoꝛe Spaniards 
inthe newe towne of gegura, to keepe that paſſage, and als 
foto put in feare the Comarcans that dwelled thereabout: 
he ſente before him his whole armie, and he himſelk went 
with twentte hoꝛſemen from thence to Coliman to lodge 
there that night, being a cittie of his allied friendes, and 
there to oꝛdaine and make by bps auctoꝛitie, bothe Noble 
men and Captapnes in lue of them whiche died with the 
dileaſe of fmall pockes. He aboade there thre dapes, in 
the whiche the newe Loꝛdes were oꝛdeyned, who afters 
wardes remapned his efpeciall friendes. The nerte day 
her came to larcallan, beyng fire leagues diſtant from 
thence, where he was triumphantly recepued. And truely 
at that time he made asournep moſt wozthie of renowne 
an gloꝛp. 

At this feafon his dere triende Maxixca was depar⸗ 
ted this tranfitozte Ipfe, fo2 whome he mourned clothed 
in blacke, after the Spaniſhe faſhion:he lefte behinde bim 
Setaing fonnes,of whom the clock was. xij. xeeres 55 age, 

Seitn: whome 
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whome Cortes named and appoynted fo2 Loꝛde of his fas 
hers effate,and the commons did certific it to appertaine 
vnto him. This was no lmall glozp for Certes to giue 
eſtates, and alſo to fake them away at his pleaſure, pea 
and that thoſe Indians ſhould haue him in (ache feare and 
reſpec, that none durſte doe any thyng in acceptyng the 
inheritaunce of their fathers without his god will and 
licence. a 
Pow Cortes procured that euerp man ſhoulde make his 
harneys, weapons and pꝛouiſion readie and in god oꝛder: 
he made allo great haſte in bnilding Uergantines, fox his 
timber was already cutte and ſealoned: he ſente vnto 
Vera Crux fo2 faples, tacle, naples, rsapes and other nes 
ceſſarie things, whereof theie was ſtoꝛe remapnpng of 
the furniture of the ſhippes that were ſunke. And hauyng 
wante of pitche,fo2 in that countrep the T naun knewe not 
what it meant, he commaunded certayne of his Pariners 
to make the fame in the highe Pountaynes where was 
fore of Pine trees, and not farre from the cittie. 18

toped, was wonderfully blowen abꝛoade

It was not poſlible foꝛ corres to haue eſpies in Mexico, 
for the T laæcaltecas Were knowen by their lippes, eares, 
and other tokens, and allo they had in Mexico garde and 
great enquir ie fo2 that purpoſe, by reaſon teberof he could 


not certainelp knowe what pafled in thoſe parties, accoꝛ⸗ 


dyng as he deſired, foꝛ to haue pꝛouided himſelk of things 
ner delull:yet a Captapne whiche was taken peploner in 
Huacacholla certified that cuetlauac Loꝛde ol Its cpalapany 
Neuewe to Hutexuma, was eleded Emperour after his 
Untles death, who was a wiſe and valiant man, and he 


it was that had dꝛyuen Cortes out of Mexice, who now had 


fortified Mexico with many bulivogbes and caues, and 
with many and ſundꝛy fortes of weapon, but chielly bes 
rp long ances, pea and planted them in the grounde to 
reſiſte and moleſt the hoꝛſemen. He pꝛoclapmed pardon 
and free libertie, without paying anp tribute fo2 the ſpate 
of one whole yedre ea and further as long as the warres 
ſhould laſfe / he pꝛomyſed alſo great rewardes to all them 
that ſhoulde kill any Chꝛiſtian, oꝛ erpulſe them from that 
sountrep| This was a politie whereby he gatte muche 
credite among his vallals, yea and gaue them greate cous: 
rage to play the valiant men. All this newes was fou 
to be true, ſaupng onely cuetlauac was dead. And that 
Quabutimoccin, eue w allo, as ſume doe fav, ot uteuma, 
raygned at that tyme, who was a valiant man and a god 


Warrier, ad Hereafter ſhalbe declared, who ſente his mel⸗ 


ſengers thꝛough ont his Empyꝛe, pꝛoclaymyng as great 
rewardes as Cuetlauac Had dane before declarung onto: 
them that it was moze veaterrto ferme him than ſtraun⸗ 
gers, and alſo o defende theyz olde auncient Religion, 


aud not ke tredtte uche Choicttans as wonlde make 
vs * 7 | Wee a D .

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themſelues Loꝛdes of other mens godes, vea and make 
them llaues and captiues as they hav done in other pla⸗ 
tes.

vittayle foꝛ ſo greate an armyet᷑ pet not withſtanding he 
toke twentie thouland ol them, beltdes the Carriers, and 
harman, tame to arenen — ſtũdeth fir e eagues 
Eee reh mas hn tbewünttpalt of the Towne wel 
receyued . The next day he iaurneyed foure leagues, into 
the territoꝛie ot ne vico und there was lodged on the ſide 
l a hill, where many had periſhed with colde, had it not 
vin foz the Rane ol wodde whith they found there.

And being pat 
this craked pallage, they eſpped the lake of Mexico, and 
gaue vnto God molle hartie thankes fo the ſame, and 
there made a lolemne vowe and pꝛomiſe, not to returne. 
vntill they had wonne Nexieo, 85 loft their liues. They 
absde there and reſted themſelues, till all the whole ar⸗ 
hive were come togither, to deſcende downe into the 
pläpne, fo? nowe they myghte defcrpe the fires and 
bentons of they eninues in lundzye plates, and all 
the wüpche hadde attended theyz commyng by the 
sther tye wayts; were note gathered togyther, thyn⸗

Where a greate company aboade, exſpecing ther: com 
mpng i but ore ſente twenty Hoꝛſemen, oho made 
Wär among them, aud then followed the whole ate 
myr, whö ewe manpe ak them wopthoute recer⸗ 
fiprig anpe hurte.

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which myght be nere a hundred thouſand men of warre, 
Who were lent by the Seniors of He xice, and Jegcuco, to 
encounter dure arme, in canũderation whereof, Cortes 
kept god watch with tenne Moꝛſemen, and all his Souls 
Dyers were warned to a in veaapnetie at a call, if nerde 
en! d happen. 1 940 
The next dap in wbeencb g he departed krom thence 
towarde Texcuce; whiche Lanveth thꝛer leagues diſtante, 
and pꝛocceding on their iourney, foure principal perſons, 
inhabitantes of Texcaco, mette with them, bearing a rod 
of golde, with a little flagge, in token of peace, ſaping, 
that Concaccanioxem their ond had ſent them to deſire him 
not to make any ſpovle in his Cduntrep, and like wiſe, ta 
offer his friendſhip pꝛaying allo, that it might pleale him 
with his whole army to tatze his lodging in the Towne 
ol Texeuco} Where he ſhoulde be well receyued. Cortes vee 
ioperd with this mellage; althaugh he fulpeced.that it 
was k fayned mutter, but one ol themehe kne we berpe 
well, whoͤme he ſaluted, ſaying: Px comming is not to 
offend any, but rather ta do pou god. J will alſo receyue 
and hold pour Loꝛd foꝛ a friende, with condition, that bee 
doe make vnto me reſtitution of the treaſure whyehe hee 
toke krom fine and footie Spanyards, and thꝛe hundzed 
Tlaxdaltecssal the which were by his commaundemente 
aͤlſo ſlapne af late dayes. They auntwered that Mute gu. 
ma canted them ts be murthered, who had like wiſe tazen 
the ſpople/ and that the Citizens of Ae guco were n 
pable in that faut, and with this aunſwrre they returned: 
Cortes went foꝛward an his way, and came be GH 
chan And Huarnta, which are ſuburbes of Texcnes, luhere 
he and all his holt were plenteduũy pꝛouided of al things 
neteſlarp, and threw downe the Adolles. This done, bee 
fitted into the Citie, where — 
Note paule, lutkictent fox him am all rel 
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with many other the Indian friends. And bytauſe that at 
his fri entry, he lawe neyther women N02 childꝛen, hee 
fulpected ſome trealon, and forthtwith pꝛoclapmed, vpon 
papne ol death, that none of his men ſhould go gut. The 
Spaniards began to triumph in their lodgings and chã⸗ 
bers, plac ing euerp thing in god order. In the euening 
they went bp into the Zorses and galleries, to beholde the 
Eitie, which is as bigge as exice, and there thep ſawe 
the greate number of Citizens that fledde from thence 
with their ſtutfe ſome towardes the mountaines, and o⸗ 
thers ts the water fide to take boate, a thing ftraunge, to 
fe the great halt and ſkirre to pꝛouide for themſelues, 
at the leaſt ther were twentie thoufand litle boates (cals 
led Conoas) octupyed, in carping houſhold ſtutt̃e and pals 
ſengers . Cortes would fayne haue remedied it, but that 
night was fo nygh at hand, that he toulde not. Be would 
gladlp alſo haue appꝛehended the Loꝛd, but he was one 
of the firſt that fledde vnto a exico. Cortes caufed many of 
the Citizens, to be called before him, and hauing in hys 
companp a pong gentleman of a noble houſe in that cote 
trey, who was alſo laſt chziſtened, & had to name HBernã- 
di, Cortes being his godfather, who loued him well, ſapde 
vnto the citizens, that this new Chꝛiſtian lo, Don H er- 
nade, was ſonne vnto e uxincintli their louing Loꝛd, 
wherkoꝛe he required them to make him their king, con⸗ 
ſidering that Coacnacoyocin, was lled vnto the enimies, lap⸗ 
ing allo before them his wicked fact in killing of ccd 
his otun bꝛother, oni ta put him krom his inherikance € 
kingdome, thꝛough the enticemente of Quaburimoccsn, d 
mos tal enimie to the Spaniards. In this fort was Hon 
Hernando eleued king, and the fame therol being blowen 
abzoade, manpe citizens repapꝛed home againe to viſite 
their newe Pꝛince ſo that in ſhoꝛt {pace the citie was as 
wel repleniched with people, as it ae befoze,and being 
Alg

alſo well vſed at the Spaniardes handes, they ſerued 
them dilygentlye in all thyngs that they were come 
maunded. And Don Hernando abnade euer after a faith⸗ 
full friende bute the Spantardes, and in Hoꝛt tyme 
learned the Spaniſhe tongue: and fone alter came the 
inhabitants of Quabutichan,Husxura aud A untenco, to 
labmytte them ſelues, crauing pardon, ik in any thyng 
they had offended. Cortex pardoned them, and gaue 
them licence to departe home onto their houſes. 3 
Quahutimac, Coacnatojo and other magiftrates of Cul- 
bas ſente to raple vppon thoſe townes, fo2 pelopng. 
themlelues to the Chꝛiſtlans, but they lapde hold bps 
on the mellengers, and brought them vate Corres) ot 
whome he enkoꝛmed himielle of the Gate of atexice, and 
ſent them backe againe, requiring their Loꝛds of peace 
and friendſhtppe: but it pꝛeuapled not, foꝛ they were 
fully armed foꝛ the warre. 10 91 In gen 
At this inſtante certaine friendes of Lames xvelaſques 
went vp and do wne the Campe, procuring ſecretipy a 
mutenie among the ſouldiers, to haue them to returne 
fa cuba, and vtterly to deſtroy Cortes his proceedings. 
This thing was not fo ſecretly wꝛought, but that Cortes. 
had knowledge, wherevppon he appꝛehended the doers 
thereof, and by their confellions the matter did plaine⸗ 
ly appeare, whervpon he condemned to death one 4 - 
tonio de Villafania, who was natural of gamora, ũnd koꝛth⸗ 
with executed the ſentence, wherwith the punichment 
and Mutinie was ended, and cealſed 
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reputation, and many townes as wel 

ak the partes of calbus as others 
i came: onto his friendch ip and obedi- 
ence. Mithin two days that Dow Ner- 
oul nando was made king, came certapne 
===) gentlemen of Auavuta and guahuti- 
chan, to certify onto him, how al the power ol the exi- 


tans was comming towardes them, and to knowe ik it 
were his pleaſure, that they ſhould carry their wiues, 
childꝛen and other gods into the Mountaines, oz els to 
being them where he was they keare was ſo great. 


Cortes made vnto the this anbwere, ſaving: be pe ol god 


courage, and feare pe not. Alſo J pray vou fo cömaunde 


pour wiues ¢ kamilies to make no alteratiö,but rather 
quietly to abide in pour houles. And cöcerning the ent 


mies, J am glad of their comming, koꝛ ne hal ſe hom 1 
will deale with them. But the enitiaies wente not fo. 
‘inaxudaas it was thought: neuerthelekte Cortes having, 
untelligence where they were, wente nut to encounter 
them, with two pieces of Ozdinaunte-twelue bazfemen 
and two hundzed Spantardes, with many 12 


Tlaxcalld. he fought with the enemie, and llew but kew, 
‘for they fledde to the water. He burnt certaine townes 
where the drewicans were wonte to ſuctour themſelues. 
The next day came the chiekelt men ol thꝛer tobones ta 
traue pardon and to beſerch him not ta destroy the, pꝛo⸗ 
miling neuer to backour nog ſuccaur anp ot Calon. 
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8 Aylp inerealed Cortes in ſtrength and 
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Whe Mexicans hearing what theſe townes men pꝛe⸗ 
fended, with greate pre made a foule correction among 
them, as dyd appeare by many ol them, which came vn⸗ 

to Cortes with broken heads, deſtring reuengement. 
The inhabitaunts of chalco ſent alſo onto him foꝛ ſuc⸗ 
cour, declaring that the Me xicans made greate ſpoyle a⸗ 
Mong them. But corres being ready to fend for his Uer⸗ 
gantines, could not relieue them all, and eſpecially wyth 
Spaniardes:whereloꝛe he remitted them to the belpeo of 

the Tlaxcaltecas, and vnto the of Buexocinco, Chololla, A 
cacholla and other kriends, pꝛomiſing thatthortlp he ‘ae 
dome hinfelfe. But thie antwere pleated him not, pet foꝛ 
the pꝛeſent neꝛde they required his letters to be wꝛitten 
vnto thofe townes. And being in this communication, 
there came meſſengers from Tlaxcallan, with news, that 
the Wergantines were ready, and to knowe if he Lode 
in nerde of anp ſuccour, foꝛ ol late, (quoth they) we haue 
lerne many beacons, and fiers, which are greater N 

or warre, than heretofore hath bene ſerne. 

There came at that time, a Spaniard alſo from Kg 
Crux, with certaine newes, that there had arriued a thip, 
whiche had brought thirtie Souldiers befioes the mari⸗ 
ners of the ſhip ith eight hoꝛſes, great fore of pou⸗ 
det, ſhotte, croſſebowes, and Harguebuſhes. The pleſent 
newes reioyced much dur men, wherevpon Cortes ſente 
forthwith to Tlaxcallan for the Uergantines, Gonxale ile 
gandou al, with too hundered Spaniards, and fikterne 
hoꝛſemen, and commaunded that in their wap they hold 
burne and deſtroy the towne where the fourty fine (pas 
niardes, and thee hundered Tlarcaltecas were llayn, with 
fiue hozſes moe, when aexice was lalt beſteged: and 5 
village is ind iuriſdig ion of Teccuco, and boꝛdereth vpon 
the territoꝛie of Tlarcallan, ven, and for that purpoſe be 


would gladly haue coꝛrected and puniſhed the dwel 1 
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of rexeuco, but time then permitted notp fame, although 
they had deſerued moze puniſhment than the others. Foꝛ 
whyẽ in their town they were facrififed and eaten, vea € 
the walles painted with their bloud, chewing moꝛeouer 
perfit tokens, how it was ſpaniards bloud. They pluckt 
off alfo the hoꝛſes ſkinnes ¢ tanned the in the heare, and 
after wards hung them vppe, with the hoꝛleſhoes in their 
great temple, æ next bite them, the ſpaniards garmeétes, 

fo2a perpetual memoꝛp. 
Fandbual went onto that place with determinate entet 
to follow his cömillion, t alſo before he came top place, 
he found weittẽ in a houſe w a cole, theſe woꝛds:here in 
this boule was a prifoner 8 vnkoꝛtunate John luft, who 
was a gentleman, and one of the fue hoꝛſemen that wer 
taken. But the people of that towne, being many, fledde 
when fey ſaw the Spaniardes appꝛoch neare vnto the. 
But sandeual followed them, and ſlewe many of them: 
he toke allo pꝛiſoners / manye women and childꝛen, who 
pelded themlelues onto his mercie, and their bodies koꝛ 
ſlaues. He ſœing ſo little reſiſtance, and beholding the pi⸗ 
fiful mone of the wiues fo2 their huſvandes, and the chil⸗ 
dꝛen koꝛ their lathers, had compatlid on them, and wold 
not deſtroye their towne, but rather gauled the dwellers 
to come again, and pardoned them, with othe, that here⸗ 
after they ſhoulde ſerue them truelp, and be vnto them 
loyal friends. In this forte was the death of the Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans reuenged, pet Sandoval àltzed them howe they 
llewe fo manpe Chꝛiſtians without refiftaunce, marpe 
(quoth they) we made an ambulh in an euil and narrow 
wap, aſcending vp a hill, and there as they went vppe by 
one and one we ſpoyled them, for there, nepther hoꝛſes 
noꝛ other weapon could dekend 02 help thé, fof we toke 
them prifoners and lente them to Texcuco, where, as is 
before deblared, they were facrificed in the reuengement

„ Dive when the enemies which murde⸗ 
Kred the Spantardes , were reduced and 
Achaſtened , sandonal proceeded fozwarde 
towarde Tlarcallan, andat the boꝛder of 
Gi SENN that pꝛouince, he mette with the Wergas 
tines whiche were bꝛoughte in pieces, as tables, plane 
ches, and naples, with all other furniture, the whyche 
eight thouſand men carped vpon their backes. 
There came allo koꝛ their ſakeconduicke twentie 
thouſande men of warre, and a thouſande Zamemez, who 
were the carriers of biduals , and ſeruantes. Che the 
Spaniſhe Carpenters ſayde vnto Sandoual, that foz 
as muche as they were nowe come into the countrey of 
enimies, it might pleaſe him to haue regarde ther vnto, 
foꝛ daungers that myght happen: he allowed wel theyz 
fudgement. 
Powe chichimecater! being a principal man and a va⸗ 
liant alſo, was capiaine of a thouſande men x defired ta 
haue the vautguard with the Tymber, and hauing had 


the ſame charge hithervnto, it ſhould be an arent foz 


hit, to be put from it, and gaue manpe reafons in bps 
bebalfe. But notwithſtanding his requeſt, he was ene 
treated to take the reregarde. Ind that Tau yil and Leu 
recatl cptaines, verp principal gentlemen, ould haue 
the vantgard, with ten thouſand men. In the myddelt 
were placed the Tameme x, and thole that carrped the 
kopſt, with all the apparell of the Uergantines. Wefoze 
thole two captaynes, went a hundered ae 
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eight hoꝛſemen, and behind and laſk came Sandonal with 
all the reſidue, and ſeuen hoꝛſemen. But nowalthough 
Chichimecaterl was oXended, touching his fire charge, 
now much moꝛe bycauſe the Spantardes were not in 
his companp, ſaping(quoth he) pe take me not fo2 vali⸗ 
ant, oꝛ elſe not faithful. That matter being pacibed, znd 
euery thing in god oer they teke theyꝛ way towarde 
Tegcuco, With a marueplous nopſe, crying, Chiang, 
Cheiſtians, Placcallan, T larcallan, and Spapne. 

On the fourth day they entred into Zexcuco, in verye 
god oꝛder, with the founde old dzummes, Maple⸗ſhelies, 
and other like inſtrumentes of Mucke, and againſte 
their entry into the Citie, they put on al their bꝛauerpe 
ok clothes, and buſhes of feathers, whiche truely was a 
gallantfight : they were fire houres, in entryng into the 
towne, keping their array. 

Corte came fozth to reteyue them. and gaue greate 

a thankes vnto the gentlemen, and all the company, and 
peouided them ok god e and entertapne⸗

He that weitte the former letter, was one of the Spas 
niardes that Cortez hadde lente tothe pꝛouince of chi. 
nanta, Apearepatte, to enquire of the ſecretes of that 
place, and tofeke for golde and other commodities. 
And if it fo happened, that the Loꝛde of that place 
made that Spaniarde a Captapne, agaynſte the culs 
huacans theyz enempes , fo? arutexuma made them 
warre beryng farre from ‘Dax iag » bpcaufe they had en ; 
tekrayned the Spaniardes. But thꝛough the induſtrie ol 
that Chꝛiſtian, the Lorde aboade altwapes with vigo⸗ 
rye, and hauing vnderſtanding that ſome ol hys nation 
were in Tepeacac, he wrote fo often as the letter de⸗ 
clareth, but none ok them came fo their handes but one 
ly this laſt letter: our men reioyted muche to heare that 
the Spaniardes were aliue, and alfo the Loꝛde of Chi- 
nanta to be their friende like wile they marueyled much 
howe they had eſcaped, fo2 at the time that they fledde 
from avexire, all other Spaniardes that were abidyng 
in the Ppnes and ee dchippes, were flaine by the 
Indians, 
Corte: 
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Cortes made his preparation for the fege of Merit 
with all hat, and kurniched hym with calling lad⸗ 
ders, and other necellarpes, utte foꝛ tach 2 a purpoſe Bis 
Fergantines being napled, and throughly ended, he mane 
à lluiſe o: trench ol halle s league oi tength, twelde tite 
bꝛoad Entre, and two kadome in depth This work 
was fiftie dapes a doyng, although there were foure hun⸗ 


dꝛed thouſand me daply working, 1 19 8 005 worte 
and wort eee 8 


woll, and for want of tallobo and mse tg wean fa nite 
reporte,)oriuert to take mans greaſe, not that then llewe ae 
men fog that effed,but of thofe which were Mapne.in the Auer. 
warres. The Indians who were truell and bloudy bute 
chers, vfing (acrifice, wauld in this ſoꝛt openthe dead bos 
dye, and take out the greafe, The Kergantines being ii 
thed, Cortes muſtered his men, and kounde nine hundze 
Spanpardes, of the which were 85. Hoꝛſemen, and a bite 
died and epghteene with Croficbowwes and Pargabus 
thes, and all the refidue had ſundꝛy weapons, as [ugzds, 
daggars, Targets, Launces, and Palbertes. Alſo they 
had foꝛ armour, coꝛſelets, coates of maple, and Jackes. 
Chey had mozeouer thꝛe great peces of caſt pꝛon, fife 
tene ſmall perces of bꝛafſe, and tenne hundꝛed waighte 
of powder, with ftoreof chotte. All that pe haue hearde, 
was the pꝛouiſion that Corres had foʒ the lege of Mexico, 
the firongeft and greatelk Citie in all Indie and newe 
wozld. In rache ergantine he plated a peece of bꝛalle. 
Be pꝛotlaymed agapne all the inſtituttons and ozdinan⸗ 
ces of the warre, pꝛaying and commaunding. that. they 
might be well and faithfully obſerued, and fre dieting 
and my fellowes, now do pou fee our vellels readpe 
and alfo you do remember howe troubleſome a ‘thpgit 
: tate bin to abying emote N the coffe and [weate 
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of our friendes, and one af the chiefett hopes that J haue 
ſyoꝛtly to winne Arexice, are theſe velſels, for tuith them 
we will burne all their Canoes, 02 elle we will fo locke 
thein vp. that they fall not help them, whereby we wyll 
Annoy our enimie as muche that way, as aur army thal 
de be land. Ahaue allo a hundzed thanfand men of ware 
mip friends ka beſtrge this Citie, who are (as vou una) 
§ valiantel men in all thefe parties. Sou haue alfa pour 
vittailes pꝛouided abundantly, and that whieh now im⸗ 
optcth, is, that pau play the menne, as bœrretefoꝛe pou 
baue done and mot humbly to pꝛay unte Gop fo2 bac:

be nerte dar following, corres fente wnte the 
ayo prouinces pl Tlaæcallan, Huexocince » Chelolla, 
Lr ailira Chal, and other Townes, warning the within 
teme daes to come unto Texcuce, with theps 
armoure, weapon, and other neceſſaries, foꝛ the fegeof 
Mexiteo. He certifped them allo, how the er gantines Wert 
Feaby with all other furniture accoꝛdingly, and the Spae 
nyardes were very delirous to loſe no time, wherefore 
they meante nat to delay their pꝛetence, farther than the 
day appopnted. e 3 
The Indians hearing this newes, and bytauſe thep 

would not come tw late to the beginning of the aftaulte, 

came incontinente, and entred into Texcuco in god oꝛder 

of warre, aboue ſirtie tbouſand men, gallantly trimmed 

after their die and cultome. Cortes friendly ee 
them, and pꝛouided them lodgings accordingly. nds 
» On Wihittenvay, all the Spanpardes came inte the 
freloe, whereas corres made e 
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: Tong whome he deuided his whole army, Unto 7 Pedro de 
— Aluarado the ſirſt Captapne, he appopnted thirtie hozle⸗ 


men, and a hundꝛed and leauentie fotemen of the Spar 


nvardes, two pwees of oꝛdinance, and thirtie thonfande 
Indians, tommaunding him to campe in Tlacopan. Unto 
Criftowal de oli the ſetonde Captapne, he gaue three and 


thirtie Hoꝛſemen, and a hundꝛed and epahtene fotemen 


pf the Spaniſh nation, two peetes of ozdinante, and thir⸗ 
tie thouland I dians, and appopnted him to pitch his camp 
in Culhuacan. To Gonfale de Sandonal who was the thyꝛde 
Captapne, he gaue thee and twenty Bozſemen, and 160, 
fotemen. two perces of Oꝛdinante, AND 4 0b. Indians, 
with commifionto Chale a place to pith his Camper, 53 
In euery Vergantine he planted a pete of ozdinäte, (ite 
hargabuſhes, oz croſſebewes, and 23. Opnmiards, mt mot 
fittett foꝛ that purpoſe. Me appointed alſo Captapnes foꝛ 
eache, and himſelke for general, whereok fome ol the chie 
feſt of his tompanpe began to murmure that wente b 
lande, thinking that they had bin in greater ‘pantie 
tobherefaze they required him to goe with the mayne nue 
tell, and not by water. Corres little efteemed their wozds, 
foꝛ althongh it is moꝛe daunger inthe water than in the 
land, vet it did moze impoꝛte to haue greater care in the 
warres by water, than on the land, bycaufe bis men bad 
s bini the dne, and not in the other. 


n the tently of May Klunadi und crifonal de bid 


Departed, and went that night to a Towne called Atl 
mAs, where was betwerne them reate dilcozde touchyng 
their lodgings, pea and if Corres had not ſents te take bp 
the inte: “eich milchieke had en(ued; Che nexte Dave 
they lodged in Xolstepec, whych! Was not indabtted. The 
thprde Bape they came vnts Tlacen, Whyche ! was al⸗ 
fo as all the Townes ok the lake, d eae

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Che rlaxcaltecas began to viewe Mexico by the calfep; 

and foughte with their enimies, vntill the nighte made 

chem te tenge. 

On the thirteenth ol Dap,crifoual de id came to cha. 
Pultepee, and brake the conduites of ſwærte water, wheres 
vpon Mexico was deſtitute of the ſame, being the conduit 
that did pꝛonide all the Citic... Pear de A luarado pth 
bis company pꝛocured to amende all the bꝛaken places 
of the caltep, that the hoꝛlemen might haue fre pattage, 
and hauing muche to do in thefe affaires, he ſpente three 
dapes, and fighting with many enimies, ſome of his men 
were hurt, and many Indian friendes llapn. Alvarado as 
bode in Zlae pen with bis armye, and criffousl de olid re- 
tired to Culruacan with his inen, according to the inſtru⸗ 
ction recepucd tram Corres, and foꝛtifyed themſelues in 


tte Lozbes houles of the Lowne, and enerp nape lyz⸗ 


miſhed with the enimics, and fome went to the Tolones 


nere at hande, and brought cencii, fruite, and other pros 
uifion, In this buſinelle they occupped thẽſelues a whole

pd ete were of opinion, who tendzed muche the com 
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be taken walks ſhoulde be facrifices, buf saci fo be 
pꝛeſerued kor conclution of peace if necde ſhoulde ſo re⸗ 
qupꝛe. And finally Come fapde,that they ſhould demaunde 
oftheir Goddes what was beit to doe. 

The Ring that inclined himfelfe moze fo peace than to 
warte, ſapde that be woulde remitte the matter to the 
iudgement of the idolles, and that he would aduiſe them 
what anſwere Mould be made vnto him but: in harte he 
desired to come to ſome honeſt oꝛder and agreement with 
. Cortes, fearing the thyng that after did enſue. But ſeyng 
his Counſell and ſubienes fo determined to warre, he ca 
maunded koure Spaniardes whiche he had pꝛploners in 
decage, to be facrificed onto the Goddes of warre, with a 
great number moꝛe of Indians, 

He ſpake to the Diuell in the image ol Pitzilipachtliy } A ms 
wh anfwered him that he thoulde not keare the Span :/ 
arbdes being but lewe, noꝛ pet thofe whiche were tomen 
to helpe them, foꝛ that they ſhoulde not long abide in the 
liege, commaunding him to Boe forth and to encounter 
them without feare,fo2 he would helpe them and kill his 
entities, With this anſwere of the diuel, Qvabarimec coms 
maunded koꝛth with to bꝛeake Downe the bridges, watche 
the Cittie, make bulwarkes, and to arme fiue thonfande 
boates, and ſayde vnto the Spaniardes, that the Goddes 
woulde be pleaſed with the facrifice ok their bodies, the 
Snakes filled with their bloud, and the Tigres relieued 
with their flesh, they ſayde alſo to the indians of Tlaxcallan, 
ah pee Cuckold knaues llaues and traptoꝛs to pour gods 
ans kyng. will pou not repent the wickednelle whiche yer 
baue committed agapn pour maiſkers, therefore thall 
vou nowe die an euill death, for either pou ſhall die with 
hunger, oꝛ elle vpon the knike:and then wil we eate pour 
geſhe, and make khereok ſolemne a banket a sthe like 
; barb beretotoxe never bene lerne, and in token therof hold 
Anse alive fake 
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take theſe armes and legges whiche we thꝛowe vnto you 
of pour owne men, which we haue now ſacriſiced foꝛ the 
obtapning of bidozp. And after theſe warres we will 
goe vnto pour countrey and ſpoyle your Towne, a leaue 
no memoꝛp of pour bloud oz generation. The Tra. 
secas laughed at their madde talke, and ſapd, that it outa 
be better fo: them to pelde and ſubmitte themſelues to 
Cortes his mercp, and if not, yet it were moꝛe honoꝛable to 
light than to bꝛagge, willyng them to come out into the 
field. and bad them afluredly belecue,that the ende of all 
their knauery was at hande: it was a woꝛld to heare and 
fee the bꝛagges and crakes on both ſides. Corte hearyng 
of all theſe matters, ſent cand. ual to take Iracpalapan, and 
he enbarked himſelke to merte him at that place. 1 

Sandmal combated the towne on the one fide, and the 
tobones menne and people with feare fledde vnto Mexico, 
on the otherfite by water: he burned the towne. corres 
came at p time to a ſtrõg rocke lyke a tower, ſituated in 
the water, where many men of cllus were, who ſeyng 
them approche with their Uergantines, fette theyz bea⸗ 
ronson fire, and thzewe dswne vpon them ſtenes and 
ſhotte of theyꝛ arrowes. Cortes wente aſhoꝛe with a hun⸗ 
dꝛeth and fiftie meme, and combatted the fate, till at 
length he wanne the battlement, whiche was the Indians 

beſte defence, and with muche adoe hee came to the foppe; 
and there fought vntill he had not lefte one aliue, faupng 
women and chyldzen. It was a fapꝛze Didozte,altheugh 
fine and twentie Spanpardes were hurte and wounded, 
pet the foꝛte was ſtrong, and the ouerthꝛowe a great diſ⸗ 
touragyng of the enimie. Ain tun ute! ARG

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At this infant were fo many beacons and other fires 
made rounde aboute the lake and vpon the billes,that all 
feemed a lighte fire. And alſo the arexicans bearpng that 
ihe Aergantynes were compng, they came ont ay 
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boates, with fiue hundzeth Gentlemen whiche came to 
fee ſuche newe kinde of vellelles, and to pꝛoue what they 
were, beyng a thyng ol fo greate a fame. Cortes embar⸗ 
tzed himſelfe with the fpople of the foꝛte, and commaun⸗ 
ped his men to abide all togither foꝛ the better reſiſtance, 
and bycauſe the enimies ſhoulde thynke that they feqred, 
wberevyon they mighte without any god oꝛder gyue the 
onſette vpon the Chꝛiſtians, and ſo to fall ſuddenly into 
the ſnare. But it followed, that when they came within 
ſhotte of the Spaniardes oꝛdinaunce: they ſtaped abp⸗ 
dyng moze companp, but in Morte ſpate there came fo 
many Cu, that it ſeemed a wonder to beholde: They 
made ſuche a terrible noyſe with they; voyces, dꝛummes, 
Dnaple ſhelles, and other like inſtruments of warre, that 
thep could not heare one an other, with ſuch great crakes 
and bꝛagges, as they had done in time pate. 
And beyng bothe parties in a readineſſe to fight, there 
happened ſuche a poupe winde to the Uergantines which 
tame from the ſhoꝛe, that it ſeemed meruellous. Cortes the 
pꝛayſing God, commaunded al his Captaines to giue the 
onſet altogithers, not to ceaſſe vntill the enumies ſhould 
be dꝛyuen to retire into Mexico, fox that it was the pleas 
lure of God to ſende onto them that pꝛoſperous winde in 
token of victoꝛy. This talke ended, they beganne to ſette 
vpon the enimp, who ſeyng the Uergantines come with 
uch lucky winde, yea e luch a fight as the like vnto them 
had not bene fene, they beganto tlie with fuche greate 
patie, that they fpoplen, bake, and ſunke many of them, 
and ſuche as ftwde to defende themfelucs were fapne, 
& that this battaple was fone ended. They purfued 


them two leagues, until they had locked them vp 


in the water fiveates of Aexice, and twke many W oꝛdes 
5 and Gentlemen pꝛiſoners. And the key of al theſe wa 
cited in this victozy. ta our mẽ remayned loꝛ gigas 4 
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they had at bene fo fone popled, but that there were fy: 
mau of them, Who dilturbed one an ather, But when 
Aluarado, and Criſtoual de Olid fan the fortunate ſuccelle 


of Cortes by water, they entered the calſey with their ar⸗ 


the whole lake, and the enimie with great keare and lose: 


mp, and toke certaine bꝛidges and bulwarkes, and dꝛaue 


the Indians from them, with all their loꝛce and ſtrength. 
But with the helpe ol the Uergantines which came vnto 
them, the /ndians were dꝛnuen to runne a whole league 
vpon the calſey, and where they founde the calley bꝛoken, 
they procured to leape ouer, and fo fel into the middeſt. 

Cortes proceeded foꝛwards, and findyng no Canous he 
landed vpon the calſey that commeth from INracpalapan, 
with thirtic men and combatted two towers ol iogiles 
lwhiche were walled with wall of lyme and ſboneꝛit was 
the ſame place where auute dum recepuen Cortes. e wan 
thoſe towers in ſhoꝛte time, although they were defended 
with all pollibilitie: he vnſhipped thee peeces of ozdinãce 


tv0o ſcoure the calſep, which was full of enimies:at the ire 
‘Motte he did great hurte among thé, and beyng the night 


at hande, they ſeaſed on bathe foes foꝛ that dap. And ala 


though corres had determined otherwile with his Cap⸗ 


tavnes, pet he aboade there that night, and fente to the 
campe afc onſalo de Sandoual.fg2 pduder and ſiftie mẽ, with 
balfe the companx ol Incians of culluacannn. 


NHlovv Cortez beſieged Mexico. ; 
be night of cer his abiding there, was 
e perillaus, foꝛ he bad not abaue ahundzeth 
men in his cõpanp, and aboute midnight 
A eet bpd him manp atexscany both by wa⸗ 

J ter and lande, although they accuſtomer 
not to fight in the nigbt, but the uergan⸗ 
. tines 
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tines made them fone to retive, 

In the moꝛning came vnto corte, fram Ge Olid, 
eight hoꝛſemen, and foure ſcoꝛe fotemen, The Mexican, 
combated the towers, where Corres was lodged, who in⸗ 
continent came fort ¢ bꝛaue them along thecalfep, vntil 
he had wonne an other bꝛidge and a buiwarke, and made 
aà great ſpople among them, with the o2dinaunce a hoꝛſe 
men, purluyng them 0 the vtmoſte boufes of the Cittie: 
and bycauſe mary of the Cancaewhiche were on the other 
five of the calſey galled Cortes and his menne, he bꝛake 
downe lo muche of the calſep, that he mighte well paſle 
forte of his UAergantines to the otherſide, the which with 
lew encounters tutte vy the Canes on that ſide, within 


the ſuccour of Aeco:dnd in this wife he remapned 41020 


ouer bothe the lakes. 

The next dap gandeual Departed from 1xtacpalapan tos 
ward Culluacan, and in his wap he toke and ſpopled a lit⸗ 
tle Citic that ſkandeth in the lake, bycauſe they came out 
to reſiſt him. Cortes ſente tuto him two UMergantines to 
paſle his men where the calſey was bꝛoken. Sandoval left 
his company with Criſteual de Olid and wẽt to Cortes with 
tenne hoꝛſemen, and when he came he found him in fight 
with the enimies, and he alightyng from his hoꝛſe, an In- 
dian perſed him thꝛough the fate with a dart. Many Spas 
niardes were hurte that dap, but theyꝛ griele was well 
reuenged, koꝛ from that dap foz warde the /ndians cons 
rage was muche abated. Wlith the papnes, labour and 
victoꝛp already obtayned, Cortes might now at eaſe pitche 
his campe at his owne pleaſure where he woulde, and al⸗ 
ſo pꝛouide his army of viquals: fire dayes he ceaſled not 
kkirmiſhyng, and the Mergantines likewiſe founde out 
channels that they mighte goe rounde aboute the Cittie, 
pea and wente ſpoplyng and burning manp W with⸗ 


in the uburbes. 
Tt. Mexico 
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Mexico Bas beſieged in ksure places, although at the 
fir le they determined but thꝛer. Co tes Was placed betwixt 
the two towers of the calſep: Pedro de Aluarad. in Tlaco- 
8 ae Criſtouad de Olid in Culhuacan: Gobſale de Sandewal in 
Aultocaitoꝛ ther had aguſe that the lame wap thepiveula 
fler out of the Citic, ſepng themlelues in anp daunger. It 
would not haue grieued Cortes to haue lefte a pallage for 
the enimp, brit only bycauſe they ſhould not pꝛoñte them⸗ 
ſelues vpon the lande, and pꝛoulde the Cittie that Wap of 
Armour t viduall, pea he allo thought to pꝛeuaile again 
his enimies better vpon the lande than vpon the water. 
And againe accoꝛding to the olde pꝛouerbe, Nhen thine 

enimp flieth make him a bzidge of ſiluer. 


The firſt {kirmishe vvithin the

te, ei pꝛetended to enter the Citic, and fo gette 
WW = | what he could, allo to fe what fomacke the 
ANS 5 enimy had: he lent to aduiſe bis captaines, that 
eche of them ſhould do the like, reguiring them 
to ſende vnta him ſome ol their hozſemen and foteme, Pe 
gaue ſpeciall tommaundement to Crifonal de Olid to haus 
regard to the keeping of his calfep, and to foꝛſc that the 
inhabitants of x ochmilco, Culpuacan, Ixtacpalapan, Vit gilos 
puckrlt, Aexicalcincu, Cuetlauac, i other cities thereaboutes 
come not that way behinde them and vnwares. He com: 
maunded that the Gergantines ſhould goe along the cals 
fey on bothe the fides.of any rede ſhoulde happen. Cortes 
early in the moꝛning tame out ot his campe with. 200. 
Spaniardes and. Sooo. Indian friends: they had gone but 
aà ſmall ſpace, when they met with their enimies well ar⸗ 
med, keping the gappe where the calſey was bꝛokẽ, which 
en ee meray bea ſpeares 1 

ep 
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depth. They fought with them, who for a great {pate bes 
fended themſelnes behinde a bulwarke, but in fine he 
wanne the padage, and followed them bute the entrance 
of the citie, where was a Tower, and at the fete thereat 
a bꝛidge dꝛawen, where a god ſtreame of Water paſſed. 
This place was very ſkrong to combat, vea and fearetull 
to behold the pallage where the dꝛaw bꝛioge was. They 
tealed not, fystpngief. arrowes and hurlyng ol ſtones, ſo 
that. out men coulde net come neare, vntill the Uergan⸗ 
tines came, and by meanes ol them they wanne that koꝛt 
with leser papnes than they imagined: foꝛ without the 
Uergantines it hap wg Wu Wali fo haue kes the 
Ciitic, Bini « 

The Ae being nod oled krom that holde, gur men 
alanded there, wih the Indian kriendes, who incontinent 
dammed vp the bꝛoken place with ſtones and earth. The 
Spaniardes of the vantgarde, tohe another bulwarke, 
which was planted, in the largeſt and fapꝛeſt ſtreate of 
the Citie, and purſued the enemp to another dran bzidge, 
which remapned, hut with one poſte oꝛ beame, vppon the 
which many ak the Indians palled over, and then toke p 


beame awape and above to delende the place: but when : 
gur men. apprached fave: hom the. matter went, Cortex 


cammaunded tine pieces of, Dadinaunce to be bꝛoughte, 


wich the whiche, and with their Barquebuches, they did 


great hurt among the Aexicans, Who began to kainte, and 


loſe their courage, the Which being vnderſtwde, certayne 
Spaniards {wa ouer Where the dꝛaw bridge was, w their 
weapons intheir mouthes. But when the enimp ſawe 


them pate oucr, they began, as well from that piace as 
from the heute toppes, zoties and bulwarke, whiche they 


had defended koz the {pace of two houres, to flie. Cortes, 


and his whole army beyng patled ouer, be commaunded 
ts damme vp that bꝛoken place 9 the dzawe bꝛydge, 
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324 T he Conquest of 
with earth rubbiche and ftones,and pꝛacerdyng foꝛwarde 
they came to an other bꝛidge whiche had no bulwarke, 
but was neare one ol the chieleſt places of the cittie, and 
there placed a pecce of oꝛdinaunce wherewith they bya 
great hurte, and ſeyng them noty paſt all the bꝛidges, they 
determined to enter into the harte or the Citie. When 
the Atextcans percepued their determination, they beganne 
ta pꝛouide euery one foꝛ bimfelfe,fo2 ſome fede one way 
and fone anather, but the moſte wente to the great tems 
ple of Idols. The Spaniardes and thepꝛ friends purſued 

alter them, and among the thꝛong gotte into the Temple, 
where they lle we many, and at length they wente vp into 
the high tower, and there thꝛewe downe the idols, among 
whome they made a great ſpople. N 

Quabutimec beganne to repꝛehende his men for their 

cowardie and flight, who gathered themfelues tegither, 

aͤnd conſidering they ouerfight, and that there were na 
hoꝛſes, began a freſhe to ſette Qppan the Spanpardes, and 
with foꝛte and ſtrength dꝛaue them out of all the eircuite 
ol the Temple, and made them truſte to their fete, But 
when Cortes ſawe his menne come flping, he cauſed then 
to returne and to ſhewe face vnto the enimy, declaryng 


— 


vnto them how ſhamekull a thyng it was to lie: Wut fer 
ing the ſtrength and multitude of their enimies, they had 
no other remedie but onelp to retire to the greate market 
place, yea ¢ from thence alfa they were erpelled, and lolt a 
peece of their oꝛdinaunte. But beyng nowe in this ex⸗ 
tremitie, there tame thꝛer hoꝛſemen who played the vali⸗ 
ant men and made way through the troupe ol enimies, 
Who at the fight of the huꝛſes began to lie, and dur men 
to follow with ſuche harte and courage, that in ſhoꝛt time 
they wan the great temple agapne: then came other ſire 
hoꝛſemen who topned with the other thꝛer, and lay in am⸗

favre (pent, and the nighte at hande, Cortes tommaunded 
his armp to retire, and they obeping bis commandemzt, 
hadde not fo ſone turned their backes, but an infinſte 

number of enimies were at their herles, who if it hadde 
nat bin for the Hozlemen, had layne many Spanpardes, 

koꝛ they tame vpon them like rauening dogges without 
any feare, pet with the ſuccoure of the Hoꝛlemen, the e⸗ 

nimie was putte agayne to flighte, and gur men burned 

many houſes, to auopde af their next comming the daun⸗ 

ger of ſtones whiche were thꝛowen from their toppes. 

The other Captapnes, who were andoual and Aluara- 

do, fought val iantiꝑ on the other ſide of the Citte. 


The great hurt and dammage in the 
5 f houfes of Mexise with fire, 


this meane while, Dow Hernando bf 
Texcuco, wente thoughout his Loꝛdſhip, 
to allure his vafſall to the ſeruite and 
2 pe 4 kriendſhip of Cortes, attoꝛding to his foꝛ⸗ 
mer pꝛomile:and whether it were ſeyng 
— the Spanpards pꝛoſperitie in the ſege of 
Mexico, 02 other wile , he bꝛsughte almoſt the whole pꝛo⸗ 
uince of Culbuacan, whiche is vnder the gotternemente of 
Tezeuco, with fire 02 ſeauen of his one bz zerthzen, fod 

- moze he could not, although be had moꝛe than a hundꝛed 
hꝛeethꝛen, as berrealter fhall be declared. One of them 
named Itliæuchilhʒ beng a valiant pong man, ol the 
age of foure and twenty veares, he appopnted general 
Captayne our fiftie thouſande men of warre, well ar⸗ 
med and trimmed according to their fathion. Cortex dyd 
kriendly reteyue and welcome them, giuing them greate 
thankes for their apde and god willes. Of theſe nein: 
come dai he tobe into his owne hott thirtte choulande, 
Ft, ii.

and deuided the reſidue equally among the other Cap⸗ 
tayn ess, Bid goa N 
This was a ſezrowfull newes to the Avexicans, ta 
Heare of the luccgure which Dov Hernando hadde ſente ta 
ſerue Cerres,and with holden the ſame from them, yea and 
alſo among them were come kinlmen, bꝛeethꝛen, and ka⸗ 
thers to many of them which were in A exico in the ers 
nice of gaahutimc. nne A meee aaa 
Two dapes after that theſe menne were come, there 
came alfo men of æochmilco and certayne huſbandmen of 
the Hoũtaines, who ſpake the oremitlh (peech,beleching 
Cortes to pardon their long tarrping, offering alſa both 
men and vittaples fo2 the ſæge. Corres was pleated wyth 
their coming and gentle offer, koꝛ they being his kriẽds, 
he was allured of them of Culbuacan, ünd ſayd onto them, 
within theſe thae dates God willing) J wil combate the 
Citic, therefore againſte that time pꝛape pou prepare 
vsur ſelues actoꝛdingly, and therein fall A knowe whe⸗ 
ther you are my kriendes oꝛ no: and wich this aunſwere 
they departed; pꝛomiſing to full his requeſt, as they 
did in deede. This done, he lente tbꝛer ve gatines to Sando- 
nal, and other the to. luarado, for to diſturbe anye ſuc⸗ 
toure that mighte come from the land to the Citie, and 
Uke wiſe to defende and apde the Spanpardes at all 
times, when they would land vpon the callep, to combate 
the Citie, for he well vnderſtode howe profitable thoſe 
vellels would be neere vnto the bꝛidges. i ail 
The Captaines ofthevrergantines ceated not night and 
day to runne the coaſt and Townes of the lake, where 
they toke manye boates from the enimies, laden with 
men and victuall, and permitted none to come into the 
Citie, noꝛ pet any to ste out. 10 42 3 
The dape appointed to the enimies koz the combate, 
Corres made his pꝛapers vnto God, ¢ then enko med each 
i. N Captapne 
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Captayne what he ſhould do, and came forth with twẽ⸗ 
tie hozſemen, thee hundzed Dpanpardes, and a great 
number af Ilie, with their peces of Oꝛdinance, and 
where in the cr koure dapes before they had not ſkir⸗ 


miſhed, time ſerued the arexicans at will to open al thoſe 


places which were dammed bp befoze, and allo to builde 
better bulwarkes tha thoſe which were thꝛowen downe, 
attending with that hoꝛrible nopſe arcuſtomed, But whe 
they ſawe the Vergantines on cache fide, thepz top was 
turned into ſoꝛrowe, and beganne to fainte, the whiche 
dure men vnderſtod well, and there with alanded them⸗ 
ſelues vpon the calſep, and wanne the bulwarke and the 
bꝛidge. Our armp pꝛoccdyng forward, ſet vppon the e⸗ 
nimies, vntiil they came to another bꝛidge, the whyche 
Was likewiſe wonne in ſhozte time, and this purſued 
from bꝛidge to bridge, alwapes fighting, vntill thep had 
dzluen them from the Calſey and ſtreꝛtes. 

Cortes for his part lott no time, foꝛ he with tenne thou⸗ 
fande Indians laboured fo damme vp againe the ſluſes 
and bꝛoken places of the bꝛidges, making the way plaine 
both fo Hoꝛſemen and fotemen: it was fo much to dae, 


that all thoſe ten thouſand Yndians were occupyed theres 


in from the moaning vntill the euening. 

The other Spanpards and Indian friends ſgirmiſhed 
continuallp, and ſlew many of their enimies. Likewyſe 
the Hoꝛlemen lo ſcoured the Kreetes, that the enimies 
were forced to locke them vp in their houles ¢ Temples. 
It was a notable thing to fee how our Indians played tho 
menne that daye againſte the Citizens: ſometimes they 


would chalenge them the fielde; other times they would 


tonuite them to ſupper, and ſhewe vnto them legges, 
armes, and other pecces of mas fleth, faping behold pour 
stone fleſh wodich thal (crue fo our {upper and bꝛekekaſt, 

are tomozroly we wil came foz moze, Wee five not, 
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328 The Conquest of 

pou are baliant fellowes, pet it were better far pou to 
ape fighting than with hunger. And after all this ſperch, 
euerp one of them called oppor the name ok his owne 
Towne with a loude vopte, letting fire oppon their hou⸗ 
ſes. The Afexicans were repleniſhed with ſoꝛrow, to fe 
themſelues fo affliaed with Spanpardes, but pet theyz 
ſoꝛrowe was the greater, to heare their owne vallals fo 
raile againſte them, faping and crping at their owne 
Bors, vicar , vidoꝛp, Tlixcallan, C halcho,Texcuco,Xoth- 
milco, and other Townes: the eating of their fleſhe grace 
ued them not, foꝛ they did the like. 

Cortes ſceing the Atexica:s fo ſtoute and hard harted, 
with full determination eyther to dekend themlelues oz 
elle to dye, therevpon he bethought himſelle bppon two 
things, the one was, that he fhoulde not obteyne the trea⸗ 
ſure whiche he had feene in the time of Mutsxumasthe os 
ther was, that they gaue him occaſion totallp to deſtroy 
the Citie. Both thefe things greeued him much but eſpe⸗ 

Tlally the deſtructiõ of the citic. He pinagined with bins 
(elfe what he mighte doe, to being them to acknowledge 
their erroꝛ, and the hurt that mighte kall vpon them, and 
foꝛ thefe conſiderations he pluckt downe their Towers. 
and bꝛake their idolles. He burned alſs the greate houſe 
wherein he was lodged before, and the houte of foule 
Ulhich was neere at bad. There was not one Spanpard 
who had fene that mtagnificall building bekoꝛe, but las 
mented fore the light: but to agrerue the Citizens, it was 
commaunded to be burned. There was neuer Azexican, 
that thought any humaine force, how much leffe fo feu 
Spanparde, ſhoulde haue entred into Mexico in deſpite of 
them all, and to ſette fire vpon their pꝛincipalleſt edifices 
within the Citie. While this houſe was a burning, Cer- 

tes gathered his men, and retired to his Campe. The 
Atexicans would fayne haue remedyed the fire, but it was 
f to 
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folate, and fring our men retire, they followed wyth 
theic noyſe accuſtomed, and flue ſome ok gur men, wha 
were laden with the ſpoyle, and tame behinde the telle. 


Che hoꝛſmen relieued dur men, and cauſed the enten ta 


f relire, in ſuch wile, that befoꝛe night al our men lorie 8 

faletie and the enimies in their boules. „ the one forte 
fall of ſoꝛowe, and the others Wearien with üghte and 
trauel. The llaughter was great that dap, but the bur⸗ 
ning. and ſpoyle of houſes was greater, ſoꝛ beides thoſe 
Whiche wee haue ſpoken ok, the Uergantines did the 
like where they wente, and the other Captaines allo 
were not idle where they were appointed. 


Things tHat happened to Pedro de 
e el Aluarado through his bolde 
Se RESCIND 


army to p market place of 7/4/«/- 
coy fdꝝ he take much payn a fade 
in perill in ſuſtepning ö bridges 
which he had gotten, hauing bps 
fied forte almoſt a league fra thence. 
=] (AR S574 and again, be beinga man of a 
—_ baugybtie ſtomacke, thinking as 
Wel to get honoꝛ as his general,andlikewile being pꝛo⸗ 
cured bp his company, who ſapde, that it were a ame 
fo2 them ik cortex ſhould winne that market place, be⸗ 
ing moꝛe nearer vnto them, than vnto him: wherevpon 
He determined to winne thoſe bꝛidges which as pet wer 
vnwonne and to place himbelfe in the market place. We 
proceeded with all his army vntill they came to another 


bꝛokẽ bꝛidge, which was ſixtie paces of length, and two

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Edro de. Aluarado would paſſe his

kadome depe, the whiche with the belpe of the Wergans 
tines, he wan in ſhoꝛt ſpace, and gaue oꝛder to certaine 
ok his men to Damme it vppe ſubſtanctally, and he him- 
ſelfe purſued his enimies, with fiftie Spaniar des. But 
when the Cittzens ſawe fo few in number, and al foter 
men, (foꝛ the hoꝛſes coulde not pafle the ſluce fo fone,) 
they came bpon them fo ſodainely ¢fiercely , that the p 
made our men to turne their backes, and truſt to thep2 
legges, yea and our men kel into the water, they knewe 
not which way. They llew manp of our India,, and laur 
Spantards, who forthwith they ſacriſiſed, and eate their 
lleſhe in the open fight of al the army. A 
A luarado ſaw his one folly,in not beleauing Cortes, 
who had alwaps forewarned him, not to pꝛocede koze⸗ 
Ward, vntil he had made the way ſure behinde him: but 
A luarndso his counfellers papde their counſel with life 
Cortes ſoʒrowed foꝛ the ſame, koꝛ the like had happened 
vnto him, if he had giuen credite to their counfel. But 
as a pꝛudent captain, heconſidered the matter better, foʒ 
tuery houſe was then an Jlande, the calfep bꝛoken in 
many places, and the zoties oꝛ boule toppes beſet with 
ftones , fo theſe and ſuche like places vſen guahutin 
moc. Cortes went to ſee where Aluarado had pitched bys 
campe, and alſo to rebuke him foꝛ that which was pak, 
and to aduiſe him what he ſhold do: But when he came 
and found him fo farre within the libertie of the Citie, 
and the daungerous places which hadde palled, he dyd 
highly cõmend his valiaunt and god ſeruite: he alſo cd⸗ 
muned with him ok manpe things concerning the Gege, 
and then returned to his owne campe.

=orrez delayed the time to pitche his 
I campe in the market place of 4¢¢x!- 
N, although daily his menn entrede 
d and ſkirmiſhed with in the Citie, fo: 
i Iithe caules befeze alleaged, and like: 
i CEA Iwill to fee if Qu abutimec would peid 
— 2 bimſelf. and alſo the entrie could not 
very daungerous, foꝛ the great multitude of eni⸗ 
mies that filled vp the ſtreates. 

Al his company Spantarbes ioyntlp, with the kings 
Txealurer, ſe ing the determination ok Cortes, and the 
hurt already recepued, befought and allo required him 
ts pafle his campe vnts the market place: who aunſwe⸗ 
red them, that they had ſpoken like balfaunt men, but 
as pet(quoth he) it is not time conuenient, i we oughte 
to conſider better of the matter: koꝛ whyꝛthe enimies are 
kully determined to ende their liues in defence of that 
place. But his men replyed ſo muche, that hee was 
compelled to graunte to they requeſte, and pꝛoclap⸗ 
med the entraunce koꝛ the nerte bape following. ee 
wꝛote alfo in his letters to onfalo de Sandoual, to Pedro 
de Aluarado, the inſtructions of the things that they 
choulde doe, whiche was in effect, to Sandeual, that hee 
choulde remoue bys cape Uyth all bys fardage, as 
thoughe be woulde retire and fipe, and that vppon the 
calfep he ſhoulde haue tenne hoꝛſemen in ambuſhe, bes 
binde certaine houſes to the intent that when the Citi⸗ 
zens ſhould eſpie the flie, and would purſue after, thé ta 

palle betwirt them and home with the ſaid hoꝛſemen, 
0 Ab. ij. after 
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after the hurt done among them, in this loꝛt, that then he 
with al his army ſhoulde come where Pedro de Alnarade 
aboade, with other tenne hoꝛſemen, a hundered kotemen, 
and the Mauve of Uergantines, and leauing with hym 
his men, ſhould then take thee ol the Aergantines, and 
to pꝛoture to winne that bꝛoken bꝛidge, where A luara⸗ 
do of late receiued the fople: and tf he foꝛtuned to wynne 
that place, that then he ſhould damme it vp, and make it 
ſure, betoꝛe he palled anpe further: and the like oꝛder he 
gaue vnto him loꝛ al other bꝛoken places that he ſhoule 
paſſe. 

Unto Aluarado he gaue commillion that he ſhoulde 
paſſe as farre into the Citie as he myght polſible, requy⸗ 
ring him alſo to ſend vnto him eightie Spaniardes. Her 
alſo appointed the other ſeauen Uergantines, to pale 
into both p lakes, with thee thouſand Canoas. Be deuided 
likewiſe all his army into thꝛer companies, bycauſe they 
had thꝛe ways to enter into the citie. By the one ot theſe 
Wapes oꝛ ſtreates, entred the Treaſurer and Auditoz, 
with feauentpe Spaniardes, twentie thouſande Indians, 
eight hoꝛſemen , twelue labourers with pickeaxes and 
Shouels, and many other ydle kelowes, to cary earth and 
ones, and to fili vp the bꝛoken places, and to make the 
Wap plaine. 

The fecente ſkreate he cemmended to ces ge de Al- 
uarado and Anares de Tapia, With eightie Spaniardes, 
tenne thouſande Indian, two pieces of Oꝛdinaunce, and 
eight hoꝛſemen. Cortes himleike tobe the thirde way, wyth 
a great number of kriendes, and a hundꝛed Spantardes 
fotenten, of the whiche were twentpe fine with Croffes 
bowes and Barguebuches, and cömaunded his horfemé 
tabich were eight in number to abide there behinde, and 
nof to ſslow after, vntil he Mold ſende foꝛ them. In thys 
oꝛder, and al at one inſtaut, they entredthe Citie, chew⸗ 

dis ing 
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ing the harts of valiaunt men, greatly anno ping the ene⸗ 
mp, and wan many bꝛidges, but when they tame neare 
vnto b towne boule called Tianquictli, there gathered tas 
gither ſuch a number of the Tadian kriendes, who before 


theyꝛ eyes ſcaled, entred, and robbed their houſes, that 


they thought allure dly, that p fame dap the citie had bin 
wonne. Corte⁊ commaunded that they ſhould proceede no 
further, ſaying, that they had done fufficientlye fo2 that 


dap, foꝛ alfo he feared afterclappes. He likewile deman⸗ 


ded whether all the bꝛoken bridges were made fure, in 
the whych( quoth he) cõſiſteth the peril and victoꝛie. Wut 
thoſe that went with the Trealurer, following ticorte 


and ſpople, had left a bꝛidge not well dammed vp, but ve⸗ 


rye hollowe and falſe, the whiche was of twelue paces: 
bꝛoad, and two fadom in depth. Cheri Cortex was aduer⸗ 
tiſed hereok, he went thither to remedy the ſame, but he 
was no ſoner come, when he ſawe his men fleeing, and 
leaping into the water, with feare or the cruel enimies, 
which followed, who leapt after them into the water, to 
kill them There came alla along the calfep manye Indi- 
an boates of enimies, who toke many of » Indian Friends: 
and Dpaniards aline. Then Cortes and other fifteene per⸗ 
ſons, which were with him, ſerued koꝛ na other purpofe 
but to helpe out of the water thoſe that were kalen, ſome 
came wounded, and others halfe dotwnes, and without 
armour:yea and the multitude of enin es fo beſet Cortes, 
and his fiftene companions, who wer helping their mẽ, 
and lo octupyed in the lame, that they had no regarde to 
their one peril. Mher vpon certaine azexscans lapd had 
Ops Cortes, who truly they had carried away ik it had not 
bin koꝛ ane Franciſco de Olea his ſeruũt, who cut off at one 
blowe the armes ok them that had hold ol him, and he by 
the enemies was immediately flair, ſo that he died to 
{ane his matters life, Then came Antonio de Ouinionex 
= Ab, =» Captaing 
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captaine oł᷑ the guard, who caught corte: bp the arme, € 
by force pluckt him out of the thꝛong of enimies, wyth 
whom valiantly he fought. But the with the fame that 


Cortex was pꝛiſoner, came many ſpaniards, among whõ 


was one hoꝛſeman, who made ſome rome, but in ſhoꝛte 
Space they thꝛuſt him thꝛough the thꝛote with alaunce, 
and made him to retire, The fight cealled a little, x cor- 
ses had a hozſe bꝛought onto him, on the which he light⸗ 
lye amounted, and gathering his men togither, came 
to the ſtreate of Tlacepan, whiche was large and faire. 
There died Guzman his Chamberlayne’, giuing a 
hoꝛle vnto his maiſter, whoſe death was much lamen⸗ 
ted among them all, fo2 be was a man valiant, honeſte, 
€ welbeloued. There fel alſo into the water two hoꝛſes, 
the one was ſaued, but the other was killed bp the Ja 
ans, Is the Treaſurer and his companp were Combat- 
ting a bulwarke, the enimies thꝛew out of a window 
thee Spaniards heads vnto them, ſaping, the like they 
would do with their heads, if they went not from thence 
the ſoner, They fering this fight, and like wiſe cofivered 
the great hurte and ſpoyle made among them, began to 
retire by little and little. * 

The Arexican Pꝛieſtes went bp into the Towꝛes of 
Tlatelulco, ànd made their ficrs in chafing diſhes, and 
put therevnto the ſwæte gũme of Cops: in token ot bie 
storie, and foꝛthwith ſtripped fiktie Spaniards captiues 
as naked as they were boꝛne, and with their fine raſoꝛs 
opened them in the bꝛeaſtes, and pluckt out their hartes 
fo2 an offering to the Idols, and ſpꝛinckled their bloud 
in the apꝛe. Our men ſeing before their eies the doleful 
light, would fain haue gone to reuẽge the cruel cuſtome. 
But as time then required they had pnough to doe, te 
put themſelues in ſauetie thꝛough the great troupe of 
Indian, which came vpon them, who now feared bi 
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Horle noz lwoꝛd. This dap as pe haue heard, were fortis 
Spaniards facrificed , and Cortes wounded in one of bys 
legges, and thirtie mae of his men: they loſte a piece of 
Oꝛdinance, and foure hozles. Allo that dap was ſlayne as 
boue two thoufandsdean friends, and many cane lof 
and the Mergantines in great daunger, and the captain 
and maiſter of one of tbem were Wounded, hereof the 
captaine died within eight dayes, the fame day wer alls 
flaine foure of Aluarado his men, that daye was an vn⸗ 
fortunate oꝛ diſmal dap, and the nyght heaup, ſoꝛrowfull 
and repleniſged with lamentable griefe among the ſpa⸗ 
niardes and their kriendes. On the other ſide, the Ya exicas 
trpumphed with toy, and made great bonefiers, blewe 
their hoꝛnes, ſtroke vp their dummes, daunced, bangue⸗ 
ted, and dꝛanke themſelues dꝛunk: they allo opened their 
ſtreats and bꝛidges, as they were beloꝛe, and placed their 
ſcout and watch about the Citie. And as fone as it was 
dap, the king Quebsrsmoc ſent two Cheiſtians heads, and 
two hoꝛſe heads into al the comarcanes there aboute, to 
ſignikye their vigoꝛie and to require them to koꝛſake the 
Chꝛiſtians friendch ip, promifing in ſhoꝛt ſpace to make 
the like ende of all thoſe that remapned, and deliuer the 
countrep from warre, theſe things encouraged ſome pꝛo⸗ 
uinces to take armour againſke Cortes being his allied 
kriendes, as Maliualce and Cuixco. This newes was fone 
blowen abzsade ints manppꝛouinces, wherevppon our 
men feared rebellion among their new friends, pea and 
mutinie in their owne campe , but it pleaſed god that it 
fel out other wile. The next day Corres came out againe 
to light, to ſhewe fate to the enimies, but he turned again 
krom the firk bꝛidge, without doing any great ad, 
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The determination of Cortez to de- 
. Srey the citie of Mexico, | 


Hichimecatl, à noble man 
ol Tlaxcalan, (who hadde 
bꝛought the Timber of p 
Aergantines, fcb whence @ 
it was wesugbt,and was

and lynage, and in choꝛt ſpace wanne the bꝛidge, where 
he lefte koure hundered archers, and followed after the 
enimie , who ok induſtrie fledde, thinking to take 
phimat his returne, and at length the enemp returned 
bppon him, where they made a kayꝛe ſzirmiſhe, koꝛ the 
fight was equall. There were many hurt and flaine on 
both ſides, lo that with the dead carcaſles they ſupped 
at will. But they thoughte to ouerthꝛowe him at the 
bꝛidge, not knowing of ö loure hundered archers which 
were thereto attend Chichimecatlo comming, by meanes 
of whome, be palled at pleaſure, ts the greate gricfe 
ofthe Mexicans, peaand remapned not alittle amae 
zed to fee the baloz and bolde attempte of the Tlaxcal- 
fecas. f 1 
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The 1 lkewile highly commended the fac, 
koꝛ where cure men combated not as they were wont to 
do, the Heaicas pmagiued that the cauſe was cowardize, 
inſirmitie, oꝛ want of vittaples: where vpon one daye at 
the ſunne riüng, they ſet vpon A luarado his Camp, Whi⸗ 
che being eſpyed by the watch, they began to erye, arme, 
arme, dohs came forth as well fotemen as hoꝛſemen, and 

put them fo flight, at whiche retire manp of the Y txicans 
were dꝛo ned, and others fore hurt and wounded. Then 
faid the a exicuus, i hat they deſired to talke with Cell, 
who came bnte a biawe ridge to knowe what Hep 
would haue, vnto whome ſometime they ſapd, that peace 
was their requeſt, and other times they demanded ttuce, 
hut finally reguired that the Spanpards ſhoulde departe 
krom that Countrep, All this politie was but to tale 
what ſtrength and courage our menne had, and to haue 
trute fava certayne time, fo2 to pꝛouide them ol tach tes 
cellaries as they wanted, for their determinate purpote 
was, la dye in the defence ot their countrey and religion. 
curtes aunlwered, that trute was not tonueniente koꝛ 1 
ther partie, but peace was laudabie at al times, the wh 
the ſoꝛ his parte, although he hadde beſerged the Gitte, 
SHoul not be nenped: therfore he willed them to wep his 
plentifull eſtate of vittaples, and their owne nerde and 
neteſtit e at the lau. Clay being in this communication 
with their interpꝛeters, appeared am auntient otde man 
on the toppe of the Bulwarke who in the ughte vr them 
all. pluckt bꝛend out of his fatchell pace by pete, and bee 
gan to eate, giuing them to vnder tand, that they ade

Ming them enuironed by land and water, woulde fea the 
All, and not permitte anye kinde of vicuall fo come vnto 
them, ſo that theyꝛ ertremitie ſhoulde be fe greate, that 
they ſhould eate one another their auntwere was, that 
AvGethe Spanvardes ſhoulde tak of the fame cuppe, ſo 
that thzeatning increaſed their courages, and occupped 
themſelues in carrying ſtones to the market place, and 
manp other Mreetes, to Hoppe the way againſt the 3026 
ſes and their maiſters. yi 
gi Cortes, although it græued him to deſtroy totally ſo 
beautifull a Citie, vet be determined ta bꝛing all the hou⸗ 
ſes of the ſerertes that he ſheuld winne to be eguall with 
the ground, and to ſtoppe with them the Chanels of was 
er; He chmuned the matter with his Captaynes, who 
diked-well of his intente, although it was a troublefome 
ching. Be allo aduertiſed the Gentlemen Indians hys 


friends of his determination, who highly caunnended bis 


deuice, e | | 
oiCertes ſckyng the tawardne q ut alt his armpe. he Cale 
led and pꝛegaved ut his labourers, with their pikeares 
and chouels, ſa that in thele atkalres, and in ſetting hys 
men in god oꝛder, he [pent foure dapes, and then he beg 
fo chbate the ttreete, which goeth diredly to the market 
plate, then fainedly the Eitizẽs delited peace. Cortes tax 
ed, and afked faz their Ming: they auntwered, that they 
bad fent foꝛ him, where vpon Cortel taried an houre, and 
then they began to reuile him, and to thꝛowe tones, and 
Mot at him, The Spanyards ee e e 
210 3 ots 1 an 
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and wanne a koꝛte, and came into the chiefe place of the 
Citie. Whey cleanſed the treetes ol the ſtones whiche 
they had laide to dilkurbe their pallage, and ſtopped ſo vp 
the water ſtrete in that place, in facie wile, that neuer 
after it was opened againe, and thꝛew do wne all the bows 
ſes, making the entrance into the Citie an open playne 
high wap, and then retired to their camp, Alſo fire dapes 
arowe thep did the like, without becepuing any burt, (as 
uing the lal day two hoꝛſes were hurt. 

The nexte day Cortes laide an ambuſh with fiftie hoꝛſ⸗ 
men, and fent before him the Wergantines, but her him⸗ 
felfe with thirtie hoꝛſemen, abode in certaine great hous 
ſes in the Market place. They koughte that day in many 
places of the Citie, and at the retire, one Mot of a hand⸗ 
gun, whiche was the token that thoſe which lap in am⸗ 
buſhe ſhould come foꝛth. The enimies folowed our men, 
that ſcemed to fe with maruellsus greate courage. But 
they were not fo fone palled the ſnare, when corres tame 
forth with his thirtie hoꝛſemen, faving, bpon them, vpon 
them: By this onely meane were ſlaine aboue fiue hun⸗ 
dꝛed Mexicans, beſides the pꝛiſoners. 

Our Indian Friends had a god ſupper that uygbt with 
ans fleſhe, whiche as pet they would not be perkwaded 
to leaue. Certaine Spaniards went vppe into a Tower 
of Idols, and there opened a ſepulchꝛe, where they found 
Aue hundꝛed Caſtlins in golde: With this ouerthꝛowe 
the Mexicans remayned in ſuche keare, that all their 
thꝛeatnings and triumphes were turned into mourning: 
and euer after whe they ſaw our men retire, they would 
not folow them, fearing ths like ee een 
a ee to win Kleie 
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80 The hunger and infirmitie vyhich the 


eikuns ſuffered with Ereate ceurage. 
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Mo pare ſoules who were vered wyth 
d hunger, came in the nighte ſealon out of 
q bag the titte vnto Corres his Camp, who cers 
k ilped, how the Citizens were in greate 
R eecelitie, and ſo manye dead with bens 
— ger and ſietznelle, that there were heapes 
ol dead bodyes in the houſes; only to keepe cloſe their ere 
treame niferie:and laid alſo, that in the night ſeaſon ma⸗ 
nye came aut to iche betwerne the houſes with feare ol 
the erg entines; and others came out to fecke fo2 wodde, 
hearbes, and rotes to eate . 
. Cortes hearing theſe newes, determined to knowe the 
froth thereof, lo that the nerte night he commaunded the 
Herganlines fo goe round about the Citie, and he himſelfe 
Wilh Gfteene Boꝛſemen, a hundꝛed fotemen, and manpe 
Zadie friends, placed themſelues betwixta tertaine boule 
Ses, with order to his eſpyes, to aduertiſe him what they 
ſhoulde {e, It was ns ſoner dap, but manye pore folke 
came ont to feke foꝛ fe, and when corres had intelli⸗ 
gence thereol, he made a greate ſlaughter among them, 
inherkas at that time of vnarmed men, women and thpl⸗

The pꝛincipall 
folke tubo were whole and lounde, they Love in their zo⸗ 
ties oꝛ houſe toppes, without weapon, and clothed in mas 
tels. It was thought that they kepte a certaine holy day, 
peace was againe offered, but they anlwered with diſſi⸗ 
mulation, The next dap followyng Cortes required Url. 
uarado on bis fide to combat a ſtreat of. ooo. houſes that 
was not pet won, and that he would doe the like on the o⸗ 


therlide:foꝛ a little (pace the Citizens aefended thẽſelues, 
but their defence endured not, but were dꝛiuen to lie be⸗ 


ing not able to reſiſte the foꝛce of theyꝛ contraries. 0 


that the Spaniſhe army wan allo that ſtreate, and flee 
2000. Citti;ens, the murder was fo great bicauſe the In. 
dian Eciends would ſhewe na mercie oꝛ tompaſſion vpon 
them, although they were required to the cõtrary. Sothat 
now the ate xican, hauing loft this ſtreate alſo, the houſes 
that were not beatẽ downe conld ſcartely hold the people 
d were altue, the freates allo being ſo full of dead cars 
Cafles and ficke bodies, that our men coulde not pate but 
mull nerdes treade vpon them. Cortes deſirous to fe what 
remayned of the cittic to win, went vp into a high tower, 
and hauyng well vewed the Cittie, he indged that of eight 
parts one remained pet to win. And nert day following 


he aſſaulted the fame, with {peciall comaundement giuen 
to his armp, not fo kil any but only ſuch as ſhould rent. 


The ſoꝛrowłul Citizens bewapling their vnkoꝛtunate 
fate t deſtinie, beſought the Spantards to make an ende, 
and to kill them all out of bande. Then certapne of the 
hoꝛſemen called cores in great balk, who went onto them 
incontinent, hopyng of ſome agrement of peace:and fans 
Ding at the bzymme of the water neate vnto a dꝛawt

bꝛidge, the Mexicans ſapde, oh captapne cortes,confinerrng 
that thou art the childe of the unne, why deci thou not 
entreate the Sunne thy lather, to make an ende of vs: of 
thou Sunne that canſt goe rounde about the woꝛlde in a 
dap and a night, we pꝛay the make an end of vs, and take 
vs out of this miſerable lpfe,fop we deſire death te go and 
rel with our God ouercanarlh Who tarieth fo2 vs. After 
thele (peaches they made a lamentablejcric,callpng vpon 
their Goddes with loude bsyces. Corte: anfwered What be 
thought god, but pet could not perſwade them to peelbe,

ortes ſeing the great ertremitie that thefe poe 
e wetehed people were in, thinkyng nowe that 
Alber woulde perlde vnto him, there bypon her 
daz to an vncle of Den Hernando de Tegcuco, 
who was taken pꝛiſoner thee dayes before, whom he de⸗ 
red to go to the king ¢ treate of peace: this Gentleman 
krekuſed the mefage, knowyng the determinate will of 
Quabutimoc, but through muche entreatic he graunted to 


bis regueſt. So the nert day followyng Cortes entred into 


the Cittie, t tent that Gentleman e tertaine Spanlardes 


before him. The Fedien gnarde of that Kreate recepned 
bim with the honour which vnta ſuch a nable man did ap⸗ 
rertapne Me proceed foʒ ward toward the king, k being 
temlewhere he was, he declared vnto him his embaſſage. 


When Quabucinoc had hearde his tale, he was ſo moued . gr 
with pꝛe e choller, that forthwith be contained him fOvvarde, 


be lacriticed and gaue the S panfardes fo2 they anfwere 
Howes with ones, ftaues and arrotes, faping alfa 
that they deũred de; ith and no peace, and fought fo Kout⸗ 


Ip that dap, that they ſlewe many of our mente, and one 


bopleaLphetwite on thelr five many were lapne 
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The nexte day Cortes entred the cittie agapne, but he 
fought not, hoping then that they woulde ſubmitte them⸗ 
lelues, but pet the Citizens had no (uch thaught. e came 
here bute a certayne bulwarke on hozſebac ke, and ſpane 
vnto certaine Gentlemen with whome he was acguayn⸗ 
ted, ſaping that naw within a ſhoꝛte ſpace he could make 
an ende of their final deſtruaion, but pet ol meare com⸗ 
paſſion he wiſhed it not, foꝛ the loue whiche he bare vnto 
them, ſ that they would in time rẽder themſelues: wher⸗ 
Toye (quath he) entreate pee the king to doe the ſame, and 
in fo doyng pe ſhalbe well vled, and haue vicuals ſuffici⸗ 
ent. The Gẽtlemen hearing thefe woꝛdes, fell on weping, 
and anſwered, that now they knew well their errour, and 
kelte their lofie and deſtrugien, notwithſtãding they were 
bounde to obey their king and Goddes. But pet (quoth 
they) abide a while, and we will certiſte G ahutimoc what

vou haue ſapde, and in ſhoꝛzte {pace they went and returned 


againe,faping that the next day without kayle their Loꝛd 
woulde come and take with him in the markette place. 
With this ancwere Corres returned to his campe, and 
thought at their meeting to conclude an honoꝛable peace. 

Do againtk the nert day he cauſed a Canapie and chapꝛe 
of ‘eftate to be fette in the markette plate, accoꝛdyng te 
the arexican vie, and alſo a dinner ta be pꝛeparede Sb 
dap followyng carte. Corres at the houre appoynted, wit 
many of his men armed. but the king came nat:neuerthe⸗ 
lelle he ſente fiue noble men to treate of the matter; ercu⸗ 
fing the kyng , ſaying he was not well at eaſe. certer el 


kromed thoſe Gentlemen, and was gladde of their coming, 


Aud when ther hat dined ard well retfelſped their hun⸗

wicked facrifice and bloudſheding was nere at an ende, 
and that there was a people at hand, that ſhonld take a 
way all that wicked and abhominable religian.

He made Loꝛde of Tegcuco, Den Carolus Icklirnohitl, by 
the conſent of the Citie, in place of Den Aernandobis baw 
ther, who was decealicd, and commaunded many ol hys 
valſals to labour in the woꝛkes, bycauſe they were Car⸗ 
penters, maſons, and builders of houſes. Be pꝛomiſedal⸗ 
ſo to them that were naturals of the Citie ot en 
plottes to build vpon, inheritance, freedome, and other li⸗ 
berties, and the like vnto all thofe that woulde come and 
inhabite there, whiche was a meane to allure many tht 
ther. He ſette alſo at libertie ua the generall Cap⸗ 
fapne, and made him chiefe ouer the Indians in the Citie, 
vnto whome he gaue a whole trete. Be gaue nkewyſe 
another ſtreete to Don Pedro I ute uma, luho was ſonne ta 
Mute uma the Ring. All this was done, to winne the faz 
uoure of the people. be made other Gentlemen Seniors 
of little Jlands and ſtreetes to builde vpon, and to inha⸗ 
bite, and in this oꝛder the whole ſeituation was repar⸗ 
ted, and the woꝛke began with great ioy and diligence: 
but when the fame was blowen abzoade, that eric 
ſhould be built againe, it was a wonder to ſer the people 
that reſoꝛted thither, hearing of libertie & frerdome, the 
number was fo greate, that in a whole league compaſſe 
was nothing but people both men and women.

In Atechuacan he toke pꝛiloner the Ming cacencin, who 
was a great friende vnto Cortes, a ſeruitoʒ vnto the Spas 
nyards, and valſal to the Emperour, and as the fame go⸗ 
eth, he toke from him tenne thoulande markes of plate, 
and much golde, and alterward burned hum, and many os 
‘ther Gentlemen, and principal perſons of that kingdome 
bycauſe they ſhoulde not complayne, faping, that à dead 
dogge biteth not. Be take from thence fire thouſand u. 
dians forthe ſeruice of his armp, aud with them conquer 
red Xalixco, Whiche is nowe called the new Galixis. e a 
bode there, vntill the Uizeroy Dom Antonio de Mondoga, 
and Chancery of Mexico, cauſed him to be appꝛehended. 
who ſent him pꝛiſoner into Spapne, to giue accampte ot 
his office, It Nunio de Guſman had bin ſo god a gouernour 
and Judge, as he was in bloud a Gentleman, he had then

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Of vpꝛoꝛe, and to ſende him backe againe pꝛiloner into 
Spayne, But when he ſaw howe fone thele Judges were 
moued, he commaunded to pꝛoclayme himſelfe openty in 
Vera Crux Captapne Generall of all the dominions of 
the new spayne, and there cauſed the Emperours letters 
paͤttentes to be redde, whiche thing being knowen to the 
Mexican Judges, it cauſed them to wing their noſes. At⸗ 
ter this diligence ended, he departed toward szexico wyth 
a great tompanp of Spanyards and Indians, among whom 
were a god companp of hoꝛſemen: but when he came to 
Tegęuco, the Prefident ſent to commaund him not to en⸗ 
ter into Mexico, vpon papne of loſſe of his godes, and bps 
body to be at the E ings pleaſure. 

He obeped the commaundemente with greate tuples

The Indians vnderſtading 5ᷣ diſcoꝛd betwixt the Pꝛeſi⸗ 
dent and Cortes, ſlew as many Spanpards as they coulde 
get at aduantage, fo that in fewe dayes there wanted a⸗ 
boue two hundꝛed of the Spanich nation, being ſlayne as 
mell in Townes, as in tbe high wayes, pea and allo they 
had communed among themſelues to rebell in dede. But 
when the Biſhop and the Judges heard this newes, they 
began to feare the matter, and confidering that they had 
no better remedy, noꝛ other ſure delence, but only § name 
balo2, perſon, and authoꝛitie of corres, they fente to defire 
him to come onto scexice, where vpon he obſerued theyz

The letond Sunne (ſay they) fell from the heauẽs, with ‘ 


whofe fall all liuing creatures were llapne, and then laid 
they) were manye Giantes in that Countrep, and cer⸗ 
tayne monſtrous bones, which our men found in opening 
of graues, by proportion whereof, fome choulde ſeeme to 
be men ok twenty ſpannes high. 

The third Sunne was conſumed bp fire, whiche bur⸗ 
ned day and hight, ſo that then all lung creatures were 
burned. 

The kourth Sunne finithen bp tempett of abe 62 
winde, which blew downe houſes, trees, vea and moun⸗ 
taynes and Nockes were blowẽ alunder, but the lignage 

nf mankinde periſhed not, ſauing that they were conuer⸗ 
ted into Apes. And touching the kt Dunne which now 
raigneth, they know not how it chall conſume. But they 
fay that when the fourth Sunne periſhed, all the woꝛlde 
fell into darkenelle, and ſo remained foꝛ the (pace of fiue 
and twenty peares continually, and at the fiftenth peare 
of that fearekull darkeneſle, the Gods did forme one man 
and a woman, who bꝛought foꝛth childꝛen, and at the end 
ok the other tenne veares, appeared the Sunne whiche 
in newly boꝛne vppon the figure of the Conny dap, and 
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kherloze they begin their account ol peres at ß day, rece 
Boning from the peare of oure Woꝛde 1552, their age oz 
Sunne is 858. ſo that it appeareth that they haue bien 
mann peares their wetting in figures: and they had not 
onely this ble kram c ecochtli, whiche is the beginning of 
their peare, moneth, and dap of their fifth Sunne, but ale 
ſo they hadde the lame oꝛder and ole in the other foure 
Sunnes which were paſt: but they let many things ſlippe 
out of memozie, ſaping, that with the newe Sunne, all as 
ther things ould be ie wiſe new. They held alſo opis 
nion, that thꝛe dayes after this laſt Sunne appeared, all 
the Gods did dye, and that in procefle of time the Gods 
Whiche no we they haue, and woꝛſhippe, were baꝛne. And 
though thele falle opinions, our Diuines did fone cone 
wert them ta the knowledge of the true lawes ol God.

vers and ſundzy generations of people: but 
they holde opinion, that the Cocke of mot an⸗ 
Y e tiquitie, is the peaple nowe called chichime. 
e, whiche pꝛoteded out at the haule o. c. 
culſguacan, uhich ſtandeth beyond x alice, about the peare 
of our Loꝛde. 720. Many ol this Generation did inhabite 
aboute the lake of J ynucleitlan, but their name ended by 
mixture in marriage with other people. At that time 
they hade no Ring, noz vet did builde ether boule oa 
Downe. Their onipdwellmngs was in caves in h Mote 
lapnes. They went naked they ſowed na HN or grainy 
noꝛ Died bread. ol any loꝛte They did mamteyne them⸗ 
ſelues with rotes, hearbes, and ſilueſter fruites:and ber⸗ 
Ing a people conning in chat ing with the beteetben bite 
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led deare, hates, connyes, and other beaſtes and fonle, 
which they eate alſo, not ſodden o2 roſted, but rawe, and 


dꝛyed in the Sunne. Thep eate alſo Snakes, Wigardes, 
and other filthpe beaſtes, pea and at this dap there are 


ſome of this generation that bfe the fame dyet. But ale 
though they lined fuche a beſtiall life ¢ being a people ſo 
parbarous pet in their diuelich religion they were verpe 
deudut. Dhep woꝛchipped the Sunne, vnto whome thep 
pſed to offer Snakes, Liz ards,⁊ (uch other beaſts. They 
liketutfe offered vnto their God all kinde of foule, kram 
the degree of an Cagle, to a little Butterklie. They bles 
not lacrifice of mallaughter,noz had anp Idolles, no not 
fo muche as ok the Sunne, whome they helde koꝛ the fole 
and only God. They married but with one woman, ¢ ir 
no degree or kinred. They were a Toute and a warlike 
people, by reaſon whereol, they were Loꝛdes of the land. 
The Coronation of che Kings of Mexico. 
though one bꝛother was heire to an o⸗ 
tier among the aexécans, and after their 
derealle, did inherite the Sonne of the 
e isseſt bꝛother, pet they toke no polleſlion 
5 8 ok the ſtate noꝛ name of King vntil they 
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were annoynted and Crowned openlye. 
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of stzilopuchels with greate filence, and without any ioy 
0 pleaſure: Two Gentlemen of the Citie whole office 
it was, ledde him vppe the ſtaires of the Temple by the 
armes, and before him wente the Pꝛinces of Texcuco and 
Tlacopan, Who that dap did weare their robes of Coꝛona⸗ 
tion, where vpon was paynted their armes and title. Ges 
rye felwe of the Laptie wente vp into the Chappels, but 
only thaſe that were appoynted to attire the newe king, 
and to ſerue in other Ceremonies, for all the reſidue 
ode vpon the ſteppes and belowe, to beholde the Caza 
nation. Theſe Maͤgiſtrates being aboue in the Chap⸗ 
pell, came with great humilitie and reuerence, knelyng 
bolwne vpö their knees bekoze the Bool af itil pucf rl 
and touched the earth with one finger and then killed the 
ſame. Then came the high pꝛieſte clothed in his pontiſt⸗ 
call veſtmentes, with many others in his company, who 
did weare ſurplices: and withoute {peaking any woꝛde, 
they paynted oꝛ couloured the Rings perſon, with pnke 
made fo2 the purpoſe, as blacke as any cole. After thys 
Ceremonye done, they bleed the annoynted Li png, and 
ſpꝛinckled him foure times with a cerfapne holly water, 
that was made at the time of confecration of the Gor, 
made of dowe oꝛ paſle, with a ſpꝛinckle made of boughes 
ol Cane leaues, Cever, & willow leaucs; Then they put 
vpon his head, a cloth painted with the bones and ſkulles 
ol dead men, and next they clothed him with a black gars 
ment, and vpon p another blewe, and both were paynted 
with § figures of dead mens ſkulles ¢ bones. Then they 
put about his necke cevtaine laces, whereat did hang the 
armes of y Crowne. And behind his backe they didhang 
_ certain little bottels ful of powders, by vertue wherof he 
was deliuered from peſtilence and diſeales, according ta 
their opinta:pea ¢ therby witches, noꝛ witcherafts could 
not hurt him, oz pet enil menne decepue him. In te 
; t 
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with thole relickes he was ſure front all perill and daun⸗ 
ger. Upon his lefte arme they bounde a litle bagge of in⸗ 
cenſe, and then bꝛought onto him a chaftpng diche of ime 
bers made of the barke of an Oke tre. Chen the king as 
role, and with bis owne bande thꝛew of the fame incenſe 
into the chafing diſhe, and with great reverence brought 


the ſame to the God Vitzilopuchtli, and after he had ſma⸗ 


ked him therewith, he latte him downe, then came the 
high Pꝛieſt and toke his othe to mainteyne the religion 
ofthe Goddes, to kerpe alſo all the lawes and cuſtomes of 
his pꝛedeceſlours, to mapntepne iuſtice, and not to agra⸗ 
uiate anp ok his baflals oꝛ ſubiects, and that he ſhould be 
valiant in the warres, that he ſhoulde cauſe the Sunne to 
giue his light, the clowdes to peeloe rapne, the riuers to 
runne, and the earth to bꝛing koꝛth all kinde ot grapne, 
kruytes, and other nerdefull hearbes and trees. Thele and 
many other impollible things the newe kyng did lweare 
to perfoʒme: and then he gaue thankes ta the high pꝛieſk, 
and commended himſelk to the Geddes and to the lakers 
on, and they who brought him vp in the fame oꝛder, ca⸗ 
rieth him dolone agapne. Then all the people cried, the 
Goddes pꝛeſerue the newe kyng, and that he may raigne 
many peeves in health with al his people. But then ſome 
began to daunce, other to plap on their inſtrumẽts, chew⸗ 
ing outwardly their inwarde ioyes of harte. And before 
the king came to the fote of the ſkeppes, all the noble men 
tame to peclde their obediente, and in token of louing and 
kapthkull fubledes they pꝛelented vnto him feathers, 
ſtrings ok Maple ſhelles, collours, and other Jewelles of 
golde and filuer, allo mantels paynted with death, bare 
him company onto a great hal within the compalle of the 
kemple, and there lefte him. The king ſitteth downe vn⸗ 
der his cloth of effate,called Tlacatecce, and in koure daies 
departeth nat out of the circupte of the temple,the which 
a — CUI, he 
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he ſpendes in prayers, ſatriſice and penaunce, he eates 
then but once a dap, and euery day he bathes himſelfe, 
and agayne in the night in a great ponde of water, and 
then lettes himſelle bloud in his eares, and ſenſeth theres 
with the God ol Water, called Tlalac he likelwiſe fenteth 
the other idols, onto whome he offereth bꝛead, flowers, 
Papers and little Canes died in the bloudde ol his owne 
tongue, noſe, handes, and other partes ol his body. After 
the foure dayes erpired, then come all the Noble men ta 
beare him company to his palapte with great triumphe 
and pleaſure of all the Cittie, but after his conſecration 
kewe oꝛ none dare loke him in the face, ty 

And now with the declaryng of the actes and Ceres 
monies that the Arexican Rings are trowned, J ſhall not 
neebe to rehearſe of other kyngs, foꝛ generally they all do 
‘bie the fame oꝛder, ſauyng that other Pꝛinces goe not vp 
to the toppe ol the Temple, but abide at the kote of the 
fteppes to be crowned, and after theyꝛ Coꝛonation they 
tome to exico loꝛ their conũrmation, and then at theyꝛ 
returne fo their tountrey they made manp daunk feats 
and banquets. yee wine

helde fo2 an affured faith, that there were nine places ape

But it he chaunſed to die, then woꝛde was ſent thꝛougb⸗ 
out all his dominions to bewaile his death, and allo other 
pottes were fent to call the Noble menne that were his 
nigheſt kinlmen, and to warne them within foure dapes 
to come vnto his huriall. f 
The dead body was layde vpon a fayꝛe matte, ¢ was 
watched foure nightes, with great lamẽ tation and mour⸗ 
nyng: then the body was waſhed, and a locke of heare 
cut from the crowne of his head, whiche was pꝛeſerued 
aS à great relicke, ſaying that therein remapned the re⸗ 
membꝛance of his ſoule. This done, a fine Emerald was 
put into his mouth, and his body ſhꝛewded in ſeuentene 
riche mantles, of colours, both riche and coſtly wꝛought. 
Upon the bpper mantle was ſette the deuile oꝛ armes of 
Vitxilepuchtli 92 Texcalituca, oꝛ ot ſome other idoll, in 
whome the kyng had greate confidence in bis lyfe tyme, 
and in his temple ſhould the body be buried. Gps his face 
they put a viſoꝛ, papnted with faule and Diuclith ges 
Tures,befette with many iewelles, precions ſtones, and 
pearles. Then they killed his laue, Whole office was to 
light the Lampes and make fire vnto the Goddes of his 
pallayce. Theſe things done, they carried the dead body 
vnto the Temple: ſome followed him with dolekull tune, 
others fong the death of the kyng by note, fo2 ſo was the 
tuſtome. 

The Poble men and Gentlemen ot his houſholde cars 
vied Targets, arrowes, Dales, and Enlignes to thꝛowe 
into the fire where the body ſhould be buried in the Tem⸗ 
ple. The high Pꝛieſt and all the Clergie receyued him at 
the Temple gate, with a ſoꝛrowfull lang, and after he 
had ſayde certayne woꝛdes, the body was thꝛowen into a 
great fire made foꝛ the purpole, with all the iewels that 
he had aboute hum, and all the other things * * 
1 bought 
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bought to honour the burial: allo a dagge newly ſtrang⸗ 
led with an arrowe, whiche was to gupde him his way. 
Inthe meane whpie that the thing and dogge were 
buruyng, the Bꝛiells facrificed two hüoꝛed perlſons, holu⸗ 
beit in this Ceremonie there was no oꝛdinarp tare, fo2 
fometymes thep lacriſiced manp moe: they were opened 
with a rafour of flinte in the bꝛeaſtes, and they: hartes 
taken out and thꝛowen into the fire where the Kings bo⸗ 
dy was. Theſe miſerable perſons beyng ſacrificed, and 
their bodies thꝛowen into a hole, they belerued alluredly 
that thofe ſhoulde ſerue foꝛ his llaues in another woꝛlde: 
ſome of them were dwartles, monſtrous and deformed 
per ſons, with ſome women. They placed about the dead 
body ol the Ring befoze his buriall, Roles, Floures and 
ſundꝛp diſhes ol meate and deintze and no creature durſte 
touche the fame but anely b Pꝛieſts, foz it ſeemed to be an 
offeryng. 

The nexte day bollowyng, all the aſhes were gathered 
togither, and the teeth with the Emerald that was in his 
mouth, the whiche things were put inta a cheſt, paynted 

on the inſide with hoꝛrible figures ot diuels, and the locke 

bol heare whiche was cut from his crowne, and another 
locke ol heare which was pꝛeſerued from the tyme of his 
birth. Chen the cheſt was lockte, and an image ol wd 
made and clothed like vnto the Kings perſon, which was 
ſet on the toppe al the cheſt. The obſeguies endured foure 
dapes, in the whiche the wines and daughters of the king 
offered great offerings at the place where his body was 

buried, and beloꝛe the cheſt and his image, 0.

About midnight they doparted in the oꝛder aloꝛeſayde 
out of the Kings palapte with great light of fire bꝛandes 
and with a heaup noyſe of trumpets and dꝛummes. The 
Citizens which dwelt where the coꝛſe palled, attended fa 
make cleane the ſtreate. And when they were cone to

‘Apparelled in the habite oꝛ deuiſe ofthe Idol vnto whom 
ech of them did commende himſelke: and moꝛeouer thep 
decked them with feathers, garlands and floures. Many 
ol theſe ſoꝛt of people, do go to the ſlaughter with iopfull 
countenannce, dauncing, demaunding almes thꝛough 
the Citie fo2 their ſacriſice, all the whiche almes is due 
vnto the pꝛieſtes. NUhen the greene coꝛne was a fate as 
boue the ground, they vled to go vnto a certain bil whi⸗ 
che was appointed fo2 ſuch deuotion, and there ſacriũ⸗ 
fed two childꝛen, a boy. and a girle of thee peares oł age, 
fo the honoꝛ of Tlaloc god of water, beſeeching him the re⸗ 
foꝛe deuoutlye, to haue alwapes a care to pꝛouide them 
water:theſe childꝛen were free boꝛne, and therfore theyꝛ 
hartes were not taken out of their bodies, but after that 
their thꝛotes were cut, their bodies were wꝛapped in a 
new mantel, and then buried in a graue of fore. 

The keaſte of T⸗x cli was, when the ields of azaz 
were growen two fete high, then a certaine ſumme of 
merchandiſe was gathered among the dwellers in the 
towne, wherebwith were bought foure little lanes bes 
fwirt the age of fine and ſeuen, and they were likewiſe 
facrificed to the god falc, foꝛ continuall ſhoures of 
rapne.

He Diuell did many times talke wyth 
the pꝛieſtes, and with other rulers and 
oy perticularperſons, but notwith al forts 
Ih ofmen , And tnto him to whom the 
2 Diuel had appeared, was otfered € pres 
—knted great giktes. T he wicked ſpirit 
appeared Onto thé ina thonſand ſhapes, and faſhions, ¢ 
finally he was conuerfant and kamiliar among them 
very often. Ind the foles thought it a greate wonder, 
that Gods would be fo familiar With moztal men. ea 
they not knowing that they were Diuels, and hearing 
of them many things before the had hapned, gaue great 
credite and belfefe to their illuſtons and deceltes. And 
bycauſe he ckommaunded them, they ſacrificed ſuche an 
infinite number of creatures. Uikewile he, bnto whom 
he had apeared, carried about him painted, the likeneſle 
wherin he ſhewed himſelk the fire time. And they pain⸗ 
ted his image vpon their doꝛes, benches, and euery c92- 
ner of the houſe. And as he appeared in ſundꝛp figures 
¢ ſhapes, euen ſo they painted him, of infinite kaſhions, 
pea and ſome foule, grieſlpe, i fearekul to beholde, but 
pet Onto them, it ſemed a thing delecable. So this igno⸗ 
rant people giuing credite to ß condẽ ned ſpirite, were 
growen euen to ß higheſt hil of crueltie, vnder the cou⸗ 
lour of deuout i religious perfons, vea they had ſuche a 
cuſtome, that befoꝛe they would eat 02 Bink, they wold: 
take thereofa little quantitte,¢ offer it vnto the ſun and 
to the earth. And if they gathered coꝛne, fruite, oꝛ roſes, 
they would take a leafe befoze they would ſmel it, & of:

querers, required aman of no⸗ 
ble bloude to gouerne, where⸗ 
vpon the Emperour ſente thi⸗ 
ther Don Antonio de Mendofa, 
bꝛother vnto the Marques de 


riual there returned from thence sebastian Camires, who 
had gouerned that countrep with great Difcretion and 
woꝛthy commendation. In recompéce wherok the Em⸗ 
perour made him pꝛelident of the chancery ok Valladolid, 
and biſhop of Culuca. Don Antonio de Mendeſa Was ap- 
pointed vicerop in the peare. 154. who carried with him 
many artiſicers verpe experte in their ſciences, like wiſe 
through his intercellion, a money houſe was erected in 
Mexico he allo cauſed ſilke to be made and wꝛought in 
that countrey, and planted many Mulberp trees fo2 the 
ſame, altheugh the Indians little cate for ſuche things 
thꝛough their llouthfulneſle and gret liberty. This vice⸗ 
roy Don Antonio, called all the Biſhoppes, cleargp, and 
learned men togither, to confalt bpo eccleſiaſtical mat⸗ 
ters, which tended to the doctrine of the /ndsans. At that 
intkant was decreed, that the indians ſhoulde be inſtru⸗ 
cted only in the latin tong, which tbey learned derpe wel 
and alſo the Spaniſhe tong. They learne the Muũcke 
with god wil, eſpectally the flaute: their bopces are not 
god koꝛ the pꝛicke ſong. At that ſeaſon was alſo decreed, 
that no Indian ſyould take oꝛderof Pꝛieſthod. 
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4.00 The Conquest of 
The vicerop Don Antonio built tertaine townes with 
Romaine pillers, in honoꝛ of the Emperour, and cau⸗ 
ſed his name to be grauen in Marble. He alſo began the 
Ray o2 wharfe in the porte of Medellin, a coſtly and ne⸗ 
ceſſarie wozke:he alſo reduced the chichimecas to ciuel lis 
uing:he ſpente muche money in the entraunce of Sibola, 
without any pꝛolit, and alſo thereby remayned an enemy 
to Cortes, He likewiſe diſcouered much land on the ſouth 
coaſt neare æalixco: he ſente allo ſhippes to Molluca, for 
ſpites, which were loſt:he behaued himſell very pzudẽt⸗ 
dently in the rebellion time of the / ndians of Piru. 

The Emperour commaunded him akter warde to goe 
vnto the Piru fo2 viceroy, tonſidering the licenciat G %, 
who gouerned there, was returned into Spain, and likes 
wiſe hauing vnderſtod his god gouernement in the new 
Spaine, although fome complaintes were made of hym. 
It grieued Des Antonio de Mendoſa, to departe from the 
newe Spaine, where he founde himſelke wel beloued as 
Mong the Indians, who had cured him of ſundꝛy diſſeaſes 
with bathes of Hearbes, where befeꝛe he was ftarke 
lame, and alſo poſſeſſed of lands, Cattel, and other riche 
things, whiche he was loth to leaue. Like wiſe he deſired 
not to haue to deale with other newe men, whoſe condi⸗ 
tions he knewe not, although he knewe that the Piruleros 
were ſtubboꝛne and vnruely felowes. But of netellitie 
he was compelled to take that tourney by lande from 
Mextco to Panama, which ſtandech fue hundꝛed leagues 
diſtant, in the peare a 1851. And that pere came Don Luys 
de Valaſcs ko vitcerdie to n exico, who was a Gentleman 
ie and diſcrete in his gouernement. The office of vice⸗ 
roy in the newe Spaine, is a charge of great bono and 
pꝛofite. eee 
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— doo greately are thoſe indians bound to 
i 7 2 pꝛapſe God, who being ſeruants of Satan, 
, and loſt Sherpe, pet it pleated the godnelſe 
ol the Almighty to haue compalſion of thẽ, 
wo hath giuen them light to tome out ok 
darkenelſe, and bꝛought them to the knowledge of theyꝛ 
truell and abhominable life, and bath nowe giuen uta 
them the holy Ghoſt in baptifme: oh moſt happie corres, 
thy paynes was well employed, ob valiant Conquerors, 
pour names ſhall liue fo2 euer.

The death of Hernando 


Cortes. 


Here was a greate contention betwerne 
Eernando Cortes, und Don Antenis de Men- 
N ofa, the Uizerop, as concerning the pꝛo⸗ 
XZ) wince of sibel, fo2 each of them pretended 
KS atitle vnto the fame though the Empe⸗ 
ove” roures gift, the one bp meanes of bis ol⸗ 
ice of Wiseroy, and the other by his office of Captayne 
Generall, vpon the whyche matter they grewe into ſuch 
batred, that perfpte triendchtppe coulde neuer after take 
place betwerne them, although at the beginning ther 
were familiar and louing friendes:but malice grewe ta 
Cocke extremitie, that eache of them wrote vndecent⸗ 
Ir agapncke other, te the Emperoure ther: .

the whyche theyꝛ dopngs blemiſhed both kheyz cres 
dites. 

Cortes wente to lawe with the Licenciat sls Lobos the 
Aings Attournep, aboute ceitapne of his val als, and 
allo the Mizeroy alliſted agaynſte him as muche as her 


myghte. Upon conſideration whereof, he was enkoꝛced 


to come into Spapne in Anno i540. and bꝛoughte Dea 
Martin his ſonne and hepꝛe, beepng a childe of epabte 
peares of age, and bps ſonne Den Tuys, to ſerue the 
Pꝛince: he came very riche, but not fo riche as the kyꝛſte 
time. e enkred into great friendſchip with the Cardinal 
Loaifa, avid the Secretarie Cobos, but it pꝛeuayled not, foʒ 


the Emperoure was gone into Flanders about matters 


of Gant. 

In the peare 41. the Emperoure perforally wente 
to the ſerge ol Argell with a mightie armpe, and Cortez, 
with his two ſonnes went alſo thither to ſerue him with 
a god companye of men and Hoꝛſes, but it pleaſed God 


to raiſe vp ſuche a tempeſt, wherewith the moſt parte ol 
the fleete periſhed. Cortes then being in the Galley k 


Den Heosike Enrilkes, called the Efperanca , and fearing to 
loſe his rich emraldes and other Jewels at the time that 
the Galley was dꝛiuen by violence of weather vpon the 
choꝛe, he then bound about him the ſayde fyue rich em⸗ 
raldes, eſtermed in a hundꝛed thouſande Duckates, pet 
notwithſtanding thꝛough the tbꝛong of people, and bak 
ts eſtape out ot oeſe and mixe, the Jewels fell from him, 
who tauld neuer heare moꝛze of them, ſo that the prefent 
warres coſt hym moze than any other, except the Em⸗ 
peroures maieſtie, althaugh Andrea de oris loft eleuen 
But the loſſe ef trealure gréuet bpm not ſo muth, as 
the excluding hym out of the Countell of the warres, 
i other pong.

And abilitie were accepted, which was a cauſe ok greate 
murmurpng among the holt. And where in the countell 
ok warre it was determined to leaue the ſeꝛge and to de: 
part, it greeued manpe, whereupon Cortes made an open 
ofker, that he alone with the Spaniche nation would pꝛe⸗ 
ſume to take Agel, hauyng but the one halke ok the 7. 
deſcos ANB Italians , i it Woulde pleaſe the Emperoure 
ko graunte bute bpm the enterpꝛiſe. The Souldpers 
on the lande dyd hyghly commende hys courage, but the 
Sea menne woulde give no eare vnto him, fo that it is 
thoughte that the offer came not to the Emperaures 
knowledge. Corres wente vp and downe in the Courte a 
long ſeaſon, being ſoꝛe alfliged in a certaine ſute aboute 
bys ballals, and allo the pꝛoceſſe and allegations of nue 
uo de Guzman, lapde, vnto hys charge in hys relidence. 
The whole pꝛoceſle was ſerne in the counlell of Iudias, 
but iudgemente was neuer pronounced, whyche was 
à greate hartes eaſe foꝛ Cortes. And then her departed 
from the Courte towarde Siuill, with determinate 
wyll to paſſe bnte the newe Spapne; and to ende his
